Foreword 

Twyman was initially an English surname. Many Twymans have immigrated to America over the 
centuries, and nearly all can be traced to England. The original meaning of the surname is uncertain, 
though many theories exist. Most Caucasian American Twymans trace their heritage to George Twyman 
the first, an immigrant from England. Many African-American Twymans adopted the surname post¬ 
slavery, and some are literal descendants of Twyman plantation owners. Other American Twymans 
descend from later immigrants, among them being the most famous American Twyman to date, the 
NBA legend Jack Twyman. Though he was an amazing basketball player. Jack is most known for the 
strength of his character. Perhaps therein lies one reason we are at times anxious to discover our 
heritage: learning about the character of our ancestors helps us examine and strengthen our own. 

This is far from the first attempt to document the Twyman family in America. Starting in the late 1800s, 
curiosity about Twyman family history drove several Twymans to begin researching the family. With no 
Internet or local research resources to speak of, they began researching by writing letters by hand and 
travelling to court houses to try and find documents. Several of these Twymans stumbled into one 
another and began comparing notes and working together. By the early 1900s there was a strong 
interest in publishing their work, but the hope was that all known Twyman families would be connected 
before publishing. That never happened, and all of these Twymans passed away. Their work passed into 
obscurity and much of it has been lost. In the decades since, portions of their work have been found and 
built upon and supplemented by others whose effort made a portion of this work possible. The names of 
several of these are listed on the title page to recognize their significant contributions. 

However, the bulk of the credit for this history goes to untold hundreds who wrote letters, took 
pictures, preserved family bibles, filled out official records, told stories to their children, and did many 
other ordinary and extraordinary things that formed the building blocks of this history. We are indebted 
to these Twymans and their relatives, for without their thousands of small but significant acts, we 
wouldn't know anything about where we came from. If history is a good indicator, it is clear that our 
own small acts to preserve our history will make a lasting impact on future generations. 

About this History 

As with all history, sharing family history comes with presentation challenges. An easily readable 
narrative is prone to be incomplete, imperfect, biased, or otherwise in error. Detailing the source 
material and reasoning used to generate the historical narrative helps address this concern, and is 
essential for full comprehension. Yet, a narrative that includes extensive explanations of source material 
and reasoning creates prose that the typical reader perceives as especially dull. In an attempt to address 
this challenge, this history generally spatially separates biographical narratives of the lives of American 
Twymans from the research that underlies those narratives. This provides for an easy initial read, while 
also expounding the detail necessary for a more nuanced understanding when that is desirable. 

The narratives and data presented are only as reliable as the cited evidence and reasoning that 
accompany them. Within the biographical sketches, great effort has been expended to convey an 
appropriate level of certainty for each assertion. No hedging or similar language implies high certainty, 
but does not imply perfect certainty. Data listed in genealogical outlines are explicitly labeled with the 
authors' confidence levels. The authors cannot claim that these conveyed confidence levels are derived 
from any commonly cited "proof standard" because of the significant subjectivity and latitude within 
those standards. In all cases, the certainty of an assertion is an informed but admittedly subjective 
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judgment, but one that does consider various factors that impact the potential accuracy of the evidence, 
such as the following: 

• The temporal proximity of the source to the event 

• The interpersonal proximity of the source to the event (i.e.. First-hand vs. second-hand vs. 
tertiary information) 

• The proximity of the quoted source to its original record (i.e., original vs. transcribed vs. 
derivative sources) 

• Apparent uncertainty expressed in the record 

• The likely value of accuracy on the part of the individual(s) making the record 

• The legal precedence, societal norms, and other historical context associated with the record 

• The apparent accuracy of the source on other data presented 

• Agreement with other sources, to the extent those sources present independent records 

• The logical consistency of the claim 

• The likelihood of apparent recording errors 

Even those assertions with no hedging language or that have a "highest" confidence label are not 
proven beyond all doubt. Thus, despite their popularity, the words "proof" and "proven" are not used in 
this book's narrative or sources (except in the legal sense for legal contexts). From the authors' 
perspective, it is inaccurate to use the phrase "American Twyman has proven that...." More accurate 
phrasing would be "American Twyman claims that..." and "American Twyman provides evidence that..." 
Such phrasing avoids implying perfect certainty on the part of the authors. 

The source material and reasoning underlying the assertions is published herein, so that all can examine 
and make their own judgment as to the reliability of any published assertion. Nothing in this book (or 
any other book) should be presumed to be certain simply because it is published, or simply because it 
cites some sources. Sources can be flawed, misinterpreted, or paint an incomplete picture, and 
reasoning can be faulty even if sources are perfect. When assertions are contested, others can reference 
the faulty sources or reasoning herein provided. 

Though uncertainty and potential for error is embraced by the authors, none of the assertions 
presented herein should be dismissed simply because it does not match a different work or family 
stories. Contested or competing assertions should consider and carefully address the preponderance of 
evidence cited herein as well as any additional evidence available, and provide comprehensive reasoning 
that similarly acknowledges its own limitations. When it comes to the lives and identities of our 
forebears, a level of uncertainty is preferable to blind trust or dogmatism. 
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Section 1: The Indentured Servants 


American Twymans originally came from England in the latter half of the 1600s. There, family hardships 
drove some Twymans to start a new life in America. Twymans in England perhaps held a variety of 
occupations, but from its beginning, Virginia's economy was based on farming, with tobacco being the 
chief product. The earliest Twyman immigrants came to Virginia as indentured servants, and they 
learned to grow tobacco. They were pioneers fighting for survival in a land where disease and working 
conditions took the lives of many. A young teenager named George Twyman was the only one of these 
early immigrants known to have survived and have American descendants. 

George Twyman's descendants remained primarily farmers for more than four generations. Family and 
economic stability was elusive for the Twymans until the third generation, when two Twyman brothers 
successfully established their own farms and raised large families. These two Twyman families broke 
from the Church of England and supported the American cause in the Revolutionary War. 
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F> Francis Twyman: 1664 English Immigrant to Accomack, Virginia 

The first known Twyman in America was Francis Twyman, who immigrated to Accomack, Virginia in 
16644 Unfortunately there is only one known mention of this "Fran. Twiman" in American records, so 
we have little idea what happened to him.* But we know a little just from the history of the time. 

Francis's boss Tabitha Smart got a good deal. She was given 50 acres of land by the government^ as a 
bonus for paying Francis's passage to America. Francis was not able to pay his own way, so he at least 
got his passage paid for. Flowever, Francis didn't get it for free—his contract with Tabitha required him 
work as a servant for several years—likely between 4 and 7 years.^ Until his servitude expired, he was 
not allowed to marry or have children.^ Some scholars estimate that more than 50% of indentured 
servants died before their servitude period expired.'^ 


S> Stephen Twyman: 1685 English Immigrant to Northampton, Virginia 

Stephen Twyman was an indentured servant who immigrated to Northampton, Virginia, in 1685,^ 
ending up in service of the wealthy John Custis family.^ ® John Custis is reported to have accumulated 
one of the largest workforces in Virginia, including some via marriage to the Tabitha Smart^ who had 
indentured Francis Twyman in 1664.^ In fact, Tabitha would have inherited Stephen's service also, had 
John Custis died a few years earlier than he did.® Based on the Virginia laws of the time, Stephen likely 
finished his service about 1692, in his early twenties. 

In 1685, the Northampton court had declared Stephen to be fourteen years old.® It is clear this was an 
estimated age because the court tied his declared age to the date he arrived in Virginia as opposed to a 
birth date. Presuming the estimate was roughly correct, Stephen may have been the Steven Twyman 
born in 1669 to Stephen and Mary Twyman of the town of Minster in Thanet, Kent, England. 

Stephen arrived in Virginia eight years after another Twyman indentured servant named George 
Twyman had arrived. Flypothetically, Stephen's possible father Stephen Twyman Sr. could have been 
the guardian of George Twyman after the death of George's family: Stephen Jr.'s father died when 
Stephen Jr. was young,® and Stephen Jr.'s mother died shortly after George left.“ Stephen Jr. would 
have been too young to leave at that time,® so perhaps Stephen Jr. was taken in by extended family until 
1685 when he was old enough to send to America. This scenario is only a possibility of what might have 
happened. 

Stephen certainly survived over six years of indentured servitude.®^ What happened to Stephen after 
that is unclear. Perhaps he made it to the end of his period of servitude and tried to make a living in 
Virginia, or perhaps he went back home to England. No records have been found indicating he had any 
descendants in America. 


"Fran." may also have been a "her," but all other names on Tabitha's list of paid-for servants were male, so it seems most 
likely "Fran." was male also. 
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G> George Twyman: 1677 English Immigrant to Middlesex, Virginia 

George Twyman* was born in England^^^ and emigrated to America in the late 1600s on a ship called 
Recovery ,which sailed from London in the Fall of 16777^ The only certain estimate of George's birth 
date in American records is a 1677 Middlesex, Virginia court document in which the court "adjudged" 
(declared) George to be sixteen years of aged^ The accuracy of that declaration is uncertain, and may 
have been influenced by Virginia legislation of the time7‘^ But presuming it was roughly correct, it places 
his birth in the early 1660s. 


Records found to date do not make certain who his parents were,^ but circumstantial 
evidence®'^'^^^'^^'’'^^'^ suggests he was the son of Nicholas and Ann Twyman of a small town called 
Birchington on the Isle of Thanet, in Kent county, England.Nicholas was a grandson of William and 
Margaret (Jenkin) Twyman,^^®'^®^ who are among the earliest Twymans for whom descendants have 
been identified. If George was this son of Nicholas, he was born in 1663, and his parents and siblings had 
died by the time he was six years old.^®'^ 


Presumably he would have been raised by 
relatives. There were only a handful of 
Twyman families in England at the time, 
and parish registers in and near 
Birchington reveal that some of them had 
mothers or fathers who had recently died 
or were near death at the time George left 
for Virginia.One of these was Stephen 
Twyman's possible father Stephen 
Twyman Sr., who died in December 
1676,®*’ perhaps creating a need for George 
to leave for America several months 
later.**® 

George was certainly too poor to pay for 
the voyage, so he would have agreed with 
someone such as a merchant, an agent, or 
perhaps directly with the Recovery's 
captain to be sold into servitude to repay 
the cost.*^ After he arrived in Virginia,^®'* a 
plantation owner named Thomas Lee^^ 
from a local area called Jamaica**® paid for 
his voyage in exchange for several years of 
hard labor. George was a young teenager 
and likely had little idea of what to expect.

* There is no evidence George ever used the suffix "I" or "Sr." or any other suffix in his lifetime. Such suffixes typically originate 
from researchers wanting to more easily distinguish George from his descendants in their personal records. 

t No reliable records have been found directly linking George to names of his parents. Though some genealogical rumors have 
suggested a "John Twyman" as George's father, no known primary evidence in Virginia or English records suggests a John 
Twyman fathered a George Twyman around 1661. 
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Having already agreed to his fate before crossing the ocean, he had no way out of the deal. 

By declaring George to be sixteen years old, the court legally limited George's term of service to four 
years.But less than a year later, George ran away from Thomas's tobacco fields,^® and when he 
returned four months later, the court added IVi years to his servitude.^® It wasn't the first time an 
indentured servant had run away from Thomas.Runaways were a common problem in Virginia, and 
heavy incentives were offered for turning them in.^^ In addition to heavy extensions on their periods of 
service, beatings for runaways were legally allowed. Thomas's servants would have been responsible 
for helping with Thomas Lee's labor-intensive tobacco crop,^®'^° and each one would have been expected 
to produce many hundreds of pounds of tobacco each year,^^® under brutal working conditions.

was highlighted for this book. Thomas Lee's plantation was located in between the "s" and the second "e" in "Middlesex 
Co" (in or near Jamaica, Virginia). The local church that recorded the earliest Twyman family births was located about 13 
miles southeast, approximately where the "o" is on "Middlesex Co" (now 56 Christchurch Lane, Saluda, Virginia). Directly 
across the bay from Middlesex are Accomack and Northampton counties, where Francis Twyman and Stephen Twyman 
were indentured (see F and S). The orange square shows an estimated location of the sparsely populated region where 
George Twyman II and Agatha (Buford) Twyman moved their family. 


Many indentured servants did not survive the harsh colonial conditions.'^-^^'^ Of those who survived, 
many did not marry and have families, because the ratio of men to women was about 4 to George 
did both. He finished his period of servitude despite the extension. He remained in Middlesex after his 
indenture ended, continuing to live near the Rappahannock River.^^^ Though he would have been poor, 
he married a daughter of a relatively wealthy local family. He and his wife Katherine (Mountague) 
Twyman^^® had at least one son and two daughters,^^^'“‘’'^'*^'^^‘' acquired livestock and horses, and even 
an indentured servant of their own.^®'^ But George died in 1702^^'^ at roughly 40 years old, leaving 









behind a very young family, including a pregnant wife.^^® At that time, George's property was assessed 
to be worth less than £71,^®® which is roughly equivalent to USD$18,000 in 2020 money. 
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His children were likely raised by Katherine and their stepfather, Phillip Warwick.George's three 
children lived to adulthood and married^^®'^'^ in Middlesex. His daughter Mary married James Bristow;^^^ 
his daughter Katherine married John Tomson;^^ and his son George married Agatha Buford,^^'^'^^and 
later settled in the Spotsylvania, Virginia frontier.^^'’-^"^'^'^® 

George appears to have been the only early immigrant who has American Twyman descendants, and 
after the indentured servants, no other Twymans are known to have emigrated to America for almost a 
hundred years. George's Twyman descendants have had by far the longest time in America to multiply, 
which has resulted in George being the ultimate forefather of most Caucasian American Twyman 
families. Most Twyman families of African-American heritage are likely descendants of slaves held by 
George's descendants. George himself appears to have had one slave at the time of his passing,and 
Katherine had slaves in her widowhood.^® Many of their descendants followed the slave-driven 
plantation economy that had long since become the Virginia norm and economic driver.

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GK> Katherine (Mountague Twyman) Warwick 

Katherine was born Katherine* Mountague^ sometime between 1666^^® and 1683^^'^ in Colonial 
Virginia.She was born to Peter Mountague^®^ ® who was a prominent Virginia native, and to Maria 
Doodes^®'^ ®'^® (originally Maritje Doedes^^) Mountague, who had immigrated to Virginia from the 
Netherlands. Katherine's grandfather is reported to be an early immigrant to the original Jamestown 
settlement, arriving on the ship Charles in 1621.'^° Upon his death, Katherine's father inherited and 
settled on land on the Rappahannock river—land that became part of Middlesex when that county was 
first formed. 

Though the Mountagues were a family of prestige and some wealth,'^° in about the late 1690s^''‘' 
Katherine elected to marry into the poorest of society. Her father and mother died about the same time 
or a few years before she married.She and George Twyman had a life together for only a few years 
in Middlesex. When George died, Katherine was pregnant^®^ and had young children to care for. 

Three years later she married again, this time to a native Virginian living nearby^®*' named Phillip 
Warwick,the son of Thomas and Penelope Warwick'*^^''^^’'''^''^^ and godson of a Margaret Perrott.'^® 
Katherine had at least another four children with Phillip, including Thomas,'^^''^®'^® Jane,'‘®'^° Phillip, 
and John.®^'^^ Two of those children died as infants, and Thomas died as a young adult.'*® After 14 years 
of marriage, her husband Phillip died.®'* ®®-®® Katherine took over management of Phillip's estate and 
remained a widow for over 20 years.For about three years, Katherine had helped care for an 
apparently mentally handicapped orphan named Mary Goodrich,®** ®^ the biological child of John and 
Eliza Goodrich.®^'®® Mary Goodrich died as a young adult.®'* Shortly thereafter, Katherine's daughter 
Katherine Tomson died,®® and her grandchild Jane Tomson®® died a few months later.®^ Katherine 
Warwick outlived her son named George Twyman,®'*^ who also left behind a widow with young 
children,^®'^ just as his father had. She nearly outlived her son Phillip Warwick,®® whose widow®® suffered 
the same fate.®® 

Though she experienced much loss in her life, Katherine has become a progenitor of thousands. In 
addition to Warwick descendants through her son Phillip,®®^ Katherine has thousands of Twyman 
descendants through her son George, and many Bristow descendants through her daughter Mary 
Bristow and possibly through her daughter Katherine Tomson.* 


* On the matter of how to best spell Katherine's name: Katherine's grandson in 1811 spelled her name "Catharine Mountigue." 
The "Catharine" spelling is used in some official documents of the time, but the "Catherine" spelling was most commonly used, 
including in her marriage record (see 41). Some of her children's birth and baptism records also use this spelling (see 25,47,52), 
but others use "Katherine" or "Kath" (see 24,49,51). Her second husband's will refers to her as both "Catherine Warwick" and 
"Katherine Warwick." However, as was common for the time, Katherine "signed" her name using a mark of her choosing when 
needed. The mark she chose was a "K." She signed with this mark at least three times: 1) in a 1719 bond (see 56), 2) in a 1720 
will (see 42), and in a 1702 administrator bond—in this last case, she signed a "K" despite her name being spelled with a "C." 
(see 27c). Because her mark would have been selected by herself, "Katherine" with a "K" is the spelling adopted here. 

^ Many sources spell the name "Montague," but contemporary documents fairly consistently use the "Mountague" spelling for 
this family name. The first "u" appears to have been dropped later than this time period. 

* Some claim Katherine Tomson's only known surviving child (also named Katherine) married a Jedidiah Bristow and thereby 
also had many Bristow descendants. However, evidence that Jedidiah's wife was this Katherine Tomson was not found.

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Section 2: The Second Generation in America 

The Twyman name almost didn't take hold in America early on. George appears to be the only 
indentured servant to have had any descendants, and he died after only a few children, and while those 
children were still very young. The Virginia frontier was not much kinder to this second generation of 
Twymans either: two of George's three adult children also died while their own children were still 
young. The third child lived to see her fifties, but even she died before all of her children reached 
adulthood. By 1746—almost 70 years after George arrived in America—there were still only about 6 
living Americans who had ever gone by the name "Twyman." 
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GK.M> Mary (Twyman) Bristow 

Mary was born Mary Twyman^^ in colonial Virginia to George and Katherine (Montague) Twyman. 

She was probably the first Twyman child born in the Americas.* * Her father died while she was very 
young,and Mary was likely raised by her mother and stepfather, Phillip Warwick, in Middlesex.^®'^° 

In 1720, she married James Bristow,^^ son of John Bristow^°'^^ and Michall (Nicholls)”^ Bristow.James 
was a widower^^ with a young daughter,so Mary started off as a stepmother. Her stepdaughter was a 
great-granddaughter of Thomas the man for whom Mary's father had been an indentured 

servant. 

Mary and James also had several children of their own, which they raised in Middlesex. Their known 
children include Catherine,” George,^® Anna,^® Elizabeth,®® Avarilla,®^ and Jane.®^ Mary's nephew 
reported that their family was "well esteemed, and counted honest, industrious, plain people."^^^ Court 
records show James served in various civic duty capacities including surveyor and constable.®® ®'^ ®® Their 
only known son George started out his family in Middlesex, but ultimately ended up in North Carolina.®® 
Their daughter Catherine Bristow married Thomas Chaney and started a family in Middlesex,®^ but was 
widowed after only a few years.®® Some claim®® that their daughter Jane was the same Jane who 
married Thomas Greenwood and raised a family in Mecklenburg, Virginia,but evidence that these 
two Janes were the same person is still needed. Thus far, what happened to James and Mary's other 
children is unknown. 

No record of Mary's death has been found,^ but it appears she died before 1760,®® because by that time 
James was married a third time to a woman named Agnes.®® ®®'®'^ ®®

GK.K> Katherine (Twyman) Tomson 

Katherine Twyman was born to George and Katherine (Mountague) Twyman^^^-^^ around 1702 in 
Middlesex, Virginia^'' She married a man named John Tomson^^^ in 172lT^ It appears they had at least 
two children together.®® ®® After about five years of marriage, Katherine died,®® and soon after, so did 
her 4-year-old daughter Jane.®^ Her husband remarried soon thereafter to Susannah George,®® had 
several more children,®^ and relocated®® to Caroline, Virginia, where he soon passed away.®®^ 

Of Katherine's life and family little is known. Her nephew reported that they were "well esteemed, and 
counted honest, industrious, plain people.Some claim Katherine's daughter Catherine Tomson was 
the same Catherine that married Jedediah Bristow (Katherine Twyman's brother-in-law^^'^) and had a 
son named Tomson. However, evidence showing that these two Catherines were the same was not 
found.

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GK.G> George Twyman II 

George Twyman (the second)* was born in Middlesex, Virginia, most likely in 1703,^^^’ a few months after 
the death of his father, George Twyman (the first). He was most likely raised in Middlesex by his 
mother Katherine (Montague) and her second husband, Phillip Warwick.George became a farmer 
by trade,and may have also been a tailor.^®'' He married in Middlesex in 1724 to a local^^‘^'“^ woman 
named Agatha Buford,^^ the daughter of Thomas Buford and Elizabeth.In their first year 
together, George purchased land further upriver—100 acres for £10“^ (about $2,300 in 2020 money). 
This is the first piece of land in America for which documented evidence has been found showing it was 
owned by a Twyman, but no evidence has been found suggesting George or any other Twymans ever 
lived there. 

George and Agatha's first child Elizabethwas probably named after Agatha's mother,^ who was a 
native of England.Elizabeth Twyman died at two years old,“^ shortly after the birth of her brother 
William. After William, another daughter Catharine was born,“^ named after her Twyman 
grandmother.^^^ Probably a little after their second son George was born,^^®'“®^ George and Agatha 
moved inland, settling in a sparsely populated area on the Virginia frontier—near modern day Cowherd 
Mountain in Orange county, Virginia.George and Agatha's fifth child named Mary^^*^ was likely born 
there. George developed a friendship with the Cowherd family in the area,^'^'^ and many years later his 
son William ended up marrying their daughter.^^® 

George and Agatha lived together on the frontier only two or three years, because George became 
sick.^'^ He died in he and Agatha's ninth year together.^^'^'^'^® Apparently sensing his time was at an end, 
he wrote a will before he died. The wilP'^ provides insight into George's character: He was careful to 
specify that his estate should be used to provide four years of schooling for each of his five young 
children. He left most of what few things he had of value to his six-year-old son William—perhaps 
hoping he would one day find a way to be a provider for the others. George had at least three bibles,^^ 
and he made a special point of deeding a particular bible to William, and his Anglican prayer book to his 
son George. There does not appear to be any slaves associated with his estate. Besides the 100 acres of 
land he had purchased, his estate was valued at less than £56,^^'^ or roughly USD$15,000 in 2020 
money.^*^ Agatha did not have much to work with. 


* There is not as yet any evidence that George ever used the suffix "II" or "Sr." or "Jr." or any other suffix in his lifetime. Such 
suffixes most likely originated from researchers wanting to more easily distinguish George from his father and son in their 
records.

GK.GA> Agatha (Buford Twyman Warwick) Lee 

Agatha was born to Thomas Buford and Elizabeth^ in 1705 in Middlesex, Virginia.She was still there 
when at 18 years old she married George Twyman.After having five children in less than 10 years of 
marriage,she was left a widow when George died. She was 28 years old. She decided to return 
from the Virginia frontier back to Middlesex,^^"^ where her father and her mother-in-law lived.A 
year later she married John Warwick, who appears to be the son of Thomas Warwick and Mary 
Lee75b,76b,iioa,iiia,ii2 rnggns John Warwick already shared connections with Agatha: he was the 
nephew of Katherine (Mountague Twyman) Warwick, Agatha's mother-in-law,'^'''^“^'“^‘''^^'^ and he was 
also a grandson of Thomas Lee,^®'’- ^^om Agatha's father-in-law was indentured. 

Three years into this marriage, Agatha's son William Twyman was placed with a distant relation^°^'^^®^ 
back on the Virginia frontier named Rice Curtis,and soon thereafter he began training to become a 
tailor.^^®'^^^'“® William's brother George eventually joined him in that training.In the meantime, 
Agatha and John had two children of their own, who they named Abraham^^® and Elizabeth.Then in 
1744, John It was only their ninth year of marriage, just as had happened with George. 

Agatha was now 38 years old, twice widowed, with young children. Four years later, Agatha's son 
William turned 21 and took official guardianship of his three Twyman siblings. 

Agatha married a third time, this time to a man named John who appears to have also been a 

grandson of Thomas He was seven years younger than Agatha and had previously been 

married to an Anne Spyers.^^®'^^^ John and Agatha lived together in Middlesex^^^-^^^ for several years, 
but then John died in 1759 . 1333 , 134,135 Agatha's son Abraham—by this time grown and married with a 


* Because the Julian calendar was in use and the new year started on March 25th, this time frame spans only about two weeks. 

1 Many have claimed without evidence that this was Elizabeth Lee or Elizabeth Perrott. Though it can be painful to see missing 
names in our family history, it would be a disservice to Elizabeth to make such assertions about her identity here, when the only 
evidence is hearsay. Neither Elizabeth Lee nor Elizabeth Perrot are suggested here-both were reportedly natives of Virginia, 
while George Twyman III said that Elizabeth "was a native of England" (see 11a).

child of his ownsold his land in Middlesexand moved away, ultimately settling in Amherst. 

At some point after John Lee's death Agatha also left Middlesex and went back to the frontier where she 
had lived with her first husband George many years before.This time she lived with her son William, 
and there she remained until her death.She is rumored to have lived to over 80 years old.^'‘° If so, 
the last almost 25 or more years were spent as a widow. She lived to see her children prosper, and to 
see dozens of grandchildren.

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Section 3: The Third Generation in America 

Beginning in the third generation, Twymans started living longer. The four Twyman children who 
survived childhood each lived to see old age. The two Twyman brothers, William and George, had 19 
Twyman children between them, all of whom lived to see their sixties or more. Eighteen of those had 
families of their own. In this generation, American independence was declared. This declaration took 
place 98 years after George Twyman [I] first arrived. Twymans joined the struggle for freedom, in war 
and in words. 

Some of the two brothers' sons established their own farms near their parents, who remained in what 
had been a sparse frontier back when George Twyman II had first moved there. Others among their sons 
moved far to the west, to the new Virginia frontier called Kentucky. When Kentucky was made its own 
state, American Twyman families were well established in two different states for the first time. 
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GK.GA.E> Elizabeth Twyman 

Elizabeth Twyman was the first child^^'^ born to George and Agatha (Buford) Twyman. She was born in 
1725 104 about 11 months after her parents' marriage. She lived only two years/^‘''“^ passing away when 
her brother William was only a few months old.“®

GK.GA.C> Catherine (Twyman) Dillard 

Catherine was born Catherine Twyman* to George Twyman II and Agatha (Buford) Twyman.She 
was born in Middlesex,and although her family moved briefly to Spotsylvania, her mother probably 
brought her back to Middlesex with her after her father died.^“ After her stepfather died, her brother 
William became her official guardian,^^^'^^® though she may have remained with her mother. 

She married a Mr. Dillard^^^ and likely lived her adult life in Middlesex or King and Queen.Together 
they had one child—a daughter.^^^ That daughter may have been the Frances Dillard who married 
Benjamin Kidd in Middlesex.^^^'^'^^ Little else has been discovered about Catherine's relationships, other 
than that she may have been a friend to a woman named Frances Daniel. 

Baptized Episcopalian as an infant,Catherine converted to the Baptist faith when she was 75 years 
old,^^^ which was some time after her sister Mary did,^^*^ and about 33 years after her brother George 
did.^^' George explained that she died about six years after her conversion, leaving "these mortal shores 
in confident hopes of immortal happiness. 


* Some claim that Catherine had a middle name "Mountague." No contemporary evidence supporting this claim has been 
identified.

Mary was born about 1733^^'^ in colonial Virginia/^'^'^'*^ the youngest child^^'^'^^*' born to George and 
Agatha (Buford) Though her family was living on the Virginia frontier when she 

was born/^'^ her father died when she was only a year old/^'^ so her mother moved back to Middlesex 
where there was more family supportT^"^ So Mary and her sister Catherine likely grew up there in 
Middlesex. Her brother William ultimately became the official guardian of her and her siblings/^'^'^^^-^^® 
but it isn't clear whether she actually spent any time living with him on the frontier. She was living in 
Middlesex at 19 or 20 years old when she presented and won a lawsuit against someone named Ralph 
Watts Jr. for an unknown offense. 

She did leave Middlesex sometime after that. She married a man named William Greenwood/^*^'^'’^-^''® 
who was also from Middlesex but who had purchased land in nearby Essex county.Together they 
raised a large family in Essex/'*^-^'^® where, as she put it, she "liv'd to see my Children Grow up like olive 
branches around my table.At some point in her adult life, Mary converted to the Baptist faith and 
remained in that faith the rest of her life.^^^ Her husband died about after 30 or more years of 

marriage,leaving behind Mary and seven adult children: two sons and five daughters.Mary 
followed about ten years later.^^''-^^ One of their sons was the first person in America to be given 
"Twyman" as a first name.^'*®^ Twyman Greenwood settled his own family in Essex, 
149,151,152,153,154,155,1563,157 gg (jjjj |.^jg brother William^'‘®'^®®'^^®^'^“ and his sisters Rachel, 

Catharine,and Frances,while his sister Ruth settled her family back in 
Middlesex.Where his sister Mary settled is uncertain. 

Mary (Twyman) Greenwood's 1797 reply to a letter from her brother gives insight into her outlook near 
the end of her life (spelling and grammar modernized): "I sorrowed to read in your letter that the 
infirmities of old age has separated us so far asunder that we should see each other's faces no more in 
the flesh--but this remains yet to comfort me: the time is short, and then we shall meet no more to part, 
nor infirmities nor spiritual desertion nor death to fear."^'^^

William Twyman (the first)* was the second child and first son^^^’ born to George Twyman II and Agatha 
(Buford) Twyman.He was born in colonial Middlesex, Virginia in 1727,“® which was the same area 
to which his grandfather emigrated from England.His father George, however, located his family 
north, to an area that would later become modern day Orange county, Virginia, but which at the time 
was a sparsely populated frontier.^^'®'^'^ George then died shortly before William's seventh birthday.®'^^ 

In his will, George specified that enough of his estate should be sold sufficient to provide four years of 
education for William and his siblings.®'^ William's mother went back to Middlesex,^“ and it is likely but 
isn't certain that William lived with her and his new stepfather^“'“® for those four years of schooling. 

Four years after his father's death, William was back on the same frontier, and an indirect 
relative®°^'®®‘^'^“^'^^'^®'^^®^ named Rice Curtis Jr. was appointed to be his guardian.In colonial Virginia, 
assigning physical custody of a child was not the reason for appointing a guardian-guardianship was 


* There is no evidence that William ever used the "I" suffix. However, he was noted as William Twyman "Sr." or "Senr." on 
several contemporary documents, as a means of distinguishing him from his son by the same name. Also, despite some internet 
hearsay to the contrary, there is no contemporary evidence suggesting he had a middle name. Middle names were uncommon 
for that time period. There is also no contemporary evidence of middle names for any of his siblings. 
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about managing the inheritance left to the orphan by his or her father, for the benefit of that child. 
Fatherless children were considered a possible future societal problem,so a guardian was expected to 
finance the child's upbringing and education.^®® If the child's inheritance was insufficient for this, the 
guardian would have the child become an indentured servant to a tradesman, who in turn would take 
responsibility for educating the child and training him or her in his trade.^^^'^®°'^^^ 

Accordingly, just before William turned 14 years old. Rice contracted him out as an apprentice to a tailor 
named John Wood.^^^-^^® William likely filled the typical apprenticeship model of the time, meaning he 
worked as an unpaid employee in John's household for between four and seven years.Before he 
turned 18, his stepfather passed away back in Middlesex.^^'*-^^^®'^^^ Once William turned 21 years old, he 
obtained guardianship of his three living siblings,including his brother George, who was already 
living with William and apprenticing as a tailor with him.^^®'^*^® John Wood helped pledge the security 
money required for William to obtain guardianship of George.Years later. Rice helped excuse William 
from reporting on his guardianship of George,for reasons that were left unspecified in the official 
record. 

William and George worked together as tailors for a few years.Tailors of that time period were 
always men,^®'* and there were no sewing machines. George and William would likely have hand-sewn 
everything from men's breeches and banyans* to women's dresses and stomachers. 

William and George became the forefathers of the first two distinct branches of Twyman families in 
America. William's branch started with his marrying a local woman named Winnefred Cowherd,^^® 
daughter of an Elizabeth^^®'^*^®'^®®^ (Lacy or Maloney^^®-^*^^) Coward^ and the James Coward^^® who had 
been a friend of William's father.^'^^’ William had sold the distant plot of land he had inherited from his 
father,and he and Winnifred made their home in what was by then called Culpeper,which was 
only about 18 miles north of the area where both William and Winnefred had lived as children.* There 
William and Winnefred raised nine children of their and built a successful farm, on which 

they appear to have lived for the rest of their lives.Early on in about 1755, William left his 
young family behind for three months to serve as a soldier as part of his duties as a member of the 
Culpeper Militia.The French and Indian War had begun, and earlier that year the Virginia army 
had been routed and was on the retreat. The French and Native American armies were freely attacking 
the Virginia frontier,*®® and William and other militia members were called into service to combat the 
immediate threat. Whether William directly participated in any battles is unclear. 

What is clear is that William survived, returned home, and worked on his estate. Before the war's end, 
he owned over 500 acres of land and would soon purchase a hundred more.**®^ '* Over the years he 
expanded his land holdings near his home, for a time held land in Albemarle county near where his 
brother was living,*®^^ * and even purchased land in Kentucky.*®^'*®®'^°° Fie also participated in the typical 


* Banyans are a type of nightgown that colonial men would wear during the day. 

^ Apparently at least some children of James Coward (see 187 and some entries in Madison Order Book 1), including possibly 
Winnefred (see lie) changed the surname spelling to "Cowherd," but all evidence found so far shows that James and Elizabeth 
used the "Coward" spelling (see 34,185,186, and more examples in the book cited in 187). 

* The narrative on Twymans Mill in the 1990 book Twyman by William Twyman Lockett implies that William's Culpeper land or 
some of his community was previously part of his father's estate. However, his father's home was located near Cowherd 
Mountain in Orange County (see 11c), which was many miles distant. William appears to have been the first Twyman to live in 
the Twymans Mill area. 
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civic duties of his time such as estate appraisals^°^ and jury duty^“—activities his father and grandfather 
appear to have been unable to engage in much as they struggled to establish themselves. 

His oldest children began getting married and starting their own families just as the American 
Revolutionary War began.William and Winnefred's family strongly supported the 
American cause. At least of their sons served in the American army during the war. 

Contrary to some published works, no evidence has been found suggesting William himself was a soldier 
in the Revolution/ but there is evidence he sold supplies to the Virginia militia during battles with Native 
Americans just prior to the war/“'^^^^ and to the American army during the war.^^^'^^"* 

The Revolution was fought partially over religious liberty/^®'’ and much circumstantial evidence, some 
scattered church records^^®'^^^® and intermarriages^^®^'^“^'^^°^ with the Craig and Garnett families show 
that much of William's family converted to the Baptist faith: Many historical accounts^ report that 
during the 1760s, a Virginia family in the vicinity by the name of Craig converted to this faith, and that 
three Craig brothers named Lewis, Elijah, and Joseph^^^ began preaching across the local Virginia 
frontier.The Twymans appear to have welcomed them warmly. William Twyman's daughter 
Frances ended up marrying Joseph Craig's via a Baptist minister.^^^® Elijah Craig 

baptized William Twyman's brother George,^^' and a Baptist minister officiated the wedding when 
George's son married William's daughter Ann.^^® Elijah Craig also baptized a local Culpeper man named 
James Garnett, who soon thereafter succeeded Elijah as the minister of the new local Baptist church. 

The Reuben Garnett who married William Twyman's daughter Mary“°®'^” was likely the brother of this 
James Garnett.William himself was christened Episcopalian as an infant,“® but his second 
marriage was performed by James Garnett,suggesting he may have become a Baptist himself. James 
Garnett also performed the marriage ceremony for William's daughter^®^ Catharine.William's son 
William Twyman II married a Sarah,who may have been James Garnett's sister.^^°^ 

Starting about 1778, the Craig family began looking for a new place for themselves and their fellow 
congregants to live--in an even sparser frontier area of Virginia called Kentucky County.^^®^ They were 
drawn by the pull of cheap land where they could escape religious persecution and build a community 
around their faith.In 1780, William Twyman or his son William Jr. started staking out land in the 
area to where one of the Craig families would soon move.^°°®'^®^^ William's son Reuben did the 
same.^®®'^®®^ Near the end of the next year,^'*® most of the Craigs and an entire church congregation 
made the move, settling first near modern-day Lancaster^^®^ and later in locations near Lexington. 

Neither William nor any other Twymans are known to have joined this first exodus to Kentucky's 
Bluegrass region, but the migration of Baptists from Virginia to Kentucky continued for many years 
afterward,^^®^ and several Twymans joined in. William's second son Reuben moved there^®®'^'^^'^'^^® about 
three years after this first exodus,William's daughter Frances Craig moved there about 
17892243 , 244 , 24 ® (shortly after her marriage), and his son George moved there about 1795 / 926,2463 

William and Winnefred's other six children stayed close to home: Catharine and William II made their 
homes in Madison,^®®'^'®®®-®'^^-^''®^'®'^® Elizabeth in Albemarle,Mary in Culpeper,^^®-®®®^'®®®'^®'’- 
®®® Ann in Spotsylvania,®^®'^'®®®® '^'^®^^-^®®'®®® and Tabitha in orange.^®°^'®®^'^®®'®®®'®®'‘'^®®'®®® 


* Besides the lack of evidence of any service as a soldier, William would have been about 50 years old at the time, and military 
service was rare for individuals of that age. Claims that he was a Revolutionary War soldier are likely based on a misreading of 
war records that actually refer to his son, William Twyman II. 


^ Though these narratives about the Craig and Garnett families are cited in the sources section, the information contained in 
these narratives was not vetted for accuracy by the authors of American Twyman, except where specifically noted. 
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The various property records cited to this point indicate that William's family was not poor, so they 
probably had less of a financial incentive to move to Kentucky. Further, the war had been won, and with 
the help of local politicians James Madison and Thomas Jefferson, religious liberty quickly 
expanded.Thus, matters of faith and fortune were likely key reasons why William's children (and 
his brother's children) either settled close to their parents' Virginia homes, or moved hundreds of miles 
away to the frontier's edge.

Despite his family's support of a faith and a revolutionary creed that each professed inherent equality of 
all people, William acquired slaves“^'^®^ and used them as workers. A few of William's slaves' names are 
known: Vinia,^®^ Charles, Indy, Captain, Tamar, Sam, Sarah, Judah, Dick, Jude, Sukey, and Hannah.By 
the time William died, Hannah and Dick would have been William's slaves for 50 years,except it 
appears William had set at least those two free before he died.^®^® He even took the very unusual step 
of leaving them a (small) inheritance in his will. His will further instructed his son William II to care for 
"old Dick."^®^ In Virginia there were several motives for freeing slaves.^®® That these two long-time 
slaves were singled out and cared for suggests that granting their freedom may have been motivated by 
appreciation for their service and a close relationship. Though far from a renunciation of slavery, 
William's actions toward Hannah and Dick foreshadowed later acts of one of the witnesses who signed 
William's will—his grandson^“^'^®®® James Twyman, who through his own will would free all of his slaves 
and give them most of his property as an inheritance. 

Winnefred died after over 40 years of marriage.In 1801, William remarried to a young 
woman^^^^’ named Ann^®^*’ Smith,^^^-^^^-^^'* daughter of a neighbor”^^ named Benjamin Smith.By this 
time Culpeper had been split up and William's farm was now within the boundaries of the newly formed 
Madison county,^^®-^®^® which had been named after the prominent Madison family of which James 
Madison was a member. William had at least some interactions with the Madison family,and in 
1808 he (or possibly his son) was called on to help sell the Madison family's mill.^°^®’^ William Twyman's 
descendants remained prominent citizens in that area of Madison for generations, and a community 
called Twymans Mill is still present there—located just a few miles from the Madison Mills community. 
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Unlike his father and grandfather before him, William lived to see old age, passing away in 1811^®^ at 
age 84. William and Ann had been married for nine years. Ann remarried about a year later to a 
Jeremiah Sulivan.^”'^-^^® A pre-nuptial agreement had ensured Ann received little of William's estate, 
and where she went with Mr. Sulivan is not yet known. William also left nothing to most of his children, 
even though several daughters still lived nearby. The probable reason was because he had little left: 

William's Kentucky land was abandoned^°“ or given away,“®‘^ and he had long since sold all of his 
Virginia land.^*®'^®^'^®^ Even the rights to the land he was living on had already been sold to his son 
William Twyman II, so although his will left this land 
to his son, this was only a reiteration of what was 
already a legal reality.Though he left few 
material things behind, several key life choices laid 
a foundation for many generations of Twymans to 
come.

Winnefred was born in the 1720s^‘*^® or 1730s^°®‘^ to James and Elizabeth (Lacy or Maloney) Coward. 

She married William Twyman about 1749,^°®'^ with whom she had nine children.Little is known 
about Winnefred, but her brother-in-law characterized her as a "a very pious woman one that feared 
God and lived uprightly, wel-beloved by her nieghbors," and had similar positive things to say about her 
parents.He also claimed she was of a gentle temperament and not one to get angry, but was "kind 
and tender" to servants and "a friend to the distressed.Winnefred raised her nine children^^^^’ to 
adulthood, and died about i794.i97f,i93a,27ib

Ann Smith married William Twyman in after his first wife Winnefred died. The one record we 

have that provides an age range for Ann suggests she was quite young relative to William when they 
married—probably born about 1785.”^'^ She was the daughter of a Benjamin Smith.The three 
Benjamin Smiths in the local area disappear from county tax records shortly after Ann's marriage. 

As with Winnefred, little is known about Ann. She apparently caused some concern to William by 
renting out some Smith family property,presumably without having sufficient rights to do so. A 
prenuptial agreement and other documents show that the expectation from the beginning of the 
marriage was that she would outlive William and move William died after they were 

married for nine years,and about a year afterward Ann remarried to a man named Jeremiah 
Sulivan.What happened to them afterward is currently unknown.

George Twyman (the third)* was the fourth of five children born to George the second and Agatha 
(Buford) Twyman.He was born in i 73 iiis.io 8 , 28 o challenging country life that was normal 

in the British Virginia colony. His father died when he was about three years old/^'^'^^^ and though his 
mother remarried/°® his stepfather died young also.^^^^-^^^ Ultimately George's brother William was 
named legal guardian for George^^^ and his siblings.In an autobiography he wrote/^ George 
highlights these early years with mentions of religious instruction from his mother that had a lasting 
impression on him.^^^ Though he had faith in Jesus Christ, he explained that at times he engaged in 
sinful behavior (e.g., sabbath-breaking). One day, about the time he entered teenage years, he became 
very sick and thought he would die, and be unable to enter a heavenly rest. At that time, he promised 
God he would follow Him if he got better—but after George recovered he fell back into his old ways. 

For a couple of his teenage years he became a compulsive gambler.^^^ At about age 17 or 18 some 
further spiritual experiences inspired first remorse and fear of condemnation, but ultimately a change of 
heart and conversion to Jesus Christ that brought him comfort and assurance.^^^ 

He and his brother William had trained to be tailors, and about age 19 he took up that occupation,^^® 
which he continued for some years,even having an apprentice of his own at least once.^®^ 

Around the same time he started this profession, he also purchased over 700 acres of land in what 
would later become Albemarle County,roughly 25 miles southwest of his brother's newly purchased 
land. Then in 1754 at the age of 22, George married Mary Walker,a daughter of fellow Virginians 
Edward^^® and Mary^®^'^ (probably Daniel^®'^®) Walker. George and Mary soon doubled the size of their 
property,and in the ensuing years built a successful farm in Albemarle.Over time they 
continued to expand its acreage,while also buying and selling land 

elsewhere.The home George built on his farm in Albemarle later came to be 
known as Oak Lawn, and is located in a community now called Earlysville.^®^-^®®'’ He and Mary raised 
their ten children^^®'^®° in that home. A portion of the original construction remains to the present 
day,296a though the home is rumored to have been ransacked during the Civil War.^®^ Though 
George's Albemarle land at one point included over 1,750 acres,^®^'^®^'^®*'^®® by the time his descendants 
sold the last of his property in 1965,^®®'’ they reportedly could not afford plumbing or electricity.^®® 

In Virginia, the Church of England was the prominent church of George's time, and tithing and periodic 
attendance at this church were mandated by law.^®^'^®® Though he was baptized as an infant into this 
state-supported religion,^® as a teenager George had frequently attended meetings with Quakers. 

One of his memorable spiritual experiences came during a Quaker meeting when he saw sincere tears of 
remorse with which he sympathized.Years later as a husband and father of eight, his corner of 
Virginia was visited by a Baptist minister whose message resonated with him.^^' That George's 
autobiography seems to focus mostly on faith and faith-based experiences is no coincidence—the 
Baptists of the time emphasized an experience-based conversion,^®® often tied to particular events 
which pivoted the course of a person's life®°°—the type of experience George noted he had in his youth. 
Thus, these spiritual experiences were defining moments for him. These Baptists rejected infant 
baptism,^®® so George was baptized again, this time by Elijah Craig,“' who later became the founder of 
Georgetown, Kentucky and Georgetown College.®®^ For George's corner of Virginia, what some 


* Though he sometimes was referred to as George Twyman "Senr.," there is no evidence that George ever used the suffix "iii" 
or "Jr." in his lifetime. These suffixes typically originate from researchers wanting to more easily distinguish George from others 
named George (including his grandfather, father, son, nephew, and some grandchildren), in their records. Also, despite some 
internet hearsay to the contrary, there is no evidence that George or any of his siblings had a middle name. Middle names were 
uncommon for that time period. 
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historians call "the Great Awakening" had arrived—the coming years would see thousands of Americans 
leave the Church of England (the Episcopal church) in favor of the more emotional revivalism of 
alternative faiths, where a spiritual "new birth" was often accompanied by reported dreams, visions, 
and spiritual journeys.Baptisms in George's church were preceded by the new converts sharing 
their spiritual conversion experience.George's deep commitment to faith in God is also reflected 
by spiritual music that he wrote, some of which has likewise been preserved. 

But when George first joined this new faith, there was not a 
congregation close to his home. About two years after his 
baptism, George became a founding member^°^^ and the first 
moderator^®^*' of the Albemarle Baptist Church, which was the 
first Baptist church established in Albemarle.A moderator was 
necessary because these Baptist churches conducted all business 
by open discussion and democratic vote^®®—a significant break 
from the Church of England's top-down church government 
model. His church also had a minister or two, but the ministers 
were proposed and selected by the members rather than 
appointed by a church leader.^“‘^ George served as moderator 
often through the rest of his life. The church's written minutes 
have been preserved, including many written by his own hand.^“ Over the years his wife Mary joined 
the Baptist faith,^“' as did his two sisters,and some if not all of his brother William's 
family.^^®'^^^®'^^®^'^^^'^ Some of his own children became Baptists. 

The persecuted Baptist faith openly sought greater religious liberty in colonial Virginia—liberty some felt 
would require war.^^®‘’ Like his brother William, George was a supporter of the American Revolution. He 
helped supply the American army,^°®'^°^'^°®'^°® and at least two of his sons fought for independence from 
British rule.^“‘’'^“'^^^^ Independence from Britain, however, was not enough by itself—the laws had to 
change if liberty was to be achieved. While the war was still raging, George ran for (but lost) election to 
the recently formed Virginia legislature.Nevertheless, in their quest to gain religious freedom, 
George and his church had found an ally in Thomas Jefferson, who lived only about 15 miles away from 
George. Jefferson reportedly visited George's Albemarle Baptist Church meetings at times,^°'^ perhaps as 
early as soon after the church was organized.Jefferson is rumored to have dined with the eventual 
church minister years before the Declaration of Independence, and expressed that he was struck by the 
church's democratic government, and considered it ideal for the American colonies.George became 
a friend of Jefferson,and some of his letters to Jefferson also survive to this day.^^^-^^®'^^^ Jefferson 
drafted legislation that would grant equal freedom to all religions in Virginia,^^®'^ and the state Assembly 
considered it after the war's end.^^®'* Virginia Baptists wanted this freedom so badly that they gathered 
over ten thousand signatures to petition the Assembly to grant it.^^®'^ George and his son Samuel were 
among those who signed their names.The law passed in 1786, guaranteeing that in Virginia, "no 
man shall be compelled to frequent or support any religious worship... nor shall otherwise suffer on 
account of his religious opinions or belief; but that all men shall be free to profess, and by argument to 
maintain, their opinion in matters of religion, and that the same shall in no wise diminish, enlarge, or 
affect their civil capacities."®^® 

At this time, Elijah Craig—the preacher who had baptized George—moved west to the Bluegrass region 
of Kentucky.®^^® Baptists had been moving to Kentucky for several years, and within the next few years 
perhaps a third of all Separate Baptists in Virginia migrated to Kentucky.^^®^ George's son James had 
been among the earliest of these migrants to the Bluegrass region in i78i^294b,3ioa since returned 

to Virginia®^®® and was living near his Twyman cousins in Culpeper.George's son William had

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already been living in the Bluegrass region for a couple of years.George made plans to 
move to Kentucky with Elijah Craig/^^® and he even reserved and purchased land there,but 
because of illness he and Mary ultimately did not make the move themselves,even as more of their 
children moved there over the next 10 years. Their daughter Ruth moved to the Bluegrass region about 
1787, soon after she married,^^'^^®'^^^^ *’ settling in Fayette.^^®'^^®'^^°^'^^^ Their son James returned to the 
Bluegrass region about 1788,^^^'’-^^^^ settling in Scott. 3220 , 3330 , 334 , 335 , 336 , 337,338 son Abraham moved 
there about 1791,^^®^ and their daughter Agatha moved her family there in 1795,ultimately settling 
in Franklin. 


George and Mary's youngest daughter Elizabeth continued living at home even for a few years after her 
marriage, 286 d, 345 a,346b moved to an area in southern Kentucky called Barren in about 

1799 346a,347a,348a-c eveotually Settled on property adjacent to her brothers William and 
Abraham,who had stayed in the Bluegrass region for only a few years before 
moving to Barren in the George and Mary's last child to 

leave Virginia was their daughter Sarah, who had married Richard Sanford^®^ and had been raising her 
family nearby.^“"'^“ She moved to Tennessee in about i8i2.33ia-363,364,365,366,367a,368a,369 


Ultimately only three of their ten children remained close to home: Joseph Twyman settled next to his 
father in Albemarle,Samuel Twyman settled in nearby Orange county, 
and George Twyman IV settled in nearby Spotsylvania. 


George III and his brother William I each used the names "George" and "William" for their sons,“°^'^®° 
and these names became very common among their descendants. By the sixth generation of Twymans 
in America, even some Twyman daughters were being given these names.

Though his faith professed an equality of all men, George ran a plantation with many slaves.Some 
of George's slaves' names are known: Harry, Hannah, Hannah, Frank, Peter, Minor, Randolph, John, 
Champ Carter, Martin, Martin, Ben, Neaton, Dina, Mildred, Dabney, Virginia, Betny, Lucy, Rachel, 
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Gilbert, Tom, Molly, Lowrey, Cate, Cate, Robin, Nancy, Nancy, Forrester, Clary, Mariah, Aggas, Charles, 
Tanner, Ned, and Parker.^^®'^-^^®'^-^” In later years Virginia Baptists would embrace slavery as doctrinally 
acceptable, but at the time of the American Revolution they had not yet reached that conclusion. In 
George's time. Baptist churches were still integrated, with black members worshipping alongside white 
members and having a voice in church matters.Having obtained their political and religious freedom 
through revolution, the Virginia Baptist churches grappled anew with the apparent contradiction in their 
professed beliefs and their enslavement of others.Some among them became staunch supporters of 
emancipation, but most congregations seemed simply unwilling to address the issue, and before the 
turn of the century, attempts to do so were set aside by Virginia Baptists at a general level.^®°‘’ ‘^ 

Whether George personally struggled with the contradiction is unclear, but at least by the year 1800, 
George seems to have found slavery acceptable: an apparent attitude of condoning slavery but treating 
slaves benevolently is reflected in a family letter he wrote at that time,^'^®'^ and after some Virginia slave 
conspiracies to murder slaveowners and burn property were foiled in 1800^®^ and 1802,^®^ George wrote 
a newspaper article asserting that Baptists' good treatment of their black members was not a likely 
cause of such uprisings, and that Baptists' "servants are in as good subjection" as in any other 
community. 

And yet, George unofficially freed two of his slaves. An 1803 will he wrote would have officially freed at 
least two slaves named Ben and Neaton,^®'^^'^®®'^ but that will was never enacted. According to his son, a 
change in Virginia law changed George's approach.This change in law was probably Virginia's 1806 
act in response to slave uprisings, that among other things required all newly freed slaves to leave the 
state or face re-enslavement.^®® George wrote a new will which did not free any slaves. It assigned each 
slave to specific children of George rather than selling them, provided financially for Ben and Neaton in 
particular, and allowed those two to choose with which of his children they wanted to live. (They 

first went with his son William®®®'^ ®®^'^ and later his daughter Agatha.Of course, these positive 
actions toward his slaves do not excuse George for enslaving people or for condoning the practice. It is 
nevertheless also true that George did what felt he could to ensure Ben and Neaton lived free. His 
reported instructions to his family were that "they were not to be holden as slaves nor be compelled to 
labour for any one but themselves," and despite the fact that they would be seen as slaves in the eyes of 
the law, "as to their actions & movements in every respect they were to be intirely without control. 

Unlike his father and grandfather before him, George lived to see old age, passing away in 1818®^® ®®^ at 
age 87. When he first sensed he might be approaching his death, he wrote to his children, encouraging 
them to care for their mother, avoid debt, and avoid family quarrels and lawsuits.®®'^ The 
encouragement to avoid lawsuits seemed to hold sway for over two decades, but ultimately multiple 
suits were filed over the disbursement of George's estate.®®^ ®®®® ®®® 

All of George's personal writings that have been found were written after he was 50 years old. The 
spiritual references consistently found throughout these writings show that faith had become the core 
motivating factor of his actions. He remained committed to his faith in God to the end, and encouraged 
his children in the same path:®®'^ "I shall soon go the way of all flesh. If I have done any good deeds, I 
ascribe it all to the help of God-and wish you to look to the same all-helping hand for assistance; to 
follow the example I have set before you. May the God 
that I serve with my spirit bless you all, guide you 
through life, and make you heirs of glory in the world to 
come, is the earnest wish and humble prayer of your 

affectionate father. Farewell." Twyman's

Mary was born in 1734^*° to Edward^^® and Mary^®^'" (probably DanieP®'^®) Walker. She married George 
Twyman III a few days before her 20*^ birthday in 1754.^®° For their entire lives, she and George appear 
to have resided on the same property on which they started which was relatively close to 

where Mary's parents lived.She had 10 children in 22 years.Mary's religious upbringing is 
unknown, but later in life she joined the Baptist faith, some time after her husband did.“^' She outlived 
George,who took care to make sure she would be well cared for after he was gone.^®'^'^^® Mary lived 
a widow in her son Joseph's care for about four years before she passed away in 1822.®®^^

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Section 4: More Twymans in America 

Of the fourth generation, the nine children of William Twyman [I] and the ten children of George 
Twyman [III] have so far received a mention. Ideally their lives will be expounded in more detail in future 
works. 

Many but not all American Twymans descend from George the indentured servant. There appears to 
have been a long pause after the indentured servant Twymans immigrated, but more Twymans appear 
in American records prior to the American Civil War. 

The next found immigrants appear during the fourth generation of descendants from George—the first 
appearing during the Revolutionary War. These New England Twymans appear to have had no American 
Twyman descendants. A little later, another Twyman immigrant family appeared in Kentucky, and 
another in Canada. Even before the Civil War, some emancipated slave families adopted the Twyman 
name or were literal descendants of Twyman plantation owners. A few more new Twyman families 
appear in American records as the Civil War broke out, and a large number of new Twyman families 
appear after emancipation. 
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J> John Twyman 

American Twyman families that can trace their heritage back to the birth of the United States of America 
will cite Virginia as their ancestors' homeland. Yet, United States Revolutionary War records have 
numerous references to a John Twyman^®° from Conway, New Hampshire.Despite multitudinous 
records of his three years of military service, no other records about him have yet been found—before 
or after the war. 


E> Mrs. Elizabeth Twyman 

New Hampshire records after the war do mention a Mrs. Elizabeth Twyman.Elizabeth was born 
about 1720,^®^^ and by her death in 1804,^®®-^®^ she was a twice-widowed resident of Portsmouth^®^^'^®^^ 
who had no surviving descendants.^®®^ Her first marriage had been to a Mr. Adams,®®®^ who seems to 
have been a relative of a Theodore Adams.®®®® Elizabeth was also an aunt to a widow named Margaret 
Erickson.®®®®'®®^® But whether Elizabeth is related to John Twyman, or what other New England Twymans 
existed at the time, is currently lost to history. 


WM> William and Margaret (O'Neal Lucky) Twyman 

After George Twyman the indentured servant, Twymans in early Jefferson, Kentucky are the first 
immigrant Twymans known to have Twyman descendants in America. Precisely when this branch of 
Twymans immigrated from England is unclear. Thus far, the earliest discovered mention of a Twyman in 
Jefferson records is dated 1794.®®® 

The Twyman immigrant in Jefferson who had descendants was named William Twyman, and he had 
emigrated from England.®®®''*°°''^°^'''°®'®'''°®'® His family reported that by 1827, William owned one of the 
largest stores in Louisville.He held at least one slave during his lifetime,'^®® named Jenny,'‘°® and his 
wife had several more.'^®® In 1824, William had married Margaret (O'Neal) Lucky, the widow of a man 
named John Lucky.'*®^''‘®® William and Margaret lived in Louisville'^®'*®-'*®® and had at least six 
children,'*®®®''*®®'®''*®®''*^ but William died in 1842,'*®® not long after the birth of his sixth child.'*®® Margaret 
lived a widow for about 30 years.'*®®® William and Margaret's children include Mary Jane,'*®® William 
W.,4®4a'405a,406 G., Caroline Ann,4®®®'4®5*’'4io Edward,4®®*’ and Roxana.4®®®'4®5b.4ii 

Their son William W. Twyman was the great-grandfather4i2a,4i3a-c,4i4,4i5a,4i6 Kennedy Twyman, 

who was more commonly known as "Jack" Twyman. Jack was an NBA basketball player who was first 
famous for his skill on the court. In 1960, he and Wilt Chamberlain became the first players in history to 
average more than 30 points per game.4i®'4i7 However, Jack became most well-known for caring for his 
African-American teammate Maurice Stokes after Maurice had a paralyzing head injury.4^^ At age 23 
Jack became Maurice's legal guardian,4^® and he supported and cared for him for the rest of his life, 
including setting up an annual fundraiser to help pay for Maurice's care. 4^^ When Maurice learned to 
type, his first typed words were "Dear Jack, How can I ever thank you?"4^^ 

Jack always made sure to point out that he himself was the real beneficiary-that it was a privilege to be 
friends with such a man as Mr. Stokes.4^® Soon after Jack's death in 2012, the NBA instituted the 
"Twyman-Stokes Teammate of the Year" award, given annually to the basketball player who best 
represents the ideal teammate that season.4^® 
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Additional Pre-Civil War American Twyman Families 

Several more new Twyman families appeared in America all the way up to the Civil War. Some of these 
were emancipated slaves, while others were immigrants to Canada and Ohio. There are likely others 
that have yet to be identified.

George arrived in Virginia in 1678. 

William married in Jefferson, Kentucky in 1824. 
Robert was in Quebec sometime before 1822. His 
surname may have morphed from "Thoyman." 
Robert and Elizabeth Twyman migrated to Ohio by

Though he was mulatto, Abraham was living free 
in Woodford, Kentucky by 1850 and probably 
earlier.

Simon and Violet were emancipated by James

Horace was emancipated by James Twyman in 
1849. He may have been James Twyman's son. 
Amanda was emancipated by James Twyman in 
1849, and adopted the Twyman surname. 

Richard emigrated to Ontario before 1861. 


The origins of some pre-Civil War American Twymans are still a mystery. A James Walker Twyman 
appears in the Pocahontas, West Virginia records as early as He reportedly claimed 

Virginia as his birthplace,but who his parents were is thus far uncertain. Also unknown are the 
parents of a Joseph Twyman, who was a Walla Walla, Washington resident as early as 1856.'*"'^ Because 
of scarcity of surviving records in some areas and the vast amount of research that still needs to be 
completed, there are likely more early American Twymans that have yet to be discovered. 


There were many more emancipated slaves after the Civil War. Only a few of these families have so far 
been traced to the individuals who adopted the Twyman surname, and/or who are children of Twyman 
slaveowners. Much work still must be done to trace these many Twyman families that appear in records 
after the Civil War. There have also been many more immigrant Twymans since the Civil War. 

By the year 2000, there were about 2,831 Twymans in the United States. Forty-nine percent identified 
as black; 46% as white; 2% as other races; and 3% as multiracial. Twyman was the 10,426'® most 
common surname, and Twymans made up about 1 in every 100,000 USA residents. There were also at 
least 233 Twymons, 94% of which identified as black; 3% as white; and 3% as multiracial."'^® By 2010, 
these increased to 3,046 Twymans and 270 Twymons, with similar demographic splits."'"'"' 


American Twymans have a storied past. Indisputably there are plenty of unjust acts in American 
Twyman history, but most of our forebears' lives are inspiring examples of hard work, perseverance, 
courage, kindness, and caring. The origin of the Twyman surname may forever be uncertain, but 
inasmuch as we allow the best of our Twyman stories to hold influence, Twyman can be rightly be 
defined as a force for good.

^ Tabitha Smart's land obtained in exchange for indenturing 20 servants, recorded in the "Patents of the Colonial Land Office (1623-1774)" 
series, Vol. 5, page 188 in original volume and page 78 in the indexed copy; abstracted in the 1934 book Cavaliers and Pioneers: Abstracts of 
Virginia Land Patents and Grants, 1623-1800, Vol. 1, by Nell Marion Nugent, page 455. The following is a 2020 transcription of the original 
entry, informed by all three cited versions of this entry: 

"To all &c. Whereas &c. Now Know ye that I ye said Sir Wm Berkeley Knt. Governor &c. give and grant unto Tabitha Smart one thousand acres 
of Land situate in Accomack County at Deep Creeke and bounded on ye Southern parts therewith running northerly into ye woods, ye other 
parts bounded by ye terminations of ye one halfe of a former Devident of 3000 acres granted to Mrs. Tabitha and Matilda Scarburgh, The Said 
Land being due unto ye said Tabitha Smart by and for ye transptation of twenty Psons &c. To have and to hold &c To be held &c yielding and 
paying &c provided &c Dated ye 10“' July 1664. 

Robt. Barnham, Phill. Packett, Henry Gilson, Jno. Culpepper, Hen. Washington, Wm. Boice {?), Rich. Head, Tho. Flind, Jno. Lake, Jno. Best, Rich. 
Masters, Hen. Thorne, Fran. Twiman, Jno. Woodyer, Tobias Clere, Wm. Fooke, Geo. Curtice {?), Geo. May, Robt. Vivell, Jno. Parker." 

^ The Virginia General Assembly’s 1658 Act "How long Servants without Indentures shall Serve," transcribed in the 1823 book The Statutes 
at Large; Being a Collection of All the Laws of Virginia from the First Session of the Legislature in the Year 1619, William Waller Hening, ed.. 
Volume 1, pages 441-442: "WHEREAS divers controversies have risen between masters and servants being brought into the collonie without 
indentures or covennants to testifie their agreements, whereby masters and servants have been often prejudiced. Be it therefore enacted and 
confirmed for prevention of future controversies of the like nature. That such persons as shall be imported, haveing no indentures or 
convenant, either men or women, if they be above sixteen years old shall serve four yeers. If under fifteen to serve till hee or shee shall be one 
and twenty yeers of age, and the courts to be judges of their ages." 

Note a . This law applied only to servants who arrived in the colony without a pre-existing contract, which was common in Virginia. Pre¬ 
existing contracts could specify different lengths of service. 

Note b . According to this law, by declaring Stephen Twyman to be 14, the court was ensuring he would serve for seven years (i.e., until he 
was 21 by their estimate). The law is ambiguous about fifteen-year-olds, seemingly providing motivation to declare servants who appeared 
to be in this age range to be 14 or 16. 

Note c . According to this law, if George Twyman was judged younger than 16, he would have been required to serve until age 21, effectively 
lengthening his service for every year younger than 16. The law is ambiguous about fifteen-year-olds, seemingly providing motivation to 
declare servants who appeared to be in this age range to be 14 or 16.

privie thereunto. As also by comitting of ffornication; for the prevention of the like abuses hereafter. Be it enacted, and confirmed by this Grand 
Assembly that what servant soever hath since January, 1656, or hereafter shall secretly marrie with any maid or woman servant without the 
consent of her master or mistresse, (if she be a widowe) hee or they soe offending shall in the first place serve out his or their times with his or 
their master or mistresse, and after shall serve his or their master or mistresse one complete yeare more for such offence comited. And the 
maid or woman servant so marrying without consent as aforesaid shall for such her offence to her master or mistresse serve one year after her 
freedom by indenture. And a freeman so offending shall give satisfaction to the master or mistresse by doubling the valew of the service... Also 
be it enacted that every person comitting ffornication shall pay five hundred pounds of tobacco to the use of the parish where the said act is 
committed or be whipt."

Note a . These age assessments of newly purchased indentured servants were required by Virginia law (see 2a). Presuming the age 
declaration to be roughly correct, besides the Steven Twyman noted in the Minster parish register (see 8), no records of Stephen Twymans 
born within this time frame (1668-1674) were identified. However, given the scarcity of records of that time period, it is possible this is a 
different Stephen. 

Note b . That "Stephen Twineman" refers to Stephen Twyman is evident by a separate reference to him in John Custis’s will (see 6). 

Note c . Steven arrived in Virginia in 1685. Though this January 1685 entry makes note that Stephen had arrived back in December, under the 
Julian calendar that was still 1685 (the Julian calendar was still the default calendar used in government records in early colonial Virginia). 
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^ John Custis's 18 Mar 1691 will proved 10 Feb 1695, In Northampton, Virginia's Orders and Wills, Vol. 13, pages 355-359: "...I John Custls of

Note a . "Housekeeper" meant the same thing as "householder" at this time period. 

Note b . Stephen died roughly 8 months before the ship that carried George Twyman sailed from London (see 13). Stephen's wife Mary 
appears to have died shortly after the ship left (see 10). Stephen and Mary could have possibly been George's guardian, or perhaps another 
Twyman family in Birchington. The Birchington parish register records two other Twymans who died shortly after the Recovery sailed: a 
Robert Twyman who died in Sep 1677; and a Jane (Terry) Twyman who died Oct 1677.

Sister 
Dillard died about a year ago in her 87nd year of life, she was baptized in 1804 + lived in the feloship of the Baptist church to the end of her 
days, + left these mortal shoars in confident hopes of emortal happiness-My youngest sister by my father, whose name was Mary Twyman, was 
marryed to a man whose name was William Gradwood, a worthy sitizin + a good member of Christian society; they had several children which 
are mostly dead. She died 8 or 10 years ago. She also has for many years profesed the faith of Christ + lived in the Baptist Society, + departed 
this life with cherfull submission, in hopes of a joyful resurection-My father died when I was about three years olde + my youngest sister by my 
father about one year year older. My mother then with her four children at the little mountain in the parts now called Orange Co, a very thin 
inhabited place-My mother then retreated back down to Middlesex Co. her native place, her father Thos. .Buford then living in that co. After 
some short time my mother married to a second husband, John Warwick who lived a few years + left her two more children-She marryed to a 
third man whose name was John Lee - He lived several years + then left her a widow the third + last time-She lived many years after, + died in 
my bro. William Twyman's house. And now I wil give you some account of my own life, and the great goodness of God + his providence through 
the various periods of my life.- 

When I was about six or seven years old or perhaps younger my mother learnt me to say over what is called the Lord's prayer, which I was to 
say every night at going to bed,-She also charged me not to say bad words, especially not to take God's name in vain,- 
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It had a good impression on my mind, which I observed for some time + moreover used to pray very secrelty at many times, without any desire 
of being aplauded for it, for I did it unknow to all people, believing that there was a invisible God, that knows my desires,-! thought my prayers 
was to make me good or to prepare me for heaven. -1 had often heard that Jesus Christ was the Son of God, + that he came unto the world to 
save people from going to hell, as a punishment for sin, -1 had heard of men + women in some parts of the world being put to death if they

(Quarkers) I frequently went to their meetings, + while they were setting in silent meditation my eyes was like another fools eye, wandering up

But on a certain time there appeared to be a distress of mind amongst some of the people, for they seemed to weep as if it cam from their 
heart. - A thought struck my mind what made them people cry-The answer seemed to be because they were sinners.-If was applyed to me + 
was not I a sinner too, my heart answered yes, + that there was need for me to weep too.-l resolved from that time to leave off all sinful 
practices + betake myself to reading, especially the Testament, + made some little progress, but my mind soon got overwhelmed, + the thought 
of my sins that I had commited, + the promises + resolutions that I had made, + broken; I was condemed,- 

When I would attempt to pray, it seemed to be of no use, for I thought that God lookt at it as all deceit.-l thought that rather than commit one 
more sin I would lay my head on a block, + let it be chopt of,-l did not communicate my thoughts to any body, + one day as I was walking by 
myself it came into my mind to do some worse sin, than I ever had done, that was to commit murder, + then I should be sorry for that, + that I 
could repent for that + all my other sins together But I still determined that I would loose my life rather than commit one more sin.-I cannot say 
how long I continued in that condition, whether it was days or weeks often thinking how bad it was to be with me.-And as I was sitting one day 
by myself, musing in my mind, I felt a serenity of mind I kind of happiness, so great that I verily thought some strange thing would come to pass- 
And for fear I should forget my present feeling, I took a bit of chalk that lay by me + made a large circular mark, concluding that should be to put 
me in mind of what I then felt.-on a little reflection I began to think of the unhappy condition of mankind in the general, it appeared to me as if 
they were going quite carles down a precipice to destruction.-I thought I would freely loose my life to save them from ruin,-lt was applyed to 
me because I wanted to be like the lord Jesus Christ, my reply was no, but he laid down his life for me + I ought to lay down my life for the 
brethren.

I was there in my apprentice-ship living with my bro. William.-I did not communicate my mind to any body + when I saw a man that I had before 
won money of by gambling, I would restore it to him + say it was not right to get money that way.- 

But in process of time I got to be some uneasy-l remembered it is said, that sinners + their seed shall perish, I was afrain after all my hopes I 
should be lost.- But I pleased God in a short time I was reading the third chapter of St. Paul's epistle to the Galatians where it is said that tall the 
believers in Jesus Christ shall be blessed faithful Abraham which gave me fresh comfort + assurance in my former hope.-I then thought I shoud 
for the time to come live in all humble submission before God, giving thanks to God for every of the smallest comforts, if it was but a bit of 
bread, or drink of water.-Soon after that time I was out of my apprentice-ship + followed the occupation of a tailor that I had learnt with my 
bro. In about three years I married a women by the name of Mary Walker, daughter of Edward Walker, a worthy honest man of Orange Co. This 
woman + I have lived together injoying the blessings of God + a good conscience. - We have raise ten children which I believe are all alive-The 
youngest of which has had seven children,-As to my profession I was once in the Episcable Church + was called by that name untill the Baptist 
came into these parts-When I heard them preach justification by faith in Jesus Christ I acknowledged it was the right way for salvation. I was 
baptized by Elijah Craig, at about 40 years of age, + continued in the Baptist society + fellowship ever since; waiting the time of God's good

For accessibility, various statements from the autobiography are reiterated below as separate notes. 

Note a . In this autobiography, George III states that the name of his grandfather was also George Twyman. He says this grandfather was "a 
native of England" who married Catharine Mountigue, a native of Virginia, both of them living in Middlesex near the Rappahannock River at 
the time. He further states that his grandfather "had also two daughters, one married to a man by the name of James Brister & the other to a 
man by the name of John Thomson" and that "The families of both sisters being wel. esteemed, + counted honest, industrious, plain people." 

Note b . George III states that "My grandfather George had only one son, who was my father George Twyman." And "My father Geo Twyman 
married a woman by the name of Aggatha Buford, daughter of Thos. Buford, a native of Va., whose wife was a native of England." He states 
that George Twyman II "had five children, two sons + three daughters, the oldest child died in infancy, whose name was Elizabeth, - the next 
oldest is my bro. William,... Catharine, Mary..." 
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Note c . He states that his father George Twyman II "died when I was about three years olde + my youngest sister by my father about one 
year year older. IVIy mother then with her four children at the little mountain in the parts now called Orange Co, a very thin inhabited place-" 
There appears to be only one standalone mountain in Orange county, Virginia. It is named Cowherd Mountain. Though the transcription says 
his youngest sister was a year "older," it probably was meant to read "olde" because 1) no birth/baptism record is found for the youngest 
daughter, though birth/baptism records are available for every other child, suggesting she was born last, after they had moved far away from 
that parish, and 2) if she was a year older than her brother, then Agatha would have had 3 children in rapid succession followed by a long 
break, when the family pattern before that and custom of the time (and typical biological constraints) was a child about every 2 years—a 
pattern that fits if Mary was born last. 

Note d . He states that after the death of his father George Twyman II, "My mother then retreated back down to Middlesex Co. her native 
place, her father Thos. Buford then living in that co. After some short time my mother married to a second husband, John Warwick who lived 
a few years + left her two more children-She marryed to a third man whose name was John Lee - He lived several years + then left her a 
widow the third + last time-She lived many years after, + died in my bro. William Twyman's house." One more thing he wrote about Agatha 
was that "When I was about six or seven years old or perhaps younger my mother learnt me to say over what is called the Lord's prayer, 
which I was to say every night at going to bed,-She also charged me not to say bad words, especially not to take God's name in vain." 

Note e . He states that his brother "William-who is now living Madison Co., + in his eighty forth year, which wil terminate in May, 1811 - He 
married a woman by the name of Winifred Cowherd, a very pious woman one that feared God, + lived uprightly, wel-beloved by her 
nieghbors, + died in peace, - Her father's name was James Cowherd, + her mother was by the name of Elizabeth Maloney or lacy, both 
esteemed as hosent, industrious + best of people in their time - My bro. William raised nine prosperous children, which are now much 
disbursed." 

Note f . He states that his sister Catharine was named "after the name of her granmother Twyman. She married to a man by the name of 
Dillard, + had only one child, that being a daughter + she marryed to a man by the name of kid. Sister Dillard died about a year ago in her 
87nd year of life, she was baptized in 1804 + lived in the feloship of the Baptist church to the end of her days, + left these mortal shoars in 
confident hopes of emortal happiness-" 

Note g . He states that he himself (i.e., George Twyman III) "was born in Middlesex Co., in the state of Virginia, Mar, 29,1731." He also gives 
further details about his own family relationships: "I was there in my apprentice-ship living with my bro. William....! was out of my 
apprentice-ship + followed the occupation of a tailor that I had learnt with my bro. In about three years I married a women by the name of 
Mary Walker, daughter of Edward Walker, a worthy honest man of Orange Co. This woman + I have lived together injoying the blessings of 
God + a good conscience. - We have raise ten children which I believe are all alive-The youngest of which has had seven children" 

Note h . He states that his "youngest sister by my father, whose name was Mary Twyman, was marryed to a man whose name was William 
Gradwood, a worthy sitizin + a good member of Christian society; they had several children which are mostly dead. She died 8 or 10 years 
ago. She also has for many years profesed the faith of Christ + lived in the Baptist Society, + departed this life with cherfull submission, in 
hopes of a joyful resurection" 

Note i . He describes a conversion from the Episcopal to the Baptist faith: "-As to my profession I was once in the Episcable Church + was 
called by that name untill the Baptist came into these parts-When I heard them preach justification by faith in Jesus Christ I acknowledged it 
was the right way for salvation. I was baptized by Elijah Craig, at about 40 years of age, + continued in the Baptist society + fellowship ever 
since; waiting the time of God's good pleasure to be removed to the place of everlasting rest" 

Note j . George gives an overview of his lifelong spiritual journey. This is the longest and the central theme of his autobiography. Only a portion 
representing a summary will be reiterated in this note (spelling and grammar updated): 

"When I was about six or seven years old or perhaps younger, my mother taught me to say what is called the Lord's Prayer... She also charged 
me not to say bad words... It had a good impression on my mind... I had often heard that Jesus Christ was the Son of God, and that he came 
unto the world to save people... but notwithstanding all my religion and faith in Jesus Christ (as I thought), I was still fond of sinful pleasures... 
When I arrived at the age of 12 or 14, I had a very severe spell of sickness which continued 10 or 15 days... I prayed to God to spare me, and 
[promised] that I would live more upright... and was restored to health. But to [my] sorrow and shame, I soon fell into my former practices... 
By this time I had got to be from 15 to 17 years old... among other evils I took to gambling... I could hardly raise a dollar I would venter it on 
any bet...

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Middlesex court’s 4 Feb l&JTiZ age assessment of George Twyman, in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book 1 (1673-1680) Part 1, Page 89: 

"Att a Court held for County of Middx, the 4th day of February 1677/8... George Twyman Servt. To Thomas Lee comeing into this Countrey in 
the Shipp Recovery is adjudged Sixteene yeares of Age..." 

Note a. 1677/8 refers to 1677 in the Julian caiendar, but 1678 in the modern Gregorian calendar. The two calendars have different start and 
end days of the year. The Julian calendar year doesn't end until March 24*', so official records from January ZA'* through March 24“' would 
commonly list both years. When both dates were not listed, dates on Middlesex government and church records of this time period typically 
reflect the Julian calendar year. 

Note b. It isn't clear on what basis the sixteen-year-old adjudgment was made. It could have been George's own knowledge, or simply an 
assessment based on appearance, or some other factor. It calculates to a 1661/2 birth year. It seems unlikely that his appearance would pass 
off as sixteen if his real age were more than ±3 years different than sixteen. 

Note c . This entry is evidence that George's service was purchased by Thomas Lee after George's arrival in Virginia: courts were required to 
make an official determination of a servant's age only when they arrive without a pre-arranged contract (see 2a). 

Mentions of the ship Recovery in the 1990 book The Complete Book of Emigrants: 1661-1699 by Peter Wiison Coidham, pages 292 and 
311. 

Note a : This book includes many mentions of the ship Recovery, including an apparent voyage from London to Virginia around 10 August - 26 
October 1677 (see p. 292), which would have been just prior to the Middlesex court record date wherein George's voyage was mentioned 
(Feb 1677; note that under the Julian calendar, February 1677 comes after October 1677), and the same court proceedings also mentioned 
other indentured servants who took passage on a ship called the Zebulon-this source also mentions a Zebulon voyage from London to 
Virginia within a month or so of the Recovery voyage. 

Note b : A 30 May 1678 entry (see p. 311) lists Sir John Peake and John Harward as owners of the Recovery. 

George Twiman's christening record in the Birchington Episcopai Aii Saints parish register (1539-1675): 

"George the Sonn of Nickles Twiman, Anna baptized Sep 13 [1663]." 

Note a : English records found so far reveal perhaps twenty or so Twyman families in England at this time period. No other mentions of this 
particular George Twiman have been found in English records. Lie was orphaned at six years old (see 15c). No other known English birth 
records of George Twymans are even close to the birth range of George the immigrant to Virginia. Thus, this George seems a likely 
candidate. Elowever, few records from that time period still exist, so it is still possible that these are two different George Twymans. 

Note b : This parish register records many baptisms, marriages, and deaths of Twymans over more than a hundred years, showing there were 
several generations of Twymans living in or around the town of Birchington, which is in northeastern Kent. Among them is a similar baptism 
record for a Stephen Twyman (see 8), for whom no other records were found, who may have also ended up an indentured servant (see 6). 

An 1801 census recorded only 537 people living in Birchington; that number was likely smaller in the mid- to late-1600s. Kent is the English 
county that is situated closest to France and Belgium. Many records of Twyman families of this era are located in Kent—more particularly in 
Thanet, Kent, which was still an island during this time period. 

Records of the family of Nicholas, Alice, and Ann Twyman in the Birchington Episcopal All 5aints parish register (1539-1675). 

Note a : The register notes that Nicholas Twyman was the son of Nicholas Twyman: "Nicholaus filius Nicholai Twiman baptizatus Aug. 10 
[1628]" (i.e., "Nicholas son of Nicholas Twyman baptized August 10,1628"). Other English records reveal that there were other Nicholas 
Twymans born in Kent, England around this time, however only two of these are recorded to have been born in Birchington. The other one is 
an infant recorded as having died after about two weeks. 

Note b : The register reveals Nicholas [Jr.j's first wife Alice Tayler and their children: "Nicklis Twyman and alse Tayler were married 23 of may 
[1654] There banns were published in burchent Church the 7, 14, 21, dayes of may" ... "margderit the daughter of Nickles & Alse Twyman 
born th *[19?] [1654]" ... "Alee yea daughter of Nichols Twiman borne December 12 [1656]" ... "Sara fee daughter of Neicheales Twyman 
born July 29 [1658]" ... "alse the wife of Nickles twiman buried [torn] [1660]" 

Note c : It also records Nicholas's second spouse and their children, as well as deaths of the entire family except George and his half-sisters: 
"George the Sonn of Nickles Twiman, Anna baptized Sep 13 [1663]." ... "John the soon of nicklos Twiman baptiz August 4 [1667]" ... 

"John the sonn of Nicklos Twyman buried Decern 2 [1667]" ... "Nicolas Twyman Buried-Mar 23 [1668]" ... "Wiliam ye son of Nicolas And 

an Twyman bapt ye [Septemb] 12 [1669]" ... "An Twyman widdo -—buried ot 22 [1669]" ... "Wiliam ye son of ye widdo Twyman -—buried 
De 5 [1669]" 

Records of Nicholas Twyman's father and grandparents in the Birchington Episcopal All Saints parish register (1539-1675): 

Note a . Two records in the registry read as follows: "[1586] Willmus Twiman et Margareta Jenkin nupti erat 23 maij" [...] "[1595] [19 
octobris] baptizatus fuit Nichus filius willim Twiman" The Latin here can be loosely translated "William Twiman and Margaret Jenkin married 
23 May 1586" and "On 19 October 1595 was baptized Nicholas the son of William Twiman." The apparent scarcity of Nicholas Twymans in 
the Birchington area at this time make it likely that the Nicholas Twyman noted here is the same Nicholas Twyman [Sr.] who was the father 
of Nicholas Twyman [Jr.] (see 15a). 

Note b . This parish register also notes that Nicholas Twyman [Sr.] had married a Barbara Wilbore in 1625: "Jan : 16. Nicholaus Twiman de 
Monckton sibi duxit vxore Barbara Wilbore Jan : 16to [1625]" (i.e., "Nicholas Twiman of Monckton himself married his wife Barbara Wilbore 
January IB'* 1625"). Monkton is a town near Birchington. 

Note c . The register records that Nicholas Twyman [Sr.] appears to have died in 1633: "[Anno Dni 1633 Apr:] 14to. Nicholaus Twiman 
sepultus Apr: 14to, oeconomus" (i.e., Nicholas Twyman, the head of a household, was buried 14 Apr 1633."). Another entry notes that 
Barbara remarried 11 Dec 1637 to a Nicholas Coleman. A 1668 entry records her burial: "[1668] Barbery Colman ye wife of Nickolas Coleman 
buried Nou 29." 
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Explanation of transacting parties in colonial indentured servitude, in the 2014 book Colonists in Bondage: White Servitude and Convict 
Labor in America, 1607-1776, by Abbott Emerson Smith, page 19: "Fevi/ planters could journey to England and select their o\A/n servants. Hence 
they [the servants-to-be] were practically always indentured to a merchant, an emigrant agent, a ship captain, or even to one of the seamen, 
and then exported like any other cargo of commodities. Upon arrival in the colonies they were displayed on deck, the planters came on board 
to inspect them, and they were 'set over' to the highest bidder." 

Thomas Lee's 9 Apr 1674 acquisition of 1200 acres of land In Middlesex, Virginia In or near Jamaica, recorded in the Virginia Land Office's 
Patents Book 6, page 512: "...Wm. Berkeley * Governer Give and grant unto Thomas Lee One thousand two hundred acres of land lyeing in 
Middlesex Countie on the head and branch of Perrots Creeke, bounding viz. Beginning at a Corner Pine on a point by the Eastermost branch of 
Perrots Creeke, and tuning thence South west... 218 poles to the Corner * of Jaimaica land by the crooked line of Jaimaica land tuning North 
East... by a marked line deviding his land from mr. Thomas Warwicks land... to a Corner red Oake belonging to Jeremiah Obore, mr Thomas 
Warwick, & his land... Three hundred acres of ye said land being formerly due to Martha Ludford Widdow, now wife of the said Tho. Lee by 
patent dated the 29th of Mar 1672 the Residue being nine hundred acres now surveyed and taken *, and due unto the said Thomas Lee by and 
for the transportation of eighteene persons into this Colonie. To have and to hold... this 9th. day of Aprill 1674. 

Wm. Pigeon, Nathaniell Hew, Henry Locker Wm. Juston Benjamin Palmer, Jon. Berry Jon. Durkenhead, Humphrey Jarvis, Samll. Carson Tho: 
Davis, William feavor Jon Doblander Eliz: Saye, Tho: Prigg, Anne Gibbs Jon. Rogers Tho: Oakham, Edward Cornith" 

Note a . The patent concludes with a list of 18 names-presumably the 18 indentured servants for which Thomas Lee was granted 900 acres. 
Note b . Thomas Warwick's land is referenced as bordering Thomas Lee's land, showing that the Warwick family of Middlesex lived in this 
same area of Jamaica, Virginia. 

Middlesex court's 7 Apr 1679 order to extend George Twyman's servitude, recorded in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book 1 (1677-1680) 

Part II, page 172A: "George Twyman Servt to Thomas Lee is ordered to Serve his Said Master for his absenting himselfe by running away-123 
dayes-and for ye Sume of-1170 lb of Tobaccoe & Caske Disbursed in recovering him and for Damages in his Cropp ye full terme of Two yeares 
and a halfe [page torn here] his first Indented time is expired." 

Note a . 123 days is roughly equivalent to 4 months and 2 days. Presuming little delay between his return and this court order, George ran 
away from Thomas in November or December of 1678. 

Note b . Tobacco was so common in Virginia that it was often used as currency (see 23a; also see 20 for another example). In this case 1170 
lbs of it was reportedly either damaged or spent as a result of George's unexcused absence. 

Middlesex court's 1674 order to compensate those who brought back Thomas Lee's indentured servants, in Middlesex, Virginia's Order 
Book 1 (1673-1680), page 16: "Thomas Lee is ordered to pay to John Blewford & Thomas Blewford four hundred pounds of tobacco for bringing 
home the two Sevts, Tho. Berry & Tho. Summerfield..." 

E.g., The Virginia General Assembly's 1669 laws "Against Runawayes," transcribed in the 1823 book The Statutes at Large; Being a 
Collection of All the Laws af Virginia from the First Session of the Legislature in the Year 1619, William Waller Hening, ed.. Volume 2, pages 
273-274: "WHEREAS diverse good lawes have been made to prevent runaway servants which have hitherto in greate parte proved ineffectual!, 
cheifly through the wickednesse of servants who at and before their arrivall plott and contrive how they may ffree themselves from their 
master, by running to neighboring plantations, and partly by the remisnes of some planters who are soe farre from apprehending these knowne 
runawayes that some have given them assistance and directions how to escape, to the ruyne of many masters of ffamilies, who have not 
servants enough left (whome he can trust) to follow and pursue those runawayes, and others unconcerned for want of a certaine reward will 
not endeavour to apprehend and retorne them to their masters: Be it therefore enacted that whosoever apprehends any runaways whither 
servant by indenture, custome, or covenant, not haveing a legall passe, by those in every county that shall be appointed to give passes, or a 
note from his master, shall have a thousand pounds of tobacco allowed him by the publique, which tobacco shall be repaid by the service of the 
servant to the country when free from his master, and by the hired ffreeman imediately after expiration of his covenant to the man that 
apprehends, and this greate good which is hoped for can be noe prejudice by this act to any man nor to the publique, who will insencibly 
disburse that which the poore master is oftentimes not able to doe..." 

The Virginia General Assembly's 1667-1668 laws "About Runawayes," transcribed in the 1823 book The Statutes at Large; Being a 
Coiiectian of AH the Laws of Virginia from the First Session of the Legislature in the Year 1619, William Waller Hening, ed.. Volume 2, page 
266: "Whereas it hath been questioned whether servants running away may be punished with corporall punishment by their master or 
magistrate, since the act already made gives the master satisfaction by prolonging their time by service, It is declared and enacted by this 
assembly that moderate corporall punishment inflicted by master or magistrate upon a runaway servant, shall not deprive the master of the 
satisfaction allowed by the law, the one being as necessary to reclayme them from persisting in that idle course, as the other is just to repaire 
the damages susteyned by the master."

This source provides several insightful 
points about indentured servitude in Virginia, including the following: 

Note a . It claims that "...tobacco's acceptance as a medium of exchange prompted planters to enhance their productivity. Between the 1620s 
and the 1670s, the annual output of tobacco per hand rose from approximately 710 pounds to around 1,600 pounds..." 

Note b . It claims that "Servants ran away largely because their lives in Virginia tended to be nasty, brutish, and short. Although they often 
worked alongside their masters in tobacco fields, they usually lived apart and often under primitive conditions. They worked from dawn until 
dusk, six days a week through the growing season, which on tobacco and wheat farms could last from as early as February until as late as 
November...servants—whether seasoned or unseasoned—were treated as property subject to overwork and beatings." 

Note c . It claims that among indentured servants, "The mortality rate was very high, mostly due to what Virginians called the "summer 
seasoning," a time during which disease killed a majority of new arrivals. According to the Dutchman David Peterson DeVries, who visited

Virginia in March 1633, immigrants died 'like cats and dogs,' while the sick 'want to sleep all the time, but they must be prevented from 
sleeping by force,' lest they die." 

Note d . It claims that "The ratio of men to women among servants in the 1630s was six-to-one. Between 1640 and 1680, the ratio dropped 
to four-to-one, but even then, many men could not find wives to marry and therefore could not establish families." 

Katherine Twyman's 19 Apr 1702 christening recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 65: 

"Katherine ye Daughter of George & Katherine Twyman bap. ditto day [19th of Aprill] 1702" 

Note a . It was common practice at this time and place to baptize infants within days or months after birth, a fact confirmed by hundreds of 
birth/baptism entries in this same register. It is thus highly likely Katherine Twyman was born shortly before 19 Apr 1702. 

Note b . This is the earliest found official record implying that George and Katherine were married. They had only three or four children (see 
lla,llb,25), so assuming a child every year or two, it is most likely they married in the late 1690s or in the year 1700. A 1695 court 
complaint involving Katherine Mountague (see 38) is brought forward on her behalf by ber brothers rather than a husband, and she is 
referred to only by her first name, potentially indicating she was not married at that time. 

Note c . The parish register only records two of their children's births (this one and see 25), but they had at least three (see 11a,11b). 
Assuming a child every year or two, the latest date Katherine could have had her first child was early 1701. Presuming she was at least 18 
years old when she had her first child, she could not have been born any later than 1683. 

Peter Twiman’s 29 Aug 1703 birth recorded in the Middiesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 76: "Peter Twiman 

ye son of George & Catherine his wife was borne ye 29 day of August- 1703." 

Note a . This birth date is a few months after George's death (see 27b), so Katherine was pregnant with Peter when George died. 

Note b . No other records of Peter Twiman have been found. Peter's existence is seemingly denied by George Twyman III, who claimed that 
"My grandfather George had only one son, who was my father George Twyman." (see 11b). Either George Twyman III was unaware of this 
child, or Peter's name was changed to George. The latter option seems likely, given that no other statements in George Twyman Ill's 
autobiography have yet been found to be incorrect, while many have been verified by official records. But the possibility remains that Peter 
was a fourth child who died as an infant. 

Note c . That Katherine would name a son Peter provides some additional evidence that she was the daughter of Peter Mountague. 

George Twyman’s 3 May 1703 estate inventory, in Middiesex county, Virginia Wiii Book A, page 150 (aiso transcribed in the 1900 book 
Twyman by Wiiiiam Twyman Lockett, page 485). The following is also a transcription from the original document that differs somewhat from 
Mr. Lockett's:

Note a . If the transcription Is correct, the total should be 70 pounds 17 shillings 6 pence. A math error, copy error, or transcription error likely 
accounts for the missing six pence. 

Note b . This inventory shows George had one slave and one servant at the time of his death. These together with the reported cattle, cows, 
horses, and household items show that while he was not well off, George was not living in extreme poverty. 

Catherine Twyman’s 1 Mar 1702 bond and appointment as administrator of George Twyman's estate, in Middiesex, Virginia's Deed Book 
(1694-1703), pages 508-509 (bond) and Middiesex, Virginia's Order book (1694-1705), page 502 (appointment). Bond transcription: "Know all 
men by these presents that * Catherine Twyman Richard Kemp and Paul Thilman of the County of Middlesex are * firmly bound and indebted 
unto Matthew Kemp William Churchhill Gavins Corbin Henry Thacker John Smith and John Grymes Gents, her Majesties Justices of the * of this 
County there heires executors & adms. equally and severally and there * in the * of five hundred pounds sterling money of England * which 
payment * and * to be * * * our selves our beires * & adms. Joyntly and * by these presents. In witness whereof we * hereunto set our hands 
and seales this first day of * ano. dom. 1702 The Condition of this obligation is such that whereas administration of the Goods and Chattels and 
Estate of George Twyman deed, is by her Majesties said * of * granted unto Catherine Twyman as by an order of tbe County Court may

Order transcription: "Att a Court held for the County of Middlesex the first day of March 1702 [...] Administration of the Estate of George 
Twyman, deced. is granted to Catherine Twyman, Relict of said deceased, Richard Kemp and Paul Thilman Security [...] Ordered Thomas Lee, 
William Jones, George Goodloe, John Pace, Robert George or any three of them doe appraise the Estate of George Twyman, deceased, on the 
third day of this Instant March, being first sworne before one of her Majesties Justices of the Peace of this County and make returne thereof to 
the next Court held for this County" 

Note a. official proceedings like this give someone legal authority to settle the financial affairs of someone who has died. Typically, the 
deceased individual's property is inventoried and appraised so the court has a basis on which to judge good or bad behavior if the estate 
management is later challenged in court. The job of estate administrator is often given to a family member. In this case, Katherine Twyman, 
"relict" (i.e., widow) of George Twyman, was appointed administrator. The choice of the term "administrator" indicates that George left no 
will: if there was a will, Katherine would have been appointed "executor," (or "executrix") which means the same thing but denotes that the 
position was appointed by a will rather than by the court. 

Note b . The common practice of the time was to take care of this legal estate administration appointment within days or months of a 
person's death. It is thus most likely that George died in January or February of 1702 (Julian calendar). Because his widow delivered a child at 
the end of August 1703 (see 25), he certainly could not have died any earlier than November 1702. 

Note c . Though the record spells Katherine's name with a "C," the mark she uses as a signature is a "K." That Katherine used a mark like this 
to sign documents did not necessarily mean she was illiterate. She may have simply been reflecting customary or social expectations of the 
time. 

Eric W. Nye, Pounds Sterling to Dollars: Historical Conversion of Currency, accessed 13 Jul 2020, 
https://www.uwyo.edu/numimage/currencv.htm : £71 in 1703 calculates here to USD$17,880.91 in 2020 money; £10 in 1725 calculated to 
USD$2,274.85 in 2020 money; £56 in 1734 calculated to USD$15,001.73 in 2020 money. 

Note a . Despite the seemingly specific numbers generated, currency converters like this can at best provide a rough estimate, because of the 
difficulty comparing the wildly different economics of the times. It is probably reasonable to assume the buying power of the money was 
within a few thousand dollars of these estimates. 

Middlesex court's summons for Philip Warwick in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book 4 (1705-1710), page 127: "(At an orphans Court held for 
Middx County the 7th day of July Anno Domini 1707,] Ordered that Philip Warwick be Summoned to ye next Court to give Security for ye estate 
of ye orphants of George Twyman deed." 

Note a . "Security" is penalty money promised to be paid in the event that a responsibility is not properly carried out. 

Note b . The word "orphan" was at this time commonly used to describe children who had lost a father, regardless of whether the mother 
was still alive. 

Phillip Warwick's 4 Aug 1707 bond for managing the estate of George Twyman's orphans, in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book 4 (1705- 
1710), page 134. "Phillip Warwick Paul Thilman and Thomas Warwick acknowledged their bond for ye estate of George Twyman orphants 
which is admitted to record." 

Note a . Interestingly, the immediately preceding entry is an identical language bond but for Rice Curtis promising to execute tbe estate of 
Peter Mountague for Peter's orphans. The order book entries for both Elizabeth and Katherine qualifying as executors for their first 
husbands' estates were also recorded right next to each other in the order book, perhaps suggesting a friendship between these two. 
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James Bristow and Mary Twyman’s marriage recorded in the Middiesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 181: 

"James Bristow & Mary Twyman married Feb'y ye 9... 1720." 

Note a . This marriage is mentioned in George Twyman iii's autobiography, which confirms that Mary was a daughter in George and 
Katherine's family (see 11a). 

Note b . This record also makes clear that James could not have born to John Bristow's second wife, as the parish register notes that John and 
his second wife were married in 1711, and had he been born to the second wife, James would not have been old enough to marry in 1720. 
Thus, James must have been born to Michall (whom the parish register lists as the mother to his known siblings) unless there is an earlier 
wife of John John that has not yet been discovered. 

Note c . This provides an upper bound to James's possible birth date. Presuming he was at least 18 years old when marrying, he could have 
been born no later than 1699. 

John Tomson and Catherine Twyman's marriage recorded in the Middiesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 181: 

"John Tomson & Catherine Twyman Married April ye 13...." No year is explicitly listed. The marriage year on the prior entry seems to read 1727, 
but it was most likely a drag of the pen that made a 1721 look like a 1727: the marriages listed in this section of the register are sequential, and 
the page is filled with marriages for 1718, then 1719, then 1720. The last entries for 1720 are in February (near the end of the Julian calendar 
year), and the two entries at the bottom of the page (including this one for John and Catherine) are in April, which is near the beginning of the 
Julian calendar year. The beginning of the next page lists marriages for 1721, beginning with April 18“' (soon after the beginning of the Julian 
calendar year). When the book gets to 1727 marriages, there is no page break or other obvious reason why the minister would go suddenly go 
back a few pages to add in entries at the bottom of an earlier page. Thus, it seems most likely that the marriage year for John Tomson & 
Catherine Twyman is 1721. 

Note a . This marriage is mentioned in George Twyman Ill's autobiography, which confirms that this Catherine (Twyman) Tomson was a 
daughter of George and Katherine Twyman (see 11a). 

George Twyman and Agatha Buford's marriage recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 183: 

"George Twyman & Agatha Buford married July ye 16.1724" 

Note a . This marriage is mentioned in George Twyman Ill's autobiography, which confirms that the George who married Agatha was a son of 
George and Katherine Twyman, and that the Agatha George married was the daughter of Thomas Buford (see 11b). 

George Twyman ll's 17 Mar 1733 will presented 2 April 1734, Spotsylvania, Virginia's Will Book A (1722-1749), pages 210-211. This will was 
also published together with a transcription in the 1990 book Twyman by William Twyman Lockett, pages 488-492. The following includes 
minor corrections to that transcription: 

In the name of God Amen, I George Twyman, being sick and weak but of sound sense and perfect memory. Thanks be to Almighty God do make 
this my last will & testament as followeth (Viz)- 

Imprimis I give my Soul to Allmighty God and Trust through the merretts of my Savior Jesus Christ that he will receive the same and my Body to 
the Earth To be Interred at the Discretion of my Executors hereafter named- 

Item I give and bequeath so much of my Estate as will be sufficient to give my four children William Twyman, George Twyman, Catherine 
Twyman & Mary Twyman Each - four years schooling but if either of the aforesaid Children dye before they be of years to take such schooling 
that then so much of that part of my Estate to be as the rest- 

Item I give and bequeath one white horse branded T B to my well beloved wife Agathy Twyman to her and her heirs forever- 

Item I give & bequeath one Sorrill horse brand G T to my well beloved son William Twyman and to him and his heirs for ever 
Item I give and bequeath one Gun now in my posession to my well beloved son William Twyman to him & his heirs forever 
Item I give and bequeath one Quarter Bible to my well beloved son William Twyman to him and his heirs for ever 

Item I give and bequeath one Large Feather Bed & furniture to my well beloved wife Agathy Twyman- 

Item I give and bequeath a small feather bed & furniture to my well beloved son George Twyman to him and his heirs forever- 

Item I give and bequeath one large Common praier Book to my well beloved son George Twyman to him & his heirs forever- 

Item I give and bequeath unto my son William Twyman the saddle [whereon?] I now ride & one new bridle to him & his heirs forever- 

Item I give & bequeath one chest to my well beloved daughter Catherine Twyman to her and her heirs for ever- 

Item I give and bequeath unto my well beloved daughter Mary Twyman one Large trunk to her & her heirs for ever- 

Item I give and bequeath one hundred acres of land lying in Essex County to my son William Twyman to him and his heirs for ever- 

Item It is my will and desire that after my just debts are paid and any Estate remaine beside those legacies allready given that when my son 
George Twyman [arrive?] to the age of twenty one years that it be Estate be equally devided amongst my four children my Executors my well 
beloved friend James Coward & my well beloved wife Agathy Twyman whose appointed Executors to this my last will and testament. Witness 
my hand and seal this 17th Day of March, 1733.

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Note a . The will appears to be dated 17 March 1733 and presented in court 2 April 1734, providing evidence that his death occurred 
sometime between those two dates. Because the Julian calendar was in use, March 25 was the beginning of the new year, so the distance 
between those two dates is only a couple of weeks. In March 1733/4, his son George Twyman III turned 3 years old. This matches George 
Twyman Ill's claim in his autobiography that he was about three years old and Mary was about one year old when their father died (see 11c). 
Note b . James Coward (i.e.. Cowherd) is noted as a friend. He seems to have been living in the area for at least a few years if not more, as 
evidenced by James's 2 Mar 1730 purchase of land from William and Ann Phillips, In Spotsylvania, Virginia, Deed Book B, pages 17-18. 

Note c . Probate records like this are recorded in the county in which a person resides. Thus, George and Agatha were living in Spotsylvania, 
Virginia at the time of George's death. 

Note d . At least one previous publication suggested that George owned land that was divided among his four children. However, George's 
will only refers to the dividing of his "estate" which includes all property, money owed him, etc. No records were found suggesting George 
owned any land other than the 100 acres in Essex County. Only those 100 acres are listed in the probate inventory records (see 35). It is 
possible he was leasing his land in Spotsylvania. 

George Twyman M's 1734 estate executrix appointment, inventory, appraisal, and accounts, in Spotsylvania, Virginia’s Will Book A (1722- 
1749), pages 218-219, 233, and 261. Executrix appointment also published in Spotsylvania, Virginia's Order Book (1734-173S), p. 296. The 
inventory document has been significant damaged. The following transcription uses stars (*) to indicate undiscernible portions:

Note a. The accounts collected entry is undated, but nearby entries are dated Oct - Dec 1735. 

Note b . Katherine (Mountague Twyman) Warwick appears to still be alive in 1735, as her name is listed among the debts collected entries. 
(No other Catharine Warwicks were identified in Spotsylvania and Middlesex records of this time period.) 

Note c . The sum of the values in the initial appraisal, additional cash received, and debts collected amounts to £55:17:0 1/2, meaning 55 
pounds, 17 shillings, and 1/2 pence. 

Note d . The inventory references to Virginia cloth, tanned leather, rolls of hemp, deer skins, and Virginia cotton suggest the possibility that 
George Twyman II had learned the trade of a tailor. 

Catherine Warwick's siaves' vitai records recorded in Middiesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814): (1) "Jack a slave 
belonging to Catharine Warwick dyed March ye 2 1723." (2) "George Son of Bess a Slave belonging to Catherine Warwick born Septemr ye 3, 
1724." (3) "Jack Son of Jone a Slave belonging to Catherine Warwick born Novemr ye 30,1733." (4) "Jack a slave belonging to Catherine 
Warwick dyed January ye 13, 1733." (5) "Dick Son of Jone a Slave belonging to Catherine Warwick born Deer 20th 1734." 

Maritje Doedes's christening record in Nieuwe Kerk ("New Church"), Amsterdam register, imaged in FHL SLC microfiim 113145. The 

register shows a 14 Dec 1645 christening record for a Maritje Doedes, daughter of "Meijnert Doedes" and "Maretje Gerrits." 

Note a . This baptism record helps bound Katherine Mountague's earliest possible birth date: her mother Maritje (a.k.a. "Maria") was likely 
christened as an infant, and based on this baptism record would therefore have been 18 in 1663. Presuming Maritje was at least 18 when 
she had her first child, Katherine would have been born no earlier than 1663. It also unlikely that Katherine was born any earlier than this 
because she had her last known child in 1716 (see 52), 53 years after 1663. Even if she were 50 years old when she had her last child, her 
birth year would have been 1666. 

The Middlesex court's 2 Dec 1695 order to deliver slaves to the children of Peter "Mountecough," in Middlesex, Virginia’s Order Book 3 
(1694-1705), page 78: "Upon the petition of Peter Montecough and William Montecough on behalf of themselves and their two sisters 
Elizabeth and Catherine it is ordered that Thomas Crow deliver unto them five negroes by name, Moll, Nan, Bess, Pegg, & billey being the 
negroes Given by Mindret Dodes to the Children of Peter Montecough, deced. after their mother's death" 

Note a . This court order references slaves "given by Mindret Dodes to the children of Peter Montecough...": This deed of slaves can be found 
in Maindort Doodes' 1677 will (published in William and Mary College Quarterly History Magazine, Vol. 3, pp. 706-707), which says of his 
slaves: "half to be forthwith delivered into the possession of Peter Montague for the sole use of his wife which is now living and afterwards 
to the sole use of her children..." 

Note b . Considered together with Maindort Doodes 1677 will, this court record provides evidence that Peter Mountague was probably dead 
by this time (1695), as Maindort Doodes had specified that the slaves be in Peter's possession and yet his children had to petition the court 
to receive them. 

Note c . Considered together with Maindort Doodes 1677 will, this court record provides evidence that a Catherine Mountague was a child of 
the Peter Montague whose wife was a daughter of Maindort Doodes, and that Catherine was a sibling to a Peter, a William, and an Elizabeth. 

Note d . Considered together with Maindort Doodes 1677 will, this court record provides evidence that that Peter, William, Elizabeth, and 
Catherine were biological children of this female Doodes (deceased by this time) who married Peter Montague, because Maindort Doodes' 
will deeded slaves only to this woman's children. This woman's first name is revealed by her mother Mary Doodes' will (see 39). 

Note e . Though this source provides the lynchpin showing that Peter and Mary (Doodes) Mountague had a daughter named Catherine, it 
does not connect that Catherine to George Twyman or Phillip Warwick. Nevertheless, there appears to be records of only two Mountague 
families in the Middlesex area at the time: Peter and his brother William. No records have been found suggesting William had a daughter 
named Catherine, and no records have been found that allow the possibility of Catherine being a young Mountague widow. Catherine could 
not have come from England, as George Twyman Ill's autobiography states that Catherine was a native of Virginia (see 11a). It seems telling 
that Catherine at least initially named her son "Peter" (see 25). 
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Mary Doodes's 17 Sep 1678 will presented 7 Feb 1686, in Middlesex, Virginia's Wills Book A (1675-1698), will #28. In this will, Mrs. Mary 
Doodes refers to her "Daughter Maria Mountague and her daughter Marya," and later refers to "Maria Mountague dawght to petter 
Mountague" 

Note a . This provides evidence that a "Maria Mountague" was a daughter of Mary Doodes. 

Note b . Given the matching surname for Peter Mountague, and that he is noted as a father of Mary Doodes grandchild, it is highly likely that 
Maria Mountague was the wife of this Peter Mountague, and that one of their children was named Maria Mountague, and was thus was a 
sister to Katherine. 

Note c . Some claim that this sister, Maria Mountague, was the Maria who married a Mr. Ball and became the mother of Mary Ball, and 
therefore was the grandmother of George Washington. However, evidence that it was this Maria who married a Ball is lacking, and Maria is 
unmentioned in the 1695 petition (see 38) regarding Maindort Doodes' slaves, suggesting she may have died long before Mary Ball was born. 

The 1894 book History and genealogy of Peter Montague, of Nansemond and Lancaster Counties, Virginia, and bis descendants, 1621- 
1894, by George William Montague, pages 59-62. 

Phillipp Warwick and Catherine Twyman's marriage recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 

95: [Under heading "Marriages..."] "Phillipp Warwick & Catherine Twyman ye 5th of September.[1705]" 

Note a . Phillip must have married George Twyman's widow, as 1) there were no other known adult Catherine Twymans in 1705, 2) Phillip 
gave bond for distributing George Twyman's estate to his children (see 29 and 30), and 3) Catherine's son George Twyman the second was a 
witness to Phillip's will (see 55). 

William Chaney's 29 Nov 1693 will presented 5 Mar 1693/4, in Middlesex, Virginia's Wills book (1675-1798, part 1), page 54: “...my wife 
penelopie Cheeny and my five Children William John Thomas Edward and Eliz. Cheeny... my loveing wife penelopie Cheeny togather with my 
friend William Jones Executors of this my last will... dispose of my Estate belonging to my children as they shall see fit for ye best advantage of 
my Children..." 

Note a . Phillip Warwick was a witness to this will, which notes that William Chaney's widow was named Penelope. This widow named 
Penelope Chaney in a deed refers to Phillip as her son and Thomas Warwick as her former husband (see 44). 

Note b . Some suggest (e.g., the 2003 article, "The Warwick Family of Middlesex Co., Va.," in The Virginia Genealogist, Vol. 47, p. 214) that 
this Peneiope was the Penelope Payne who was a daughter of Thomas Payne (for evidence that Thomas Payne had a daughter named 
Peneiope see Francys Batts 6 Jan 1655/6 gift to Penelope Payne daughter of Thomas Payne, in Lancaster, Virginia's Deed and Will Book 
(1652-1657), page 249). Although it appears William Chaney was a guardian of someone named Thomas Payne (see Old Rappahannock, 
Virginia court's 6 Apr 1687 order to Wm. Chianiy to compensate Tho. Payne, recorded in Old Rappahannock, Virginia's Orders (1686- 
1692), p. 24), more direct evidence is needed to show that this Penelope Payne and Penelope Warwick were the same individual. 

Penelope Chaney's 17 Mar 1719/1720 will proved 3 May 1720, in Middlesex, Virginia's Wills book, pages 133-134. Transcribed in The 
Virginia Genealogist, Vol. 4, page 13. 

Note a . Katherine Warwick was a witness on Penelope's will, and used a "K" as her mark for a signature. 

Note b . Penelope does not refer to her Warwick children in this will. Both had already died, and besides that, Penelope had already deeded 
them the land she received from Phillip's father (see 44). In her will, she does refer to two surviving Warwick granddaughters. 

Penelope Chaney's 3 Feb 1700 deed to her son Phillip Warwick, in Middlesex, Virginia's Deed Book 22 (1694-1703) page 383: "TO ALL 

CHRISTIAN PEOPE I Penelope Chaney Widdow of William Chaney Deced for good causes sold unto my Sonn Phillip Warwick all my right in my 
third or Dower of land that is now by Right of my Husband Thomas Warwick as Wittness my hand and seale this 3d day of February 1700. 

Pen. Chaney Wittness * Loyall, Wm. Jones Att a Court held for the County of Middlesex the 3d February 1700 Then personally appeared 
Penellopie Chaney (Widdow) and acknowledged the within Deed to be hir act and deed" 

Note a . In the deed book, this deed is immediately preceded by a deed from Phillip Warwick to his brother Thomas Warwick: "THIS 
INDENTURE made this Seventh day December 1699 Between Phillip Warwick of the County of Middlesex Planter of one part and Thomas 
Warwick of said County Planter Wittnesseth that said Phillip Warwick for the naturall love and affection which he beareth unto his said 
Brother Thomas Warwick as well as other good causes, hath granted unto said Thomas Warwick Two hundred acres of land..." 

Note b . Both deeds were recorded on the same day. Together with Katherine witnessing Penelope's will (see 42a), these provide evidence 
that Phillip Warwick, brother of Thomas Warwick and husband of Katherine, was the son of Thomas and Penelope Warwick. 

Wiliiam Cheney's 14 Oct 1678 appointment as administrator of Thomas Warwick's estate, and the court order to appraise Thomas's 
estate, in Middiesex, Virginia's Order Book (1677-1680), page 142: "Administration of ye estate of mr. Thomas Warwick deed is Granted to mr. 
William Cheyney; upon his puting in good Securaty for his Due Administering; Capt. Walter Whitaker & mr. Richard Perrott, Senr. became his 
Securaty. Ordered that ye Sheriff of this County doo Summons mr. Humfry Joanes mr. Thomas Lee mr. Robert Price & mr. George Goodloe that 
they meet at ye house [take?] of mr. Thomas Warwick deed upon Munday ye 21st instant and after there being Sworn by ye next Justice of ye 
Board That they make a true Appriasem. of [ad Sun?] of ye estate of ye sd. Thomas Warwick as shal be brought to there [???]." 

Note a . This administrator appointment shows that Thomas Warwick Sr. died prior to 14 Oct 1678, which also gives an upper bound to the 
possible birth dates of his two sons Phillip and Thomas. 

Margaret Perrott's 1687 will in Middlesex, Virginia's Wills, Vol A, 1675-1698, will #39: "...I Margaret Perrott of the county of Middlesex,.... I 
give unto my loving godson, Phyllip Warrick, one young mare but the first mare foal she brings my will is it be given to his Br, Thos. Warrick." 
Note a . This is the earliest found mention of Phillip Warwick. 
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Thomas Warrick’s 18 Apr 1706 christening recorded in the Middiesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814): "Thomas ye Son 
of Philip Warrick & Catherine his wife was Bap. Apr ye 18th 1706." 

Middlesex, Virginia court's 4 Oct 1737 record of proving of Thomas Warwick’s will, in Middlesex, Virginia’s Order Book (1732-1737), pages 
89-90: "The last Will and Testament of Thomas Warwick, Deced. was this day proved in Court by the oath of Catharine Warwick one of the 
Witnesses thereto and Elizabeth Warwick, Executrix..." 

Note a. This cannot be referencing Thomas Warwick [Sr.], father of Phillip Warwick [I], because he had died about 1678 (see 45). It also cannot 
be referring to Thomas Warwick [Jr.] (Philip Warwick [l]'s brother), because he had died in 1717 (see 61 and the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ 
Church parish register noting his 31 Dec 1717 death). It likely refers to Thomas Warwick the son of Philip and Katherine, because the Elizabeth 
named as executrix later sues over Philip's estate disbursement (see 58). 

Jane Warwick’s 2 Dec 1711 christening recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 101: "Jane 
daughter of Phillipp & Katherine Warwick baptized Do day &c [2d of December 1711]." 

Jane Warwick’s 13 Sep 1712 death recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 99: "Jane daughter 
of Phillipp & Kath Warwick died ye 13th day of September 1712." 

Phillip Warwick’s 20 Oct 1713 birth recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 102: "Phillip Son of 
Phillipp and Katherine Warrick borne ye 20th of October 1713." 

John Warwick’s 1716 birth and christening recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia Christ Church parish register (1653-1814): "John Son of 
Phillip & Catherine Warwick borne Augst 21, baptized Septemr ye 1, 1716." 

John Warwick’s Sep 1716 death and burial recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia Christ Church parish register (1653-1814): "John Warwick 
dyed Sept, ye 2 & was buried Septemr ye 4 1716." 

Philip Warwick’s 1719 death and burial recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 223: "Philip 
Warwick dyed April ye 17, & was buried Aprill ye, 20.1719." 

Note a . There is another entry in the same register for a Phillip Warwick who died in 1725. Elowever, a will for a Phillip Warwick was proved 
1719 in Middlesex naming Catherine Warwick as executor and inciuding George Twyman (stepson) as a witness (see 55), so a 1725 death 
would not match this Phillip’s will proving date. 

Phillip Warwick’s 21 Mar 1719 will proved 5 May 1719, in Middlesex, Virginia’s Order Book 5 (1710-1721), page 422: "[At a court held 5 
May 1719] The Last will and Testament of Phillip Warwick deceased proved in Court by the Oaths of John Owen and George Twyman and 
Admitted to record" and Middlesex, Virginia County Will Book B (1713-1734), pp. 117-118: "...I Phillip Warwick of Midde County in Virginia 
being indisposed in body but of sound and perfect sense and memory (Thanks go to God almighty God).... I lend unto my dear and loveing wife 
Catherine Warwick all my Estate both Reall and personable dureing her dureing her * life * using only * pound current money part * to be * * 
to * the schooling of my two children. (That is to say) my will is that my Son Thomas Warwick be kept at school one whole year and that my son 
Phillip when he shall attain the age of ten years shall be kept at schoole three years.... I constitute and appoint my * Loveing wife Katherine 
Warwick whole and Sole Executrix of this my last will and Testament... this 21st day of March 1719 [signed] Phillip Warwick [witnesses:] George 
(his mark}Twyman[,] John Owen[,] Thomas [his mark] Elazlewood" 

Katherine Warwick’s 2 Jun 1719 bond for quaiification as executrix of Philiip Warrick's estate, in Middiesex, Virginia’s Deed Book 3 (1709- 
1720), pages 453-454, and estate reiated records in Middiesex, Virginia’s Order Book 5 (1705-1710), pages 431 (appraisai order), 436 
(inventory and rejection of bond chaiienge), and 472 (additionai inventory). 

Note a . In the deed book entry, Katherine signs the bond with a "K" for her mark. 

James Bristow’s 3 Mar 1741 petition recorded in Middiesex, Virginia’s Order Book (1740-1744), page 154: "The Petition of James Bristow 
setting forth that he and John Owen, deceased became bound with Catherine Warwick for her Admon. of the Estate of Philip Warwick, deced. 
whereby he is likely to suffer of paying relief in the premises is for reasons appearing to the Court dismist." 

Note a . John Owen is noted as deceased but Katherine is not, potentially suggesting she is still alive at this time. However, the petition noted 
may have been triggered by Katherine's death or impending death. If she was not alive at this time, she was surely alive in 1737 when she 
gave testimony regarding her son’s will (see 48), and a few years earlier than that when she is listed in the accounts portion of George 
Twyman ll's probate documents (see 35b). 

Elizabeth Goodwin vs. James and Cassandra Mchan-1749-1750 suit and countersuit, in Middlesex, Virginia’s Order Book (1745-1752), 
pages 265,271,281,286,291,304,308,313,329-330,334,339-340: Selected excerpts: "Elizabeth Goodwin Widow & Exx. of the last Will & 
Testament of Thomas Warwick deed. vs. James Mchan & Cassandra his wife admx &c of the Estate of Philip Warwick the younger deed and 
George William and John Warwick Infants by James Mchan their Guardian.... the Complainant is well intitled to one Moiety of the Slaves and 
Personal Estate of Philip Warwick the Elder which come to the Hands of Philip Warwick the Younger Deceased in the Bill named Therefore it is 
Ordered and Decreed that the Defendant do deliver to the Complainant one Moiety of the said Slaves and Account with her for a Moiety of 
their [Benfits?] from the time of the Death of Catherine Warwick Widow in the Bill also Named..." 

Note a . Phillip Warwick's 1719 will (see 55) divides his property between his two sons Thomas and Phillip, after the death of Katherine. This 
suit shows that Elizabeth Goodwin (the widow of Phillip and Katherine's son Thomas) tried successfully to get Thomas’s share, which 
apparently was being held onto by Cassandra (widow of the Phillip Warwick who died in 1744) and her new husband James McHan. Thus we 
can infer that the Phillip who married Cassandra and died in 1743 was the son of Phillip and Katherine Warwick. 

Note b . It appears Elizabeth Goodwin first tried this lawsuit about 1744 when the younger Phillip was still alive (see 59), which suggests that 
Katherine Warwick had died by 1744, because Phillip Sr.'s will specifies no inheritance to be had until Katherine had passed away.

Elizabeth Goodwin vs. Philip Warwick-chancery suit abatement recorded in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book (1740-1744), page 251: "[1 

May 1744] Elizabeth Goodwin vs. Philip Warwick} In Chancery This suit abates by the Death of the Defendant." 

Note a . This reference shows that a Philip Warwick died a little before 1 May 1744. 

Phillip Warwick's 1717-1718 petition, appointment, and bond for guardianship of Mary Goodrick, in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book 5, 
pages 355, 365, and 374. From page 355: "[At a court held 7 Jan 1717] In Consideration of the petition of Philip Warwick for the guardianshipp 
of Mary Goodrick orphan of John Goodrick deced is referred till the next Court." From page 365: "[At a court held 2 Apr 1718] On Consideration 
of the petition of Phillip Warwick he is hereby admitted Guardian to Mary Goodrich Orphan of John Goodrick deced giveing Security for the 
same at ye next Court." From page 374: "[At a court held 3 Jun 1718] Phillip Warwick Thomas Chaney and John Owen acknowledged their bond 
for the said Warwicks Guardianshipp to Mary Goodrick Orphan of John Goodrick deced, which is admitted to record." 

Mary Goodrich's 1719 complaint against Mary Warwick and 1719 foster record, in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book 5 (1710-1721), pages 
415, 420, 423, 433, 437, 443, 444. Transcription: 

From page 415: "[At a court held 4 Mar 1718/1719,] In the suit in Chancery between Mary Goodrich who is undr. age by Phillip Warwick her 
Guardian and Mary Warwick adminx. of Thomas Warwick deced Defts at the defen motion time is aliowed them till next court to answer." From 
page 420: "[At a Court held for Middlesex County 7 April 1719,] In the suit in Chancery between Mary Goodrich who is under age by Phillip 
Warwick her Guardian Compit and Mary Warwick adminx. of Thomas Warwick deced Defend the deft put in her answer and upon Oath and at 
the deft, motion time is allowed them till ye next Court to Consider it." 

From page 423: "[On court heid 5 May 1719,] The suit in Chancery between MCary [Mary?] Goodrich Infant by Philip Warwick her guardian pit 
and Mary Warwicke admintx. of Thomas Warwick, deed is continued till the next Court." From page 431: "[At a Court held 2 June 1719,] The 
Suit in Chancery between Mary Goodrich by Phillip Warwick her Guardian pis and Mary Warwick admintx of Thomas Warwick deced deft the pit 
being dead abates" 

From page 433: "At a Court held for Middlesex County this fourth day ofe August... Annos Domini One thousand Seven hundred and nineteen" 
[...] "Mary Goodrick an [infant?] is hereby continued with her aunt, Catharine Warwick till further Order the Court promising to be Accountable 
to the Said Catharine for the same and for her trouble about her out of the Said Marys estate" From page 437: "[At a Court held for Middlesex 
County Tuesday, 7 July 1719,] The petition of William Cardwell for the Guardianship of Mary Goodrich is rejected and the Court being informed 
the said Mary is an Idiot It is Ordered that she continue with her Aunt Catharine Warwick till the next Court and that the sherif of this County 
bring the said Mary to ye next Court to be disposed of as the Court shall then see fit." 

From page 443-444: "[At a Court held 1 Sep 1719,] On the petition of William Cardwell he is appointed guardian to Mary Goodrich giveing 
security Thomas Kidd and Thomas Kidd Jun became his Security and they acknowledged their bond in Court which is admitted to record. 
Judgment is granted to Catharine Warwick agt William Cardwell Guardian of Mary Goodrich for two hundred and fifty pounds of Tobacco which 
the said deft is ordered to pay with [????]" 

Note a . This guardianship record shows that prior to Phillip Warwick, the guardian of Mary Goodrich was Thomas Warwick (see also 62). This 
would have been the Thomas Warwick who married Mary Goodrich's widowed mother Eliza. Eliza must have died also, because Thomas 
Warwick was married to a Mary when he passed away in 1717. Phillip Warwick became guardian to Mary Goodrich after Thomas died, but 
this record shows that Thomas's widow was being ordered to pay for Mary Goodrich's maintenance out of Thomas's estate. When Phillip 
died, Katherine cared for Mary Goodrich until she was placed with another family by the court. Katherine is referred to as Mary Goodrich's 
"aunt," which provides evidence that the Phillip Warwick who married Katherine and this Thomas Warwick were brothers. 

Thomas Warwick and Eliza Goodrich's 23 Jan 1704 marriage recorded In the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), 

page 95: [Under heading: "Marriages..."]: "Thos. Warwick & Eliza Goodrich ye 23d. January.[1704]" 

Note a . See 63 for implications of this marriage for Eliza's child. 

The Middlesex court's 1707 summons and bond for Thomas Warwick for guardianship of John Goodrich's orphan, in Middlesex, Virginia's 
Order Book 4 (1705-1710), page 127,134. From page 127: "[At an orphans Court held for Middx County the 7th day of July Anno Domini 1707,] 
Ordered that Thomas Warwick be Sumoned to ye next Court to give Security for ye estate of John Goodrich's orphant." From page 134: 

"Thomas Warwick Philip Warwick and Robert George acknowledged their bond for John Goodricks orphants estate which is admitted to 
record." 

Mary Goodrich's 1724 death and burial recorded In the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814): "Mary Goodrich 
dyed Jan'y ye 17 & was buried Jan'y. ye 19 1724." 

Note a . It is not certain that this is the same Mary Goodrich, but the name appears to be uncommon for this time and area. 

Catherine Tomson's 1726 death and burial recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 229: 

"Catherine Tomson dyed March ye 31. & was buried April ye 3. 1726." 

Note a . This is less likely to be referencing John and Katherine Tomson's daughter by the same name, because a marriage entry in the 
register on page 184 indicates John remarried shortly after this: "John Tomson and Susannah George Married Jan'y ye 9 — 1727." 

Jane Tompson's 1721 birth and christening recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 114: "Jane 
daughter of John & Catherine Tompson born Dec ye 27. baptizd Dec: ye 28. 1721." 

Jane Tompson's 1726 death and burial recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 229: "Jane 
Tompson dyed Septemr. ye 2. & was buried Septemr. ye 4.... 1726." 

Phillip Warwick and Cassandra Cheney's 3 Aug 1735 marriage recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653- 
1814). 
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Phillip Warwick’s (of Middlesex, Virginia) 22 Mar 1743 will proved 4 Dec 1744, and related probate records, in Middlesex, Virginia’s Wills 
(1675-1798), page 188; and Middlesex, Virginia’s Order Book (1740-1744), pages 263, 268, 273, 275, and 278. 

™ John Bristow's 6 Nov 1716 will, in Middlesex, Virginia’s Will Book B, page 51: "...I give and bequeath unto my sone James Bristow one negro 
woman named Giney hur & hur incres forever Item I give & bequeath unto my two sones Nicholas & James Bristow my land to be equally 
divided..." 

William, Thomas, Nicholas, and James Bristow’s 4 Jun 1717 slave sale to Mary Bristow, in Middlesex, Virginia’s Deed Book (1687-1751), 
page 59: "...We William Bristow and Thomas Bristow two Eldest Sons of John Bristow lately deced and Nicholas Bristow & James Bristow two 
youngest sons (joynt Executors)..." 

Note a . Nicholas and James are referred to as the youngest sons of John Bristow, with James's name consistently placed after Nicholas's. 

Thus James would have been born after Nicholas's 1694 christening was recorded in Christ Church parish register. James's first marriage was 
recorded in 1717 in the parish register (see 73)-presuming he was at least 18 years old when marrying, he could have been born no later 
than 1699. 

Note b . The fact that James is listed among the "youngest sons" provides evidence that James was a son of Michall Nicholls (see 72a) rather 
than to the second wife of John Bristow. The parish register shows John Bristow had a son named Jedediah long after Nicholas (1713), but 
Jedediah was born to a different wife (specifically, to the Mary Bristow who received the slave in this source). James could not have been 
born later than 1713, so James must have been the youngest son of John's first wife. 

John Nicholls' 27 Nov 1705 will proved 8 Jan 1706, in Middlesex, Virginia’s Will Book A (1698-1713), pages 171-172: "...I John Nicholls, of 
the parish of Christchurch & County of Middlesex in Virginia... to my Grandsons John Roads the son of Hezekiah Roades, & Thomas Bristow ye 
son of John Bristow... I do make John Bristow and Hezekiah Roades Executors of this my last will & Testament..." 

Note a . Because John Nicholls’ will refers to a son of John Bristow as his grandson, it is inferred that John Bristow's wife was a Nicholls. 
Thomas Bristow's christening was recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register, and in that record his mother is listed as 
Michall. 

James Bristow and Anne Jones’s 7 Nov 1717 marriage recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 
180: "James Bristow & Anne Jones Married Novemr. ye 7.1717." 

Note a . The parish register also reports that "Anne Bristow dyed Septemr ye 23 & was buried Septemr ye 24,1719." Since Anne appears to 
have died shortly before the marriage of James and Mary Twyman (see 31), it is inferred that both marriage records refer to the same James 
Bristow. 

Mary Bristow’s 1718 birth and christening recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814): "Mary daughter 
of James & Anne Bristow born August ye 27 baptized Septemr 211718." 

William Jones’s 6 Mar 1709 will proved 19 Dec 1709, in Middlesex, Virginia’s Will and Inventories Book (1673-1812), page 224. In this will, 
William Jones refers to his wife named Mary Jones and a daughter named Anne Jones. Witnesses include Thomas Warwick, William Gardinor, 
and Thomas Chaney. 

Note a . This appears to be the only known Jones family living near the Twyman family—the location evidenced by the references to other 
local family names such as Warwick and Chaney, and a reference to land adjacent to William Chaney. William Jones was among those 
ordered to inventory the estate of Mary's father (see 27). Thus it is highly likely that the Anne Jones referenced here is the same Anne Jones 
who first married James Bristow (see 73). 

Note b . William's widow appears to have remarried a couple of years later to Thomas Warwick (see 111). 

Thomas Lee's 13 Feb 1709 will proved 6 Mar 1709, in Middlesex, Virginia’s Wills and Inventories (1673-1812), page 222. In this will, Thomas 
Lee refers to his wife Elizabeth, son Charles, daughters Mary Jones and Ann Gardner, and grandchildren Thomas Lee, Charles Lee, and Elizabeth 
Mullins (daughter of William Mullins). Witnesses were John Owen, Elizabeth Mullins, and Ringing Gardner. 

Note a . This is the only Thomas Lee in for which there are records, in Middlesex. This Thomas Lee is distinct from a different Thomas Lee 
living in Northumberland and/or Lancaster, Virginia around this time. That Thomas Lee has a will dated 1733 listing an entirely different 
family. Records for this Thomas Lee consistently place him in Middlesex. Researchers need to be careful to insist on strong, verified evidence 
when it comes to claims about either Thomas Lee: An unfortunately large number of published genealogies conflate the two Thomas Lees, 
without reasoning or evidence beyond recent hearsay. 

Note b . Thomas Lee refers to one of his daughters as Mary Jones. Thus, the Mary who married William Jones appears to have been the 
daughter of Thomas Lee. 

Note c . Thomas Lee refers to one of his sons as Charles Lee. Records for this Charles Lee life and family appear in Middlesex records, 
providing evidence that he was distinct from the Charles Lee that lived in a nearby county. Everyone needs to be careful to insist on strong, 
verified evidence when it comes to claims about either Charles Lee: An unfortunately large number of published genealogies conflate the 
two Charles Lees, without reasoning or evidence beyond recent hearsay. 

Catherine Bristow’s 1721 birth and christening recorded in the Middiesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 114: 

"Catherine daughter of James & Mary Bristow born Decemr. ye 15. baptized Dec: 28. 1721." 

George Bristow’s 1723 birth and christening recorded in the Middiesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 117: 

"George son of James & Mary Bristow born Feb'y ye 7. baptized March ye 8 - 1723." 

Anna Bristow’s 1726 birth and christening recorded in the Middiesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 120: "Anna 
daughter of James & Mary Bristow born Octo. ye 28. baptized Novemr. 12. 1726." 
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Elizabeth Bristow's 1729 birth and christening recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 123: 

"Elizabeth daughter of James & Mary Bristow born Decemr. ye 18. baptized Feb'y ye 8 - 1729." 

Avarilla Bristow's 1732 birth and 1733 christening recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 127: 

"Avarilla daughter of James & Mary Bristow born March ye 13. 1732. baptized Aprii ye 8— 1733." 

Jane Bristow's 1736 birth and christening recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 131: "Jane 
Daughter of James & Mary Bristow, born July 22. Baptiz'd Augst. 1st... 1736." 

James Bristow's jury service recorded in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book (1740-1744), pages 154 and 202-204. This court record book 
makes note of a few public service appointments for James Bristow, including the following: 

Note a . Page 154 references a 3 Mar 1741 Jury verdict in the case of Peter Wagener vs. John Lewis, in which James Bristow is listed as a juror. 
Note b . Pages 202-204 reference additional jury service. 

James Bristow's public service recorded in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book (1745-1752), pages 317, 343, and 352. This court record book 
makes note of a few public service appointments for James Bristow, including the following: 

Note a . Page 317 references a 10 Dec 1750 surveyor appointment: "James Bristow is Appointed Surveyor of the Road whereof William 
Buford was last Surveyor..." 

Note b . Page 343 references James being part of a 7 May 1751 grand jury. 

Note c . Page 352 references James being appointed constable on 6 Aug 1751. 

James Bristow's public service recorded in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book (1752-1758) pages 227, 335, and 447. This court record book 
makes note of a few public service appointments for James Bristow, including the following: 

Note b . Page 227 references another appointment as constable, this time on 4 Dec 1754. 

Note c . Pages 335 and 447 reference two estate appraisal orders. 

George Bristow's 1 Jun 1783 wiil proved Aug 1783, in Granville, North Carolina's Wills Book 1 (1772-1787), pages 370-371: "...I George 
Bristow of the County of Granville and the State of North Carolina... lend to my beloved Wife Elizabeth Bristow.... I give to my son James 
Bristow.... to my son John Bristow.... To my son George Bristow.... to my son Philemon Bristow.... my two daughters, Mary Bristow and Averiller 
Bristow..." 

Note a . The names of his four sons match birth records from the Middlesex, Virginia Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), which 
records their births to a George and Mary Bristow. This George, spouse of Mary, is presumed to be the son of James and Mary Bristow 
because no other George Bristows for that time and place have been identified. 

The Middlesex, Virginia Christ Church parish register (1653-1814) records the following vitals about the family of Catherine Bristow and 
Thomas Cheney: 

Note a . It records a 26 Oct 1738 marriage between a Cathrine Bristow and a Thomas Chainey. 

Note b . It records birth and baptism records for three of their children: Elizabeth Cheaney in 1739, Catherine Cheney in 1742, and Thomas 
Cheyney in 1745. 

Note c . It records a 10 Feb 1744 death for Thomas Cheney. That this death date belongs to Catherine's husband is evidenced by Catherine's 
1745 administrator bond co-signed by James Bristow (see 88). 

Catherine Cheney's 2 Apr 1745 administrator bond for the estate of Thomas Cheney, in Middlesex, Virginia's Will Book C, pages 205-206. 

Note a . James Bristow was also a signatory on this bond. 

E.g., the 1984 "Family Puzzlers, Issues 846-871," by Mary Bondurant Warren, Heritage Papers. 

Thomas Greenwood's 29 Oct 1810 will proved 18 Feb 1811, in Mecklenburg, Virginia's Will Book (1810-1813), pages 76-79: "1 Thomas 
Greenwood of the County of Mecklenburg... to my Grandaughters Jane Johnson Ruth Salley Atkins wife of Thomas Atkins Patsey Johnson Lucy 
Pinson wife of Thomas Pinson... their father C. Johnson... I give unto my Grandaughter Ruth Johnson... unto my grandson Robert Marker... unto 
my Grandson James G. Sadler... to ?????? Hester and Robert Greenwood... of my Grandaughter Avarilla Sadler... and after her death., to the 
use of her son James Sadler and her other children if any... unto my Grandson Thomas Hesler... unto my Grandaughter Silley Clark... unto my 
Grandson Thomas Leigh... to my Grandaughter Agnes Liegh... unto my daughter Anne? Hester... unto my daughter Elizabeth Hester... my 
daughter Salley Liegh... to my three Grandchildren Thomas Agness and Anselin? Leigh... unto my daughter Salley Edwards... unto my daughter 
Jane Overby)?]... unto my son John Greenwood... unto my son Robert Greenwood... of my son William deceased... unto my son Thomas 
Greenwood... unto my beloved wife Jane Greenwood... my three daughters Eliza Hester Ann Hester and Jane Overby... appoint Francis Hesler 
and Robert Greenwood my sole Executors... this 29th day of October One thousand eight hundred and ten... Thomas Greenwood (seal]"

Jane Greenwood's 25 Oct 1811 will proved 15 Nov 1813, In Mecklenburg, Virginia's Wills and Inventories (1813-1819), page 21. In this will, 
Jane refers to her sons John Greenwood, Thomas Greenwood, and Robert Greenwood; daughters Ann Hester, Elizabeth Hester, Jane Overby, 
and Sally Edwards; granddaughters Arevaretter Sadler, Silly Clark, Lucy Pinson, Martha J. Greenwood, Jane G. Edwards, Jane G. Overby, and 
Jane Ruth, Sally, Martha, Nancy, and Mary Johnston. Witnesses: Francis Hester Senior, William Hendrick Junior, Abraham Hester 

Robert Bristow's 16 Feb 1759 birth recorded in Middlesex, Virginia's Miscellaneous Marriages, Births, & Deaths [registers] (1663-1763): 

"Robert, Son of James & Agnes Bristow, born Febry 16th 1759" 
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John Mitchel Bristow's 18 Feb 1763 birth, in Middiesex, Virginia’s Misceiianeous Marriages, Births, 8i Deaths [registers] (1663-1763): "John 
Mitchel, son of Jams. & Agnes Bristow, born Feby. 18, 1763" 

Agnes Bristow's 5 Feb 1765 administrator bond for James Bristow's estate, in Middiesex, Virginia's Wiii Book E, page 237. 

James Bristow's 27 Feb 1765 estate inventory, in Middiesex, Virginia's Wiii Book E (1760-1772), pages 248-249. 

Catherine Tomson’s 1724 birth and christening recorded in the Middiesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 117: 

"Catherine daughter of John & Catherine Tomson born July ye 16. baptized August 2-1724" 

Chiidren of John and Susanna Tomson referenced in the Middiesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814): "Susanna daughter 
of John & Susanna Tomson born Oct. ye 21, baptized Novemr ye 10 1728" (...) "Jane daughter of John & Susanna Tomson born Novemr ye 1, 
baptized Novemr. 29, 1730." (...) "John son of John & Susanna Tomson born Jan'y ye 27, baptized Feb'y ye 11 1732" (...) "Sarah, Daughter of Jno. 
& Susanna Thomson born Novr. 13th Baptiz'd Deer. 7th 1735." (...) "Richard Son of John & Susannah Tomson born Sepr ye 9th baptized Sepr. ye 
17th, 1738." (...) "Anner Daughter of John & Susanna Thomson born April 14'’' 1741." 

John and Susannah Thompson's 3 May 1748 sale of land to William Jones, noted in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book (1745-1752), page 
168. 

John Tomson's 9 Mar 1749 will presentation, noted in Caroline, Virginia's Order Book (1746-1754), page 206: "At a court held for Caroline 
County on fryday the 9th day of March 1749/50... The Last Will & Testament of John Tomson deced was presented in Court by Susanna Tomson 
ExEx therein named who made oath thereto according Law and being further proved by ye Oaths of Wm. Terril Mary fluid & Wm Holman 
Witnesses thereto is ordered to be recorded..." 

Note a : That Susanna Tomson is the executrix named suggests this refers to the same John Tomson who married Susanna George (see 65) 
and sold his Middlesex land about two years earlier (see 98). 

™ Tomson Bristow's 1741 birth recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814): "Tomson Son of Jedediah & 
Catherine Bristow born Deer 14“’ 1741." 

George Twyman's 1725 purchase of land in Essex and King 8t Queen counties from William Hall, in Essex, Virginia’s Deed Book 18, pages 
169-170 (Indenture), and Essex, Virginia's Order Book (1723-1725) Part II, page 363: "This Indenture made the fourteenth/fifteenth day of 
March 1725 Between William Hall of County of King & Queen Planter and George Twyman of County of Middlesex Planter Witnesseth that in 
consideration of sum of Tenn pounds Current Mony of Virginia said William Hall doth grant unto said George Twyman all that land containing 
one hundred acres lying and being part in the County of King & Queen and part in the County of Essex and bounded Begining at a small red oak 
in William Bourns line..." 

Note a . In his will (see 34), George deeds this 100 acres to his son William. 

Note b . This deed's reference to George as a "Planter" shows he was a farmer by trade. 

Aggatha Buford's 13 Aug 1705 birth to Thomas and Elizabeth Buford recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register 
(1653-1814), page 84: "Aggatha ye Daughter of Thomas Buford & Elizabeth his Wife was Born August ye 3th Anno Domini 1705" 

Thomas Buford’s 24 Oct 1751 will, in Middlesex, Virginia's Wills (1675-1798), pages 306-308. Selected Excerpts: "...I Thomas Buford of the 
County Middlesex and Parrish of Christ Church... lend unto my loving wife Elizabeth all my Estate... lend unto my son John Buford three negros 
viz. Tom, Janey, & Tereca, during of his natural life and after his decease I give the said three negros... to my Grandson John Buford... unto my 
grandson John Buford as soon as he shall arive to the age of Twenty one; one boy named Benn... I give and bequeath unto my Grand Daughter 
Ann Buford one Negro Girl named Bettey... I give unto my grandson James Buford one Negro Girl named Polley... I give unto my Grandson 
William Buford one Negro boy named Joe... I give and bequeath unto my three Daughters Aggatha Lee, Sarah Wisdom, Mary Lee three Pounds 
Currant Money... I give and bequeath unto my daughter Elizabeth Erley Twenty six Pounds Currant Money.... appoint my son John Buford my 
whole and sole Executor... not give security... Estate may not be appraised as Witness my hand and seale this 24th day of October 1751." 

Note a . Here Thomas Buford refers to an Elizabeth as his wife and an Agatha Lee as one of his daughters, providing evidence that Agatha had 
married John Lee prior to this date. 

Elizabeth Twyman's birth and christening recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 118: 

"Elizabeth daughter of George & Agatha Twyman born June 28, baptized July ye 25th, 1725." 

Elizabeth Twyman's death and burial recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 231: "Elizabeth 
Twyman dyed August ye 29. & was buried August ye 30- 1727." 

Note a . Parents are not specified in this record, but besides the daughter of George and Agatha, no other Elizabeth Twymans are known to 
have lived in colonial Virginia at this time. Also, this early death matches the statement made by her brother that she died in in infancy (see 
Ilf). 

William Twiman's 20 May 1727 birth and 18 Jun 1727 baptism, recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653- 
1814), page 120: "William son of George & Agatha Twiman born May ye 20. baptized June ye 18 - 1727." 

Catherine Twyman's 1729 birth and baptism recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), page 122: 

"Catherine daughter of George & Agatha Twyman born June ye 13. baptized June ye 22 - 1729." 
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George Twyman's 29 Mar 1731 birth and 4 Apr 1731 christening, recorded in the Middiesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653- 
1814), page 125: "George son of George & Agatha Twyman born March ye 29. baptized April ye 4 - -1731.*" 

Note a . This is the last of four births to George and Agatha that are recorded in Middlesex parish records. This fourth child George Twyman III 
claimed he was born in Middlesex (see llg), so it appears George and Agatha lived in Middlesex until at least this fourth child's birth. The 
fifth child Mary was born about 1733 (see 11c), but her birth is not recorded on the register, suggesting George and Agatha had moved away 
from Middlesex by 1733. 

John Warwick and Agathee Twiman's marriage announcement listed in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814), 
page 187: "John Warwick & Agathee Twiman — Married — March 8*'' - - (Banns) 1735." 

Note a : A "Bann" is an announcement of an intended marriage read out at church, giving opportunity for objections. Thus, 8 Mar 1735 may 
be the date the marriage was announced rather than the date of the marriage itself. 

John Warwick's 14 Mar 1711 christening recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814). This source 
records a 14 March 1711 christening for John Warwick, son of Thomas and Mary Warwick. 

Note a . Because this is works off of the Julian calendar, this christening is 7.5 months after a marriage record for a Thomas Warrick and Mary 
Jones (Jones was a married name) in the same source (see 111). No other John Warwicks were identified for Middlesex at this time period, 
so it seems likely this was the same John Warwick who married Agatha Twyman. 

Thomas Warwick and Mary Jones's marriage recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814): "[Under 
heading 'Marriages...'] Thomas Warrick & Mary Jones 4th of August 1711." 

Note a . That "Jones" was not this Mary's maiden name is evidenced by a court record noting she was a widow prior to this marriage (see 
112 ). 

William 5tanard vs Thomas and Mary Warwick-1712 court case in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book 5, pages 75, 84, 88, 96. Excerpt from 
Page 84: "[At a court held 4 Jun 1712] The Information of William Stanard against Thomas Warwick and Mary his wife formeriey mary Jones 
Widdow is continued till the next Court for a Jury." 

Thomas Warwick's death and burial recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814). "Thomas Warwick 
dyed Decemr ye 31 & was buried Jan'y ye 3, 1717." 

Note a . There were other Thomas Warwicks in Middlesex at this time. However, there are probate records for Thomas Warwick in 
1717/1718 (see 114), showing he was old enough to have an estate and that he left a widow named Mary. Thus this death record does not 
belong to The Thomas Warwicks born in 1706 or 1714. 

Note b . Shortly after this Thomas's 1717 death, a Phillip Warwick obtained guardianship of Mary Goodrich (see 60), who was previously in 
Thomas's care (see 39) (his stepdaughter—see 62 and 63). In one court document, Katherine (Mountague) Warwick is referred to as Mary's 
"aunt," (see 61) which suggests Phillip Warwick was this Thomas Warwick's brother. Deeds recorded in 1700 show that Phillip did have a 
brother named Thomas (see 44). 

Mary Warwick's Aug 1718 administrator qualification for Thomas Warwick's estate, in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book 5, page 385. 

Selected excerpt: "[At a court held 5 Aug 1718] Mary Warwick widow & relict of Thomas Warwick deced petitioning the Court for 
administration upon the Deceds. estate... John Owen and Charles Lee became her Security... Thomas Mountague, Wm Segar, Rice Curtis and 
Thomas Mountague Jr or any three of them... to appraise the Estate of Thomas Warwick deced and report..." 

Rice Curtis's 3 Sep 1704 christening record listing parents Rice and Elizabeth Curtis, in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish 
register (1653-1814) 

Note a . This provides evidence that Rice Curtis Sr. became guardian of Peter Mountague's children after Peter's death. 

Rice Curtis's 4 Jul 1738 appointment as guardian to William Twyman, in Spotsylvania, Virginia's Order Book (1738-1754), pages 8-9: "At a 

Court held for Spotsylvania County on Tuesday July the fourth anno Dom. 1738 Present his Majestys Justices Joseph Brock Rice Curtis Junr. 
William Robinson Larkin Chow } Gentlemen [...] On Motion of Rice Curtis Junr. Gent, in behalf of William Twyman an Orphan of George 
Twyman Deced to have a Guardian appointed the sd. orphan he being under age; is granted and Rice Curtis Junr. Gent, is appointed guardian to 
the sd. Orphan and it is ordered that he take the sd. Orphans Estate into his Custody & keep the same till he come of lawfull age to receive it; 
he having given Bond as the law Directs." 

Note a . Rice Curtis Jr. was the son of Rice Curtis Sr. (see 115), who had married the widow of Katherine (Mountague Twyman) Warwick's 
brother Peter (see 30a). 

Spotsylvania court's 4 Dec 1739 order for William Twyman to apprentice at some trade, in Spotsylvania, Virginia's Orders (1738-1740), 
page 64: "Spotsylvania County Court 4th of December 1739 [...] -Ordered that William Twyman, an Orphan under the Guardianship of Rice 
Curtis Junr., Gent., be bound to some Trade" 

Spotsylvania court's 1 Apr 1740 order for William Twyman to apprentice with John Wood, in Spotsylvania, Virginia's Orders (1738-1740), 
page 71: "[At a Court held 1 Apr 1740,] William Twyman an Orphan is bound by Indenture to John Wood Taylor by consent of Rice Curtis Junr. 
Gent, his guardian and this Court. It is ordered that John Wood prepare Indentures to have Edward Couch, an Orphan, bound to him to learn 
the trade of a Taylor & the sd. Wood to give him schooling as the Law directs" 

Note a . The laws and norms for indentured apprentices were similar to those applied to indentured servants during his grandfather's time, 
meaning William would most likely have apprenticed until age 21 (1748), and would not be allowed to marry during his apprenticeship. 

Abraham Warwick's 4 Jun 1738 birth and 19 May 1738 christening recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register 
(1653-1814). 
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Elizabeth Warwick's 6 Aug 1740 birth recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814). 

John Warwick's death recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814): "John Warwick died April ye 4th 
1744." 

Note a . This record does not specify relationships, but the date is shortly before Agatha's qualification as John's estate administrator (see 
122), and fits within the general timeframe noted by George III (see lid). 

Agatha Warwick's 5 Jun 1744 qualification as administrator of John Warwick's estate, in Middlesex, Virginia's Will Book C (1740-1748), 
pages 153-154 (Bond), and Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book (1740-1745), page 253 (record of bond). Selected excerpt: "On the petition of 
Agatha Warwick widow of John Warwick, deed, administration of the Estate of the said Decedts. is granted her she having performed what the 
Law in that case requires. Ordered that James Jones, Thomas Chaney, William Mullins and William Gardner, Junior or any three of them being 
first sworn do appraise the Estate of John Warwick, deced...." 

Thomas Chaney, William Mullins, and William Gardner Junr.'s 6 Nov 1744 appraisal of John Warwick's estate. In Middlesex, Virginia's 
WIN Book (1740-1748), pages 174-175. This was also signed (using the mark "A") by Agatha Warwick, administrator. 

Note a . Despite this appraisal, settlement of John Warwick's estate appears to have not happened until after Agatha's third husband John 
Lee died (see 134 and 135). 

William Twyman's 7 Jun 1748 guardianship bond for George Twyman, orphan of George Twyman, in 5potsylvania, Virginia's Will Book A, 
page 467: "Know all men by these presents that as William Twyman & John Wood are held & firmly bound... sum of one hundred pounds 
common money... this Seventh Day of June 1748.... Wm Twyman is appointed Guardian to George Twyman orphan of George Twyman Deed.... 
[signed] Wm. Twyman John Wood" 

William Twyman's 5 Jul 1748 guardianship bond for Catherine and Mary Twyman, orphans of George Twyman, in Middlesex, Virginia's 
Will Book C (1740-1748), pages 425-426: "Know all men by these presents that we William Twyman & Jno. Murray of the County of Middlesex 
are held and firmly bound unto Henry Thacker Churchhill Jones James Reid John Robinson Merry Whiting & Cht Curtis of the said County Court 
for and in behalf of the Court of the aforesaid County of Middlesex in the full and Just sum of one hundred pounds Currt. money to be paid to 
the saide Justices their heirs Exers Admins or Assigns To the which payment well and truly to be made We bind ourselves and Every of us our 
and Every of our heirs Exers and Admrs jointly and Severally firmly by these presents Sealed with our Seales and dated this 5th day of July 1748. 
The condition of the above obligation is such that if the above bound William Twyman as Guardian of Catherine & Mary Twyman orphans of 
George Twyman deceased shall in and by all things duly truly and honestly discharge the trust of the said Guardianship according to Law and 
that the said William Twyman his heirs Exors and Admins shall..." 

William Twyman's 5 Jul 1748 appointment as guardian of Catherine and Mary Twyman, in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book (1745-1752), 
page 181: "[At a Court held for Middlesex County on Tuesday the 5th day of July 1748...] Catherine and Mary Twyman orphans of George 
Twyman deed came into Court and chose their brother William Twyman their Guardian he with John Murray his Security having Entered into 
bond and acknowledged the same-" 

John Lee's 1712 birth and christening, recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia's Christ Church parish register (1653-1814): "John Son of 
Charles & Dorothy Lee born ye 28th August baptizd. 5th day of October 1712." 

Note a . There appears to be records of only one John Lee in Middlesex at this time. Thus, this John Lee is likely to be the same John Lee who 
married Anne Spyers (see 130) and Agatha (Buford Twyman) Warwick (see lid). 

Charles Lee's 16 Mar 1718 will proved 7 Mar 1720, in Middlesex, Virginia's Will Book B (1713-1734), pages 179-180: "...The Last will & 
Testament of Charles Lee... unto my Son John Lee my Dwelling house & plantation I now live on & half my Land belonging to it... to my Son 
George Lee... to my Son Charles Lee... to my Son Thomas Lee... to my Loving wife Dorothy Lee... my Loving wife Dorothy Lee and my two sons 
Thomas and John Lee Executrix and Executors together with her the Said Dorothy... this Sixteenth day of March 1718." 

Note a . There appears to be records of only one adult Charles Lee in Middlesex at this time. Thus, this Charles Lee is very likely to be the 
same Charles Lee who was the son of Thomas and Elizabeth Lee (see 76c and 129). 

Charles Lee's 23 Mar 1683 christening, recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814): "Charles Lee ye sone 
ofTho. & Eliza. Lee was baptized p Mr Read 23th of March, 1683/4." 

John Lee and Ann Spyers' 8 Jun 1732 marriage recorded in the Middlesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814): "John Lee & 
Anne Spyers Married June ye 8th 1732." 

John Lee and George Lee-record of sale and bond recorded 4 Nov 1735 in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book (1732-1737), page 58: "A Deed 
of Bargain and Sale from John Lee unto George Lee was this day proved in open Court by the oaths of William Gardner, Thomas Lee & John 
Gould Witnesses thereto (Ann Lee the wife of the said John Lee being first privately examined voluntarily consented to the same) and it was 
admitted to record. Also a Bond from John Lee unto George Lee was this day acknowledged in Court and admitted to record." 

John Lee vs. Eusebias Lewis-4 Aug 1752 dismissed court case, in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book (1745-1752), page 426. 

John Lee's 5 Jul 1759 death listed in Middlesex, Virginia's Miscellaneous Marriages, Births, & Deaths [registers] (1663-1763): "John Lee, 
Died July 5th.1759" 

Note a . Though no family relationships are specified, there appears to be records of only one John Lee in Middlesex at this time, and the 
death date seems to match George Twyman's claim that John Lee lived for several years and then left Agatha a widow (see lid). Further, the 
administrator appointed to settle John Lee's estate (see 134) soon afterward motioned for and was appointed to also settle John Warwick's 
estate (see 135; apparently Agatha had not yet legally settled John Warwick's estate). 
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James Daniel's 7 Aug 1759 qualification as administrator of John Lee's estate, his bond acknowledgment, and the Middlesex court's order 
to appraise John's estate, in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book (1758-1767), pages 56-57. 

Middlesex, Virginia's 4 Dec 1759 court order to settle John Warwick's estate, in Middlesex, Virginia's Orders (1758-1767, part 1), page 76: 

"On the motion of James Daniel It is Ordered that Lewis Montague gent. William Segar, George Tearne and William Daniel or any three of them 
do settle the accounts of the administration of the Estate of John Warwick deed, and make report of their proceedings therein to the Court." 

Note a . The completion of the settlement was noted in a 3 Jun 1760 order to record John Warwick's estate settlement, in Middlesex, 
Virginia's Order Book (1758-1767, part 1), page 142, and the settlement itself was recorded in Middlesex, Virginia's Will Book E, page 67. 

Agatha Warwick's 13 Jul 1758 birth, recorded in Middlesex, Virginia's Miscellaneous Marriages, Births, 8t Deaths [registers] (1663-1763): 

"Agatha, Daugr. of Abraham & Ammy Warwick born July 13th 1758" 

Abraham and Amey Warwick's 1 Apr 1760 record of sale of land to Edward Ware, in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book (1758-1767, part 1), 
page 107: "[Att a Court held for Middlesex County at Urbanna on Tuesday the 1st day of April... 1760]... An indenture from Abraham Warwick 
and Amey his wife to Edward Ware was proved by the oath of the Witnesses thereto... William Mullens and William Ware...ordered to be 
recorded." 

Abraham and Amey Warwick's 1 Apr 1760 record of sale of land to George Twyman, recorded in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book (1758- 
1767, part 1), page 114: "An indenture together with the livery of seisin and the Receipt for the consideration money thereon endorsed from 
abraham Warwick and amey his wife to George Twyman was proved by the oath of Seward Ware, William Mullins and Daniel perrot three of 
the witnesses thereto, which together with a Commission for the privy Examination of the said Amey and the Certificate of her 
acknowledgement thereupon are ordered to be recorded." 

Note a. The books containing the documents referenced in this entry were not found. However, it seems likely this is the same land George 
sold two years later (see George and Mary Twyman's 1 Jun 1762 transfers of land to Peter Ogilorie and to Edward 5outhern, in Middlesex, 
Virginia's Order Book (1758-1767), page 272). It also seems likely that Abraham inherited this from his father's estate, which had only 
recently been settled (see 135), because a later deed incidentally mentions that Edward Southern's land used to belong to John Warwick 
(see George and Elizabeth Kidd's 1761 sale of land to Henry Thurston, in Middlesex, Virginia's Deed Book 8a, page 395: "...Beginning at Old 
Harry's Swamp near Edward Southern's Plantation formerly belonging to John Warwick, deceased..."). 

Note b . The "privy Examination" of Amey refers to a standard practice of the time to interview the wife separate from the husband, to make 
sure the husband wasn't coercing the transaction against the wishes of his wife, who by law was entitled to a portion of all her husband's 
estate when he died. 

Abraham Warwick's 12 Apr 1808 will presented 16 May 1808, in Amherst, Virginia's Will Book 4, pages 598-601: "In the name of God 
amen I Abraham Warwick of the County of Amherst considering the uncertainty of this mortal life... give and devise to my beloved wife Amy 
Warwick during her natural life the tract of Land I now live upon, containing four hundred and thirty six acres, and is the same which was held 
and occupied by my son William some years ago with the following negroes viz Phii Randal [Odar?] and her child... to my daughter Salley 
Taliaferro wife of Zachariah Taiiaferro one Dollar... to my daughter Polley Martin wife of Edward Martin, in case she should depart this life 
before me one hundred and fifty pounds in addition to what I have already given her... to the three children of my son Beverly Warwick 
deceased viz Nelson R Warwick Judith L Cummins and Carisia G. Warwick so much as will make them jointly equal to one of their portions which 
they may receive from the Estate of Henry Martin deceased and Beverly Warwick deceased I give and bequeath unto my Grandson Nathan 
Harding one dollar... having already given him that part of my estate which I intended. I give and bequeath unto my son James Warwick two 
hundred pounds upon the trust hereafter mentioned... dispose of from time to time during the life of my daughter Elizabeth Wills... after the 
decease of my said daughter Elizabeth Wills the said two hundred pounds... be equally divided between my sons James, William, John Daniel 
and Abraham B Warwick... to my granddaughter Lucinda B Warwick... Odar shall... have the privilege of choseing to which of my five sons she 
and her Maria shall belong... constitute and appoint my sons James William John Daniel and Abram B Warwick Executors of this my last Will and 
Testament... this tweivth day of April in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and eight... [Signed] Abraham (his mark) Warwick. 
[Witnesses:] Elisha Easter William Dixon" 

M. P. Moss's Genealogical notes on the Twyman family, published in the Richmond Times Dispatch, Number 19130, 6 Oct 1912, Page 52. 

Among other claims, the author states that Agatha "lived to see her eightieth birthday and died in the home of her son, William in Madison 
County, Va." 

Note a . Unfortunately the author provides no evidence to back up this or any of the assertions in the column, except for an oblique 
reference to an unidentified family bible. Some of the claims made are supported by officiai records, while a few of the claims made in the 
column appear to contradict official records. 

Mary (Twyman) Greenwood's 20 Aug 1797 letter to George Twyman, in the Papers of George Twyman collection, MSS 38-153, Library of 
Virginia Special Collections: "Dear Brother Twyman, I Receiv'd your letter Dated 31st of march which i Read with a degree of Satisfaction, when 
I beheld from your Riteing your Steadfastness in the Ghospel of Christ hoping I still retaind an Interest in your prayers at the throne of grace 
that i might persevere to the End 

Grace is my theme and the joy of my song and through Christ I hope to follow my Pilgrim to the heaveniy jerusalem, but a poor weak Creature 
in my own Strength, I was Sorrow to read in your letter that the Inferimyties of Old age had Separated us so fare asunder we Should see Each 
others faces no more in the flesh~ but this remains yet to comfort me, the time is short, and then we shall meet no more to part, nor no more 
Informities nor Speritual dessertion nor death to fear. Dear Bro, remember me to Bro. Wm, tell him I iove him I love him and pray for his 
perseverance with yours in all the Good ways of god 

please also to give my iove to your wife and all your Children that is about your. Dear Bro, as you was kind Enough to give me a Sketch of your 
Temporal Circumstance it might be Some Satisfaction to you in return to Say Something Respecting temporal Things I have Enough my Brother, 
and have liv'd to see my Children Grow up like olive branches around my table all my fear Respecting them things are that I am not thankfull 
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and my heart too much set upon them and I Shall abuse them and not live on them to the Glory of God, Sister Caty when I heard from her last 
was In good health of body, Dear Bro, as I have nothing more worth Communicating, I Remain your Loving and Affectinate Sister by the Ties of 
nature and I hope by the Bonds of Sperltual Union thro, Christ our Lord 
augus 20th 1797 mary Greenwood 

To George Twyman." 

Note a . Mary reports that "Sister Caty when I heard from her last was in good health of body..." suggesting that Catherine lived not so near 
as to be a frequent contact, but closer to her than her brother George was. This supports the idea that Catherine (Twyman) Dillard most 
likely was living closer to the Middlesex/Essex area where the family had once lived, than she was to the Madison/Albemarle areas where 
her brothers and mother lived. 

Benjamin Kidd and Frances Diliard’s 3 Jun 1780 marriage recorded in the Middiesex, Virginia, Christ Church parish register (1653-1814). 

Note a . This marriage record appears to correspond to Catherine (Twyman) Dillard's brother's claim that Catherine's daughter "marryed to a 
man by the name of [Mr.] kid." (See Ilf.) 

Frances Daniel's 16 Oct 1794 will proved 25 Jan 1808, in Middlesex, Virginia's Will Book 2 (1799-1812), pages 387-388: "...I Frances Daniel 
of the County of Middlesex... knowing that its appointed for all women to die... I give to Catharine Dillard twenty five pounds... to Lewis 
Berkeley son of Edmund Berkeley... to Elizabeth Berkeley daughter of Edmund Berkeley... to be equally divided between my niece Ann Curtis 
and my nephew Thomas Roane..." [Witnesses include Cath. Dillard] 

Note a . Whether this is referring to Catharine (Twyman) Dillard is uncertain. Tax records in the 1790s and early 1800s list no Dillard families 
in Richmond, Lancaster, or Essex. Several Kidd families but only one or two Dillard families are listed in Middlesex personal property tax lists. 
A George Dillard of Middlesex had a daughter named Nancy Kidd, but his wife was named Mary, not Catharine (according to his 1804 will). 
Gloucester tax records show two "Dilliard" families but no wills or deeds from that time period were found. Tax records for King and Queen 
county show a few Dillard families at this time period, including a William Dillard Jr. whose estate leaves the land books by about 1812, but 
wills and other records of this time period for that county appear to have been burned or lost. 

Mary Twyman vs. Ralph Watts Jr.-1752 court case referenced in Middlesex, Virginia’s Order Book (1745-1752), pages 390, 401-402, 416- 
417, 428: "[...] [At a Court Continued and held for Middlesex County at Urbanna on Wednesday the 3d day of June Anno Dom. 1752...] Mary 
Twyman Plaintiff against Ralph Watts junr. Defendant [Trespass on the Case This day came as well the said Mary by Clement Lynos her 
attorney as the said Ralph by John Lewis his attorney and the said Ralph defends the [force?] and injury when [gr.?] and saith that he is in no 
wise guilty of the Promises laid to his Charge in manner and form as the said Mary hath [declarised?] against him and of this he puts himself 
upon his Country and the said Mary does likewise the same. Therefore the Sheriff is Comanded that he cause to come here at the next Court 
twelve free and Lawful men by whom [gr.?] and who [gr.?] to [wrogmize?] [gr.?] because as well [gr.?]" 

"[At a Court held for Middlesex County at Urbanna on Tuesday the 7th day of July anno Dom. 1752...] This day came as well the said Plaintiff by 
Clement Lynos her attorney as the aforesaid Defendant by John Lewis his attorney and the Jurors of a Jury to wit Thomas Laughlin foreman, 
William Dudley, William Bristow, William Daniel, Joseph Sinath, John Lewis, John Tuggle, Thomas Berry, Wm. Chowning, & John Chowning, 
William Cardwell and Andrew South, who to say the truth of the promises being [alerted?] tried and sworn upon their oath do say that the said 
defendant is guilty of the promises aforesaid in manner and form as the said plaintiff against him hath Complained and assess the damages of 
the said Plaintiff by reason thereof to Twenty five Pounds Current money, whereupon the said Defendant by his attorney aforesd. prays that 
Judgment may be stay'd and that the Jurys verdict may be set aside for the following reasons, first for that the [Deri?] & the proceedings 
thereon are not in Law sufficient to Warrt. a Judgment secondly for that the pit. in his Declaration hath not [avoids?] that the words was spoken 
of [thus?] pit. therefore no ways or means Judgment ought to pass for the pit. but for the Defendant. And on the motion of the said Plaintiff by 
her attorney aforesd. [kind?] is allowed her til the next Court to Consider the said Errors." 

"[Att a Court held for Middlesex County at Urbanna on Tuesday the 4th day of August Anno Dom 1752...] The said suit is discontinued, and it is 
considered that the said plaintiff recover against the said Defendant her Costs by her in this behalf expended; and the said Defendant in mercy 
&c." 

Note a : a ''Trespass on the Case" is generally an attempt to receive compensation from someone whose actions indirectly caused harm or 
loss. 

Note b : That Mary was still referred to as "Mary Twyman" shows that she had not yet married by this time. 

William Greenwood's 15 Sep 1789 Will probated 20 May 1791, in Essex, Virginia's Will Book Vol 14 (1786-1792), pages 245-246 (will) and 
Essex, Virginia's Order Book 32 (1790-1794), pages 52 and 167 (orders to record probate records): "In the name of God Amen. I William 
Greenwood of the County of Essex being of sound mind and memory do make and ordain this my last will and Testament in manner and form 
as followeth. Item I lend to my well beloved wife Mary Greenwood all my estate Real and personal untill her marriage or death and at her 
marriage or death to be divided amongst my Children as i shall direct. Item I give my stilll between my son Twyman Greenwood and my son 
William Greenwood to them and their heirs forever. Item I give my son Twyman Greenwood the Land and plantation whereon i now live to him 
and his heirs forever. Item I give to my son William Greenwood the land and plantation that I purchased of James Greenwood to him and his 
heirs forever. Item I lend to my daughter Mary Jesee one fifth portion of the rest of my estate that has not been already given both real and 
personal during her natural life and at her death to be equally divided amongst her surviving children Item all the rest of my Estate both real 
and personal i give to be equally divided amongst my four daughters, Rachel Wares, Caty Fishre, Frances Brown and Ruth Mullins but my will 
and desire is that if either of them should die without heir lawfullly begotten of their bodies their part of my estate should be divided amongst 
the rest of my surviving Daughters or their surviving heirs. Lastly I constitute and appoint my son Twyman Greenwood my wife Mary 
Greenwood and James Greenwood my whole and sole Executors to this my last Will and Testament. In Testimony Whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand and Seal this Fifteenth day of September in the year of our Lord 1789. William Greenwood 

Signed sealed and delivered in the presents of Test Ben Johnson Elizabeth (her mark) Dean and Milley (her mark) Dean 
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At a Court held for Essex County at Rappahannock on the 20th Day of June 1791--This last will and Testament of William Greenwood deceased 
being presented Into Court by Mary Greenwood the executrix therein named, and proved by the Oaths of Ben Johnson, Elizabeth Dean, and 
Milley Dean the witnesses thereto and also by the Oath of the said Executrix the same was ordered to be recorded, whereupon a Certificate 
was granted to the said Executrix in order to her obtaining * of the * Testament in due form. Bond being Acknowledged according to law. Test 
Jw * * *" 

Order Book transcription: "[At a Court held for Essex County at Tappahannock on the 20th Day of June 1791...] The last Will and Testament of 
William Greenwood deceased being presented into Court by Mary Greenwood the Executrix therein named, and proved by the oaths of Ben 
Johnson, Elizabeth Dean and Milley Dean, the witnesses thereto and also by the oath of the said Executrix the same are ordered to be 
Recorded. Whereupon a Certificate is granted to the said Executrix in order to her obtaining probate of the said Testament in due form the said 
Executrix having together with William Greenwood and Abraham Gregory her securities entered into and acknowledged a Bond for the same 
according to Law" 

"[At a Court held... the 16th Day of July 1792...] An Inventory and Appraisement of the Estate of William Greenwood being returned the same 
are ordered to be recorded." 

Note a . Records belonging to the "Twyman Greenwood" noted in this will are the earliest known records of "Twyman" as a first name. 

Note b . Twyman's name provides evidence he was the son of Mary. 

Note c . Since Mary was given William's iand and property until her death, it seems likely she continued to live on that land until her death. 

Note d . That his daughters were all adults at this time is indicated by his daughters all having married names. That his sons were adults is 
indicated by one being appointed an executor, and the other providing security. Essex census records and tax lists provide more specific 
evidence regarding the ages of most of his children. 

Rhodes and Anne Greenwood's 19 Mar 1749 land deed to William Greenwood, in Essex, Virginia's Deed Book 24, pages 423-425: 

"...Between Rhodes Greenwood of the County of Essex and Anne his wife of the one part and William Greenwood of the County of Middlesex of 
the other part..." 

Rhodes and Ann Greenwood's 2 Nov 1768 land deed to James Greenwood, in Essex, Virginia's Deed Book 30, pages 200-201. 

Note a . This document notes that William Greenwood was a neighbor to Rhodes and James Greenwood, providing evidence that he 
occupied the property he purchased from Rhodes in 1749 (see 146). 

James and Caty Greenwood's 13 Apr 1772 land deed to William Greenwood, in Essex, Virginia's Deed Book 30, pages 534-536. 

Note a . The deed notes that William is "of Essex County," showing he was still living there at this time. 

Note b . The deed notes that the purchased land borders Rhodes Greenwood's property, so it is nearby William's land (see 147a). 

Note c . This deed is witnessed by Rhodes Greenwood, John Mullens, and Samuel Greenwood.

Note a . Since William Jr. and Twyman Greenwood are each listed as 21 years old, they could have been born no later than 1761, suggesting 
William Greenwood Sr. and Mary Twyman were married by 1761. 

Mary Greenwood listed in the 1797-1799 tax books for Essex, Virginia. 

Note a . Mary does not appear in the tax books after 1799, suggesting she may have died in 1799 or 1800. The year 1800 is 11 years prior to 
the time when her brother wrote that she had died "8 or 10 years" before (see llh). 

Twyman and Nancy Greenwood's 1 Mar 1804 sale of land to Thomas Clark, in Essex, Virginia's Deed Book 36, pages 337-338. 

Note a . There are other land transactions involving Twyman Greenwood that are recorded in Essex records. This particular bill of sale 
provides evidence that Twyman's first wife was named Nancy.

Note a . Twyman Greenwood was not found in the 1829-1830 tax books, suggesting he died in 1828 or 1829. This corresponds with a 17 Nov 

1828 administrator bond for Twyman Greenwood's estate, in Essex, Virginia's Will Book 21, page 302. 

Jane Greenwood's 27 Dec 1828 sale of land to Mary Greenwood, in Essex, Virginia's Deed Book 42, pages 618-619: "...the said Jane 
Greenwoods in trust [interest] in that personal Estate of her deseased father Twyman Greenwood..." 

Note a . This suit provides evidence that Twyman Greenwood's estate was in Essex up until his death. 

Undated chancery suit regarding Twyman Greenwood's Essex county estate, in Essex, Virginia's Chancery records. Item 38-B-25. Details 
retrieved second-hand on 30 May 2018 from http://thomasmoore.info/genealoey/psl5/psl5 128.html : "In an undated petition, orators and 
oratrices Susanna Greenwood, Polly Greenwood, Thomas Greenwood, Jacob Durham and Caty his wife, Ruth Cauthorn, Warner Shackelford 
and Lydia his wife, Leonard Collins, Edward Greenwood and William Clarke and Eliza his wife complained that Twyman Greenwood died in 
[blank] 1827 intestate with a small personal estate leaving your orators and oratrices Susanna, Polly, Caty W., Rutha, Lydia and Thomas and a 
certain Elizabeth McKan wife of Elijah MacKan not an inhabitant of the State of Virginia and Jane Brizendine now wife of Henry Brizendine and 
your orator Leonard Collins and grandson by a deceased daughter and your orator Edwin and your oratrix Eliza Clark and Lucy Ann and Rosanna 
Greenwood infant grandchildren by a deceased son James Greenwood." 

Note a . This suit appears to assert that Twyman Greenwood died in 1827. Tax books for Essex suggest that 1828 is the more likely death year 

(see 155a).

Casey Greenwood's 21 Sep 1818 administratrix bond for William Greenwood's estate, in Essex, Virginia's Will Book 18, pages 528-529, 
and the 1818-1820 estate settlement in Essex, Virginia's Will Book 19, pages 139-141: "Casey Greenwood, administratrix... of William 
Greenwood deceased... [Security: Reuben Shepherd, John Townley, William Greenwood, John Greenwood]" [from settlement:] "Casey 
Greenwood adminx... Cash paid Henry Greenwood in part of his portion... Cash paid Caty Greenwood in part of her portion... Cash paid George 
T. Greenwood in part of his portion... Cash paid John Greenwood in part of his portion... we have settled this account... James Dunn Twyman 
Greenwood Traverse Gatewood..." 

Note a. In his will (see 145), William Greenwood Sr. leaves the land he is living on to Twyman Greenwood and a nearby portion to William 
Greenwood Jr (see 148b). A William Greenwood is living near William Sr. and Twyman Greenwood in the 1783 tax list (see 149), and is a 
close neighbor to Twyman Greenwood in the 1810 U.S. Census (see 158), suggesting William accepted and lived on that land. In the 1820 
Census, there is no longer a William Greenwood found as a neighbor to Twyman, but Twymans neighbors include a Casey Greenwood and a 
George T. Greenwood (see 160), providing evidence that these probate records belong to Twyman's brother William. 

Note b . The "-rix" suffix implies Casey was female. Casey is listed in the tax books and in the 1820 and 1830 Censuses for Essex, and Essex 
probate records have an 1834 estate inventory for her. 

easy Greenwood's household listed in the 1820 United 5tates Census for Essex, Virginia, NARA microfiim #M33, roii 137, page 1065. 

Note a . Casy's neighbors include George T. Greenwood, Mary Ware, Twyman Greenwood, and Frances Mullin. Casey is also living near 
George T. Greenwood in the 1830 U.S. Census. 
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Rachel Ware's 31 Aug 1823 will proved 17 Nov 1823, in Essex, Virginia's Will Book 19, page 419: "In the name of God amen, I Rachel Ware 
of Essex County, being sick and weak, but of sound mind and memory do make and ordain this my last will and testament in manner and form 
following... I lend unto Elizabeth Dean 1 feather bed... I give unto my Grand daughter Frances G. Ware the feather bed I lie on... if my Grand 
daughter Frances G. Ware arrives at the age of 21 years or marries that she shall have all my estate, but if she should die before... my estate 
should be eaqually divided between James Greenwood and Thomas Greenwood (the sons of Twyman Greenwood) and Mary Perkins Daughter 
of Susanna Lumpkin. Lastly I constitute and appoint Winter Bray and James Greenwood Executors... [signed] Rachel Ware [witnesses:] Anthony 
Lumpkin Isaace Fisher Amos Cauthorn Twyman Greenwood..." 

Note a . Rachel's married name and some inferred relationships match the name and relationships noted in William Greenwood's will (see 
145).

Note a . Rachel was not found in the 1820 Census, but a comparison of household members and proximity to neighbors listed in the 1820 
census suggests her household was listed as Mary Ware that year. It is possible she and this Mary Ware were living together. 

Note b . Presuming Rachel is one of the 2 women listed as being 45 or older, her birth year would have been prior to 1766. 

Edward Ware's 1812 estate settlement, in Essex, Virginia's Will book 17, pages 407-409. 

Note a . Rachel Ware is noted as receiving compensation from the estate for property separate from Edward, with a reference to a certificate 
written by Twyman Greenwood. This provides evidence that Rachel's husband was this Edward Ware. 

James Fisher's 9 Feb 1809 will presented 15 Jun 1812, in Essex, Virginia's Will book 17, pages 386-387: "...I James Fisher of the county of 
Essex... lend unto my loving wife Caty Fisher during her life... unto my son Isaac Fisher the tract of land whereon I now live together with a piece 
of woodland adjoining the land of Zachariah Shackelford, the lines I have laid off myself in the presents of Thomas Greenwood + William Blake 
also two negro men named Will and Randolph... unto my daughter Polly Fisher... unto my son Greenwood Fisher my other plantation also one 
negro girl named Angella... unto my son Uriah Fisher one negro girl named Lucy... unto my daughter Rutha Cauthorn one negro named 
Tamsend... this 9th day of February 1809... [signed] James Fisher... Whereupon the motion of Catharine Fisher a certificate was granted her..." 
Note a . Caty's married name noted in this document matches the name in William Greenwood's will (see 145). The references to the 
Greenwood family also support the notion that this is the same Caty who was a daughter of William Greenwood.

Thus this must be the James Fisher who 
married Catharine Greenwood (see 164a). 

Since 
this census record shows she was not yet 45, she could have been born no earlier than 1765. Presuming she was at least 18 when she 
married, she could have been born no later than 1772.

Cornelius Brown's 2 Aug 1830 will proved 20 Sep 1830, in Essex, Virginia's Will Book 22, pages 152-153: "...I Cornelius Brown of the County 
of Essex... lend unto my beloved wife Frances Brown the whole of my estate... unto Mary G. Mulins One negro girl named Frances... unto my 
friend, Amos Cauthorn one choice negro... to my friend Richard S. Covington... and fifty dollars to Mary G.. Mullins... [Witnesses: FI S Minor, 
Foutaine Wood, Isaac Fisher]... Amos Cauthorn qualified as Executor on the 20th Deer 1830..." 

Note a . Amos Cauthorn was Frances Greenwood's niece's husband, suggesting that Cornelius's wife Frances may be the same "Frances 
Brown" referred to in William Greenwood's will (see 145). 
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Cornelius and Francis Brown's household in the 1810 (NARA M252 roll 68, page 174), 1820 (IMARA M33 roll 137, page 1074), 1830 (NARA

Note a . The age range provided in the 1810 census restricts Frances's birth year to no earlier than 1765.The age ranges listed in the 1830 and 
1840 censuses restrict Frances's birth year to no later than 1771. 

Frances Brown listed each year in the 1831-1841 tax books for Essex, Virginia. 

Note a . The 1831 tax book notes that Frances is the "Wd [widow] of C." Frances is not found in the 1842-1844 tax books, suggesting she died 
in 1841 or 1842. 

John Mullins and Ruth Greenwood's 23 Jul 1787 marriage bond, listed in Middlesex, Virginia’s marriage register (1740-1854), page 31, 
and 31 Jul 1787 marriage noted on minister's return, in Middlesex, Virginia's Marriage Returns (1785-1826). 

Note a . The security for the marriage bond was Edward Ware, which is the name of Ruth's brother-in-iaw. 

John Mullins's 23 Mar 1794 will, in Middlesex, Virginia's Loose Wills Vol. D (1675-1798), item 124: "...I John Mullins of Middlesex County 
being sick and weake... lend unto my beloved wife Ruthey Mullins my hole Estate both Rayal and personal dureing her Life or Remain my 
widow; but should she Mary again then my will is that she should have nothing more of my Estate but the Lone of the Estate Left her by her 
father, Itim | I Give to my son William Greenwood Mullins part of my Land on which my Dweling House and orchet now stands bounderd by a 
line of marked trees as followeth, beginning at a Ring oak a cornar tree betwene Phillip ware Henery Dsepherd: heirs Wiliiam lessee... at the 
death of my beloved wife or widow the Remaining part of my Estate which she hath Her natral Life in if maried to be devided as above between 
my surviving children James Mullins Beckky Mullins Beverley Mullins Nancy Muliins Mary Greenwood Mullins Each to have one shear apeace, 
Thomas Mullins and William Greenwood Mullins Each to have a half shear apeace as above; Lastly I anominat and appoint my Beloved Wife, 
Ruthey Mullins, and Thomas Mullins my son Executors... [signed] John Mullins [witnesses] Wm lessee George Williams Reuben Lee Jno 
Healy" 

Note a . The Ruthey Mullins named in this will matches the name and place of the 1787 marriage, for whom Ruth's brother-in-law was 
security (see 170a), and matches the name in William Greenwood's 1789 will in the ad]acent county (see 145). "Greenwood" was used for 
two middle names in this Mullin family. The Mary Greenwood Mullins noted in this will matches the name of an 1830 legatee of Cornelius 
Brown (see 167), Ruth's brother-in-law. These facts provide evidence that the Ruthey Mullins noted in this will was the daughter of William 
Greenwood.

Note a . The 1810 U.S. Census lists the oldest female in her household as being between 26 and 44 years old. If she were 44 at the time of this 
census, she would have been born about 1766, so about 1766 is the earliest she could have been born. She could have been born as late as 
1769 and still have been at least 18 years old at the time she was married (see 170). 

Rutha Mullins' household listed In the 1810-1815 tax lists for Middlesex, Virginia. 

Note a . Ruth is not listed in the 1816 or 1817 tax lists for Middlesex, suggesting she may have died about 1815. 

Rice Curtis's 4 Aug 1707 record of bond for administration of Peter Mountague's estate for Peter's orphans, in Middlesex, Virginia’s Order 
Book 4, page 134: "Rice Curtis Henry Nixon and Richard Perrott acknowledged their bond for ye estate of Peter Mountagues orphants which is 
admitted to record." 

Note a . This provides evidence that Rice Curtis Sr. became guardian of Peter Mountague's children after Peter's death. 

Elizabeth Mountague's 1 Mar 1702 qualification as administrator of Peter Montague's estate, in Middlesex, Virginia's Order Book (1694- 
1705), page 502: "Administration of the Estate of Peter Mountague, deced. is granted to Elizabeth Mountague the Relict of said deceased, 
Richard Kemp and William Mountague security" 
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Note a . "Relict" means widow—thus Eiizabeth was the widow of Peter Mountague. This was the same Peter Mountague who was a brother 
to Katherine (Mountague Twyman) Warwick (see 30a and 38c). That Rice becomes the guardian of Peter's chiidren (see 174a) and then has 
chiidren of his own with a spouse named Eiizabeth (see 115a) suggests he may have married Peter's widow. 

Rice Curtis Jr.'s 4 Jul 1738 Guardian's bond for William Twyman, in Spotsylvania, Virginia's Will Book A, page 289: "...Rice Curtis Junr.... 
Guardian to Wiiiiam Twyman orphan of George..." 

Robert W. Baird's "Orphans and Guardians" article in "Bob's Genealogy Filing Cabinet: Southern and Colonial Genealogies" retrieved 20 
Jul 2019 from https://genfiles.com/articles/orphans-guardians/ : "The guardian's primary roie was management and preservation of the 
inherited property until the child reached majority and could manage it themselves.... Guardians were also responsible for arranging for and 
financing the education of the orphan." 

The Virginia Assembly's 1705 Act No. 33 titled "An Act for the Distribution of Intestates Estates, declaring Widows Rights to their 
deceased Husbands Estates, and for securing Orphans Estates." Published 1727 by Virginia in the book Acts of Assembly, Passed in the 
Colony of Virginia: From 1662, to 1715, Vol. 1, pages 278-279: "And be it further Enacted, That every County Court shall take good Security of 
all Guardians for the Estates of the Orphans committed to their Charge... if the Estate of any Orphan be of so small a Value, that no Person will 
maintain him for the Profits thereof, then such Orphan shall, by Direction of the Court, be bound Apprentice to some Handicraft Trade or 
Mariner, until he shall attain to the Age of One and twenty Years; and the Master of every such Orphan shall be obliged to teach him to read 
and write..." 

The Autumn 2014 article "This Helpless Human Tide: Bastards, Abandoned Babes, and Orphans," by Michael Olmert, in the Colonial 
Williamsburg Journal-, "...the county courts worked to bring a measure of Justice and stability to little lives blighted by the incompetence or 
death of parents. In both cases, it has to be said that this concern was driven by an instinct to prevent the lost children from becoming a burden 
to the colony and its taxpayers." 

Mary Ann Mason's 1994 article "Masters and Servants: The American Colonial Model of Child Custody and Control," in The International 
Journal of Children's Rights, Vol. 2, page 323: "Avery large proportion of children in the colonial era did not spend their whole childhood under 
the custody and control of their own parents or stepparents. These children were put under the custody and control of masters (and 
sometimes mistresses), to whom they were indentured.... who was obliged to provide ordinary sustenance and some training in return for 
services." 

Colonial Williamsburg's E-Newsletter: "Q8iA: Colonial Apprenticeships," retrieved 14 Jul 2019 from 
https://www.historv.org/historv/teaching/enewsletter/volume4/november05/apprenticeship.cfm (since removed): "...As part of the 
contract, an apprentice agreed to keep trade secrets, obtain his master's permission before leaving the premises, and abstain from vices such 
as frequenting taverns and the theater. Most important, the apprentice agreed to work for the master without pay for the term of the 
contract.... Masters provided basic education (reading, writing, and arithmetic), training in the craft, room and board, and sometimes a set of 
tools or clothes on completion of the apprenticeship. ... Apprenticeships ordered by the courts for orphans and poor children were recorded, 
but their lengths varied widely or were often stated only as to age twenty-one. Of the 110 apprenticeships recorded in York County, Virginia, 
from 1745 until 1789, 34 were 'until twenty-one' and 64 were from four to seven years." 

Thomas Watts' 22 Dec 1746 will probated 15 March 1749, in Culpeper, Virginia's Will Book A, pages 10-14. 

Note a . William and George Twyman are witnesses to this will, providing evidence that George was likely living in this general area as early as 
1746. George noted in his autobiography that around this time he was in an apprenticeship as a tailor "living with my bro. William" (see llg). 

Spotsylvania Court's 7 May 1754 order to discharge William Twyman from accounting for his guardianship of George Twyman, in 
Spotsylvania, Virginia's Order Book (1749-1755), page 426: "William Twyman Guardian of George Twyman, for reasons given to this court is 
discharged from rendring an account of the estate of the said George for the future." 

Note a . The previous entry in the book notes that Rice Curtis was added to the court panel. 

The article "Tailor" published by The Colonial Williamsburg Foundation, retrieved 18 Jul 2019 from 
https://www.historv.ore/Almanack/life/trades/tradetai.cfm (since removed): "Women's clothes made by tailors included stays, riding habits, 
Jesuits, Brunswicks, and hoops, but the real bread and butter of the tailoring trade was in the making of men's coats, weskits, and breeches. 
Tailors also made cloaks, Newmarkets, hunting coats, great coats, wrapping gowns, and banyans - a type of loose fitting coat with origins in 
India - which men often worn at home, or in a tavern or gentlemen's club. In the sultry weather of Virginia, the banyan served as a comfortable 
replacement for tight fitting clothing men normally wore.... Tailors were almost always men." 

James and Elizabeth Coward's 1 Oct 1734 sale of land to John Zachary, in 5potsylvania, Virginia's Deed Book C, pages 61-63. 

Note a . This deed provides additional evidence that James Coward's wife was named Elizabeth. 

Elizabeth Coward's 20 Oct 1756 appointment as administrator of James Coward's estate, in Orange, Virginia's Order Book 6 (1754-1763), 
page 294: On the motion of Elizabeth Coward Widow & Relict of James Coward deed, who made oath according to Law, Certificate is granted 
her for obtaining Letters of Administration of the said Decedents Estate..." 

Note a . This provides evidence that James's wife was named Elizabeth and that he was still using the "Coward" spelling of his surname at the 
time of his death. 

The 1962 book Cowherd Genealogy by Edythe Cowherd Newton, pages 2-4: "Court records give [James Coward's] wife's name only as 
'Elizabeth Cowherd,' and there has been some difference of opinion as to her maiden name, whether Lacy or Mallory. The writer has found no 
record to support the name of 'Mallory,' while on the other hand, records exist which show that there were a number of families by the name 
of 'Lacy' living in Old Rappahannock (later Richmond), and also in adjoining counties (see Lacy court records on page 341). In view of the

foregoing, it is reasonabie to beiieve that James Cowherd's wife was Eiizabeth Lacy, probably the daughter of John Lacy and the niece of 
Jonathan Lacy, whose will was probated in Essex County, Virginia, July 18, 1698, and for whom she may have named her oldest son." 

Note a . A large portion of the William Twyman data in the book has been shown to contradict primary sources, making the reliability of the 
many unsourced claims therein especially suspect. The "difference of opinion" regarding Elizabeth's maiden name being "Lacy or Mallory" 
appears likely to have ultimately come from George Twyman Ill's autobiography (see lie), the herein cited transcription of which claims her 
maiden name was "Maloney or lacy." Plausibly, the transcription obtained by Ms. Newton was read "Mallory" rather than "Maloney" for the 
first surname George noted. George's original autobiography document was not found, so the correct transcription is uncertain. However, 
some claim that James Coward's father was also named James Coward, and that he married a woman with the maiden surname "Alloway"— 
which in handwritten notes has a resemblance to Mallory and Maloney. Perhaps George Twyman's confusion in his biography stemmed from 
the maiden names ofWinnefred (Cowherd) Twyman's mother vs. her grandmother. 

William Twyman's 27 Apr 1749 sale of land In Essex and King and Queen counties to Edward Davis, in Essex, Virginia's Deed Book (1745- 
1749) pages 329-330: "This indenture made the Twenty 7th day of April in the twenty first year of the Reign of our Sovereign Lord George the 
second of Great Britain &c. and in year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and Forty nine Between William Twyman of Orange County in 
Colony of Virginia, Tailor, of one part and Edward Davis of Essex County, Schoolmaster, of other part; Witnesseth that William Twyman in 
consideration of the sum of Thirty pounds current money of this Colony to said William Twyman in hand paid by Edward Davis, by theses 
presents doth sell & confirm unto Edward Davis his heirs a certain tract of land that my Father, George Twyman, bought of William Hall as by 
Record will appear and is part of one thousand and eighty acres granted to said Hall by a Pattent dated the 11th day of July 1719, the land lying 
in County of Essex on Branches of Hoskin's Creek and part in King & Queen County on Branches of Sadie Swamp and bounded. Beginning at a 
small red Oake in Edward Davis's line..." 

Note a . William refers to this land as having been purchased by his father. He inherited this land via his father's will (see 34). 

Note b . William is noted as being "of Orange County" in this document, suggesting he may have been living in Orange at this time. 
Nevertheless, William probably didn't own any land there as neither Spotsylvania nor Orange county records contain any records of real 
estate purchases or sales involving William. 

Culpeper, Virginia, Deed Books record several real estate transactions for William Twyman (and sometimes Winnefred) beginning in 1749. 
The 10 transactions listed here result in 659 acres of Culpeper land owned by 1788. These 659 acres were sold to his son in 1794 (see 193). 

Note a . William Twyman's 13 Mar 1749 purchase of 123 acres of land from William and Honour Rucker, recorded in Culpeper, Virginia's 
Deed Book A, pages 119-121: "This Indenture made this thirteenth day of March in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and 
forty nine fifty Between William Rucker of St. Thomas's Parrish in Culpeper County planter of the one part and William Twyman of the parish 
and County aforesaid Taylor of the other part Witnesseth that the said William Rucker for and in consideration of the sum of Forty Pounds 
Current money of Virginia to him in hand paid by the said William Twyman... one tract or parcel of Land containing by Estimation one 
hundred twenty three acres be the same more or less situate lying and being in Culpeper County and bounded as followeth Viz.: Begining at 
a pine and red oak Corner to Thomas Cofer thence... Philip Stockdales corner thence... another cordner of Thomas Cofer's thence up the 
branch along Thomas Cofer's line.... Furthermore Honour wife of the abovesaid William Rucker doth by these presents surrender up and 
deliver all her Right Title and Interest of Dower unto the said William Twyman... [signed] Wm Rucker (LS) Honour Rucker (LS) [witnesses:] 
Robt. Sherman Benja. Powell Richard Vawter" - Though he was reportedly "of Orange" only a year earlier (under the Julian calendar; see 
188b) William is already noted as "of Culpeper" in this deed. Nevertheless, this is the first record of William purchasing land in Culpeper. 
While some have suggested William may have inherited land in Culpeper, this first deed makes no reference to this land bordering any 
existing property of his, and no other indication has been found suggesting he owned land in Culpeper previous to this purchase (also see 
34d). 

Note b . William and Winnefred Twyman's 16 Oct 1754 sale of 10 acres of land to Thomas Cofer, recorded 17 Oct 1754 in Culpeper, 
Virginia's Deed Book B, pages 208-210: "This indenture made... Between William Twyman and Winnefred his wife of the County of Culpeper 
of the one part & Thomas Cofer of the County aforesaid of the other part... for and in consideration of the sum of nine Pounds Current 
money of Virginia to him in hand paid by the said Thomas Cofer... Ten acres situate lying and Being in Culpeper County Joyning the said 
Thomas Cofer's Plantation... Beginning at a Hickory on a Run & Running thence with the said Cofers former Line up the said Run North... 
[signed] Wm Twyman L S Winnefred Twyman L S" - This appears to be a piece of the land purchased in 1749. The deed is initially 

dated 1755 but the recorded date is 1754, and the deeds before and after it in the book are also recorded in 1754. Winnefred, when signing 
this deed, spells her name "Winnefred Twyman." 

Note c . William Twyman's 27 5ep 1762 purchase of 437 acres of land from John and Anne Henderson, recorded 2 Oct 1762 In Culpeper, 
Virginia's Deed Book D, pages 137-139: "This Indenture... Between John Henderson together with Anne his wife of the parish of Bromfield in 
the County of Culpeper of the one part & William Twyman of the Parish & County aforesaid of the other part Witnesseth that for & in 
consideration of Seventy Pounds Currt. money of Virginia by ye sd William Twyman... four hundred & thirty seven Acres be the same more or 
less by * and being on both sides Twymans]?] Mountain Road in Culpeper County and... of a Mountain Corner to Sturriman thence... the said 
run the several Courses thereof... on Kertleys Road thence south... to John Rucker..." - Here William is noted as being from the Bromfield 
parish (i.e., Bromfield district) in Culpeper. 

Note d . William Twyman's 15 Aug 1765 purchase of 100 acres of land from David and Mary Vawter, recorded the same day in Culpeper, 
Virginia's Deed Book E, pages 18-21: "This Indenture... Between David Vawter of the County of Orange of the one part and William Twyman 
of the County of Culpeper of the other part Witnesseth that the said David Vawter and his wife Mary for and Consideration of thirty 
pounds... one Hundred acres more or less being a patent granted to William Pearce in the year one Thousand seven Hundred and sixty Five 
lying and being in the County of Culpeper and in Fork of the Rappidan River and Bounded as followeth (to wit) Beginning at a white oak in a 
line of a Pattent granted to John Rucker and runing Thence with the said Ruckers line north... to the said Rucker and William Eddings thence 
with the said Eddings lines south... to george Eastham Thence with the said Easthams lines to Thomas Ruckers Lines thence with the Ruckers 
lines to the Beginning..." - William is still noted as being "of Culpeper" at this point. 
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Note e . William and Winnefred Twyman's 12 Oct 1769 sale of 32 acres of land to Adam Gaar, proved 17 May 1770 In Culpeper, Virginia’s 
Deed book I, pages 216-217: "This Indenture... Between William Twyman of Culpeper County of the one part and Adam Garr of the above 
said County of the other part witnesseth that the said William Twyman for and in Consideration of the sum of Eleaven Pounds four shillings... 
thirty two acres be the same more or less situate lying and being in the above said County and joining the said Garr... in the fork of Run... to 
Joseph Earley... Winnefred wife to of the above said William Twyman doth by these presents surrender up and Deliver all her right title and 
interest of Dower unto the said Adam Gaar... [signed] William Twyman L S Winnefred Twyman L S" - William is still "of Culpeper" at this 
point. Winnefred, when signing this deed, spells her name "Winnefred Twyman." 

Note f . William Twyman's 1772 purchase of 320 acres of land from Charles Grymes and Benjamin Grymes Jr., recorded 21 Aug 1775 in 

Culpeper, Virginia's Deed Book H, pages 100-102: "This Indenture made the_day of_in the yar of our Lord One Thousand Seven 

Elundred and Twenty Two Between Charles Grymes and Benjamin Grymes Junr. of the County of Culpeper of the one part and William 
Twyman of Orange County of the other Part witnesseth that... for & in consideration of the sum of one Hundred and twelve pounds three 
shillings and six pence Current Money of Virginia to them... paid by the said William Twyman... One Certain tract or parcel of Land lying and 
being in the parish of Bromfield in Culpeper County and being part of a Large tract of Land belonging to the said Grymes's in the said County 
and Containing by Estimation three Hundred and twenty Acres be the same more or less and Bounded as followeth, Viz: Beginning at two 
white oaks and a Red Oak in Mr. Grymes's lower Dividing Line Corner to William Bledsoe thence with his line North... to a pine on a hill 
Corner to Charles Brooking thence North... Crossing the great Run... Another corner to the said Brooking in Capt. Lawrence Taliaferro's line 
thence with the said Taliaferro's line South..." 

Note g . William Twyman's 28 Apr 1772 purchase of 315 acres of land from Charles Grymes and Benjamin Grymes Jr., recorded 18 May 
1772 in Culpeper, Virginia's Deed Book G, pages 292-231: "This Indenture made the twenty eighth day of April in the year of our Lord 1772 
Between Charles Grymes & Benjamin Grymes junr. of the County of Culpeper of the one part and William Twyman of the Parish of Bromfield 
in the County of Culpeper of the other part Witnesseth that... for and in consideration of the sum of one hundred and forty one Pounds 
fifteen shillings... paid by the said William Twyman... one certain Tract or Parcel of Land lying and being in the Parish of Bromfield in the 
County of Culpeper aforesaid And being part of a large Tract of land belonging to the said Grymes's and containing by estimation three 
hundred and fifteen Acres be the same more or less and bounded as followeth viz: Beginning at two white oaks and ared bak corner to 
Richard Taylor in Grymes's dividing line thence with his line North... to three pines on the north side of great run a corner in the said line 
thence North..." 

Note h . William and Winnefred Twyman's 15 Nov 1773 sale of 505 acres in Elk Run to Ephraim Rucker, recorded the same day in Culpeper, 
Virginia's Deed Book G, pages 107-109: "This Indenture... Between William Twyman and Winefred his Wife of the parish of Brumfield and 
County of Culpeper and Colony of Virginia of the one part and Ephraim Rucker of the parish and County and Colony aforesaid of the other 
part witnesseth that they the said William Twyman and Winefred his wife for and in Consideration of the sum of one Hundred and fifty Five 
Pounds Ten shillings... one Certain tract or parcel of land situate lying and being in the aforesaid parish of Brumfield in the County of 
Culpeper and Colony aforesaid and on the Branches of a run known by the name of Elk Run in the fork of the Rapadann & Robinson River 
containing five Hundred and five acres more or less... Beginning at Muddy Run Corder to Ambrose Booton... to Adam Gaar... to four white 
oaks formerly Corner of John Ruckers... to Thomas Ruckers Corner... To John Ruckers Patent line... In witness whereof the said William 
Twyman & Winifred his wife hath to these presents set their hands & fixed their seals... [signed] William Twyman L S Winnefred Twyman L S" 
William and Winnefred are still noted as being in the same Culpeper district as they were in the 1762 deed. Winnefred, when signing this 
deed, spells her name "Winnefred Twyman." 

Note i . William and Winefred Twyman's 17 Apr 1775 sale of 113 acres of land to William Walker, recorded the same day in Culpeper, 
Virginia's Deed Book G, pages 530-533: "This Indenture... Between William Twyman and Winefred his wife of Culpeper County of the one 
part and William Walker of the said County of the other part witnesseth that the said William Twyman for and in consideration of the sum of 
one Hundred and Eighty pounds... one Certain Tract or parcel of Land lying and being in Culpeper County in the Robinson Fork Containing 
one Hundred and thirteen acres more or less... corner to Nathan Underwood... and James Eastham... Thomas Stockdell... to Thomas Cofer... 
down the line to the main run thence down the run to the Beginning it being all that Tract of Land held by William Twyman Whereon John 
Benza now lives (and is to Continue till the first of November one Thousand Seven Hundred and Eighty four agreeable to a Lease Granted to 
him by the said Twyman)... [signed] William Twyman L S Winefred Twyman, L S" Winnefred, when signing this deed, spells her name 
"Winefred Twyman," or at least that is how it was copied by the clerk. 

Note I . William Twyman Sr.'s 21 Nov 1788 purchase of 24 acres of adjoining land in Culpeper County from Lawrence Taliaferro, recorded 
21 Sep 1789 in Culpeper, Virginia's Deed Book P, pages 158-159: "This indenture... Between Lawrence Taliaferro of County of Orange of one 
part and William Twyman Sr. of County of Culpeper of other part; Witnesseth that said Taliaferro in consideration of sum of Fifteen pounds 
Six shillings... a certain tract of land lying in Culpeper county containing by estimation Twenty four acres be the same more or less, it being 
part the land said Taliaferro purchased of the Grymes's, and bounded; Beginning at a Chesnut Oak red & white Oak on a Cluster of Rocks on 
a Ridge, from thence in said Twymans line, from thence... along said Twymans line to a Pine & small red Oak... [witnesses:] Rn. Fry William 
Clark William Twyman Jun." - this is the last deed involving William in Culpeper's records, because Madison county was carved out of 
Culpeper shortly after this. This land purchase was clearly part of the new Madison county, because William later sells it and some prior land 
purchases to his son William in Madison county deed books. 

Catharine "Catey" Lewis's 2 Apr 1823 wili with 19 Nov 1823 codicil presented 24 Mar 1825, in Madison, Virginia's Will Book 4, pages 343- 
344, and 17 Mar 1827 estate account settlement, in Madison, Virginia's Will Book 5, page 88: "I Caty Lewis being of sound mind and disposing 
memory do make & ordain this my last will and Testament in manner and form following Item. I give and bequeath my negroe boy James to 
brother William Twyman, to him and his heirs forever. Item The ballance of my estate both Real and personal I wish equally divided between 
my brothers & sisters-Say, one ninth part to my sister Elizabeth to her and her heirs forever, and one ninth part to my brother William to him 
and his heirs forever. And one ninth part to my sister Mary to her & her heirs forever. And one ninth part to my brother Reuben to him and his 
heirs forever. And one ninth part to my Sister Nancy to her & her heirs forever. And one ninth part to my sister Tabitha to her & her heirs 
forever. And one ninth part to my brother George to him and his heirs forever. And one ninth part to my Sister Frances to her & her heirs 
forever. Lastly I appoint my brother in law Coleby Cowherd & my nephew Anthony Twyman, Executors to this my last will and testament 
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revoking all others. In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and affixed my seal this twenty second day of Apl. eighteen hundred and 
twenty three [signed] Catey Lewis {seal}" 

Note a . Catey notes 9 siblings in this will including herself, matching the number of children of William Twyman reported by his brother 
George Twyman III (see lie). The nine children include Catey, Elizabeth, William, Mary, Reuben, Nancy{Nancy is a nickname for "Ann"), 
Tabitha, George, and Frances. Other sources providing birth dates or estimates of birth dates for these siblings show Catey listed them in 
order of birth (except she did not list herself). She also references Anthony Twyman as her nephew. William Twyman I refers to Anthony as 
his grandson (see 191c), which shows that Catey and her siblings were William's children. 

Note b . The estate settlement is technically dated 17 Mar 1826 but the final entry is dated 17 Mar 1827 and date recorded is 26 Apr 1827, 
making 1827 the more likely entry date. The second portion of the estate settlement notes money paid to fulfill the bequests in her will. The 
list of recipients effectively identifies all of her sisters' spouses. Listed recipients of these inheritances include: 

Reuben Garnett 

Wm Twyman [her brother William] 

George Twyman [her brother George] 

George Wayt 
Coleby Cowherd 

Reuben Twyman [her brother Reuben] 

[Another] George Twyman 
Reuben Craig 

Note c . That Catey had no children or no surviving children of her own is evidenced by her deeding all her property to her siblings—despite 
the fact that her husband had at least 12 children (see Flenry Lewis's 7 Oct 1811 estate division and settiement, in Madison, Virginia's Wiii 
Book 2, pages 327-329), all apparently by a previous marriage. 

William Twyman's 10 Apr 1811 will probated 24 Oct 1811 and 24 Oct 1811 administrator bond, in Madison, Virginia's Will Book 2, pages 
329-331, and transcribed in the 1990 book Twyman by William Twyman Lockett, pages 494-499: "I William Twyman in my perfect sences do 
make & ordain this my last Will & Testament; and dispose of my property in manner & form following, to wit: Item I give to my wife, Anne, her 
choice, one of my horses, side saddle, & bridle; allso I give her, my best bed, with its convenineas & to be furnished with the best of my bed 
furniture, until my hereafter named Executors shall ]udg it sufficiantly well furnished. I further give to my wife one Berua [bureau], of our 
spinning wheals, all the cotton & wool cards. Item. I give to my wife, all my puter, earthware, & tin, allso all tea, & Coffey convenencies, & six 
cheats, all cases, knifes, & forks. If I have any money in my wifes hand that I comited to her trust my book will shew, she must keep it; I further 
give to my wife, negro Vinia & all her increase to her, and her heires forever but with this reserve, my Executors or either of them shall hold & 
detain, either one of the said negros thay shall think proper till thay be satisfied that nothing shall ever come against me or mine, for. my wifes 
leting Smiths things to Robards; The ballance of my beding I give to old Flannah, deliver as soon as conveniant. I give all my wearing wearing 
cloaths to Dick and thirty dollars & will him to be kept from slavery, & mantan'd till his death. I leave Dick in the ceare & direction (rection) of 
my son William and in order to inable him to do by Dick as above directed & to discharge any ]ust claims that may come against me, tho' I know 
of none I give the remainder part of my property to my son William with the following reserve that, duaring the time, my wifes, stay on the 
plantation all the provision lay'd in for man & beast, together with the plantation utensals, shall be for her use and feed for the famaly, I leave 
with her. she is not permitted to convey anything off Dick to be suplied, with meat & bread, to the end of the year, after with bread if need be, 
as long as my grane lasts. All the above I appoint to be settled by my friends, Reuben Clark, son to William, my son William and grandson, 
Anthony Twyman, whom I appoint Executors to this my last Will and testament. As I am under no obligation to any creditor, I will there be none 
apraisement on my Estate; two times enterlined before signed with these words R.C to discharge any ]ust dame that may come against me tho' 

I know of non and thirty dollares - Witness my hand Seal, this tenth day of April 1811. [signed] William Twyman {seal}" 

Note a . The above transcription reflects minor corrections to William Twyman Lockett's transcription. 

Note b . That William refers to his wife as "Anne" provides evidence that he was the William Twyman who married Annie Smith (see 231). 
Unusual for the times, William expected his widow's stay on his land to be limited: "during my wifes, stay on the plantation..." Anne was 
probably expected to remarry since she was still young (see 272b), but there was probably more reason than that for William to believe her 
stay would be short: A prenuptial agreement ensured she would not inherit any part of William's plantation (see 279), and a 1794 deed 
appears to have given full control of that plantation to William Jr. three years after William Sr.'s death (see 193b). 

Note c . William refers to William Twyman as his son, and Anthony Twyman as his grandson. Caty Lewis's will refers to Anthony as her 
nephew (see 190), providing evidence that the siblings listed in Caty's will are the children of William Twyman the first. That these are all 
children of William's first wife Winnefred is evident by her name appearing in a deed record after all nine were born (see 197f), and by the 
date of William's second marriage (see 231), which occurred after his children married and settled. 

Note d . Some have mistakenly claimed that the "Reuben Clark, son to William" referred to in this will and administrator bond was William's 
grandson Reuben Twyman—even using this will to claim that Reuben had a middle name "Clark." This is an incorrect inference: the will 
refers to Reuben Clark as a friend, not a son. More pointedly, other Madison records show that William Clark was a neighbor to William 
Twyman (e.g., Madison, Virginia court's 6 Jun 1794 order for Henry Sparks to ciear a road, in Madison, Virginia's Order Book 1, page 73), 
and William Clark's son Reuben was commonly referenced in this same manner in other legal documents (e.g., Madison, Virginia's Order 
Book 1, page 153: "Ordered that Reubin Clark (son to William Clark) be appointed overseer of Scotts road..." This uncommon identification 
was most likely used to distinguish this Reuben Clark from another Reuben Clark living in Madison at the time. 

Note e . It is notable that William left some property "old Flannah" and "Dick," who had been slaves in the family for some time (see 192). 
Leaving property to former slaves was a rare occurrence. William's reference to Dick "being kept from slavery" suggests that Dick was 
already living as a free man, and that Flannah was free is evidenced by the fact that the property she was to inherit had to be "delivered" to 
her, language that would be out of place if she still lived on William's farm. The freedom of both Hannah and Dick is also indicated by the 
notion that they could inherit property—something that was not legally allowed for slaves. It is unclear whether these two were officially 
freed in the eyes of the law, or were simply allowed to live free without any official release statement (called quasi-freedom in ref. 268). 
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Though he appears to have had relatively little property left, the stated reason William Sr. leaves all that remained to William Jr., was to "to 
do by Dick as above directed & to discharge any just claims that may come against me, tho' I know of none." 

Note f . The Madison, Virginia court's 24 Oct 1811 order to record this wili is in Madison, Virginia's Order Book 4, page 182. The order 
accidentally refers to the document as James Twyman's will: "The Last Will and testament of James Twyman deceased was exhibited into 
Court and proved by the oath of James Twyman one of the witnesses thereto and ordered to be recorded, and on the motion of Reuben 
Clark (son to William) and Anthony Twyman two of the Executors therein named, certificate of probat thereof is granted them in due form; 
whereupon they qualified and entered into bond with security according to Law." No inventory, appraisal, or estate settlement for William 
was found in Madison County records. (This is not surprising since the will specifies no appraisal should be made.)

Note a . Reuben Twyman appears to have lived with his father after his Revolutionary War service until 1783, after which he is no longer 
listed with his father or elsewhere in the Culpeper tax lists. 
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Note b . William's son George is listed as 21 or under until 1787, where he is listed as over 21. This calculates to a birth year of about 1765 for 
George. He appears to have lived with his father until at least 1795. 

Note c . Ann Twyman remarried in or after 1812. Her household no longer appears on the tax lists after 1813. 

Note d . William's son William Twyman II is listed separately in each personal property tax list (see 247). 

Note e . Madison county tax lists begin in 1793, just after it was carved out of Culpeper County. From 1793 forward, William Sr. was not 
found in Culpeper tax lists, providing evidence that his home was in the area of Culpeper that became Madison. 

Note f . The 1811 tax list is not clear as to the date information was gathered on William's household, but dates throughout the list range 
from March to May of that year. This suggests William was still alive at least in the spring of 1811—a little after his brother wrote that he was 
still living (see lie). 

William Twyman's 25 Sep 1794 sale of 659 acres to William Twyman Jr., recorded the same day in Madison, Virginia's Deed Book 1, pages 
116-117: "This Indenture made the twenty fith day of September In the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred ninety four Between 
William Twyman of Madison County of the one part and William Twyman, his son, of the aforesaid County of the other part Witnesseth that for 
& in consideration of the sum of Six hundred pounds current money of Virginia... all that tract or parcel of Land he purchased of the Grymes's, 
Taylor, and Taliafero, Containing by estimation six hundred fifty nine acres... to have and to hold the said Land and premises hereby conveyed 
with the appertenances unto the said William Twyman... Except, about one hundred and fifty acres where my son William Lives Including the 
houses Orchards fences &c, and bounded as followeth, Begining at in Talifaroe's Line at where it crosses Scotts Road, back of the pond. North 
East at the head of a steap Valley, thence Down Sd. Valley somewhat South by East Entering into a Small Branch thence Down Sd. branch into 
the plantation thence Down said branch (including the fence) to the great run. Croase great run at a mulberry tree, turn sum to the to a bunch 
of rocks the sum to the right and by a List of woods (Including the fence) Continuing to the back Line by William Wrights then squar to the right 
with that Line to Scott's road thence with the line and Sd. Road to the Begining. All which I reserve, to my own use and disposal duaring my Life, 
and to despose of the same for three years after my Death after which the full right and property doth and shall Devolve in my son William his 
heirs and assigns according to the above written Indenture, In witness, I have set my hand and seal this day and year above written... [signed] 
William Twyman..." 

Note a . Winnefred is not listed as party to this deed transfer, which would be contrary to established law and norms of the time if she were 
still alive. However, in practice this didn't always happen or wasn't always recorded the same way (see 197d and 197e for a sample 
inconsistency), so this is indicative but by itself not certain evidence Winnefred had died. However, William's brother George wrote a hymn 
earlier in 1794 for William, "on the Death of his wife" (see 271b). 

Note b . It appears the 150 acres of land William was living on was herein deeded to his son in 1794, many years prior to the enactment of his 
will, which also left what remained of his land to his son (see 191), apparently reiterating what had already occurred. This deed specifies that 
William Sr. would have power to do what we would with the land for three years after his death, at which point full control would transfer to 
William Jr. 

William Twiman listed as a ~1755 French and Indian War foot soldier in the 25 Mar 1756 "An Act for raising the 5um of Twenty-five 
Thousand Pounds, for the better protection of the Inhabitants on the Frontiers..." recorded in the 1820 book The statutes at large; being a 
collection of all the laws of Virginia..., Vol. 7 (1756-1763), by the State of Virginia, page 28: "And whereas divers companies of the militia of 
the several counties... were lately drawn out into actual service for the defence and protection of this colony, against the incursions and 
depredations of the French, and their Indian allies, whose names and the time they respectively continued in the said service, are contained in a 
certain schedule to this act annexed, and it is Just and necessary that they should be paid for such their service, by the public.... To the Militia of 
the county of Culpeper, viz.... To John Cave, James Nash, William Twiman, and Joel Yarborough, foot soldiers, 1380 each..." 

Note a . That this record refers to William Twyman the first is evident because no records have been found suggesting the existence of any 
other adult William Twymans in Virginia at this time. 

Note b . The 1926 book A History of Madison County by Claude Lindsay Yowell erroneously reports this record as being attached to a 
September 1758 act. It was actually attached to a March 1756 act. The list of servicemen attached to the September 1758 act does not 
include the name "William Twiman." 

William Twiman's 21 Apr 1756 approval for compensation for service as a foot soldier, transcribed in the 1909 book Journals of the House 
of Burgesses of Virginia, Vol. 8, H. R. Mcliwaine (ed.), pages 374-376: "Wednesday April 21st, 1756... In Relation to the Officers and Men 
concerned in the Expedition against the Shawnese... the Committee to whom the Claims of the Militia ordered out for the Protection of the 
Frontiers was recommitted, had again had the same under their Consideration and come to several Resolutions thereupon... and agreed to by 
the House with some Amendments as follow.... Resolved, That the following Claims from the County of Culpeper, ought to be paid by the 
Public, viz.... To John Cave, James Nash, William Twiman, and Joel Yarbrough, Foot Soldiers, each 92 Days, 1380 lbs. each." 

Note a . The "92 Days" refers to the length of William's active duty service. The "1380 lbs." referred to pounds of tobacco, which was so 
common in Virginia at the time that it was often used as currency. 

The 1989 book History of Southwest Virginia, 1746-1786... by Lewis Preston Summers, pages 56-57: "...Braddock was mortally wounded, 
and his army put to flight... The army retreated a hundred and twenty miles into the settlement, and the whole frontier of Western Virginia was 
thus left open to the ravages of the French and Indians. The French and Indians crossed the Alleghany mountains into the valley and to New 
river, killing and scalping, in the most horrible manner, men, women, and children without distinction, and thus ended the first year of the 
war... the day before Braddock's defeat, a considerable party of Shawnese Indians fell upon this settlement and wiped it out of existence... The 
Indians then plundered the premises..." 

Note a : The attacks reported in this narrative explain why William was activated in response to French and Indian "incursions," (see 194) and 
"Shawnese" (see 195) attacks. 
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Albemarle, Virginia's Deed Books record some real estate transactions for William Twyman beginning in 1770. The six transactions found 
result in roughly zero acres owned in Albemarle by 1778: 

Note a . William Twyman's 9 Aug 1770 purchase of 540 acres of land from Adam and Eleanor Dean, recorded Aug 1770 In Albemarle, 
Virginia's Deed Book 5, pages 203-204: "This Indenture... Between Adam Dean of Albemarle County of the one part and William Twyman of 
Culpeper County of the other part Witnesseth that the said Adam Dean for and in Consideration of the sum of Three Hundred fifty pounds 
Current money to him in hand paid by the said William Twyman... one tract or parcel of Land included in two patents which said Adam Dean 
purchased of William Whitesides Containing five Hundred and forty acres be the same more or less situate lying and being in the County of 
Albemarle on the Benches of Metchoms River and Bounded as followeth Viz: Beginning at a Hickory corner to William Moor... to a pine 
corner to George Berrey... Eleanor wife of the above said Dean doth by these presents... deliver all her right... of Dower unto the said Wm. 
Twyman... " 

Note b . William Twyman's 6 Mar 1771 purchase of 300 acres of land from Jacob Sneed, recorded Mar 1771 in Albemarle, Virginia's Deed 
Book 5, pages 266-267: "This Indenture... Between Jacob Sneed of Albemarle County of the one part & William Twyman of the County of 
Culpepper of the other part Witnesseth that the said Jacob Sneed for... Sixty pounds... one Tract or parcel of Land Containing three Hundred 
acres... in albemarle County on Ivey Creek being the place where he now lives two Hundred together with the place where his son Henry 
lives One Hundred... [signed] Jacob [his mark] Sneed (LS) [witnesses:] George Twyman Chas. Goodman Wm Barksdale John Barksdale..." 

Note c . Charles Curtis's 6 Nov 1771 security for rental of land William Twyman purchased from Adam Dean, recorded May 1772 in 
Albemarle, Virginia's Deed Book 5, pages 454-455: "This Indenture made this twenty sixth day of November One thousand seven hundred 
and Seventy One between Charles Curtis Junr. of the County of Spotsylvania of the One part and William Twyman of the County of Culpeper 
of the other part Witnesseth that whereas the sd. Curtis has Rented the Land that the said Twyman Bought of Adam dean in albemarle 
County for the term often years at thirty pounds per year... four slaves to wit Negroe Tom, Negroe Jude Negroe Isaac Negroe Moses... if the 
said Curtis should fail to pay the said yearly Rents that then the said Twyman... may take the said slaves... [signed] Chas. Curtis (L.S.) 
[witnesses:] William Twyman, Catey Twyman, Robert Sharmay..." That Catharine (or "Catey") Twyman witnessed this deed suggest she was 
probably at least 18 in 1771 (Virginia law allowed children to witness deeds, but it was uncommon), meaning she was likely born in 1753 or 
earlier. That Catey witnessed the deed rather than Elizabeth might suggest that Catey was the older of the two oldest daughters. 

Note d . William Twyman's 17 Jul 1773 sale of 300 acres of land (purchased from Jacob 5need) to George Wayt, in Albemarle, Virginia's 
Deed Book 6, pages 308-311: "This Indenture made this Seventeenth Day of July in the year of our lord God one thousand seven hundred 
and Seventy three By & Between William Twyman of Brumfield parish in Culpeper County of the one part and George Wayt of the parish and 
County aforesaid of the other part Witnesseth that the said William Twyman In and in consideration of the sum of £70... that Tract or parcel 
of land Containing three hundred acres situate lying and being in Albemarle County on Ivey Creek it Being the same Parcel of land that the 
said William Twyman Purchased of Jacob Sneed... in the year 1770... [signed] William Twyman {seal} [witnesses:] George Twyman William 
Barksdale Samuel Ray Richard Woods John Woods John Cofey..." 

Note e . William and Winnefred Twyman's 14 May 1778 sale of 352 acres to William Wood, recorded in Albemarle, Virginia, Deed Book 7, 
pages 343-344: "This Indenture made this fourteenth Day of may and in the year of our Seventeen hundred and seventy Eight Between 
William Twyman & Winnefred his wife of the County of Culpeper and William Wood of the County of Albemarle... in consideration of the 
sum of 20 / Current money of Virginia... a certain tract or parcel of Land containing 352 acres Lying on the waters of mechums river more or 
Less lying and being and being in the parish of saint annes and County of Albemarle... Now in possession of the said John Claxton... [signed:] 
Wm Twyman {Le} Winnefred {Le}" 

Note f . William and Winnefred Twyman's 14 May 1778 sale of 192 acres to Francis Weatherhead, recorded in Albemarle, Virginia, Deed 
Book 7, pages 344-345: "This Indenture made this fourteenth day of May and in the yeare of our Lord Seventeen hundred and Seventy Eight 
Between William Twyman & Winnefred his Wife of the County of Culpeper and Francis Withered of the County of Albemarle... in 
consideration of the sum of 20/ Current money... a certain tract or parcel of land containg 192 acres more or Less Lying and being and being 
in the parish of saint anns and County of Albemarle... Lying on the waters of mechums River... on the old line of the said Twymans... [signed:] 
Wm Twyman [Ls] Winnefred {Ls}... Winnefred his Wife personly appeared in Court... Relinquished her Right of Dower in the Land..." This is 
the last primary record found (so far) wherein Winnefred is referenced as living. 

William Twyman's (by proxy) 5 May 1812 conveyance of 1000 acres to Lewis Craig Jr., associated power of attorney and other supporting 
documentation, in Montgomery, Kentucky's Deed Book 5, pages 505-509. 

Note a . Pages 505-506 have a copy of a patent of the 1000 acres, purchased by Merry Walker 27 Feb 1786, when the land was still part of 
Fayette. The patent references a 16 Feb 1783 Virginia treasury warrant #2638 referencing 1000 acres in Fayette on the "middle fork of 
Licking adjoining Philip Drakes." 

Note b . Page 506 has an affidavit from Reubin Twyman stating Merry Walker sold this 1000 acres in 1786 to William Twyman of Madison 
County, Virginia, but believes the deed was burnt in the Fayette, Kentucky clerk's office. Page 506 also has a clerk's note stating that the 
"memorial" of the "deed may be seen in the office of the county court of Fayette Dated March 20th 1786. Proved by Wm Grother, Jas. 
Brockman, and Jas. Davis." 

Note c . Pages 506-507 contain a 26 Feb 1801 power of attorney and 1808-1812 supporting certificates for William Twyman, given to "my son 
George Twyman in the County of Woodford and State of Kentucky." The PoA makes reference to land he bought of Merry Walker "in Clarke 
County or as much thereof as shall be found safe from any prior right" and notes his son is authorized "to settle with Bartlett Bennett 
respecting the land." 

Note d . Pages 508-509 contain a 5 May 1812 transfer of the 1000 acres from William Twyman to Lewis Craig Jr. "of the County of Franklin 
and State of Kentucky" for "the sum of one Dollar," signed by William Twyman via his attorney George Twyman, recorded 15 May 1812. 

Wm Twiman's land warrant for 600 acres by Clear Creek in Kentucky, entered 20 May 1780 in "Lincoln and Fayette County land entries, 
1779-1817," page 268: "Wm Twiman enters 600 acres upon a Treasury Warrant on the dividing * between Clear Creek and Kentucky beginning 
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in the lower side of Clear creek near the first fork of said creek and running down sd. creek then westwardly and southeastwardly to the 
Beginning" 

William Twyman's 26 Feb 1780 Virginia treasury warrant #3004, 2 Nov 1792 survey, and 7 May 1792 Old Kentucky patent #780 for 600 
acres on Clear Creek in Woodford, Kentucky, in the Virginia and Old Kentucky Patent Series at the Kentucky Land Office. 

Note a . Virginia treasury warrants were purchased permission to survey (i.e., stake out) land, in anticipation of buying that land. The 
Kentucky Land Office states that these could be purchased by anyone—no military service or state residency was required, the initial price 
per 100 acres was £40. Once land was selected and surveyed, it could be patented (i.e., purchased) by whoever held the warrant. 

Note b . The land survey shows "Clear Creek" and "Tanners Fork" running through the property. If Tanners Fork is modern day Tanners Creek, 
that places this nearly 1 square mile of property at roughly 37.944 N, -84.763 W, which is roughly 8 miles southwest of where John Craig's 
Fort was established and where Clear Creek Baptist church would be established in 1785. It is roughly 10 miles south of Versailles, Kentucky. 

Note c . The land book entry (see 198), and this warrant, survey, and patent do not refer to the third William Twyman in Virginia at this time 
(the son of George III), because that William was only 14 years old in 1780. But it isn't clear from the language in these documents alone 
whether they are referring to William Twyman I or William Twyman II. Many Madison, Virginia government documents use the "Jr." suffix to 
refer to William Twyman II, but these Kentucky land records are for an altogether separate county, and commonly that suffix is not used 
when the county is removed from the other person by the same name (see 257 for an example of the "Jr." being dropped in the records for a 
different county). 

Note d . Taxes assessed to "Will Twyman" for these 600 acres were found in Kentucky tax ledgers Vol. 1 (1796), page 105 and Vol. 2 (1796- 
1798), page 124, indicating he still owned the land years later. The 23 Jul 1819 issue of the Frankfort Argus newspaper advertises non- 
Kentucky-resident's lands to be sold by the state auditor, indicating that these lands had been seized for non-payment of taxes. William 
Twyman's 600 acres in Woodford on Clear Creek is among the lots listed. Though the tax ledgers listed it as 2''''-rate land, this advertisement 
labeled it third-rate land. 

William Twyman's inventory, appraisal, and commissioner duties performed for the county, recorded in Madison county records, and 
what survives of Culpeper county records, including: 

Note a . Culpeper, Virginia court's 20 Oct 1763 order for William Twyman and others to appraise Thomas Rucker's estate, recorded in 
Culpeper, Virginia's Order Book (1763-1764), page 456. 

Note b . Culpeper, Virginia court's 19 May 1763 order for William Twyman and others to appraise John Powell's estate, recorded in 
Culpeper, Virginia's Order Book (1763-1764), page 328. 

Note c . William Twyman and others' appraisals of John Powell's estate, recorded 15 Dec 1763 and 16 Aug 1764 in Culpeper, Virginia's Will 
Book A, pages 354, 355, 385. 

Note d . William Twyman, John Buford, and Ephraim Rucker's 16 Apr 1767 appraisal of George Thompson's estate, in Culpeper, Virginia's 
Will Book A, pages 439-440. 

Note e . John Terrill, Alexander Waugh, and William Twyman's inventory and appraisal of James Clark's Culpeper estate, recorded 19 Oct 
1789 in Culpeper, Virginia's Will Book C, page 352. 

Note f . Wm Twyman, John Terrill, and Francis Madison's division of the estate of John Scott Wood, recorded 19 Apr 1790 in Culpeper, 
Virginia's Will Book C, page 365. 

Note g . Madison, Virginia 25 Jun 1807 court order for William Twyman and/or others to sell Madison's Mill, in William H. Smith et al v. 
Alexander Shepherd et al., recorded in Madison, Virginia's Order Book 3, pages 214-215. A partial transcription follows: 

"William H Smith and Mary M B C his wife James Madison, William Madison, Thomas Macon and Sarah his wife } Plaintiffs 

against } in chancery 

Alexander Shepherd, and Elizabeth his wife, James Madison j. William Madison j. Catlett Madison William B Wood, and Nelly his wife, 

Conway Madison Catharine Madison, Frances Madison, Susanna Madison, Nelly C Hite, Jancey M Hite, Nelly Madison, John Willis & Nelly C 
his wife and Robert H Rose and Frances his wife } Defendants 

"...the Court do order and decree that William Twyman, John Walker, Lewis Jennings, William Mallory and John Hume or any three of them 
be appointed Commissioners, to sell the Mill commonly called Madison's Mill at Barnetts ford, in this county, together with sixteen & half 
acres of Land attached thereto..." 

It is possible that this record of appointment and the later records of sale (see 201h) are referring to William Twyman II rather than William 
Twyman l-but in most cases, court records qualified William II with a "Jr." suffix until the death of his father. 

Note h . David 5mith's 23 Apr 1808 purchase of Madison's Miii from Wiiiiam H. 5mith et ai via commissioners, recorded in four deeds and 
a power of attorney in Madison, Virginia's Deed Book 4 (1804-1810), pages 402-409. 

Wiiiiam Twyman's jury duty recorded in Madison, Virginia's court records. Culpeper records have been lost or more such cases might have 
been identified. In most cases, court records qualified William II with a "Jr." suffix until the death of his father, making William Twyman I most 
likely to be the individual being referenced in the following: 

Note a . William Twyman's 25 May 1797 jury service in the Glassell vs. Roebuck case, recorded in Madison, Virginia's Order Book 1, page 
382. 

Note b . William Twyman's 28 Mar 1799 Grand Jury service recorded in Madison, Virginia's Order Book 2, page 71.

Note d . William Twyman's 23 Jul 1801 Grand Jury service recorded in Madison, Virginia's Order Book 2, page 231, and Order Book 3 (1801-

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Note e . William Twyman 23 Oct 1804 Grand Jury service, recorded in Madison, Virginia's Order Book 3, page 75. 

Note f . William Twyman's 26 May 1809 jury service in the Wayland v. Carpenter case, recorded in Madison, Virginia's Order Book 4, page 
69. 

Note g . William Twyman's 26 May 1809 jury service in the Adams v. Crow case, recorded in Madison, Virginia's Order Book 4, page 70.

This bible 
record includes pages from an earlier bible, wbicb lists tbe children of William Twyman II. The Bible was given to tbe library by Frederick W. 
Twyman III. (see "Twyman Family" in "The Library of Virginia Quarterly Report of Newly-Available Archival Accessions: July 1, 2013 - 
5eptember 30, 2013," retrieved 31 Mar 2020 from https://www.lva.virginia.gov/news/collections/AA-2014-lQ.pdf ). Frederick W. Twyman 
the first reported he was given the bible by his uncle Dr. Edwin Willis Twyman in 1936, and that William Twyman M's son Anthony "was 
supposed to be the first owner." (according to Evelyn Tunison's 31 Dec 1936 report "Antique Bible in Home of F. W. Twyman," part of the 
"Virginia W. P. A. Historical Inventory Project sponsored by the Virginia Conservation Commission," at the Library of Virginia).

Note a . The nine listed individuals are children of William Twyman 11, as evidenced by matching names in his will (see 247). His first child was 
born after the start of the American Revolutionary War, which began about Aprii 1775. 

' Twyman Wayt's 4 Feb 1860 death recorded in Albemarle, Virginia's "Register of Deaths (1853-1861)," page 101, line 1. 


Note a . This entry records Twyman Wayt's parents as George and Elizabeth Wayt, which together with Catharine Lewis's probate records 
(see 190) provides evidence that his mother was Elizabeth (Twyman) Wayt, daughter of William Twyman I. Together, these sources refute 
the claims in the 1900 book Albemarle County in Virginia... by Edgar Woods, pages 340-341, which assert (without providing evidence) that 
"George Wayt.... It is believed his wife Catharine was the daughter of [William] Twyman.... His children were Twyman, Tabitha..." Contrary to 
this narrative, strong primary evidence points to William's daughter Catharine having married a Henry Lewis, while George Wayt married 
William's daughter Elizabeth. 

Note b . Though the register lists 1860, the associated newspaper announcement (see 205) shows Twyman Wayt died in 1861. 

Twyman Wayt's death notice in the 12 Feb 1861 issue of the Staunton Spectator, Vol. 38, Number 8, page 2: "DIED. [...] In Charlottesville, 
on Monday last, Mr. TWYMAN WAYT, in the 85th year of his age. He was the oldest person in that place, and was born in July, 1776." 

Note a . This provides evidence that Twyman was born after the beginning of the Revolutionary War, which started in April 1775. 

Elijah Garth and George Wayt's 18 Jun 1803 marriage bond for the marriage of Elijah Garth and Catey Wayt, in Albemarle, Virginia's 
"Marriage Bonds 1800-1807." 

Note a . That Catey Wayt was a child of George Wayt is evidenced by his being party to this marriage bond, as well as by Twyman Wayt's 
death record (see 204a) and Frances Wayt's 23 Jun 1857 will proved 3 Aug 1857, in Albemarle, Virginia's Will Book 25, page 155 (which 
references Wayt sisters Frances, Juda, Elizabeth, and Sarah) which together with Twyman and Mary Wayt, Tabitha Kennerly, and Catharine 
Garth's 2 Feb 1833 sale of land to Frances, Sarah, Judith, and Elizabeth Wayt, in Albemarle, Virginia's Deed Book 31, pages 105-107, 
indicates that these were among George Wayt's heirs, among them being Twyman Wayt and Catharine Garth. 

Note b . Though it seems to provide no evidence for its assertions, William T. Turner's narrative about Catharine Wayt, in the 1995 book 
Todd County, Kentucky Family History by Turner Publishing Company, page 184 claims that Catey (Wayt) Garth "was born July 13,1770, 
daughter of George and Elizabeth Twyman Wayt, and died Jan. 10,1845. Elijah and Catherine Garth had five children: Granville Waller 
Garth.... Virginia Twyman Garth.... Paschal Lee Garth.... Elizabeth Mary Garth.... Amanda M. Garth...." If true, Elizabeth (Twyman) Wayt was 
married and having children by 1770, a few years before the Revolutionary War. 

Note c . If the 13 Jul 1770 birth date cited in note b is correct, this means that Catey's mother Elizabeth Twyman was born in 1752 or earlier 
(presuming Elizabeth was at least 18 at date of marriage). Elizabeth's oldest brother was born in 1754 (see 207a), and her sister Catharine 
was born in 1753 or earlier (see 197c), and a birth every year for three years straight was uncommon, implying either Elizabeth or Catharine 
was probably born in 1750 or 1751 (also see 252a for an additional indicator Elizabeth was born in 1750 or earlier). These two have the 
earliest birth dates among their siblings, so these estimated birth dates suggest William Twyman and Winnefred Cowherd's marriage 
occurred approximately 1749. This also helps place an upper bound on Winnefred's birth date: If Winnefred was only 18 years old when she 
married, she would have been born about 1741. Considering William's age and the customary marrying ages of the time, it seems likely she 
was at least a little older than that when she married, making the late 1730s the upper bound for Winnefred's birth year.

As of the retrieval date noted, this site explicitly allows republishing "a reasonable number of 
transcriptions." 

"On this 27th day of September 1832 personally appeared in open Court before the Justices of the County Court of Madison now sitting, 

Wiiiiam Twyman a resident of Madison County in the State of Virginia aged seventy-seven years being first duiy sworn according to iaw does on 
his of make the following declaration in order to obtain the benefit of the Act of Congress passed June 7th, 1832 - That he entered the service 
of the United States under the following named officers and served as herein stated. In the months of August or September 1777 I was drafted 
for a two months to work in the County of Culpeper in the State of Virginia where I then resided and still reside. I served under Captain Henry 
Hill, the Regiment was commanded by Colonel James Barber. I crossed the Potomac River at Noland's Ferry and joined the Army under the 
command of General [George] Washington in the neighborhood of Philadelphia passed through Frederick Town in the State of Maryland and 
Little York and Lancaster in the State of Pennsylvania. At this time the enemy had possession of Philadelphia - during this tour the fort at 
Redbank was blown up and I was near enough to hear the report, but the distance was considerable, at the expiration of this tour of duty I was 
discharged and returned home, I think it was in the month of November when I reached home. In the month of January 17811 was drafted the 
second time for a tour of two months from the County and State where I resided when first drafted I was attached to the Company 
Commanded by Captain Henry Towles and marched to the neighborhood of Fredericksburg and stationed at Hunters Forge for the purpose of 
protecting that place. I was only in service about two weeks this tour before I was discharged, and excused as the Troops were not wanting at 
that place. About the first of May 17811 was drafted the third time in the County and State where I resided when first drafted again for a two 
months Tour. I was attached to the Company under the command of Captain Joseph Wood, the Regiment to which I was attached was 
commanded by Colonel Allcock, the Regiment Joined the American army commanded by Colonei Lafayette about twenty miles from Richmond 
Virginia then own the retreat to Raccoon Ford in the County of Culpepper at which place they met the American Troops under General 
[Anthony] Wayne. The united force of the two American Generals made a retrograde movement and in the County of New Kent in Virginia I was 
taken sick and did not again joined the Army during this tour. In the year 1781 and in the early part of September I was again drafted for a two 
months to work, from the County and State I resided in when first drafted. This was my fourth and last tour of duty. I was attached to the 
Company and the Command of Captain James Clark. The Commander of the Regiment I don't recollect - but the Brigade I believe was 
commanded by General [Edward] Stevens, I at the time I was drafted this fourth time was appointed by Captain Clark an Orderly Sergeant, I 
joined the American army in the neighborhood of Williamsburg in Virginia and marched on to Yorktown, I reached the vicinity in time to see the 
beginning of the Siege and remained in active duty until the surrender of the British Army. After the surrender I assisted in guarding the 
prisoners and was regularly discharged. The discharge if a written one long since lost. I was born in the year 1754, the Record of my age I have 
often seen in the possession of my Father. I have resided in the same neighborhood from my birth to the present time, I refer to my neighbors 
Genl. William Madison and Col. Linn Banks, they have known me all their lives. The affidavits of Mary Jones, Robert Terrell and Dave Jones are 
here with enclosed... [signed] William Twyman" 

Note a . William Twyman notes that he was born in the year 1754, in the same neighborhood in Madison, Virginia where he "still" lives. 

William Twyman's Revolutionary War pension payments summarized on page 372 of "Ledgers of Payments, 1818-1872, to U.S. 

Pensioners Under Acts of 1818 Through 1858 From Records of the Office of the Third Auditor of the Treasury" at the National Archives 
(NARA microfilm T718 roll 5, image 355). This source notes that "William Twyman" was a private and Sergeant in the war, lists his monthly 
allowance as $11.66>2, and tallies payments made Mar 1833, Sep 1833, Mar 1834, Sep 1834, and Mar 1835. An "X" is shown in the column for 
Sep. 1835. "Act 6th April 1838" is written over the columns between that X and the last pension payment recorded, which was in March 1841. 
Note a . The April 6,1838 Act of Congress allowed a pensioner's heirs to obtain, from the Treasury Department, any pension still owed to the 
pensioner after his death. Thus, the document appears to show that William died prior to March 1841. This is supported by a 21 May 1841 
Treasury Department letter in the William Twyman folder of Revolutionary War Pension and Bounty-Land Warrant Application Files 
(NARA microfilm publication M804) confirming an incoming transfer of $23.33 per year of unclaimed pension money for William Twyman 
for the period of 4 Sep 1835 to 4 Sep 1840. Together, these indicate William Twyman II died between 4 Sep 1840 and March 1841. 

Reuben Twyman's 1 Oct 1832 Revolutionary War pension application, in the Records of the Department of Veterans Affairs, Record 
Group 15, 5.31443. National Archives, Washington, D.C. The following is a slightly modified version of the 5 Jan 2012 transcription by William 
T. Graves, retrieved 11 Jun 2020 from http://revwarapps.org/s31443.pdf as part of the "5outhern Campaigns Revolutionary War Pension 
5tatements 8i Rosters" collection. As of the retrieval date noted, this site explicitly allows republishing "a reasonable number of 
transcriptions." 

"...On this first day of October 1832 Reuben Twyman personally appeared before the Justices of the County Court of Woodford County being a 
resident of said County aged seventy-three years ever since the 23rd day of October last, being duly sworn - According to law doth on his oath 
make the following Declaration in order to obtain the Benefit of the act of Congress of the 7th of June 1832 - That he was a resident citizen of 
Culpepper County Virginia during the Revolutionary war, that during that ware he served three Tours of militia duty of two months each, 
making six months - the first tour commenced the first of September 1777 - he was in the Company of Capt. Richd. Waugh, he was march'd to 
Pennsylvania & joined the Army of Genl. Washington near Phillidelphia Soon after the battle at German Town [4 Oct 1777], and was discharged 
at the expiration of the two months, about the first of November-the 2nd Tour he served in the year 1779 In the company of Capt. Rich'd 
Thomas, Genl. [George] Weeden commander in cheif, that he was stationed at Hunters forge, in the County of Stafford, Virginia on the 
Rappahannock river near Frederixburgh Virginia. He thinks this tour was performed in the months of Febuary and March, and at the Expiration 
of said tour was discharged (no battle). The third tour he servd. was in the year 1781 in the months of June & July. Marched under Capt. Elijah 
Kirtly, Jas. Finney Lieuft. was Ditaind. to Joseph Woods Company, Collo. Allcock commanded the regiment, from Capt. Woods Company was 
detachd. to Capt. Stuarts Company in the Infantry, Majr. Declumer [Christian Charles de Klauman] commanded the Regiment under Colo. 

Allcock - that he acted as Sargent in the two First or under the two first mentioned captains say Kirtly & Wood) in the Infantry in Stuarts 
Company Genl. Mughlinburgh was commander in cheif Colo. [Alexander] Dick and Majr. Boys [Major William Boyce] commanded the regiment. 
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In a good part of this last Tour he acted as Sargent to GenI Fayettes [General Lafayette] life Gard, in this Tour march'd to various points, called 
the Marching Tour (no battle) - Sometimes advancing & at other times retreating... Sworn and subscribed the day & year aforesaid, [signed] 
Reubin Twyman" 

Note a . Reuben's pension application states that on the "first day of October 1832" Reuben was "aged seventy-three years ever since the 
23rd day of October last," calculating to a 23 Oct 1758 birth date. 

Arad Joy's '"1862 circular reporting a record of George Twyman's service as an express courier in the Revolutionary War, in Ephraim 
Potter's Revolutionary War pension application (W.26924) in the National Archives: "The Subscriber has in his possession Revolutionary Rolls 
and Records, carefully indexed, containing proof of the Revolutionary Service of thousands of officers and soldiers, not in the Archives of any 
State, or in the hands of any individual, together with... Orderly Books, containing the names of officers and privates... Also more than one 
thousand original letters from Officers, relating to the Revolution... Names of Officers who served during the Revolutionary War [...] Twyman, 
George, Express." 

Note a : No date is listed on the circular. 1862 is the estimated date because this folder also contains an 1862 letter from Arad Joy responding 
to an inquiry related to his circular. 

Note b : It isn't clear to which George Twyman this refers. There were three George Twymans in America during the Revolutionary War. The 
eldest was George Twyman III, for whom records of his providing food to the militia have been found, but no militia rolls or pension 
application. He was about 45-52 years old during this time, and is less likely to have been in service or doing mail service at this older age. His 
son George Twyman IV was 13 to 20 years old during this time, so it is possible he served as a courier during the later years. George Twyman 
the son of William Twyman I (who was 20 to 27 years old during the war), seems the more likely candidate for service as a courier, however 
a record has been found noting George Twyman III loaned out his horse for courier service (see 308c). The horse rider was not specified in 
that record, leaving us still unsure to which George Twyman Arab Joy's list refers. 

The Virginia Committee of Safety's 18 Jan 1776 compensation to Wiiiiam Twyman for goods or services rendered for the indian War, 
transcribed in the 1979 book Revolutionary Virginia: The Road to Independence, Voi. 5, Robert L. Scribner and Brent Tarter, eds., page 429: 

"Dr: The Public for Expences of the Indian War... To [Cash paid] William Twymar for [Claims certd. by the Southern Commissioners, according to 
order of Convention.... [£]9" 

Note a . According to the editors, the "order of Convention" noted here occurred 8 days earlier on 10 Jan 1776, and is reported on page 373 
of the same volume: "The Convention took into Consideration the Resolution of the Committee to whom the Report of the Commissioners 
appointed to examine state and settle the Claims against the Public in the Southern District on account of the late expedition against the 
Indians and the Resolution thereupon which was agreed to by the Convention." 

Note b . The Committee of Safety was the ruling body in Virginia at this period of the Revolutionary War, Virginia's governor having fled the 
state. Virginia counties including Culpeper also had committees of safety from 1774 to mid-1776, but records of Culpeper's committee have 
not been found. 

Note c . The editors cite the original record of these compensation entries thusly: "Committee MS Account Book, in hand of John Pendieton, 
Jr., cierk (VSL), fois. 37,9,44." 

F. W. Twyman's 21 Jui 1923 ietter to Mrs. Paui Kiayder, in the Mary Twyman Kiayder papers coiiection at the Jackson County Historicai 
Society, Independence, Missouri. Transcribed in the 1990 book Twyman by Wiiiiam Twyman Lockett, pages 98-99: "Dear Mrs. Kiayder: I was 
in Richmond a few days ago and tried to get all the information I could from the Virginia Library relative to the Twymans of the Revolutionary 
War. The information available is limited to those who received a pension or who were in the service prior to the Revolutionary War. I found 
the following record: William Twyman of Madison or Culpeper was paid by the State of Virginia for his service January 10, 1776, as a member 
of the Committee of Safety. Crozier says he was a member of the Committee of Safety as far back as 1755. However, I could find no record of 
service other than 1775-1776. He does not appear on the pension list and it appears that he died in 1811. The Pension Act was not passed until 
1831..." 

Note a . The 10 Jan 1776 compensation referenced by F. W. Twyman was not for service as a member of the Committee of Safety. Rather, it 
was compensation for goods or possibly services rendered during "the Indian War"—compensation that was ordered by that Committee of 
Safety (see 211a). The other bit of confusion on this point likely stemmed from misinterpretation of the records of William's service as a foot 
soldier back in 1755 (see 194 and 195). 

William Twyman's 1780-1781 Army Impressed Property Claims, in the "Virginia Auditor of Public Accounts, Military Expenditures - Public 
Claims, Culpeper Court Booklet 1," pages 9-11 and 48, and in "Commissioner's Book 2," pages 126,127, and 130, at the Library of Virginia 

summarizes claims for compensation made by William Twyman in exchange for supplies. The Library of Virginia notes that "in May 1780 the 
General Assembly passed an act authorizing the governor to impress supplies needed by the American army. The governor appointed 
commissioners of the provision law in each locality to carry out the terms of the act. The commissioner, when he impressed property, gave the 
owner a certificate describing what was taken. Between 1781 and 1783 county courts held special sessions at which certificates were presented 
and authenticated, and booklets listing authenticated certificates were compiled and sent to Richmond for settlement." In several cases, 

William also redeemed certificates that were "assigned" (meaning signed over) to him. Quoted here are only those entries for which William 
Twyman himself was the provider of the goods for the Army:

William Twyman & Commissary Certificate 19 Nov 1781 for 625 lb. of Beef at 2d.

[William Twyman] & [Commissary Certificate] 16 October 1781 for 865 lb. of Bacon at 9d. 
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[William Twyman] & [Commissary Certificate] 19 November for feeding 4 Beaves and finding provision 30 days at [Ip?] each. 

[William Twyman] & [Commissary Certificate] 15 December 1781 for 300 lb of Hay at [3p?]. 

William Twyman & [Commissary Certificate] 4 June 1781 for 439 lb Beef at 2d. for William Walker 
[William Twyman] & [Commissary Certificate] 4 June 1781 for 430 lb [Beef] at 2d. for [William Walker].

Note c . Item 560-3: William Twyman's 4 Jun 1781 certificate for supplying 577 lbs beef to the American Army 
Note d . Item 560-4: William Twyman's 16 Oct 1781 certificate for supplying 865 lbs of bacon to the American Army 
Note e . Item 560-5: William Twyman's 19 Nov 1781 certificate for supplying 625 lbs beef to the American Army 
Note f . Item 560-6: William Twyman's 15 Dec 1781 certificate for supplying 300 lbs of hay to the American Army 
Relevant commentary in the 1961 book Baptist Foundations in the South by William L. Lumpkin: 

Note a . On the exodus of Baptists from Virginia to Kentucky. "In 1781... Lewis Craig was leading his Upper Spotsylvania Church almost in its 
entirety to migrate. He had been to Kentucky twice, like Joshua of old, to spy out the land in 1778 and 1780.... At length the people reached 
their goal, Gilbert's Creek, a branch of Dix River, twenty-five miles southeast of Harrodsburg.... As the Gilbert's Creek Church, this body 
showed divided loyalties and soon experienced divisions. When Lewis Craig moved to South Elkhorn in Fayette County in 1783, most of the 
church apparently moved with him." (Pages 126-127) "The Separate Baptist migration became a flood between 1785 and 1815... Fully a 
third of the Separate Baptist constituency in Virginia went to Kentucky." (Page 131) 

Note b . On Baptist support of the Revolution and religious freedom-. So as not to infringe copyright, direct quotes cannot be provided here. 

On pages 113-114 Mr. Lumpkin claims that in 1775, sixty Baptist churches agreed upon a statement which was presented to the Virginia 
state convention. It championed independence for Virginia and complete religious freedom in Virginia. Representatives told the convention 
that they believed war was sometimes lawful, and that young men in the churches would be encouraged to enlist. The Baptists were bold in 
their official positions on religious liberty, as evidenced by one official statement: "We hold that the mere toleration of religion by the civil 
government is not sufficient; that no State religious establishment ought to exist; that all religious denominations ought to stand on the 
same footing, and that to all alike the protection of the government should be extended, guaranteeing to them the peaceful enjoyment of 
their religious principles and modes of worship." 

Note c . On Thomas Jefferson's 1779 act for religious freedom-. Page 116 notes that in 1779 the Church of England was experiencing massive 
losses in members (leaving for other faiths), clergy (returning to England), and popularity. Thus it was a ripe time for Thomas Jefferson to 
propose his act for the establishment of religious freedom to the Virginia Assembly. The Assembly repealed the law that required citizens to 
pay support to clergy of the Church of England, which was the key act that disestablished the church as the state-sponsored religion. With 
regard to this effort to disestablish the Episcopal church, an Episcopal historian named Francis L. Hawks noted that "the Baptists were the 
principle promoters of this work, and in truth aided more than any other denomination in its accomplishment." (see the 1836 book 
Contributions to the Ecciesiasticai History of the United States, Vol. 1, by Francis L. Hawks, page 152). 

Note d . On achieving religious freedom with help from the 10,000 name petition-. Mr. Lumpkin notes that in 1785, James Madison "presented 
his 'Memorial and Remonstrance Against Religious Assessments,' incorporating Jefferson's Bill for Religious Freedom, which had been in the 
legislature since 1779.... The [Virginia Separate Baptist's] General Assembly drew up a Declaration of Principles, with reference to civil 
government, essentially 'Madison's Memorial and Remonstrance.' Then the Baptists sought signatures to this document from all over the 
state. Apparently, ten thousand citizens signed the memorial.... Episcopalians (Anglicans) and Methodists opposed the Baptists... The 
Presbyterians generally favored Madison's bill establishing religious freedom, but they also favored [a tax] to support religion.... The Baptists 
stood alone among the denominations opposing a general tax. George Washington and Patrick Henry could see nothing wrong with the 
[tax]; only Jefferson and Madison took the Baptist view. At length the [tax] bill was narrowly defeated.... [James Madison] read [the 
Declaration of Principles] document as a memorial to the legislature. This act greatly assisted passage of the law establishing religious 
freedom, in December, 1785." (Pages 117-118) 

Note e . On James Madison's efforts in adding religious freedom to the U.S. Constitution-. Mr. Lumpkin explains that in 1787, Virginia Baptists 
at first refused to accept the Constitution of the United States. They saw no protections for religious liberty. James Madison convinced them 
to ratify the Constitution anyway, and that he would work to amend it to guarantee fundamental rights. Madison was true to his word and 
helped establish religious freedom as a fundamental right via the first amendment: 'Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment 
of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof...' Lumpkin concludes: "The unprecedented national experiment of state and church 
separation was underway, and no group contributed more to the establishment of that principle in American life than the Separate 
Baptists." (page 119) 

A 21 Apr 1799 list of white church members, in the Albemarle Baptist Church minute book, in the Manuscript Division of the Library of 
Virginia: Among the names listed are Elizabeth Wayt (likely referring to William Twyman the first's daughter), George Twyman, Mary Twyman, 
Joseph Twyman, and Lucy Twyman. See 3031. 

George Twyman's Glen's Creek Baptist Church membership transferral, referenced in the 2002 book Forks of Elkhorn Church by Ermina 
Jett Darnell: "Twyman-George, 1 to Glen's Creek, dis[missed to Join another congregation in] 1816" 

Note a . Glen's Creek was the name of a Baptist church in Woodford, Kentucky, where George (son of William Twyman the first) was living in 
the early 1800s (see 246a).

O, pages 444-447: "I Reuben Garnett 
of the County of Culpeper and State of Virginia being of sound mind and disposing memory do make this my last will and testament * and * 
following that is to say 

Item first. It is my will and desire that my beloved wife Mary Garnett should she survive me shall have the use of and possess during her life the 
lands slaves and all of the property herein after designated and devised to my daughter Tabitha Garnett as well as all the other slaves she may 
possess at my decease to be possessed and injoyed by my said wife during her life and at her death to * as hereinafter provided to my children. 
Item second I give to my daughter Anne Willis at the death of my wife in addition to what she has heretofore received: Negroes George 
[Iverson?] Anna Jane Elenry Sally Milly Winny Lewis and [Annie?] .... 

Item third I give to my son William Garnett at the death of my wife in addition to what I have heretofore given him Negroes Anthony [Seth?] 
John Richard Isaiah and [Strother?] .... 

Item fourth I give to my daughter Elizabeth Garnett wife of the Revd James Garnett at the death of my wife in addition to what I have 
heretofore given her Negroes [Seltia?] Nancy Sarah Peggy George Maria William Gilbert.... 

Item fifth I give to my daughter Tabitha Garnett at the death of my wife the following Negroes to wit Big Nancy [Lewis?] David Betsey [Silles?] 
Israel [Ellis?] Reuben Washington Manuel Josh Hannah James Charlotte Lucy & her children Frank & Clara and the future increase of the family 
but Manuel Jack Hannah James and Charlotte being elderly Negroes it is my desire at her death that they be permitted to live with any of my 
children or other * that they desire to live with or any of them they may be willing to receive and in such event they are to * to * and take care 
of them. Nor do I wish them sold out of my family. [...] 

Item tenth. Whereas my son James Garnett left the County of Culpeper several years ago and it is reported that he * to the State of * years ago 
It is further reported that he * that * and that he left children now if their should be any children of his still living, I hereby give and bequeath to 
each such child one Dollar and is my further will and desire that his paid children (if any * there *) shall not inherit * of my estate except the 
sum of one Dollar each herein devised to them. 

Item eleventh. Whereas my son Larkin Garnett has recently departed this life leaving a widow and a large family of helpless children and being 
desirous that they shall have the benefit of all the estate which I have designated for my said son I hereby bequeath to the children of son 
Larkin the tract of land in his possession at the time of his death.... I hereby set apart for the benefit of his children the negroes Lucy Carter Earl 
Big John and Alfred... [...] 

Item fifteenth. I hereby appoint my grandsons Robert Willis and John Garnett executors.... the tenth day of April in the year 1838... [signed] 
Reuben Garnett [witnesses] Wm Slaughter Jr. William Garnett Reubin Garnett Jr." 

Note a . Reuben refers to his wife as "Mary Garnett," providing evidence that Mary Twyman (see 190a) was the daughter of William Twyman 
he married (see 190b). 

Edwin Willis Twyman's 15 Dec 1916 letter to Mrs. Paul A. Klayder [Mary (Twyman) Klayder], In the Mary Twyman Klayder papers 
collection at the Jackson County Historical Society in Independence, Missouri; Partially transcribed in the 1990 book Twyman by William 
Twyman Lockett (ed.), pages 39-40; with missing portions added and minor corrections made by Nathan Twyman in 2019: 

"Twyman's Mill Va. Decl5-[19]16 My Dear Mrs Klayder- 

[Your] letter [received]. Was glad to hear from you. F. W. Twyman while attending school, spent two & half years at my house. So he almost 
feels as if he was a boy of mine- He and his family spent Sunday the 10th at my house, I think he came to discuss our family history with me. But 
there happened to be two other gentlemen & two ladies present, and we had no opportunity, after [all?] left-1 was called hastily to see a case 
of confinement; and he was gone when I returned home- which I regretted ever so much. My wife tells me he examined the family record of 
my Great-Grandfather's Bible, who married Betsy Garnett. And my grand father Anthony was named for her father, Anthony Garnett. F. W. T. 
was told where to write by me, and I believe he will get some valuable news. 

One of Wm Twyman's [II] daughters named Anne married a Willis and went to Ky. William Twyman's will is recorded in Clerk's office of my 
[Madison] County, Virginia. I shali not give you any data until I visit our C. H. [courthouse] and examine Wm Sr and William jr.'s wills-1 do not 
think all of Williams s'r children are mentioned in his will- who married as you say, Miss Winifred Cowherd, he having given some of them their 
share of his estate during his life. You shall hear more from me after examining Co [county] record. Reuben Twyman, Anthonys oldest brother, 
is not the Reuben you are anxious to learn about. I believe he was [a] nephew. In fact, I know this, and [he] died at Rucker'sville, Greene Co Va, 
1829. I don't know any of his descendants. He had one son, Alfred, and Alfred [had] two sons. Frank and Travis both now dead. Their children 
spent their patrimony and are scattered I know not where, I shall advise F. W. to hunt them up. You and he must do the work and I will read 
your book when finished. I want you to write to Mrs. Anna, L. Major],] Locust Dale Va- whose grand mother was a Twyman, and tell her to give 
you all the information she has. I would also advise you to get some one to copy the Twyman names and their addresses in the Louisvilie 
directory. 

There are Twyman's living in Winchester Ky, a Miss Twyman a very intellectual woman, who has been a great council. Forty years ago, I was 
invited to the Williard Hotel [Louisville, Kentucky] to meet Buford Twyman [an] eminent iawyer, I made the engagement, when I was at schooi 
in Louisville, found a letter from him expressing his regret, but had been called unexpectedly to Frankfort on business. He [then?] had 
Tuberculosis- died soon afterward, so I never saw him. There are also Twymans living in Christianburg Ky. [I] never met any of them, but I knew 
a Dr. Williams living there who married a Miss Twyman, a most excellent gentleman, he is now dead. There is also a Geo Twyman living in 
Ritchie Co West Va- whom I have met, but I hope he is no kin to either of us. I met him once, and he wrote to me that he had left his wife, and 
wanted me to select another wife for him in Va, I never answered his letter. 

After I get matters straight-1 shall write to you regarding the wills, I alluded to heretofore, giving you full data of the Twyman family of Madison 
Co Va. But you will have all of that from F. W. I have no children, bad luck with our children, and prematurely old, have plenty of this worlds 
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goods, to last my wife and I to the end, Believe in living well, and when tired take a mint julep, am well waited on, by both my wife and a supply 
of servants. Have had a strenuous life worked hard, and fond of nice horses also * take a great interest in politics. Had I boys like yourself & one 
of F. W. T's would work unceasingly on tbe book- but as said before you & he must do the work, I am satisfied you and I are related and regret 
my inability to be more specific in my information, so I could have the relationship. Well, I will close, shall let you hear from me again- and will 
be glad to hear from you, and promise to make F. W. give you all the help he can. My wife Joins me in kindest regards. 

Cordially yours, [signed] E WTwyman M. D." 

Note a . The earliest claim found for an "Elizabeth Garnett" being the spouse of William Twyman II was the 1905 book Virginia County 
Records, Vol. 10, by William Crozier, pages 90-91 and 95, which claims "Wm. Twyman the 2nd, died 1843, [had as] his wife, Elizabeth 
Garnett, daughter of James Garnett..." The book unfortunately provides no evidence for the assertion that William's wife's name was 
Elizabeth Garnett. It appears from the language in the book that this was among the genealogical assertions that were "contributed" rather 
than extracted from official Virginia county records—thus the initial source of this claim may have been family tradition. While James 
Garnett's 18 Apr 1765 will proved 15 Jul 1765 in Essex, Virginia's Will Book 12, page 190 will shows he had a daughter named Betty, no 
primary evidence was found connecting this Betty (or any Elizabeth/Betty/Betsy) to William Twyman. 

In the 1916 letter transcribed above, E. W. Twyman's evidence that his great grandfather William Twyman "married Betsy Garnett" (besides 
his own memory) is that his "grand father Anthony [Twyman] was named [after Betsy's] father, Anthony Garnett." This seems to have some 
merit-there were no Anthonys in the Twyman family tree before E. W. Twyman's grandfather. However, deed records say Anthony's mother 
was named Sarah, not Elizabeth (see 234h), and as is typical for that era, there is no indication she or any of her siblings had a middle name, 
or that she ever went by the name Elizabeth. There is also no evidence that William married twice—even Anthony's oldest sibling is referred 
to by William and Sarah as "their son" (see 234c). 

Further, Vira Garnett's family records published in the 1950 Newport News DAR GRC report si v061, pages 39-41 have the literary 
appearance of an old family bible record, and has listings that claim Anthony Garnett had a daughter named Elizabeth, but that she actually 
married a William Willis. One entry reads: "Elizabeth Willis, daughter of Anthony and Elizabeth Garnett, departed this life January 4, 1835, 
age90 years" Another reads: "William Willis, son of John and Elizabeth Willis, to Elizabeth Garnett, married November 25, 1760"). This seems 
to correspond to entries in an internet forum transcription ( https://www.ancestrv.co.uk/boards/surnames.willis/2727 ) of a different 
unconfirmed Willis family bible reportedly ( https://www.genealogv.com/forum/surnames/topics/willis/1911/ ) purchased from a 
secondhand store in Florida about 1999: "William Willis and Eliz Garnett married Nov 23,1760. [...] William Willis and Elizabeth Garnett 
were married on Thursday Nov. 25th, 1760 [...] William Willis born Nov. 16, 1742. Eliz. Willis, born Nov 30,1744 [...] William Willis senr 
died May 21st, 1833. Elizabeth Willis senr died, [no date listed]." 

Thus, William Twyman ll's wife was surely named Sarah, and the evidence points to Anthony Garnett's daughter Elizabeth having married 
someone else, contradicting the unsupported assertions in Mr. Crozier's book and contradicting E. W. Twyman's memory. However, Anthony 
Garnett's wife was also named Elizabeth (see Essex, Virginia's Deed Book 20, pages 16-18)-it is possible, then, that Sarah was Anthony and 
Elizabeth Garnett's daughter, and that E. W. Twyman was accidentally conflating his great-grandmother Sarah Garnett with his 2"'' great¬ 
grandmother Elizabeth Garnett. More information is needed to know for certain. 

Narrative on Toiiver Craig's famiiy, on pages 81, 84, and 85 of the 1932 book Bryan Station Heroes and Heroines by Mrs. Virginia Webb 
Howard: "The family of Toliver Craig was intensely religious. Three of his sons (Elijah, Lewis, and Joseph) became Baptist ministers noted for 
tbeir zeal.... Some members of the family were arrested and kept in jail, but even this failed to stop them from their labors. To escape this 
situation and live in peace, and for the betterment of tbeir families it was decided that they would all seek new homes in Kentucky.... By 1781 a 
large number of tbe Craigs bad reached Bryan Station.... Captain John Craig was the eldest son of Toliver... was considered the active head of all 
the members of this large group of settlers arriving from Virginia. At the Siege of Bryan Station it was he who took command... In 1783, when 
almost all the settlers left the station we find that Capt. John Craig left Bryan Station and moved his family to what was known as 'Craig's 
Settlement on Clear Creek' (now Woodford county). In 1793, Captain John Craig's family, with a dozen or more other families, moved from 
Clear Creek..." 

Elijah, Lewis, and Joseph Craig, James Garnett Sr., and George Eve's biographical sketches in the 1859 book Virginia Baptist Ministers by 
James B. Taylor, with Introduction by J. B. Jeter, Series I, pages 65-66, 85-86, 91-92,174-175, and 246-247: 

Note a . "Elijah Craig... in 1765, he found an opportunity of hearing Samuel Harriss.... In a short time he began, amid much persecution... to 
preach wherever he went... In the County of Culpepper, he met with much opposition... In the year 1786, he removed to Kentucky..." 

Note b . "Lewis Craig, and bis brother Elijah... the principal instruments of introducing the gospel in the eastern part of our State... [Lewis 
Craig] in 1767, when about twenty-seven years of age... began to preacb... Successful results were principally manifested in the Counties of 
Orange and Spottsylvania. The first Baptist church organized, between tbe James and Rappahannock Rivers, called Lower Spottsylvania, 
afterwards Craig's, was the fruit of his efforts. This church was constituted in 1767.... The church continued to prosper until 1781, when their 
pastor [Lewis Craig] removed to the western country..." 

Note c . "Joseph Craig... after preaching for some years in Virginia, he settled with his brothers in Kentucky..." 

Note d . "Elder James Garnett, Sen., was born in Culpepper County in November, 1743. His father. Captain Anthony Garnett, was a man of 
respectable standing in civil society.... About 1770, under the ministry of Elder Elijah Craig, he received religious impressions... When Crooked 
Run Church was constituted, which was soon after the baptism of Elder Garnett, he became a member of that body and, in about two years, 
was called to the pastoral care of that church. This office he filled until a short time before his death in 1830... " 

Note e . "George Eve was a native of Culpeper. He was born in 1748... In 1772 be... joined the Baptist church... In 1778 he was ordained and 
became the pastor of F T Church, and, when Elder Craig removed to Kentucky, of Blue Run, in Orange County.... In 1790 he emigrated to the 
State of Kentucky, and settled near Georgetown." 
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Narrative on Lewis Craig in the 1933 book Church Life in the Biue Grass, 1783-1933 by Ward Russeii: "Lewis Craig, a Separate Baptist, was 
the minister of the Upper Spotsyivania Church in Virginia, (organized in 1767). From 1770 to 1781 Lewis Craig served this church. Then he and 
his congregation of Baptists migrated to Kentucky as the Traveiing Church.... Craig did not preach oniy to his flock but to other frontier 
settlements. Early in 1783 Craig and most of his congregation moved to South Elkhorn about five miles from Lexington." 

A copy of Reuben Craig's will presented 13 Oct 1837, recorded in Scott, Kentucky's Will Book F, pages 36-38, together with Reuben's 
probate records in Will Book G: Reuben Craig estate appraisal and sale, recorded Jul 1839 (pages 7-11), additional estate sale records 
recorded Oct 1840 (pages 278-284), estate settlement recorded Dec 1840 (pages 345-348), and 29 Sep 1843 estate settlement revisions, 
recorded Nov 1843 in Will Book H, pages 271-274: "At a meeting of the Board of Commrs. held... the 13th day of October 1837... an instrument 
of writing purporting to be a copy of the last will and testament of Reuben Craig deed was produced... Ben B Ford being first Qualified stated he 
had Recorded the last will... that he belives that he recollects distinctly the provisions in the will concerning Mrs. Craig and George Peak... 

Buford Craig and Newton Craig being Qualified stated that the Instrument writing... is precisely a copy of the will recorded with the Exception of 
some of the household furniture... 

...I Reuben Craig of the County of Scott and Commonwealth of Kentucky... loan to my beloved wife Frances Craig the plantation and tract of 
land on which I live during her natural life... also the following slaves namely Walker Frank and Flannah his wife their four children... give all of 
my children an equal share of my estate except George Peak son of my daughter Patsy who has received more than any of the others... divided 
among my children... namely Twyman, Buford, Clement, Newton, Ashton Milly and Winifreds children, my daughter Patsy's son George is 
excepted... after the death of my beloved wife... sell the farm and tract of land... appoint my beloved wife Frances Craig my Executrix and my 
sons my Executors... this [blank] day of [blank] in the year of our Lord [blank]... 

Satisfactory proof being made that the Record and Qriginal will of Reuben being deed has been destroyd by the burning of the clerks office..." 
Note a . The spouse named Frances and the child named Twyman provides additional confidence that this Reuben Craig is the same who 
married Frances Twyman in Virginia (see 218). 

Note b . Frances Craig is among the purchasers listed in the estate sale recorded July 1839, but is not among the purchasers in the additional 
sale recorded in 1840. In the estate settlements, only 7 divisions are made—one for each of the seven children named in the will—no 
distribution of the estate or holdout is noted for Frances. Together these indicate Frances died between early 1839 and Qctober 1840. 

Joseph Craig Senr.'s 7 Sep 1818 will proved March 1819, in Fayette, Kentucky's Will Book D (Apr 1816- May 1819), pages 478-479: "I 

Joseph Craig senr. of the County of Fayette and State of Kentucky... amongst my nine living children; and divide one tenth part thereof equally 
amongst my daughter Sally Allen's children (Sally being dead)... I appoint my loving wife Sarah, Executrix and my sons Reuben Craig, James 
Craig, Sami. Craig & Joseph Craig Executors to this my last will & testament... this the seventh day of September in the year of our Lord Qne 
thousand. Eight hundred & Eighteen... Joseph Craig" 

Note a . This provides evidence that the Reuben Craig of this part of Kentucky (Reuben's will is in Scott County which was once part of 
Fayette) was a son to Joseph Craig Sr. 

George Twyman and Ann Twyman's 9 Jan 1790 marriage recorded In Culpeper, Virginia's Marriage Register (1781-1853), page 88. The 

register lists "George Eve" as the minister who performed the ceremony (see 222e). 

Note a . Caty Lewis's will (see 190a) refers to one of her sisters as "Nancy," which is a nickname for Ann (and one that was certainly used in 
her case—see 256d). Follow up probate records show that a George Twyman (a second one besides Caty's own brother who was also listed) 
collected an inheritance on behalf of one of Caty's sisters, showing that the Ann in this marriage record was a daughter of William Twyman 
[I]. 

Note b . There are many records for this time period, and only two George Twymans of this generation are reflected in these records, one of 
them being Ann's own brother. That Ann married her first cousin George Twyman IV is further evident by her mention in George Twyman 
IV's will (see 256), and records of her brother being in other locations (see 192b and 246a). 

Note c . Though married in Culpeper (Ann's native county), tax lists show George continued to live in Albemarle (George's native county) after 
their marriage, moving to Spotsylvania after a few years (see 256).

™ Sketch on "The Garnett Family" in the 1877 book A History of St. Mark's Parish, Cuipeper County, Virginia, by Philip Slaughter, reprinted 
in the 1900 book Geneaiogicai and Historicai notes on Cuipeper County, Virginia by Raleigh T. Green, pages 59-60: "The first of the name in 

Culpepper was Anthony Garnett, who came from Essex,.Anthony Garnett, was a vestryman, church warden, and lay reader of St. Mark's 

Parish from 1758. Fie lived at the Florse Shoe, where Joseph Wilmer, Jr. now resides, and when there was no minister of the parish, was in the 
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habit of burying the dead with the church service. He married Mrs. Bowier (Miss Jones), and his children were Robin (Robert), who moved to 
Kentucky and died in his 98th year. ...James, son of Anthony, was minister of Crooked Run Church.... Reuben, son of Anthony, married Miss 
Twyman, and was the father of the venerabie Miss Tabitha Garnett, who iike her namesake in the Bible, is kind to the poor." 

Note a . Unfortunateiy this book provides no evidence that Reuben was Anthony's son (and James Garnett's brother), but it seems iikeiy, 
given 1) his age and that there doesn't appear to have been other Garnett famiiies in Culpeper at that time, 2) Anthony's deed of iand to him 
specifying that Reuben was aiready iiving on Anthony's iand (see 229), and 3) James Garnett being buried in the famiiy cemetery where 
Reuben was buried (see 230a). 

Anthony Garnett's 3 Mar 1794 sale of land to Reuben Garnett, presented 16 Jun 1794 in Culpeper, Virginia's Deed Book U, pages 334-335: 

"...Between Anthony Garnett of the County of Culpeper of the one part & Reuben Garnett of the same County of the other part... fifty pounds 
to him in hand paid by the said Reuben Garnett... all that tract of Land whereon he now Lives which I purchased of John Spotswood... Anthony 
Garnett" Witnesses: Robert Garnett, John Waggoner, Lovell H. Dogan 

Note a . Reuben is referenced as being from Culpeper County and that Anthony Garnett is selling him the land Reuben already lives on. This is 
evidence that Reuben made his home in Culpeper earlier than 1794. 

Reuben and Mary Garnett’s headstone inscriptions in the Garnett famiiy cemetery on the "Quiet Shade" farm in Rapidan, Culpeper, 
Virginia:

Note a . These inscriptions were transcribed from images of the headstones posted 30 Mar 2017 by David Stearns to findagrave.com, 
memorials 16959890 and 16959931, and match entries in the family bible record (see 227). Data from these and additional headstones in 
the cemetery were published in the 1950 report "History of Crooked Run Baptist Church Culpeper County, Virginia..." by the Culpeper 
Minute Men Chapter of the Daughters of the American Revolution. This report notes the close proximity of the cemetery to the Crooked 
Run Baptist Church led by James Garnett, who is also buried in the cemetery. 

James Garnett's 16 Dec 1801 minister's return reporting the 24 Aug 1801 marriage of Wiiliam Twyman and Anna Smith, in the Library of 
Virginia's Madison, Virginia county records microfilm #70: Ministers' Returns (1794-1806), frames 122-123: "...This is to Certify that... joind 
together in the state of Matrimony... William Twyman and Anna Smith, the 24th of August... As witness my Hand this 16th of December 1801 
[signed:] James Garnett" 

Note a . This minister's return together with a permission letter (see 273) and bond (see 274) are abstracted in Madison, Virginia's Marriage 
Register 1 (1793-1905) page 251. The marriage register unfortunately lists the date of the marriage bond as the marriage date. 

Wiliiam Twyman's 27 Nov 1794 permission for Catey Twyman to marry Henry Lewis, in the Library of Virginia's Madison, Virginia county 
records microfilm #67: Marriage Bonds 8i Consents (1793-1798), frame 65. This microfilm contains images of original bonds and permission 
documents. A full transcription follows: 

"I hereby give free priviledge for Mr. Henry Lewis to have Lisence Issued to Wed my Daughter Catey Twyman. Witness my hand this 27th day of 
November 1794 [signed:] William Twyman. [Addressed to:] Clerk of Madison County Test Tabitha Twyman George Twyman (Sworn)." 

Note a . Though William refers to Catey Twyman as his daughter, which William Twyman wrote this permission letter is not specified. There 
were two adult William Twymans in Madison in 1794 (see 192 and 248)—a Sr. and a Jr. who were both were old enough to have an adult 
daughter. However, Catey spells out family relationships in her will (see 190a) that together with her father's will (see 191c) show she was a 
daughter to William Twyman I, not William Twyman II. 

James Garnett's 25 Mar 1795 minister's return reporting the 10 Dec 1794 marriage of Henry Lewis and Caty Twyman, in the Library of 
Virginia's Madison, Virginia county records microfiim #70: Marriage Returns (1794-1806), frame 13. This microfilm contains images of the 
original minister returns. The following is a partial transcription: "Sir This is therefore to Certify... Joind together in in the honourable state of 
Marriage... Henry Lewis and Caty Twyman the 10th of December 94 as witness my hand this 25th of March 1795. [signed:] James Garnett 
[Addressed] To Mr John Walker" 

Note a : A 27 Nov 1794 bond for this marriage is found in the Library of Virginia's Madison, Virginia county records microfilm #67: Marriage 
Bonds 8i Consents (1793-1798), frames 66-67. Information from that bond, this minister's return, and the permission slip (see 232) are 
abstracted in Madison, Virginia's Marriage Register 1 (1793-1905), page 245. 

William and Sarah Twyman in Culpeper, Madison, and Orange county court and deed records: 

Note a . Jacob Medley's 29 Jul 1785 property transfers to sons Reuben Medley and Ambrose Medley, recorded 16 Jan 1786 in Culpeper, 
Virginia's Deed Book N, pages 114-120. These were witnessed by William Twyman, Sarah Twyman, and George Twyman, and proved by 
William and George. That the Sarah Twyman here must have been the one who was spouse to William is evident because the only other 
documented Sarah Twyman in America at this time was only 12 years old at this time and living in another county. 
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Note b . Madison, Virginia court's 27 Jan 1803 order to record Wiliiam Twyman Jr. and his wife Sarah's saie of iand to Wiiiiam Hume, in 
Madison, Virginia's Order Book 3, and 27 Jan 1803 record of saie in Madison, Virginia’s Deed Book 3, pages 360-362: "[A Deed] from 
William Twyman Jr. & Sarah his wife to William Hume together with the total thereon ackd. & to be recorded." 

"This Indenture... between William Twyman & Sarah his wife of Madison County of the one part and William Hume of said County of the 
other part witnesseth that this William Twyman & Sarah his wife in Consideration of Two hundred pounds... a certain tract or parcel of land, 
situate lying & being in the County of Madison and Containing by estimation two hundred acres... [signed] William Twyman jr. {seal} Sarah 
Twyman {L S}..." 

Note c . Orange, Virginia court's 26 Sep 1808 order to record Wiiiiam Twyman junr. and Sarah Twyman's gift to Reuben Twyman, in 
Orange, Virginia's Order Book (1806-1809), page 4S1, and Wiiiiam Twyman Jr. and Sarah Twyman's 12 Feb 1807 gift of 318 acres to "their 
son Reuben Twyman," recorded 26 Sep 1808 in Orange, Virginia's Deed Book 24, pages 364-36S: "An Indenture of Gift between William 
Twyman Junr. and Sarah his wife of the one part, and Reuben Twyman of the other part, was proved by the oaths of Anthony Twyman 
Coleby Cowherd and John Allan the witnesses thereto, and ordered to be recorded." 

"This Indenture made this twelfth day of February in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and seven between William Twyman 
jr and Sarah his wife of the County of Madison and state of Virginia of the one part and their son Reuben Twyman of the County of Orange 
and state aforesaid of the other part Witnesseth, that the said William Twyman jr and Sarah his wife for an in consideration of the natural 
love and affection which they bear towards their said son Reubin Twyman, as well as for the further consideration of one dollar... parcel of 
land situate lying and being in the said County of Orange containing by estimation three hundred and eighteen acres be the same more or 
less (being the tract of land the said William Twyman jr purchased of John Snell and Elizabeth his wife and conveyed to him by deed bearing 
date the first day of June 1801 and recorded in Orange County Court)... corner in Samuel Twyman's line... [signed:] William Twyman Jr (seal) 
Sarah Twyman [seal] [witnesses:] Antho. Twyman Coleby Cowherd..." 

Note d . William (Junior) and Sarah Twyman's 20 Jun 1807 land transfer to Ambrose P. and Frances HIM, recorded 21 Sep 1807 in Culpeper, 
Virginia's Deed Book BB, pages 463-465: "This Indenture... between William Twyman Junior and Sarah his wife of Madison County of the one 
part, and Ambrose P. Hill and Frances his wife of the said County of the other part - Witnesseth that the said William Twyman and Sarah his 
wife for and in consideration of the Sum of five shillings... one certain tract or parcel of Land lying and being in Culpeper County on the 
waters of Summerduck (except one half acre of Land being around the burying Ground which is to be reserved)... [signed] William Twyman 
(LS) Sarah Twyman (LS) [witnesses:] Reuben Cowherd Gideon Gooch James Twyman" 

Note e . William (Jr.) and Sarah Twyman's 20 Jun 1808 land transfer to Sandy and Elizabeth Willis, recorded 19 Sep 1808 In Culpeper, 
Virginia's Deed Book CC, pages 331-332: "This Indenture... between William Twyman Jr and Sarah his wife of the one part of Madison 
County and Sandy Willis & Elizabeth his wife of Culpeper County of the other part, Witnesseth, that the said Wm Twyman & Sarah his wife 
for and in consideration of the sum of five shillings in hand paid by the said Sandy Willis & Elizabeth his wife... a certain tract or parcel of 
Land being & lying in the said County of Culpeper known by the name of Fox Mountain being a tract purchased of Wm Eve Deed.... [signed] 
Wm. Twyman Jr. (LS) Sarah Twyman (LS) [witnesses:] Phillip P. Jones James Twyman Antho. Twyman..." 

Note f . Madison, Virginia court's 23 Aug 1810 order to record William (Jr.) and Sarah Twyman's land transfer to Anthony Twyman, noted 
in Madison, Virginia's Order Book 4, page 125, and the 8 Jun 1810 deed transfer recorded 23 Aug 1810 in Madison, Virginia's Deed Book 5, 
page 21: "An Indenture of bargain and sale between William Twyman jr and Sarah his wife of the one part and Anthony Twyman of the other 
part was produced into Court and acknowledged by the said William Twyman jr and ordered to be recorded." 

"This Indenture made this eighth day of June eighteen hundred and ten between William Twyman Junr. and Sarah his wife of Madison 
County of the one part and Anthony Twyman of said County of the other part. Witnesseth that for and in consideration of the sum of five 
shillings to them in hand paid... a certain tract or parcel of Land lying in said county containing three hundred and seventy acres... George 
Fords line... to William Hume... in George Scotts line... in Lewis Jennings line... with Joseph Bradford... in William Twyman Jr.'s line... to a 
sycamore & willows at William Twyman senrs spring... [signed] William Twyman Jr [seal] Sarah Twyman (seal) [witnesses:] James Twyman 
William Twyman Jr. 2nd" 

Note g . WiMiam (Jr.) and Sarah Twyman's 16 Dec 1816 gift of 474J4 acres to Ambrose P. and Frances Hill, recorded 17 Dec 1816 in 
Culpeper, Virginia's Deed Book HH, pages 363-364: "This Indenture made this 16th day of Deer in the year of our Lord eighteen hundred and 
sixteen by and between William Twyman and Sarah his wife of the County of Madison of the one part and Ambrose P Hill and Frances his 
wife of the County of Culpeper of the other part Witnesseth that the said William Twyman and Sarah his wife for and in consideration of the 
sum of five shillings... five lots of land now under lease situate lying and being in the County of Culpeper containing four hundred and 
seventy four and a half acres... [signed] William Twyman (LS) Sarah Twyman (LS)..." 

Note h . William and Sarah Twyman's 17 May 1834 deed of gift to "their son Anthony Twyman," recorded 28 Aug 1834 in Madison, 
Virginia's Deed Book 12, pages 152: "...in consideration of the natural affection which... William Twyman and Sarah Twyman bear for their 
son Anthony Twyman... a tract or parcel of land... adjoining the lands of said Anthony Twyman, Thornton Ford and said William Twyman..." 

Note i . Initial proof of William and Sarah Twyman's land transfer to Travis J. Twyman, noted 25 Jun 1835 in Madison, Virginia's Order Book 
8, page 237 and the 22 Jan 1835 land transfer to "their son Travis J. Twyman," recorded 23 Jul 1835 in Madison, Virginia's Deed Book 12, 
pages 343-344: "William Twyman and Sarah his wife to Travis J. Twyman Deed of bargain and sale, proved by the oath of George W. Clarke a 
witness thereto" 

"This Indenture... Between William Twyman & Sarah his wife of the one part, of Madison County, State Va: and Travis J Twyman of the 
same... for and in consideration of the natural love and affection which they have for their son Travis J Twyman... that tract of land on which 
said William Twyman and Sarah his wife now reside... a corner between sd. William and Anthony Twyman Thence... corner with sd William 
Twyman and George Clark..." 

Commentary on why people first came to Kentucky, in the 1992 book The Kentucky Encyclopedia, John E. Kleber, ed.: "Why did people 
come to Kentucky? Some came to escape the religious and political discrimination of British rule, some to avoid the ardors of the Revolution, 
many to shuck off the burden of debt... The tug of adventure was ever strong. The lodestone attraction, however, was the availability of 
abundant and cheap virgin land..." 
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Narrative on Lewis Craig and the Traveiing Church in the 1983 book The Journey: A Brief History of The South Eikhorn Church by Richard 
Pope, Pages 13-14: "Towards the end of the American Revolution there was among the people of Virginia a surge of new interest in the land 
beyond the mountains known as 'Kentucke.' Daniel Boone and others among the early fur traders and explorers of that region came back to the 
border settlements with glowing accounts of this beautiful land... The people of Craig's church, and Craig himself, became increasingly 
fascinated by the prospect of moving west... Why would a settled people consider giving up their relative security for a precarious existence in 
a howling wilderness where they would live in constant dread of Indian attack? ...some possible answers may be hazarded. The opportunity to 
obtain large tracts of good land at little or no financial cost was very appealing... For Baptists the desire for complete religious freedom and 
relief from the vestiges of the state church was an obvious motive. Finally, a spirit of adventure and the sense of being a part of a great 
enterprise in which they were being led by a divine providence..." 

Narratives on Capt. John Craig's Fort and Ciear Creek Baptist Church, in the 2002 book Roadside History: A Guide to Kentucky, Highway 
Markers, D. Weiis, compiier; M. P. Fiay 8t T. Fi. Appieton Jr., eds.; page 189: "Capt. John Craig's Fort (At church, near Jet. KY 33 & 169, 
Woodford Co.) John Craig, who was Commander during siege at Bryan's Station in August, 1782... built a fort and settled near here on Clear 
Creek in early 1783... Land for [Clear Creek Baptist] church was deeded... by John Craig, whose fort was nearby. Church was established in April, 
1785... Outgrowths of this congregation have been Flillsborough, Griers Creek and Versailles Baptist churches." 

Note a . This is one of a few areas in this part of Kentucky where friends of the Craig family chose to settle. The reported location of the fort 
and church are in close proximity to the land William Twyman purchased (see 200b). 

Reuben Twyman's 20 May 1780 land warrant for 500 acres on Jessamine creek, recorded in "May's Entries" Book 1, page 267 at the 
Kentucky Land Office: "Reuben Twyman enters 500 acres upon a Treasury wart, on Jessamine creek beginning at 5 hickories on the west side of 
the creek a small distance above the fork of sd. creek + running South 60 P then southwestwardly + northeastwardly for quantity" 

Note a . In the same source on page 268 John Garnett enters a warrant for land "adjoining Reuben Twiman." Similar language back on page 
267 shows a man named Abner Porter also reserved land neighboring Reuben. 

Reuben Twyman's 26 Feb 1780 treasury warrant #3003,10 Oct 1783 survey, and 10 May 1786 Virginia patent #3785 for 500 acres on 
Jessamine Creek in Fayette, Kentucky, fiied in the Virginia Patent Series at the Kentucky Land Office: "...500 Acres of Land in Fayette County 
by Virtue of a Treasury Warrant No. 3003 duly entered May 20“’ 1780 on Jessemine Creek above the fork joining Adam Stephens on the lower 
Side... to Joseph Craigs land & on the West bank of Jessemine Creek thence with Craigs line..." 

Note a . That Reuben's land borders a Joseph Craig as well as a John Garnett (see 238a) further suggests some association with the Baptist 
movement to the area. 

Note b . For context on treasury warrants, surveys, and patents, see 200a. 

Mentions of the timing of the Traveiiing Church's migration, in the 1910 book The traveiling church'; an account of the Baptist exodus 
from Virginia to Kentucky in 1781 under the ieadership of Rev. Lewis Craig and Capt. Wiiliam Eiiis... by George Washington Ranck, pages 5 

and 23: "...one Sunday morning in September, 1781... the next morning the congregation was to start in a body for Kentucky... It was during [a] 
halt at Abingdon that the glorious news came of the British surrender at Yorktown... And so passed the beautiful month of October... early in 
November... the Travelling Church... started out [again]."

Reuben Twyman's 25 Oct 1837 wiii recorded 18 March 1839 and reiated probate records, in Woodford, Kentucky's Wiii Book L, pages 
120-122 and 228-230, a handwritten copy of the will also being in the W. Fi. Twyman Family Papers, Box L38 Folder 1 in the Jackson County 
Flistorical Society in Independence, Missouri— this copy was published and transcribed in the 1990 book Twyman by William Twyman Lockett, 
pages 503-506. The following includes minor corrections to Mr. Lockett's transcription, and additions from the will book: 

"In the name of God Amen. I Reuben Twyman of the County of Woodford and State of Kentucky, being aged but of a sound mind and memory 
and calling to mind the uncertainty of Life and the certainty of Death do hereby make and ordain this my last Will and Testament. First it is my 
will and desire that all of my just debts be first paid out of my Estate by my Executors hereafter named and whereas I have already given to 
each of my Children hereafter named the sum of Seven thousand five hundred dollars that is to say I have given to my Daughter Elizabeth 
Buford that amount, and I have also given to each of my other five Children that amount, that is to say Daughter Milley Twyman to son Simeon 
Twyman and son Joel Twyman and son George Twyman and Son Colby Twyman each individually that amount—now It is my will and desire that 
after my Death whatever estate that may be remaining and belonging to me at my death whether it may consist of lands negroes or notes or 
money be immediately taken into the Possession of my Executors hereafter named and that they proceed to make sale of Said Land if any and 
also of my Slaves and to collect whatever may be due me, and so soon as it may be converted into cash my hereafter named Executors to retain 
in their hands Three hundred dollars for the maintenance of my old negro man Jacob and in case of the death of Said Jacob before the three 
hundred dollars is expended my said Executor being first paid for their trouble. The remainder of my estate (if any) I will and desire to be 
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equally divided between my above named Six Children in the following manner, that is to say, I Will and desire my Daughter Elizabeth Buford to 
receive one Sixth part for her only use and benefit (her Husband Simeon Buford to have no control of the same). I also will and desire my 
Daughter MilleyTwyman to receive one Sixth part. Also my Son Simeon Twyman to receive One Sixth part, also my son Joel Twyman to receive 
One Sixth part also my son George Twyman to receive One Sixth part, and lastly I will and desire my Son Colby Twyman receive One Sixth part 
which said Sixth part I will and desire my hereafter named Executors to hold and retain in their hands in trust for the benefit of my said Son 
Colby Twyman and to be by them appropriate as they may deem by them collectively most to his advantage and should any part thereof be not 
expended at his Death I will and desire my said Executors to appropriate to the benefit of his child or children he may have at his death or that 
may be Born within seven months thereafter and lastly I hereby appoint my two sons, Simeon Twyman and George Twyman and my beloved 
friend Verpyle Payne my Sole Executors to this my last Will and Testament, hereby revoking and setting aside all former wills by me heretofore 
made. In Witness whereoff I have hereunto set my hand and Seal this Twenty fifth day of October One Thousand Eight hundred and thirty 
seven. Signed sealed acknowledged in the presence of 

George Twyman Broaddus W. Twyman Herman Bowman, Jr. 30"’Oct 1837 
(signed) Reuben Twyman {Seal}

Woodford County [??] March County Court 1839 The foregoing Instrument of Writing purporting to be the last Will and Testament of Reuben 
Twyman and was this Day produced in Court and proven by the oaths of George Twyman Sen. and Broaddus W. Twyman two of the 
Subscribing Witnesses thereto and ordered to record Whereupon Verpyle Paine one of the Executors therein named came into Court and 
executed and acknowledged bond with Thomas Steele as his Security in the penalty of $20,000 Conditioned according to law Letters 
Testamentary are granted him in due form." 

Note a . There appears to be records of only one Reuben Twyman in Kentucky at this time period. That this Reuben Twyman of Woodford, 
Kentucky was the same who was son of William Twyman (see 190a-b and 191c) is evidenced first by the tax lists and land records 
demonstrating his move from William's home in Virginia to Woodford (see 243a-b), and by his Revolutionary War application, which while 
authored in Woodford, notes he was a resident of Culpeper during his war service (see 208). 

Note b . Reuben in this will refers to his "Six Children:" Elizabeth Buford, MilleyTwyman, Simeon Twyman, Joel Twyman, George Twyman, 
and Colby Twyman. The son named George Twyman is different from the "George Twyman Sen." who witnessed and gave oath to the will 
(see 246b).

Note a . These tax list entries provide evidence that Reuben was living in Fayette, Kentucky by 1787. It appears that tax lists for Fayette 
county no longer exist for years prior to 1787. We can infer that Reuben moved to Fayette in 1783 or 1784 because he disappears from the 
Culpeper tax lists after 1783 (see 192), and he purchased land in Fayette that same year (see 239). 

Note b . Reuben does not appear in Fayette's tax lists for 1790 or 1791. Woodford county was carved out of Fayette in 1789, and Woodford 
tax lists appear to begin in 1790. Thus, his property likely ended up in a new county, as opposed to his having moved to a new county. 

Reuben Craig In the 1789 Fayette, Kentucky, personal property tax list, the 1790 and 1791 Woodford, Kentucky, personal property tax 
lists, and the 1796 and 1835-1837 Scott, Kentucky, tax books. 

Note a . In 1789, Reuben is listed next to a "Joseph Craig," which may be a reference to his father (see 225a). 

Note b . Though he is listed among Fayette taxpayers in 1789, Reuben Craig is not found in the 1790 or 1791 tax lists for Fayette. Instead he is 
found in Woodford for those years. Woodford county was carved out of Fayette in 1789, and Woodford tax lists appear to begin in 1790. 
Thus, his property likely ended up in a new county, as opposed to his having moved to a new county. 

Note c . Reuben Craig is not found in the 1792 or 1793 tax lists for Woodford. Scott County was carved out of Woodford in 1792, so Reuben's 
property probably ended up within the new county's limits, as opposed to his moving to another county. The Scott County tax books of that 
time period are damaged to the point that it is difficult to know whether Reuben was listed among Scott residents from 1792 to 1795. 

Note d . Reuben Craig was found in several tax books in Scott County up to and including the years 1835 through 1837. He was not found in 
the 1838 or 1839 tax books.

Note a . Reuben Craig's will (see 224) provides evidence that Frances (Twyman) Craig was still alive when all three of these censuses were 
taken—the oldest female in the household is likely to be her. The 1830 census indicates she was born between 1760 and 1770, and the 1810 
census restricts that window to about 1766 to 1770. A 15 Sep 1917 letter from F. W. Twyman to Mrs. Paul A. Klayder [Mary (Twyman) 
Klayder], in the Mary Twyman Klayder papers collection at the Jackson County Flistorical Society, transcribed in the 1990 book Twyman by 
William Twyman Lockett, pages 79-81 claims Frances was born 12 Oct 1768, though it provides no source for this assertion. Frances was the 
youngest child and her estimated birth date places a lower bound on her mother Winnefred (Cowherd) Twyman's possible birth year: If 
Winnefred was 50 years old when Frances was born, Winnefred would have been born about 1718. More likely, Winnefred was at least a 
few years younger than 50, making the early 1720s a probable lower bound for her birth year.

Note a . George was living with his father until 1795 (see 192b). Fie was not found in the Woodford, Kentucky tax lists prior to 1797. 

Note b . A "George Twyman Jr." begins appearing in the Woodford tax books in 1821. This appears to be a nephew to this George Twyman 
(son of his brother Reuben—see 241b). Though it may seem odd to see the suffixes "Jr." and "Sr." when the relationship is not father-son, 
the reason is a practical one: these "Sr." and "Jr." suffixes were necessary to distinguish between the two in official records, since they both 
had the same name and were living in the same place. 

Note c . The 1797 tax list states George owns 700 acres on the Sandy waterway in Clark, Kentucky. The 1800-1803,1807-1811 books say he 
has 700 acres in Montgomery on the Somerset watercourse, originally entered/surveyed/patented by Merry Walker. The 1802-1803,1807- 
1809 books say he has 250 acres in Woodford on the Glens Creek watercourse. In 1810, this changes to 50 acres rather than 250. In 1812- 
1823, no land is listed. In 1828-1829, a town lot in Versailles is noted. 
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Note d . Though George disappears from the tax books after 1848, no probate records were found for him in Woodford county records. 
There is a possibility he moved away in his old age, but it seems more likely he had little estate and thus no need for probate. 

Caty Lewis in the 1810 (NARA M252 page 395) and 1820 (NARA M33 page 106) United States Censuses for Madison, Virginia: both of 
these list a "Caty Lewis" over 45 years old, with slaves being the only other members of the household. Caty had been a widow since at least 
1804, as she is referred to as Henry Lewis's widow in the Kirtiey et ai. vs. Lewis et ai. chancery case regarding Henry Lewis's estate, recorded 
in Madison, Virginia's Order Book 3, pages 81-82, and noted again in 25 Aug 1808 in Madison, Virginia's Order Book 4, page 41.

Note a . The persistence of William in Madison tax lists, his local inheritance in his father's will (see 191), and his own Madison will (see 249) 


provide evidence that he was not one of the William Twymans that resided in Kentucky during this time period. 
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William Twyman M's 15 Jun 1837 will probated 26 Jan 1843, with 1 June 1838 codicil, recorded 23 Nov 1843 in Madison, Virginia's Will 
Book 7, pages 317-319, and transcribed in the 1990 book Twyman, by William Twyman Lockett, pages 500-501. The following transcription 
includes minor corrections to that published by Mr. Lockett: 

In the name of God, amen. I, William Twyman, of the County of Madison and State of Virginia, do hereby make this my last will and testament, 
hereby revoking all others. 

Item I give and devise to my two grandsons, Jonathan and Alfred Twyman, all that tract of land lying and being in the county of Orange, it being 
the tract of land I purchased of Samuel Twyman's heirs, to them and their heirs forever. 

Item I give and devise to my son, Anthony, a part of the tract of land on which I live adjoining a lot of land recently conveyed by me to him, 
reference to said conveyance will more fully appear, Beginning at a box oak sapling (marked as a corner), supposed to be in my line, between 
the Tantrough branch and the corner of the above mentioned lot which was formerly Bradford's corner, thence running a straight line to my 
back line a line between my tract and the heirs of George Ford deceasd, so as to make seventy acres including the adjoining lot referred to 
above, also the following slaves to wit, Flenry Beck her three children and all her future increase to him and his heirs forever 
Item I give to my son James my man Jim to him and his heirs forever 

Item I give and devise to my son, Travis J. Twyman, the tract of land whereon I live (except the part devised to my son, Anthony) with all the 
appurtenances thereunto belonging, with the following provision to wit: - by his paying to my son, James, seven hundred dollars, and to my 
son, William Twyman deceased, two daughters, of the state of Kentucky, or their heirs nine hundred dollars; also I give him one-half of my 
plantation utensils of every description and my slave, Essex, to him and his heirs forever.

their homes (in my family) and be maintained out of my estate. 

Item It is my will and desire that my slaves not disposd. of shall be sold in my family, and the residue of my property not dispos'd of to be sold in 
the customary manner and from the proceeds of the sale of the slaves and all other property and all other assets which may be in the hands of 
the Executors, give the following legacies (to wit) To my son James or his heirs the sum of five hundred dollars to the heirs of my daughter 
Frances Flill decesd. Six hundred dollars to my daughter Nancy Willis of the State of Kentucky or her heirs five hundred dollars, to my son 
William Twyman, deceasd. two daughters of the State of Kentucky or their heirs the sum of six hundred dollars and to my daughter Elizabeth 
Fry two hundred dollars. 

If there should be surplus left after giving all the aforesaid legacies that it shall be equally divided between Anthony James Travis Elizabeth Fry 
Nancy Willis of the State of Kentucky and the heirs of Frances Flill deceasd. 

It is my will that my estate shall not be appraised 

I do hereby appoint my three sons Anthony James and Travis Twyman my Executors to this my will and no security shall be required of them. In 
witness whereof I have hereby set my hand and seal this fifteenth day of June one thousand eight hundred and thirty seven.

At a court held for Madison County the 26th day of January 1843. The last will and testament of William Twyman deeased, was proved by the 
oaths of John B. Smoot, William Garnett and George W. Garnett, witnesses thereto and ordered to be recorded. And on the motion of Anthony 
Twyman and James Twyman executors therein named who made oath thereto and entered into bond according to law, a certificate for 
obtaining a probate thereof in due form is granted them.

This will inform my Executors that I have given my daughter Frances FHII's hares, apart of there legacy I have left them in my will say eighty 
dollars at one time & at anothe time fore hundred dollars, which they must account for at the divion of my Estate 
William Twyman First June 1838 

At a court held for Madison County the 23rd day of November 1843. A paper writing bearing date the first day of June 1838, signed by William 
Twyman, was proved by the oaths of Presley N. Smith and Ambrose Jones to be wholly in the hand writing of said William Twyman deceased, 
and thereupon the said paper was ordered to be recorded as a codicil to the last will and testament of said William Twyman deceased. Teste 
Belfield Cave Clerk 

Note a . Although this will was not presented in court until early 1843, pension records show William died in late 1840 or early 1841 (see 
208a). The local tax lists also stop listing William after 1840 (see 248). A more precise death date may possibly be available in some more 
detailed pension records at the National Archives (e.g., collection IDs 605894 and 302049). 

John, James, and George Wayt’s 23 Oct 1793 sale of 213.5 acres in Culpeper, Virginia, in Madison, Virginia's Deed Book 1, pages 21-22:

Note a . The 1793 tax list is the first to show a second household member over the age of 16. This corresponds to an ~1776 birth year, which 
matches other reports of the birth year of George Wayt's son named Twyman Wayt (see 205). Twyman Wayt first appears separately on the 
Albemarle tax lists in 1810, when he was about 24 years old. 


Note b . A William Wayt first appears in the Albemarle tax lists in 1815, soon after George's household loses a male member. If he was a son 
of George Wayt first tallied in these tax lists in 1809, his birth year would be about 1792. Starting in 1819, William Wayt no longer appears in 
the Albemarle tax lists. The remaining son referenced after this point appears to have been named Reuben Wayt (see 252a). 

Note c . Judith Wayt appears to have died about 1838, as the representative household member switches to Sarah in 1839, and the count of 
females in the sisters' age range decreases by one in the 1830 census (see 252).

Note a . The 1830 listing for "Reuben Wayt" appears to taily George's unmarried Wayt daughters (see 206a), and is the only Wayt household 
in Albemarle that appears to match the recently deceased George Wayt's household. The tax lists show that George had a son living with him 
when he died, who appears to no longer be with the household after 1831 (see 251). The 80 to 89-year-old female living in Reuben Wayt's

household matches the estimated age of Elizabeth (Twyman) Wayt at this time (see 206c). She does not appear in future tallies for this 
household, suggesting she may have died between 1830 and the year the household was listed under Judith Wayt's name (see 251c). 

Note b . George's son named Twyman Wayt (see 204a) was already listed separately beginning in the 1810 census, and therefore would not 
be included in any of these tallies. 

Note c . That Frances Wayt, Sarah Wayt, and Elizabeth Wayt are daughters of George Wayt is implied by their succession in the county tax 
lists (see 251c) and by the 1833 land purchase from some of George's other children (see 206a).

George Twyman [IV]'s 1833 will recited In John L Andrews etc. vs Guardians of Mildred B. Twyman etc.: 5potsylvania county chancery 
court records, case number 066. Library of Virginia Chancery Records Index number 1853-007, Images 49-50: "In the name of God Amen. I 
George Twyman of the county of Spotsylvania and State of Virginia, do make this my last will and testament in manner and form as follows-lst 
It is my will and desire that all my just debts and funeral expenses be first paid-2nd as I have already given to my son Buford Twyman certain 
property, and money to the amount of nine thousand five hundred and fifty nine dollars; to my son Thornei Twyman money and property to 
the amount of eight thousand seven hundred and fifty eight dollars; and to my daughter Emily Twyman who intermarried with James D. Dillard 
certain property to the amount of eight thousand eight hundred and seven dollars; I think proper to to give and bequeath unto my daughter 
Mary W. Twyman, to her and her lawful heirs forever the following property, to wit, one negro man Ned, woman Clara, and her child Frances, 
one young woman Rachael, one boy Richard, boy Joe, Betsey, and her two girls Flannah and Flarriett, Jenny, and her two children Isaac and 
John-these I have valued at two thousand eight hundred dollars-3rd It is my will and desire that whenever my daughter Mary W. Twyman 
wishes, she shall have articles of household and kitchen furniture equal in value to those I have given my daughter Emily-this may be known by 
reference to my book in which those things are charged-4th I give and bequeath unto my daughter Mary W. Twyman the gig and harness 
which I value at seventy five dollars-Sth I lend unto my beloved wife Ann Twyman during her natural life the residue of my estate both real and 
personal (except my land in the east side of Plentiful) with full and discretionary power to act as she may think best, that is, to dispose of any 
part of the personal estate, which in her Judgment she may think proper-6th I give and bequeath at the death of my wife to my daughter Mary 
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W. Twyman, the tract of land on which I now reside, known by the name of Cedar Hiil, bounded by P. Powerll, N. Hilman, T. Twyman, and 
Benjamin Robinson's estate; with this reservation, that in case the sd. Mary W. Twyman has no issue, then at her death the sd. tract of land 
shall be sold, and the money so arising, shall be equally divided among my surviving children or among their children. 7th It is my will and desire 
that after all my just debts and funeral expenses are paid, that the money remaining on hand shall be given to my wife Ann Twyman to be 
disposed of by her as she may think proper--8th It will be seen from my will and from my book of reference that I have not given my children 
equal portions of my estate; it is therefore my will and desire that at my wife's death, they shall all be made equal--9th It is my will and desire 
that no security shall be required of my Executors, who shall be hereafter named, and that they are hereby directed, to have no appraisement 
of my estate, after my will be proved--10th And lastly I do hereby constitute and appoint James D. Dillard and Thornel Twyman as Executors to 
this my last will and testament revoking all others-- In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my hand and affixed my seal this 28th February 
1833." 

Note a . This will was not found in Spotsylvania or Fredericksburg District will records for 1833-1839. That George Twyman IV died shortly 
after the date of this will is evidenced by Thornel Twyman and James D. Dillard's 3 Jun 1833 administrator bond for inventory of George 
Twyman, in Spotsylvania, Virginia's Will Book N, page 497. 

Note b . This will mentions his wife Ann Twyman and four children: Buford Twyman, Thornel Twyman, Emily (Twyman) Dillard, and Mary W. 
Twyman. 

Henry Fry's minister's return reporting the 28 Feb 1798 marriage of Coleby Cowherd and Tabitha Twyman, in the Library of Virginia's 
Madison, Virginia county records microfilm #70: Marriage Returns (1794-1806), frame 74: "To the Clerk of Madison County I do hereby 
certify that I have Solemnized the rites of Matrimony between Coleby Cowherd & Tabitha Twyman, agreeable the ceremonies of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church this 28th day of Feby 1790 [signed:] Henry Fry" 

Note a . Caty Lewis's will and probate records show that the Tabitha Twyman who married Coleby Cowherd was William Twyman [Ij's 
daughter (see 190a-b). 

Note b . The register lists Henry Fry as the person who performed the ceremony. Henry Fry was a Methodist minister, and he also performed 
the marriage ceremony for Ann Twyman and Jeremiah Sulivan (see 278). 

Note c . This minister's return is abstracted in Madison, Virginia's Marriage Register Book 1, page 249, along with the marriage bond (see 
261). That register unfortunately lists the bond date as the marriage date, while the actual marriage date is listed in a column titled 
"remarks."

[signed:] Colby Cowherd {seal} Wm Twyman jr. {seal}" 

Note a : The back of the bond has the date "26th Feby 1798." 

Family records in the Cowherd Bible, published In "Missouri Bible Records Vol. II," in the 1987 Missouri DAR GRC report si v636, pages 
47-73. This report lists the bible as owned by the Platte County Historical Genealogical Library in the Ben Ferrel Museum in Platte City, Missouri. 
The name "Mrs. Roy F. Hornbuckle" is listed on the title page. As with most bible records, the precise dates that the data was recorded is 
uncertain. However, the bible's title page shows an 1815 publish date, so most information was likely recorded in or after 1815. Images of the 
family records in the bible are published along with a transcription of those pages. There are errors in that published transcription. The first few 
images detailing family records are independently transcribed here:

Coleby Cowherd and Ann henshaw was married 9th September the year 1790 
Coleby Cowherd and Tabitha Twyman was marled 28th February 1798

William Cowherd died January 24th 1870 

Note a . the phrase 82"“' year of her age means Tabitha (Twyman) Cowherd was 81 years old at death, which calculates to a 1763 or 1764 
birth year, matching the birth year listed in the Scott family bible records (see 263a). 

Photocopies of Scott family records (1760-1908) in an 1822 Daniel D. Smith's Stereotype Edition of the Bible, at the Virginia Historical 
Society, MSS6:4 SCO 863:2. The Virginia Historical Society notes that the photocopies were made in August 1949 from the original family Bible, 
which at the time was in the possession of a Miss Katherine Scott, of Richmond, Virginia. From the text we can infer that entries were made 
beginning about 1824. The following is a full transcription from the photocopies, which includes some corrections to errors made in an old bible 
records abstraction completed by the historical society: 

BIRTHS 

John Scott, son of Johnny Scott and Mary Scott, was born July 18th 1760 and Died Sept 1st 1809

Note a . Records for the 1810 United States Census for Orange, Virginia were not found. 

Coleby Cowherd's 5 Dec 1844 will proved 27 Sep 1847, in Orange, Virginia's Will Book 10, pages 489-490: "I Coleby Cowherd of the County 
of Orange... bequeath to my daughter Ann... to my daughter Eliza... to my son William... to my wife... I appoint my Son William and my son in 
Law John Scott to be my executors..." 

William Twyman's slaves' 26 Jun 1760 and 27 Aug 1761 age assessments, in Orange, Virginia's Order Book 6, pages 534 and 595: 

"[26 Jun 1760] Hannah a Negro Girl belonging to William Twyman is adjudged by the Court to be Twelve years old" 

"[27 Aug 1761] Dick a Negro Boy belonging to William Twiman adjudged to be Eleven years old" 

Note a . Hannah and Dick appear to still be associated with William 50 years later at the time of his will (see 191e). 

The 1991 article "The underside of slavery: The internal economy, self-hire, and quasi-freedom in Virginia, 1780-1865," by Loren 
5chweninger, in Slavery and Abolition, Vol. 12 Issue 2, page 15: "The motives of slaveholders who condoned such quasi-freedom were 
complex. Some were fathers of children by slave women and allowed their mulatto offspring to live in virtual freedom... Others rewarded 
slaves for long years of service, or special acts of devotion; still others believed that industrious or highly skilled blacks should be allowed to go 
free... A few slaveholders, prior to emancipating their slaves, allowed them nearly free status so that they could become accustomed to 
supporting themselves; while others who had inherited slaves but did not want the responsibilities of ownership granted their bondsmen and 
women quasi-freedom. Not only did slave owners permit these bondsmen and women to move out on their own, but they served as their 
'protectors' and 'guardians'." 

James Twyman's (of Madison, Virginia) 1 Aug 1848 wiii with 13 Sep, 15 Sep, and 9 Nov 1848 codiciis, presented in court 22 Mar 1849, 
originaiiy recorded 24 May 1849 in Madison, Virginia's Wiii Book 9 (1849-1855), pages 13-26; a typewritten copy is found in Madison County 
Chancery court records. Index Number 1852-019, images 127-135, at the Library of Virginia. The following is a partial transcription of the Will 
Book version: "...I James Twyman of the County of Madison and state of Virginia.... hereby emancipate and set free all my slaves (except the 
invalid slaves Noah, Winney and Joe, for whose support provision will be made hereinafter) to wit: Jenny, Amanda daughter of said Jenny, and 
Frances Ann, daughter of said Amanda, Simon and Violet his wife and their two sons Abraham and Ambrose, Walker and Charlotte his wife. 
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Barbara, Horrace and Susan, Short John and Mariah his wife, Nancy, Julia, Jane, Beck, Henry, Elizabeth, Mary Ann, Ellen, Lucy Ann, Persllla, 
Eleanor, Charles, James, William, Lewis, Bob, Washington, Lawrence, Albert and Yellow John, and all others not herein named, if any, together 
with all their future increase, whether born before or after my death... it is my anxious desire that the County Court of this County shall permit 
the said negro women Jenny, her daughter Amanda and granddaughter Frances Ann to remain in the County of Madison during their good 
behavior. 

Secondly. I give and devise to my nephews Isaac S. and James W. Twyman and my friend Lewis B. Williams... that part of the tract of land on 
which I now reside...at the mouth of Doggins road corner with Travis J. Twyman...to hold the said land In trust for the use and benefit of the 
said negro women Jenny, Amanda and Frances Ann.... If the said Jenny, Amanda, and Frances Ann... are refused permission to remain In the 
County of Madison, during their good behavior, and are thereby forced to leave the Commonwealth of Virginia, or they all, or the survivors or 
survivor of them shall desire to remove, and shall voluntarily remove therefrom. Into any of the free states of this Union, then... sell the said 
tract of land, and Invest the proceeds of such sale In a suitable and comfortable home for said Jenny, Amanda and Frances Ann... with this 
limitation and restriction, that my invalid slaves Noah, Winney and Joe are to be permitted to use and ocupy the houses in which they now live 
during their lives, or as long as they may remain in the state... 

Thirdly. I give and bequeath to the said Isaac S. Twyman, James W. Twyman, and Lewis B. Williams... eighteen thousand dollars, to be invested 
by them..., the whole interest of which after deducting all proper costs and charges is annually to be applied to the support, maintenance and 
comfort of the said Jenny, Amanda and Frances Ann... I hereby give and bequeath to my nephew Robert D. Twyman... purchase of a home for 
Betsy Loyd and her single daughters... to the President and Directors of the Literary Fund the sum of two thousand dollars to be applied to the 
education of the poor children of the County of Madison... to the children of my brother Anthony Twyman, my sister Nancy Willis, the children 
of my deceased sister Frances Hill dec'd and the children of my deceased brother William Twyman.... I have not included my brother Travis J.. 
Twyman as one of the beneficiaries... because he has no children and is very independent and not from any want of affection and regard for 
him... I appoint my brother Anthony Twyman and my nephew William H. Twyman son of said Anthony executors... this 1st day of August 1848. 

James Twyman [Witnesses] Tho. T. Slaughter David Hume Reuben Garnett [...] 

At a court held for Madison County the 22nd day of March 1849.... And thereupon Travis J. . Twyman a brother of the said James Twyman, and 
Thomas Hill Jr and Edwin Hill nephews of the said James Twyman, entered themselves as parties contesting and opposed the probate of all or 
any of the said papers... of the said Travis J. Twyman the court doth appoint him Curator of the personal estate of the said James Twyman 
during the contest... he entered into bond in the penalty of one hundred thousand dollars, with John Terrill, William A. Hill, Nathaniel J. Welch, 
John S. Walker, Alfred J. Twyman, John P. Aylor, Thomas Hill Jr., Merry Aylor, Edwin F. Hill, and Thomas Spararks as his securities. 

At a Court held fo said County the 24th day of May 1849...parties contesting, were thrice solemnly called but came not, whereupon the paper 
marked (A) was proved..." 

Note a . Besides the fact that no other white James Twymans of this age are found in Madison records, William Twyman M's will (see 249) and 
bible record (see 203) note William II had a son named James Twyman and other children that match the names listed as siblings here in 
James's will. 

References to James Twyman in the 1964 book The Promised Land by James Earl Pratt: "Old 'Massa' Twyman was dying.... Master Twyman 
had been a good, considerate, kind-hearted master.... There were thirty-seven slaves in all. They were Noah, Winney, Joe, Jenny, Amanda, 
Frances Ann, Simon, Violet, Abraham, Ambrose, Walker, Charlotte, Barbara, Horace, Susan, Short John, Maria, Nancy, Julia, Jane, Beck, Henry, 
Elizabeth, Mary Ann, Ellen, Lucy Ann, Persiller, Eleanor, Charles, James, William, Lewis, Bob, Washington, Lawrence, Albert and Yellow John. [...] 
It was late in May before the [James] Twyman slaves got the news that they were certainly to be free, but there was something else that they 
were not so sure about. They must all go away and leave their old home. The will did not even say where they were to go. It only said, 'to some 
free state.' [...] It is believed to have been August or September 1849 that the freed slaves of James Twyman started on the long trip to Ohio. 

[...] Since Jenny, Amanda, Frances Ann, Washington and Joe were left behind, there were only thirty-two freed slaves in the convoy. [...] A part 
of [James Twyman's] nine-hundred-acre plantation, which was located to the south of the Twyman Mansion, is referred to by James Twyman as 
'my Great Run farm.' The farm house and buildings still stand.... This 'Great Run farm' is owned today by two brothers named Twyman, who are 
the descendants of a brother of James Twyman. [...] A few yards to the south of the old mansion is the Twyman graveyard. About three 
hundred yards away, in the edge of the woods, is the slave graveyard. About four miles from this plantation house, in the middle of a corn field, 
is located another graveyard, which contains the tombstones of at least two brothers and one sister of James Twyman.... Nowhere did we find a 
tombstone containing the name 'James Twyman.'" 

A 13 Feb 1800 book of hymns labeled "A few songs selected out of my Book for my Daughter Betsey Wood." by George Twyman, in the 
George Twyman Miscellaneous Papers collection at The Filson Flistorical Society in Louisville, Kentucky. The hymns consist of poetic phrases 
only—no notes or clefs. At this time period, hymn words were commonly selected first, and then sung to a well-known tune that matched the 
words' meter. Thus, George wrote new words that could be sung to existing tunes. No evidence was found suggesting he wrote new music to 
accompany the words. There is also some narrative in the book. Sample selections follow: 

Note a . George Twyman's 14 Mar 1786 hymn "To be Sang going Down the ohio River." Here George notes he at one point planned to move 
to Kentucky but was too III to do so. A full transcription follows: 

Come all my Good Boats-mates and listen to me 
We'r passing the ohio as now you Do see 
Be stead be watchful and careful besides 
yet safeguard's Jehovah he lives in the skyes 

Almighty great soverign of all things below 
Cheer us thy poor pilgrims who on these floods go 
And while on these waters we safely Do ride 
O grant thy good spirits with us to a bide. 

These Rocks and these sholes over which we now go 
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We wish to shun safely as they lie below 
And while we are passing this long Crooded Brook 
our souls for all safty to Jesus Does look 
We hope for to see that fertil good ground 
In peace and in plenty where we may abound 
And with thy good people to live and to rest 
And Lord with thy presence with-all to be blest 

We aim for the landing of limestone good Bay 
Pray guide us good Lord in the right & safe way 
Where landing most safely we gladned shall be 
And pay all Due honour o Lord unto thee 
Composed march 14'^. 1786.

George Twyman 

Note b . George Twyman's 26 Jul 1794 hymn "The lonesom mourner" written "For my Brother William, on the Death of his wife." This 
hymn suggests Winnefred remained living with William up through her death, which likely occurred shortly before the writing of this hymn. 
A full transcription follows: 

The lonesom mourner. - and a true coppy for Women. For my Brother William, on the Death of his wife. - 1794.- 


Come all tru hearted lovers now as you pass along 
Come listen to my story and hear my mournful song 
Full forty years and upward I had a loveing mate 
But now alas she's left me to mourn my widdow state. 

In youth we came together bound by the nuptial tie 
our Days was peace and plenty all spent in harmony 
not thinking of the hour that she and I should part 
The time it pas't of finely but now I feel the smart 

A mother of nine Children and loving to them all 
A kinde and tender mistress the servants Did her call 
A neighbour to her neighbours as they Did plainly see 
A friend to the Distressed she alway chose to be 
To me and all a wonder one thing among the rest 
A good and Gentle temper that saint was Doubly blest 
That forty years and upwards together we Did live 
She not one word of anger in all that time Did give

Note c . George Twyman's ~1796 "Visionary thoughts &c." A full transcription follows: 

Being very sick on my bed, after ten or twelve Days sickness, not asleep, or slumbering, nor drousey. A Deep meditation fell on my mind, 
about the ways in which the Lord's power was, and is mad known, in And to his Creatures, and after application of Many medisons trying to 
git relief from pain. All which proved mostly inefectual. as I lay in silence and Deep meditation, I apprehended As if voice spake saying. Enos, 
Jesus Christ maketh The whole, and although the words was spoken to Enos who had once Been sick of the palsey, yet They seemed as if 
spoken to me in my present Case, who Greatly looked for Death before long. I mused, and mused over and over again, on the Words (Jesus 
Christ maketh the whole) at length. My soul was fill'd with Divine transport, and Consolation, thinking of the power, mercy and goodness of 
the Lord, some small things was Apply'd to my Body which seemed to give some Ease or relief. But as I lay still museing There seem'd as if 
two was talking together. The first Question was, what is God. the answer was the everlasting eternal. Q. what is Jesus Christ. A. mercy. Q. 
what is mery. answer Favour. Q. what is favour. A. kindness. Q what Is kindness. A. Joy. Question what is Joy. A. Fullness. By which I plainly 
saw that there is sufficiency in Jesus Christ to heal both soul and Body now as wel as in the Case of Enos and many others. The same Day in 
the evening as I lay In bed, in perfect silence, I seemed to hear (as it Were) in the element above, the sound of very meloDius notes of 
musick, as of Consort intermingling with sweet accord through each-other, and As before a Question was asked, what is musick. The answer 
was an instinct of nature which God has Given to men, to Cheer he animel spirits, in his labours, and also whereby saints on earth may Join In 
praising the Lord. Question, but how shall Angels and holy spirits Join in singing praise to God In the regions of Bliss, as no one goes there to 
teach musick. Then was represented (as in my view) a large flock of Birds Chanting their untaught notes in high Consort as being Delighted 
and Delighting each other. The application was, in like manner shall all the Glorified Saints of all languages and tongues be Delighted 
Together in singing praise to the Lord, and thus It was apply'd. ten thousand thousands are their Tongues but all their Joys are one. Watts.

My minde being for a while thus transported in visionary apprehensions of the Joys of heaven, and the Blessed who inhabit there; after some 
time I fell Into a kind of thaughtlesness, and on a suden there struck my minde a tune that is in Common Sung in Chorus by the poor negroes 
in their eagerest persuits and latest hours at work, which seem'd to Be at some small Distance, the continueance of Which was so fatigueing 
and Distressing to my minde as if it would end my life, which Continued for Many hours.

I then as it were Cast my eyes on Difrent ojects of property, and their short Duration; man in eger persuit of Great possessions of Difrent 
sorts, especially of lands. Being killed or Captivated in their persuits. and some-times their wives and Children by The savage Indians, wel 
thought I. none happyer (as to this world) then he who has a good, agreeable wife and Children with a moderate portion of this worlds 
goods, in the time of the above reflection I began to amend, my pains Ceased, and the poor negroes tune left me, which I could no more 
remember. But in place thereof My minde again began to be occupied in the Difrent Conserns of life, which supply's the place of the poor 
negroes Chorus, But is not so Distressing, and is Much more profitable, and now wil I sing to the Lord 

Thanks to the Lord for giving health 
Thanks to the Lord for giving welth 
Thanks to the Lord for giving Grace 
Which gave my sould a reasting place. 

Pray Lord in mercy give me health 
pray Lord in mercy give me welth 
pray Lord in mercy give my Grace 
pray fit me for thy Dwelling place.

Note a . This record is not referring to William's son William Twyman II: William Twyman II is listed separately on the same page, under the 
name Wm. Twyman Jr. It also does not refer to William Twyman III, who would have only been 17 or 18 years old (the male in this household 
is 45+), and wasn't listed as a separate household in Madison tax lists until 1814 (see 192). 

Note b . The sole female in William's household is listed as between 16 and 25 years old. It seems clear this female is Ann (Smith) Twyman 
because she is referenced in William's 1811 will as still living (see 191), and Ann is listed as the head of household in the tax lists after 
William's 1811 death (see 192). If Ann was the oldest age in the range listed—25 years old—when this census was taken, she would have 
been born in 1784 or 1785, and she would have been 16 or 17 when she married William (see 231), who was in his 70s. It is possible (though 
unlikely) that the census taker accidentally marked the wrong age range for Ann. The pre-nuptial agreement, however, seems to indicate 
they were confident Ann would outlive William (see 279), and Ann's father gave written permission for her to marry (see 273)—an act only 
required by law if the bride was under 21 years of age. 

Benjamin Smith and Ann Smith's 22 Aug 1801 permission ietter for Ann to marry W. Twyman, in the Library of Virginia's Madison, 
Virginia county records microfiim #68: Marriage Bonds 8t Consents, 1799-1804, frame 294: "I Benjamine Smith, give free priviledj for W 
Twyman, to take Licence in order to be married to my Daughter Ann. I, Ann Smith give my Consint. Witness my hand this 22nd. of Aug. 1801 
[signed:] Anny Smith" 

Note a . "Benjamine" or Benjamin Smith notes Ann Smith is his daughter. Three Benjamin Smiths are found in Madison, Virginia’s tax books 
for 1800-1802. One appears to live away from the other two, in a place called "Piny Woods." One died in 1802, and his will left everything to 
extended family, making no mention of a wife or children of his own (see Benjamin Smith's 1796 wiii presented 26 Aug 1802, in Madison, 
Virginia's Wiii Book 1, pages 342-343). A third was sometimes referred to as Benjamin Smith Jr. (perhaps was a nephew to the Benjamin 
Smith who died in 1802). By 1805, no Benjamin Smiths are listed in the tax books. A Charles Smith signed the marriage bond (see 274) and 
witnessed the prenuptial agreement (see 279), suggesting he was a relative. 

William Twyman and Charles Smiths' 22 Aug 1804 bond for the marriage of William to Anny Smith, in the Library of Virginia's Madison, 
Virginia county records microfilm #68: Marriage Bonds & Consents (1799-1804), frames 295-296: "Know all men By these presents that we 
William Twyman & Charles Smith are held and firmly Bound... By these presents sealed with our seals and dated the 22d. day of Augt. 1801... a 
Licence hath this day Issued from the office of Madison County for the solemnization of a manage Between the above bound William Twyman 
and Anny Smith of this County... [signed:] W Twyman (} Charles Smith {}..." 

Madison, Virginia court's 6 Jun 1794 order for Henry Sparks to clear a road, in Madison, Virginia's Order Book 1, page 73: "Henry Sparks 
to clear Scott's road from the fork at Fry's road to Barnetts road with his own male Tithes and those of William Twyman Senr. William Twyman 
Junr. William Clark, Mary Clark, Benjamin Smith, Elisha Yeager, & [Hall?] Yeager." 

Note a : That William Clark and one of the Benjamin Smiths were neighbors to William Twyman Sr. and William Twyman Jr. is evidenced by 
the fact that only these families' "Tithes" (i.e., taxes) were used to upkeep this road. 
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William Twyman Senr. vs. Francis Madison-29 Mar 1799 debt recovery case, in Madison, Virginia's Order Book 2, page 74: "...is therefore 
considered by the Court that the plaintiff [William Tvi/yman] recover against the Defendant [Francis Madison] the sum of Two hundred and 
Twenty pounds the Debt in the declaration... But this Judgement may be discharged by the payment of one hundred and ten pounds and his 
costs by him about his suit in this behalf expended." 

A 5 May 1812 marriage permission and bond for Jeremiah Sulivan and Anney Twyman, in Madison, Virginia's Marriage Bonds (1811- 
1817): "I do hereby certify that I have granted. Jeremiah Suliven liberty to obtain Licence to join together him and myself in matrimony. Given 
under my hand this 5th May 1812 [signed] Anney Twyman [witness] Anthony Twyman" 

"Know all men by these presents that we Jeremiah Suliven & Anthony Twyman. . are held and firmly bound unto James Barbour Esqr. Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Virginia in the Just and full sum of one hundred and fifty dollars to be paid to the said Governor and his successors in 
office we bind ourselves jointly and severally firmly by these presents Sealed with out seals and dated this 5th day of may 1812. 

The Condition of the above obligation is such that whereas there is a marriage shortly intended to be had & solemnized betwen the above 

bound Jeremiah Suliven and Anney Twyman.now if there be no lawful cause to object the said Marriage then this obligation to be void 

otherwise to remain in full force and virtue, [signed] Jeremiah Sulivan {seal} Anthony Twyman {seal} {seal}" 

Note a . This permission document and bond appears to be what is indexed in Madison, Virginia's marriage index (1793-1949), page 173. 

The minister reported that the actual marriage took place the next day (see 278). 

Note b . That this record refers to William Twyman's widow (see 191b) is evident by the marriage location, temporal proximity to William's 
death (1811), and the observation that the two other Ann/Nancy Twymans from this area (see 190a and 203) had both long since married 
and moved away. 

Henry Fry's 1812 minister's return reporting Jeremiah Suliven and Anna Twyman's 6 May 1812 marriage, in Madison, Virginia's Minister 
Returns of Marriages (1807-1828): "I do hereby certify that I have solemized the rites of Matrimony... agreeable to the ceremonies of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church... between Jeremiah Suliven & Anna Twyman the 6th May 1812... [signed:] Henry Fry." 

Madison, Virginia court's 27 Aug 1801 order to record Instrument of Writing between William Twyman and Ann Smith, in Madison, 
Virginia's Order Book 2, page 241, and in Order Book 3, page 37, and the 24 Aug 1801 pre-nuptial agreement, recorded 27 Aug 1801 in 
Madison, Virginia's Deed Book 3, pages 89-90: "An Instrument of writing between William Twyman of the one part and Ann Smith of the other 
part was produced into court and proved by the oaths of James Garnett and John Hume two of the witnesses thereto and ordered to be 
recorded." 

"We William Twyman, and Ann Smith, being dispose to enter into a marriage State toether - do make the following Contract Viz that she the 

said Ann Smith doth hereby Covenant and agree, with the said Twyman, that after his dcd th She is to have no right to any part of his estate as a 

right of dower, but only what he the said Twyman shall give to her in his will - Witness our hands and seals this 24 day of august 1801 [signed] 
William Twyman L S Ann Smith LS [witnesses:] James Garnett Charles Smith John Hume" 

A handwritten copy of the family records in George Twyman Ill's prayer book, in the Twyman-Austin Papers collection, SLC FHL microfilm 
#1844391, items 416-417. This was once published in the 1973 DAR GRC report si v404: "Selected items of research, family history, 
cemeteries, genealogical charts, bible records, deed and will abstracts..." compiled by Alice and Forrest Daniell (available on FHL SLC 
microfilm #1318202), pages 145-147. The following is a transcription from the handwritten copy:

Note a . This may have been the prayer book given to George Twyman [III] as an inheritance from his father (see 34). An Episcopalian prayer 
book or "Book of Common Prayer" contained various religious scripts such as prescribed morning and evening prayers, language to be used 
for ordinances, and psalms to be sung at church. The original prayer book was not found. 

The Fredericksville Parish's 11 Aug 1763 order for John Ozby to be an apprentice to George Twyman, recorded in Fredericksviile Parish 
Vestry Book Vol. 2 (1742-1787), pages 122-123: "INDENT. 11 August 1763 by order of Albemarle Co. Court We Thomas Walker & Isaac Davis 
Church Wardens for Fredericksville Par. do put John Ozby son of John Ozby Dec'd. an apprentice to George Twyman, Taylor, until age 21 years. 
Sd. master doth covenant to teach sd. apprentice in his Trade and also to read and to write and provide for him sufficient accomodations and at 
the end of his servitude give him such apparel as the law directs, [signed:] Thomas Walker Isaac Davis George Twyman [witnesses:] John 
Martin, William Owens" 


Note a . Deed records prior to this date reference George as being from Louisa county, whereas this order and all subsequent references to 
George refer to his being from Albemarle county. This is likely because Albemarle county gained some land from Louisa county in 1761, 
including the property on which George lived (near modern Earlysville). Thus, George didn't move from Louisa to Albemarle—rather it was 
the boundary changes that moved. 

George Twyman's 1750 purchase of 713 acres in Louisa, Virginia from David Milis, in the Papers of George Twyman coiiection. Accession 

#38-153, at the Library of Virginia: "...year of Lord Christ one thousand Seven hundred and fifty Between David Mills and_of the County 

of Louisa gent, of the one part and George Twyman of the County Aforesaid Taylor of the Other part witnesseth that... in Consideration of the 
Sum of Seventy one pounds Six Shillings Currant money of Virginia to them in hand paid by the Said George Twyman... parcel of land Containing 
Seven hundred and thirteen Acres... being in The County of Louisa on the Branches of Hennerix Creek a branch of James river... Beginning at a 
Large pine on the South Side of henner's Creek Corner to Hennery and Others... on a hill Side in the Sd. henneriex Line and Corner to James 
Hines... Corner to mills... Cor to Capt. Mills..." 

Edward Spencer and James Coleman's 22 Mar 1743 agreement with Elijah Daniel to allow Edward and Mary Walker to retain their land 
during their lifetimes, recorded in Orange, Virginia's Deed Book 9, page 82: "This Indenture made the twenty Second day of march in the year 
of our Lord one thousand Seven hundred and forty three Between Edward Spencer and James Coleman Gentlemen Church wardens of the 
parish of Saint Thomas in the County of Orange in the Colony of Virga. of the one part and Elijah Daniell of Caroline County in the Colony 
aforesaid of the other part Whereas the said Elijah Daniel by deed of feofment Bearing even date with these presents hath Conveyed to the 
said Edward Spencer and James Coleman three hundred and Seven Acres of Land with the appurtenances Situate lying and being in the parish 
of Saint Thomas aforesaid in trust and to the uses in the said deed mentioned with Covenants of warranty as in the said deed is Expressed and 
whereas one Edward Walker and Mary his wife have an Estate of in and to fifty acres part of the said three hundred and Seven acres of Land 
and premises Conveyed by the said deed as aforesaid during the term of their natural Lives and the Longest Liver of them and the said Edward 
Walker and mary his Wife are in possession of the said fifty acres and have good Right to Continue in possession thereof During their natural 
Lives as aforesaid Now this Indenture Witnesseth that it is Covenanted and agreed By and Between the said parties to the presents and the said 
Edward Spencer and James Coleman for themselves their heirs Exrs. and admrs. do Covenant promise and agree to and with the said Elijah 
Daniel his heirs Exrs. and admrs. and Every of them that they the said Edward Spencer and James Coleman their heirs or assigns will not nor 
Shall at any time Sue or implead the said Elijah Daniel his heirs Exrs. or admrs. for Breach of the Covenants in the said Deed of feofmt. 

Contained for or by reason of the said Edward Walker and Mary his wife haveing an Estate of Life in the said fifty acres of Land as aforesaid and 
that they the said Edward Spencer and James Coleman for themselves and their heirs do by these presents acquit Exonerate and discharge the 
said Elijah Daniel his heirs Exrs. and admrs. and Every of them from all actions or Suits whatsoever on the Covenants Contained in the said deed 
for or retaking to the Estate for Lives as aforesaid In Witness whereof the said Edward Spencer and James Coleman have hereunto Set their 
hands and Seals the day and year first above written 
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Edwd. Spencer {seal} James Coleman {seal} 

Signed Sealed & Delivered in psence of Richd. Winsiow Taverner Beal Henry Willis Evan Taylor Jas. Madison 

At a Court held for Orange County on Thursday the [20th?] day * of May [1744?] This Indenture was acknowledged by Edward Spencer and Jas. 
Coleman parties hereto and ordered to be recorded Teste Jonathn. Gibson Clerk" 

Note a . A deed of feoffment is land given in exchange for service; thus, Edward Spencer and James Coleman obtained the land in exchange 
for services rendered to Eli]ah Daniel. This document notes that Edward and Mary Walker retained rights to 50 acres of the land in question, 
rights which continued until they died. 

Note b . "Mary" is noted as the wife of Edward Walker. 

Mary Twyman Klayder's 6 Mar 1919 letter to Samuel Rogers Twyman, in the Twyman-Austin Papers collection, part of the microfilm 
version of the Records of ante-bellum southern plantations from the Revolution through the Civil War. FHL SLC microfilm #1844391, frames 
738-740: "...The parents of Mary & Wm. Walker were Edward Walker and Mary Daniels. From some old family letters which we have I have 
found much of these colonial people but family tradition can't always be relied upon, so I am now taking up this part of the line and trying to 
find those who can send me data and also help me to unify what I have. I am ]ust wondering if you have made a study of this branch of your 
family and if you have anything that you could send me. 'Sir' Edward settled in Madison County Va. I have been trying to find some history of 
the part of Madison where he settled. Can you tell me of any book I can find that has any thing abou this family of Walkers, Daniels + Merrys?" 
Note a . Mary Klayder states she has old family letters potentially showing Edward's wife Mary was a Mary "Daniels." This seems likely, given 
the free rent Edward and Mary were en]oying via Eli]ah Daniel (see 283)—something that was usually reserved for familial connections. 
Edward Walker appears in several government records associated with this Daniel family in Essex, Spotsylvania, and Orange counties. Mary's 
grandson Joseph Twyman appears to have given his great grandparent's surnames as middle names to his children, and one of them was 
named "Betsy Daniel" Twyman (see 280). 

David and Lucy Mills' 24 Sep 1757 sale of 728 acres in Louisa, Virginia, to George Twyman, recorded 27 Sep 1757 in Louisa, Virginia's Deed 
Book B, pages 217-218: "This Indenture made the Twenty fourth day of September in the year of our Lord Christ one thousand seven hundred 
& fifty Seven between David Mills & Lucy his wife of Louisa County & Fredricksville Parish of the one part & George Twymon Taylor of the said 
County & parish of the other part Witnesseth that the sd. David Mills & Lucy his wife for & in consideration of the Sum of Seventy two pounds 
sexteen shillings current money of Virga. to them in hand paid by the sd. George Twyman... one tract or parcel of land containing seven 
hundred and twenty Eight acres of Land being part of six thousand one hundred & ninety six acres the sd. Mills obtained a patent for dated the 
20th of July 1748 lying & being in Louisa County and Fredericksville parish on the branches of James River now in possession of the sd. George 
Twymon bounded... corner to John Henry & others on the lower side of henryes Creek thence north... to James Hines corner... to Hines corner... 
in Capt. Wm Carrs line thence north... [signed:] David Mills {seal} Lucy Mills {seal} [witnesses:] James Meridith Thomas Ray Edward Walker" 
Note a . George is still referred to as a tailor in this 1757 document, providing evidence that he continued in that profession after his 
marriage.

Note a . George's first son Samuel Twyman was first found in the Aibemarle iists beginning in 1785 (see 375), though he is 26 years old that 
year, and apparently not tallied with his father's household at any point in these lists. There is also no indication George's second son James 
Twyman is tallied among his father's household in these lists—James was living in Kentucky in the early 1780s (see 310a) and was first found 
in other tax lists in 1785 (see 322) at 24 years old. 

Note b . George's fourth son William had a grandson who claimed William moved to Kentucky at 18 years old (about 1784; see 323a). Before 
he moved he was too young to be tallied his father's household in these lists. William does appear separately in Albemarle tax lists in 1804 
when he is temporarily back living there (see 325f), and is probably tallied here with his father's household in 1803. William may also be the 
additional male listed in 1791, as he is temporarily not found in Kentucky tax lists in 1790-1791 (see 325d), but did witness his father's 1791 
Albemarle deed (see 256a). 

Note c . George's third son George Twyman IV turned 21 in 1784 and is tallied with his father's household until 1789, when he begins 
appearing separately in the lists (see 257). George's fifth and sixth sons Joseph and Abraham Twyman appear to be tallied with their father's 
household beginning in 1787. Abraham was found in Kentucky tax lists beginning in 1792 (see 339), and Joseph is listed separately in the 
Albemarle lists beginning in 1793 (see 372). 

Note d . The identity of the additional 16+-year-old male in the years 1796-1799 is uncertain, but separate tax listings for all six of George's 
sons were found for at least one of those years, so it seems unlikely to be one of George's sons. In 1796 George's youngest daughter 
Elizabeth was newly married, and tax lists (see 348) and a letter written by George in 1800 (see 346) show she moved away at that time. The 
letter indicates a level of familiarity with her family and a life adjustment that suggests Elizabeth's family had been living with them. If so, the 
extra adult male in the house for those four years was William Johnson Wood. 

Note e . The 1815 list also records that George had 27 cattle.

consideration of the Sum of Twenty five pounds current Money of Virginia to them in hand paid... land Situate Lying & being in the County of 
Albemarle & Fredericksviile parish containing Two hundred acres... corner of Major Henrys, thence South... [signed:] James Hines {L S} 
[witnesses:] Mordicai Hord Wm Barksdale Haskew Foster John Osborn William Davis" 

Note a . Marimiat Hines's confirmation of desire to sell to George is recorded 7 Mar 1769 in Albemarle, Virginia's Deed Book 5, page 73. 
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Note b . That this land was near or adjoined George's land is strongly suggested by prior purchases which list James Hines's land as bordering 
his own, and by proximity to "Major Henrys," which may refer to the Henry family bordering the land George purchased earlier (see 282 and 
285). 

George Twyman's 14 Oct 1773 purchase of 150 acres from Thomas and Mildred Walker, presented Oct 1773 in Albemarle, Virginia's Deed 
Book 6, pages 303-305: "...between Thomas Walker and Mildred Walker wife of the said Thomas Walker of the County of Albemarle of the one 
part And George Twyman of the same County of the other part... in consideration of the sum of Twenty Pounds Five Shillings & Eight pence 
Current Money of Virginia... parcel of Land lying and being in the said County of Albemarle Containing one Hundred Fifty Acres More or Less 
Ajoyning The lands of Richard durrett Josiah Wood and the said George Twyman..." 

Moorman and Minerva Ballard's 3 Nov 1771 sale of 350 acres to George Twyman, in Orange, Virginia's Deed Book 15, pages 483-485: 

"...Between Moorman Ballard and Minerva his Wife of the County of Orange of the one part & George Twyman of the County of Albemarle of 
the other Part... for in consideration of the sum of Seventy pounds Curt. Money of Virginia... Land Containing Three hundred and Fifty Acres 
lying and beig on the Welchman run a Branch of Swift run in Orange County and is Bounded as Followeth, to wit, Beginning at Lucas's line 
Corner to John Snail Turn at a Fork & red oak there along Lucas's line to a white Oak Corner in Lucas's and at Watsons Corner Thence along 
Watsons line to Corner in Salley Brook's line a White Oak by a Branch Thence along Salley Brooks's line to Snails Corner at a Small Pine Thence 
along Snells line to the Begining Together with all houses Gardens, Orchards fences Waters and Water Courses Woods and Underwoods Profits 
Comodities Advantages..." Witnesses: Richard Durrett Jr., Eliza. Durrett, William Wilson, Benjamin Johnson, Richard Easter [or Easton], Charles 
Bruce 

Note a . Court orders to record this transaction are found in Orange, Virginia's Order Book 8, page 186 and Orange, Virginia's Minute Book 
1, page 354. 

George and Mary Twyman's 4 Sep 1810 gift of 350 acres to Samuei Twyman, proved 25 Feb 1811, in Orange, Virginia's Deed Book 25, 
pages 106-107: "This Indenture made this fourth day of September in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and ten, between 
George Twyman and Mary Twyman his wife of the county of Albemarle and State of Virginia of the one part, and Samuel Twyman of the county 
of Orange and State of Virginia of the other part, Witnesseth that the said George Twyman and Mary his wife out of due respect and love but 
more especially in consideration of six shillings in hand paid to the said George Twyman by Samuel Twyman son of the said George Twyman and 
Mary his wife... a certain tract or parcel of land lying and being in the county of Orange on some of the branches of the creek called the 
Welchman and adjoining the land of William Burton, Ann Sanford, Reuben Twyman, Lucas Douglass, & containg by estimation three hundred 
and fifty acres be the same more or less it being the land whereon the said Samuel Twyman now lives, which above mentioned land I have 
already given by the way of my will to the said Samuel Twyman or rather the one half as I have charged him with the other half in my book... 
[signed:] George Twyman {seal} Mary Twyman {seal} [witnesses:] Js. Barbour John Bradley P. P. Barbour" 

Note a . This deed provides additional evidence that the Samuel Twyman of Orange, Virginia was the "son of the said George Twyman and 
Mary his wife." 

Note b . This land was originally purchased by George in 1771 (see 290). 

George Twyman's 26 Sep 1781 treasury warrant #6604 for 400 acres in Kentucky, his transfer of the warrant to James Twyman, James 
Twyman's transfer of the warrant to Cave Johnson, and Cave Johnson's 5 Jun 1785 survey and 2 Dec 1785 patent #2922, in the Virginia 
Patent Series coiiection at the Kentucky Land Office. 

Note a . George only started the process for purchasing this 400 acres. Rights to purchase the land ultimately ended up in the hands of 
someone named Cave Johnson. George's signature transferring those rights matches his signature on his letters and in church minute books, 
verifying it was this George Twyman who purchased the treasury warrant. 

Documents related to George's purchase of 303 acres on Floyd's fork in Jefferson, Kentucky, in the Kentucky Land Office. 

Note a . A 2 Jul 1783 treasury warrant assignment entry dated for 400 acres on Floyd's fork, recorded in "May's entries, Vol. 3," pages 200- 
201: "George Twyman enters 400 acres upon a treasury warrant No 6605 on the waters of Floyds fork Beginning at Thomas McCartys East 
corner running thence with Col. Floyds line till it strikes Handlys Preemption line then along Handlys line untill it strikes Alburn Spriggs line 
then along Sd. Sprigg line to John Mays or Chinneths line, then along Sd line to Harrison line then along the same to the Beginning" 

The Kentucky Land office describes the treasury warrants in this manner: "The May 1779 Land Laws passed by the Virginia General Assembly 
authorized the sale of treasury warrants to patent 'waste and unappropriated land.' After proof of payment was established, the Virginia 
Land Office provided a printed warrant specifying the quantity of land and the rights upon which it was due. No proof of prior military service 
or residency was required for purchasing a treasury warrant. The initial price was 40 pounds for every 100 acres." 

The treasury warrant (#6605) associated with this entry was not found. That this refers to George Twyman III as opposed to other George 
Twymans is evidence by tax lists showing the other George Twymans still living in their parents' homes at this point, and by the fact that 
documentation associated with adjacent treasury warrants 6604 and 6606 contain George Twyman Ill's signature which matches his 
signature in letters and church minute books. 

Note b . George Twyman's 28 Mar 1785 survey for 303 acres in Jefferson, Kentucky, on Floyd's fork, in the Virginia Patent 5eries collection. 

This survey references a treasury warrant but does not give a number. It does, however, state that the treasury warrant entry upon which 
the survey was based was entered on 2 Jul 1783. Why this changed from 400 acres to 303 is unclear. 

Note c . George Twyman's 27 Feb 1800 Virginia patent #4126, for 303 acres, in the Virginia Patent 5eries collection. This patent likewise 
references an unidentified treasury warrant, but states that that treasury warrant was entered on 2 Jul 1783. 

George Twyman's 12 Aug 1783 reservation of 200 acres in Fayette, Kentucky on the main Licking river, in Fayette's Land Entry Book 2, 
page 345, and its associated 26 Sep 1781 Virginia Treasury Warrant #6606, George's 10 Oct 1781 assignment to James Twyman, James 
Twyman's 21 Mar 1784 survey, James's 31 May 1784 assignment to Cave Johnson, and Cave Johnson's 2 Dec 1784 Virginia Patent #2920, in 
the Virginia Patent Series at the Kentucky Land Office. 
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Note a . George likewise reserved this iand for purchase, but signed over the rights to it before proceeding further. His signature on the 
assignment matches that found in ietters and church minute book entries. 

Note b . James Twyman obtained the warrant just before he moved to Kentucky (see 310a). He appears to have transferred rights to the iand 
just before he is found back in Virginia records (see 322a). 

George Twyman's home referenced in the 1993 book Country Roads, Albemarle County Virginia by Susan de Alba: "As you pass the 
airport, you are foiiowing the route of the originai Buck Mountain Road, aiso caiied Eariysviiie Road once there was a town. This tour foiiows 
the oid road from Free Union, a little over nine miies in aii. About two miies from the turn, in a wooded area on the ieft, [George] Custer and his 
men [in the 1860s] stopped at Oakiawn, the Twyman family home. The house cannot be seen from the road. George Twyman built his home in 
1750, and his descendants inhabited Oakiawn until 1965. During their visit, Custer's men kicked in the doors of handmade cupboards in a 
desperate search for food. The Yankees moved on, the war ended, and the Twymans were left with nothing but their house with its empty 
cupboards. The last of the family, a spinster and her four bachelor brothers, were born at the end of Reconstruction, but the poverty of the 
family was still unrelieved. Their simple agrarian lifestyle did not provide the cash they needed to participate in the developing industrial 
society. Proud and self-sufficient, they carried on without electricity, indoor plumbing, telephone or automobile." 

Gene Twyman and Kathryn Lang's research folder, at Albemarle County Historical Society has several documents relevant to George 
Twyman's home and property, including: 

Note a . Current Oak Lawn resident's 1 Feb 2010 response to Gene Twyman and Kathryn Lang: "Dear Mr. Twyman and Kathryn Lang... I got 
your letter about your ancestor, George Twyman who is buried on our farm. Oak Lawn. We have known some about the Twyman family that 
were the original owners until the mid 1960's when we bought it. We live in the original house built ca. 1750 and love it. There is no other 
like it. The grave yard is close to the house..." 

Note b . A section entitled "A History of George Twyman's Land in Abemarle County, Virginia" which traces part of George Twyman's land 
from 1871 to 2010. Some of the names and numbers in this section are not perfectly accurate. What is well supported in the documents 
cited therein is the general theme of the research, which is to demonstrate that the land and home were occupied by descendants of George 
Twyman until 1965. The documentation also demonstrates that the current address of the home and family graveyard is 3896 Eariysviiie 
Road in Eariysviiie, Virginia (private property). 

Notes on Episcopal church attendance. In the 1917 book Colonial Virginia: Its People and Customs, by Mary Newton Stanard, page 327: 

"Sunday observance and church-going were enforced by law in Colonial Virginia... In 1631 church-wardens were ordered to 'levy one shilling for 
every tyme of any person's absence from the church having no lawfull or reasonable excuse to bee absent,' and in later years there were 
repeated acts compelling church attendance." 

Notes on forced tithing and church attendance. In the article "Baptists In Colonial Virginia," by Jewel Spangler, in Encyclopedia Virginia. 
Retrieved 12 Jun 2020 from https://www.encvclopediavirginia.org/Baptists in Colonial Virginia : "[Baptist] preachers and congregants also 
sometimes ran afoul of the local churchwardens, as all Virginians were legally required to tithe to the Anglican Church and attend Anglican 
worship at least once a month." 

References to Baptists' beliefs on baptism and church leadership. In the 2003 book Democratic Religion: Freedom, Authority, and Church 
Discipline in the Baptist South, 1785-1900, by Gregory A. Wills, pages 5-6: "In antebellum evangelical churches, the conversion experience 
defined church membership... evangelical churches so accentuated the conversion experience as to make it effectively the only proper 
qualification of membership [...] [Early American Baptists] refused to baptize unconverted infants... they, moreover, understood baptism to 
mean immersion and refused membership to adults whose 'baptism' consisted of sprinkling or pouring... they practiced a church government 
by democracy rather than by priests, bishops, or elders." 

Description of early Virginia Baptist experiences, in the 1983 book The Journey: A Brief History of The South Elkhorn Church by Richard 
Pope, pages 6-7: "Craig and his colleagues in the founding of the Upper Spottsylvania Baptist Church were part of a movement known as the 
Separate Baptists. They had grown out of the 'Great Awakening', a revival movement that swept through the American colonies from about 
1730 to the revolution... they called for sinners to have a personal experience of salvation through Jesus Christ. This 'born again' experience was 
normally instantaneous, dateable; an individual's life was turned around in a moment of time. The conversion experience usually followed a 
period of soul searching penitence.... they did not hesitate to preach of the fear of God and terrors of Hell, or the love of God and the joy of His 
salvation... This zeal and emotionalism was offensive to many of their religious neighbors..." 

The 2006 article "Elijah Craig (ca. 1745-1808)," by Thomas H. Appleton Jr., in the Dictionary of Virginia Biography, Library of Virginia, 
retrieved 11 Jun 2020 from http://www.lva.virginia.gov/public/dvb/bio.asp?b=Craig Elijah : "In 1769 [Elijah Craig] helped found Blue Run 
Church in Orange County, became its presiding elder, and later, probably in June 1770, was ordained as a minister... Craig... may not have 
permanently moved to what became Scott County, Kentucky, until 1786, the year he sold his Orange County farm. In 1787 he became pastor of 
the Baptist church at Great Crossing. About five years later the congregation split because some members wished to replace Craig with another 
minister. Excluded in 1791, Craig later regained his pulpit but left about 1795 to lead nearby churches at McConnel's Run and Silas... Craig 
acquired approximately one thousand acres of land in Scott County, where he laid out the town of Lebanon, which the General Assembly 
incorporated as Georgetown in 1790... Later Craig organized the board of trustees of Rittenhouse Academy, which the Kentucky legislature 
incorporated in 1798 and which was a forerunner of Georgetown College." 

Reference to spiritual manifestations among early American evangelical Christians, in the 2003 article "'Tending to Edify, Astonish, and 
Instruct': Published Narratives of Spiritual Dreams and Visions in the Early Republic," by Ann KIrschner, In Early American Studies, Vol. 1, No. 
1, pages 198 and 201: "...pamphlets of dreams and visions that were published in increasing numbers beginning in the 1780s... appealed to and 
were accepted as authentic by the large community of evangelical Christians who had experienced, recorded in their diaries, and shared their 
own religious dreams and visions." 

The 1773-1811 minutes of the Albemarle Baptist Church, in the Manuscripts Division of the Library of Virginia. Sample entries follow. 
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Note a . The first entry (1773) is not signed by George but matches his handwriting as found in ietters he has written and in the many minute 
book entries he signed, it is damaged but was partiaiiy transcribed as foilows: "inasmuch as it hath pieased the Lord of Good mercy to 
[ailarm?] and awaken out of the [Earth?] ??? ??? in the inhabitants of Virginia by Sending of his servants as embassaders Both from the south 
and north parts of a [marina?] (But Especiaily of the South) the peopie Caiied Baths Many souis are Converted and Become a Church But 
being of large, Extent and not Convenient for members to assemble themselves together As often as thought Convenient for Church 
Business (that is to say once a month) The Church Unitely aggree to be Devided into seven Distinct Churches for the more Ease and 
[Dispach?] Business, yet so as to keep up a Correspondance Fellowship, & all Union with Each other, of which orange County was the main 
Body or Seat of one Church with some a]acent Counties of which we were Distant members, [missing] About the year. 1768. But little time 
after [missing] Church was Constituted the Lord [missing] Constantly Conferring Blessings [missing] Gave us a Minnister one of our own 
[missing] ..]ah Craig) who after having tall [missing] of The Church was ordained By prayer and Laying on of hands according to the apostolic 
Example and Costom of our Churches. But in possess of time the number of the Church Members Being Greatly increased, teh same 
Inconveniency [yet?] attending as Before some of the members at too Great a Distance, it was thought Expedient to have other Constitutions 
of Which albemarle appears to be one, and after Examination & Consultation of the people by two ministers and an Elder it was Declared a 
Church January ye 9th 1773, Containing there of Forty Eight members, whose names are as to followes, Thomas Coffey, Elizabeth Coffey, 
Thomas Field, Bettey Field, John Emberson, Ann Emberson, henry Emberson, William Wood, Joannah Wood, Russell Jones, Jacob Cleveland, 
Milley Cleveland, John White, Mary White, Terril Musick, Sarah Musick, Marth Arnel, Charles Gentrey, Elizabeth Gentry, Robert [missing]try, 
Peggey Lisbey, Mary Randal, Eliz[missing], Susannah Randol, James Randol, [missing]ander Morrow, Sarah Wheeler, [Jewel?] Wood-fork, 

Ann Bennett, Thomas Randol, Henry Haggard, Doriatha haggard, John lewis, Mica]ah Bennett, Reubin Rowland, Ben]amine Burger, Elizabeth 
Burger, David Clasbey, Elizabeth Clasbey, Negro Brother John, Charles Goodman, Elizabeth Goodman, Ann horsley, William Barksdale, 

George Twyman, Jacob Watts, Black sister Lidde, Milley Randol, : the same Day was Received By Repentance and a letter from the Louisa 
Church Brother Richard Woodfork, Into full felloship. It is Concluded that the first satterday in Each month we meet at Lewises meetinghouse 
to see into Church affairs If the Lord permit" 

Note b . The second and part of the third entries: "on the 6“' Day of Feby Being the first Satterday the Church met But Nothing miterial Came 
Before the Church only Matters of Consideration &c &c March ye 6"’ 1773 at a Church meeting held at Lewises meeinghouse Brother 
George Twyman Chose moderator. Brother Thomas Randal was Brought Before the Church for having some on the Road with a hog & head 
[of?] tobacco on the Sabath Day, upon which Brother Mica]ah Bennett Confessed himself to have Been in the Same pratice with Brother 
Randol, and by Confessing Sorrowfullness with Resolved not to Continue the pratice for the futer. They were on having admonession 
Retain'd in felloship..." 

Note c . Part of the 6"’ Feb 1774 entry: "...a letter was Produced & Read Concerning our distressed Bretren in Colpeper Composed by our 
Dearly Beloved Brothr. George Thyman [Twyman] (Wherein we find the letter was Indited almost by Inspiration it self) Coating the several 
Scriptures of the old & new Testaments of the Magninimity of the saints & apostles of the old & seting them for Examples to our Present 
Distressed Brethren to Follow. Likewise we shewing our willingness to releave them in their distress in Person or Family..." This may refer to 
early 1774 Baptist ]ailings in Culpeper, which are noted in many historical accounts, including the 2012 book Revolutionary Founders: 

Rebels, Radicals, and Reformers in the Making of the Nation, Alfred F. Young, Ray Raphael, and Gary B. Nash, eds., page 176: "In January 
1774 Madison wrote his former Princeton college friend William Bradford to condemn religious persecution in Virginia. 'There are at this 
time in the adjacent county not less than 5 or 6 well meaning men in close Goal [jail] for publishing their religious sentiments which in the 
main are very orthodox,' referring to Culpeper County's jailing of Baptists..." 

Note d . A Jun 1777 entry: "...the ordination, of Brother Andrew Tribble to the ministerill office after the myny Questions; Pertinately asked, 
by our Brother Lewis Crage [Craig] both to him, the said Brother Tribble And the Church And all mutualy concoring; The ordination, in that 
most solemn manner was Performed; by Layin on of hands & Prayer &c And the next sabath appoynted to Baptize members Received by 
Experience" Prior to this, many entries reference membership discussion about Mr. Tribble and research into his background as they 
considered whether he should be their minister. 

Note e . A 1 Jul 1780 entry: "...Brother William Woods, Respecting His being ordain'd to the Ministry of Gods word and ordinances, was 
considered by us, and it was unanimously agreed that he was quallifyed... his ordination was perform'd by us. A. Trible Benjamin Burger" 

Note e . A 23 Mar 1793 entry: "...first business entered upon was Brother Twymans plan for Requiting Ministers for their Extrodinary Servises 
for attending Funerls the Church agrees to Dismiss it and Leave it to thee freedom of Everyones will." 

Note f . A 15 Sep 1793 entry: "Our Number at this time is 41 Members in fellowship" 

Note g . A Nov 1796 entry: "November the third Sunday in November 1796 the Church met at Ray's Ford and after Divine Worship Enquiry 
made into the standing of the church. Secondly Lucy Twyman Came and give in her Expearance and was Received and Baptized and then 
adjourned." 

Note h . A Jul 1797 entry: "...it was brought forward Concerning Two Sisters Leaving the Church and joining another Society namely matthew 
maupins wife and Burches wife Dismist from under our care because they had joind. the Methodis... Sister Nancey Powers Dismist because 
she had joind the Methodis According to her Request...." 

Note i . A Jan 1798 entry: "meeting was held at Brother Joseph Twymans" 

Note i . A 22 Jul 1798 entry: "...a Black woman came forward and told her Expearance by the Name of Liddy and was Received & Likewise 
Hannah Reed, both Belonging to Howel Lewis." 

Note k . A Sep 1798 entry: "...a Door opened for Expearance Lucy Reiner Came froward and was Received by Expearance and Baptized Also a 
Black man by Name Tom Belonging to Mr. George Dives" 

Note I . 21 Apr 1799 lists of white and black members. Though the list is dated 1799, it appears that some names were added later as 
members joined. Many names on the lists are crossed out and annotated—this partial transcription reflects what a few of the entries 
presumably looked like when first written: "...Jonathan Simmons, Thomas Shiflett, Patience Shiflett, Thomas Langford, Elizabeth Langford, 
John Mullens, William Coleman, George Gentrey, Elizabeth Gentrey, Frankey Simmons, William Woods, Joannah Woods, Sarah Wheeler, 
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Rozanna Spencer,_[Geadey?], Elizabeth Wayt, [Charles?] Goodman, Ann horsely, Margret Henderson, Lucey [Ragnell?], Nancey horsley, 

George Twyman, Mary Twyman, Joseph Twyman, Lucey Twyman, Jacob Watts, Elizabeth Watts, Elizabeth Gradey, Nancy Gentrey... [...] Black 

people in the Baptis Church... Joseph Twyman—Tempe... Twymans-Ben, Twymans-Charles... Joseph Twyman-Rachel..." 

Note m . A May 1799 entry: "...a Negro man Ben Belonging to George Twyman junr [or senr?] and also a Negro man Charles Belonging to 
George Twyman Junr Received by Information By Brother Jones..." 

Note n . A 10 May 1801 entry: "May. 10'^. 1801. meeting at George Twyman's. A funeral, on the Death of Betsey Sanford, Daughter of 
Richard, & Sarah Sanford... [signed:] George Twyman" 

Note o . An Apr 1802 entry: "The third Sunday in April, 1802-—Meeting at buck mountain Church, or house. After Divine worship, preaching, 
&c - The Church (although but few) Came together Who appear'd all to be in felloship. A proposition made to the Church by Brother Jacob 
Watts, about the need of Deacons - and then nomonated Brother Joseph Twyman Which was left for Consideration of the Church. After a 
few good songs Dismised in peace - [signed:] George Twyman" 

Note p . A May 1802 entry: "First Sunday in May 1802-A Buckmountan meeting house -—The Case of Woods v Paul Defer'd untill another 

meeting - The Church then opened a Door to receive members and received a Black man by the name of harrey Belonging to George Divees 
- And a Black woman by the name of Rachel Belonging to Joseph Twyman - A black man by the name major belonging to Absolam lowery 
taken last Sunday at Garrisons meeting-house — By the unamos voice of the Church Brother Joseph Twyman Chosen as Deacon - Then 
Dismissed all in love Glory to God. Signed in Behalf of the Church George Twyman" 

Note q . A 17 Jul 1802 entry: "...By the assistance of Brother Hambelton Goss Brother Joseph Twyman was ordained a Deacon by Consent of 
the whole Church, after a few Godly songs, & some kinde Exortation they were Dismiss in love [signed:] George Twyman" 

Note r . A May 1803 entry: "Funeral meeting at Mr. Richard Durrett's on the Death of his son William." 

Note s . A Sep 1803 entry: "...The Church then chose Delegates to the association, to wit, Jacob Watts, George Twyman, and Joseph Twyman. 
also a letter to the association prepar'd and receivd..." 

Note t . A May 1804 entry: "...Twyman's Charles Call'd on but Did not appear, -who for His Disobedience to his overseer, and his neglect in 
hearing the Church is hereby Excommunicated... [signed:] George Twyman" 

Note u . A May 1805 entry: "...an accusation was Brought against Joseph Twyman Rachel, liveing in adultery—no Defence Being made, and 
she refusing to Come Is hereby Excommunicated, [signed:] George Twyman" 

Note V . A Sep 1810 entry: "...Brother William Woods gave us his farewel sermon & took a letter of Dismission for himself & wife..." 

Note w . A Jun 1811 entry: "...William Johnson had according to the Church Desire talked to brother William Colman, who confesed his bad 
Conduct in Drunkenness, but refused to hear the Church, and therefore is Excommunicate [signed:] George Twyman" 

References to George Twyman and Thomas Jefferson in ''A brief history of the Albemarle Baptist Association: A discourse delivered 
before the body at its centennial session. Chestnut Grove Church, August 19th, 1891" by John Turpin: "...the first Baptist Church in Albemarle 
was organized Jan 9, 1773 and they meet in Lewis' meeting house. It mentions that at a meeting on 6 March 1773, George Twyman was chosen 
as moderator. Jacob [Watts]'s son David marred Ruth, a daughter of George Twyman. Another person of importance mentioned in this book is 
Lewis Craig. Lewis and his brother were born in Orange County, Virginia and started preaching the Baptist doctrine in 1771. They were jailed 
several times. The Baptists were organized as a church in Orange County in 1868. Craig and his attorney met with the future James Madison 
and discussed how to ensure freedom of religion after the Revolutionary War. Craig later took a group of followers and moved to Kentucky." 

"For a number of years then, William Woods was pastor of the Albemarle Church, worshipping statedly the greater part of the time at Lewis' 
Meeting House, which stood on what is now known as the old Randolph (formerly Maury's) Place, less than a mile from the University of 
Virginia. William Woods and Thomas Jefferson were warm personal friends. Woods frequently visited Jefferson at Monticello, and Jefferson 
frequently went to hear Woods preach at Lewis' Meeting House, which was not more than four miles from Monticello." 

William Wood’s marriage minister's returns transcribed in the May 1942 DAR GRC report "Certain Central Virginia Marriage, Church, and 
Cemetery Records," under the heading "Marriage Registration (Returns to Clerk of Court) Oct. 9,1783 to Jun 22,1785, page 5: "...David Watts 
to Ruth Twyman Samuel Twyman to Frank Rogers... Joined, together in Matrimony by me William Wood." 

Note a . William Wood was a Baptist minister in Albemarle (see 303e and 304), suggesting Samuel Twyman and Ruth Twyman may have been 
Baptist adherents. 

Richard Claiborne's Nov 1781 order for corn from George Twyman, in "Records of Disbursements and of Supplies Received and Issued by 
Captain Charles Russell...," NARA publication #M853, pages 67-68. This list of supplies ordered for the American Army and vouchers given 
include one for a George Twyman, from whom was purchased 1% bushels of corn. 

George Twyman's 20 Mar 1781 letter to Nicholas Lewis and Isaac Davis, with appended partial of Thomas Jefferson's instructions to 
William Davies, in the 1952 book "The Papers of Thomas Jefferson, Vol. 5," Julian P. Boyd, ed., page 192. Transcription in the Nationai 
Archives Founders Online collection at http://founders.archives.gov/documents/Jefferson/01-05-02-0251 ): 

"Dear Sirs March the 20th 1781 

The Sixth of October last I Delivered to Mr. Joseph Hawkins Comasery at the Barracks 139 lb of mutten at 4. Dollars pr. pound, which I agree'd 
with him for a few Days before, for which I took a receit of Mr. John Tomas his assistant, Mr. Hawkins being some-where about The Store. I 
wated with patience as no money was to be had, and between the 5th. and 10th. March notis was given For Every body haveing Such receits to 
Come and assign like Receits. But when I went to Settle as they Called it, I Found it Entered in the Book twenty-Seven Shillings pr. pound. I Said 
but little, but told Mr. Tomas (as he was to Settle) to Scratch out the 4 Dollars in my receit and Make it like the Book, twenty Seven Shillings 
which he Did. And now Gentlemen I fearyou'l blame m For neglect in Delay, (which I Some Deserve) But hope you'l Excuse me haveing many 
reasons, (as nothing has moved me to make this information but Equity, Justis, and The good of my friends and Country) First being Some 
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onwell, and 2dly the Commander of the Garison gone who I Understand Complaints are to be lodged with, &c. But Conclude It aught to be for 
your Consideration and redress. 

I am Gentlemen with all Due respect your Hbl Servt., 

George Twyman" 

Thomas Jefferson's appended note: "In Council Mar. 28. 1781. Referred to Col. Davies to propo of bringing Mr. Hawkins to account [...]" 

Note a . This letter provides evidence that on 6 Oct 1780, George Twyman provided 139 pounds of mutton to the American army. 

Note b : Presumably Mr. Lewis and/or Mr. Davis forwarded the complaint to Thomas Jefferson, who likewise forwarded it to Col. William 
Davies. William Davies responds to this and probably other related matters regarding Mr. Hawkins in a 29 Mar 1781 letter to Thomas 
Jefferson (The Papers of Thomas Jefferson, Vol. 5, pages 278-280, transcribed in the Nationai Archives Founders Oniine coilection at 
http://founders.archives.gOv/documents/Jefferson/01-05-02-0359 ) in which he states: "As to Hawkins's misconduct he ought to be tried by 
a court martial; if found guilty he is by the articles of war to be cashiered with Infamy and published in the gazettes of the state, and 
afterwards ought to account for the money fraudulently obtained, and if any ballance should be due from the public it should be stopped, till 
the whole of his account is fairly settled." 

George Twyman's 1780-1782 Army Impressed Property Claims, in the "Virginia Auditor of Public Accounts, Military Expenditures - Public 
Claims, Albemarle Court Booklet," page 30, at the Library of Virginia. The Library of Virginia notes that "in May 1780 the General Assembly 
passed an act authorizing the governor to impress supplies needed by the American army. The governor appointed commissioners of the 
provision law in each locality to carry out the terms of the act. The commissioner, when he impressed property, gave the owner a certificate 
describing what was taken. Between 1781 and 1783 county courts held special sessions at which certificates were presented and authenticated, 
and booklets listing authenticated certificates were compiled and sent to Richmond for settlement." Quoted here are entries for which George 
Twyman himself was the provider of the goods for the army: 

"At a Court held & Continued by adjournment the 14th day of June MDC[C]LXXXij for Albemarle County...

Note a . The first certificate appears to be also noted in "Albemarle County Lists," page 1 of the same public ciaims coiiection: It notes 195 

pounds of bacon provided by George. The issue date on the list is 13 Jul 1780, and the price is 4 6 8. Certificates for the first and third entries 

were found in another portion of the same collection (see 309a-b). 

Note b . The booklet entries are technically dated 14 Jun 1682, but nearby records are dated 1782, which is the more reasonable date since 
this booklet tracks impressed supplies for the American army during the Revolutionary War. 

Note c . The last entry notes horse hire for carrying messages. It doesn't say who the message courier was, but if it was the horse's owner or 
if this record was seen and the horse's owner was inferred to be the courier, it may explain the 1862 advertisement claiming a George 
Twyman served as a courier in the war (see 210b).

5tatements 8i Rosters" coiiection. As of the retrieval date noted, this site explicitly allows republishing "a reasonable number of 
transcriptions." 

"On this 4th day of October 1833 personally appeared before me a Justice of the Peace for Scott County Kentucky at his residence James 
Twyman aged seventy-one the 17th of June last & a Citizen of said County & State who being first duly sworn according to law doth on his oath 
made the [following] declaration in order to obtain the benefit of the act of the 7th of June 1832 passed by Congress, that he entered the 
service of the United States under the following named officers & served as herein stated. That he was during the revolution a citizen of Virginia 
and of Albemarle County & is now seventy-one years of age since 17th June last, that he has no register of his age - that late in the year 1780 
he cannot recollect the day nor the month, he was called upon & marched to the service of the United States as a militia man under the 
command of Captain Wm Dalton [William Dalton] against the British foe, then invading the lower part of Virginia he was marched to Richmond 
in the first place, whence Captain Dalton returned home on furlough & the command of his company devolved on Lieutenant Rhodes, who 
commanded during the balance of the campaign - the company then marched down & crossed James River, then marched down to Cabin Point 
when they received intelligence that the British had embarked gone off & after a short stay they were discharged & returned home after a tour 
of upwards of sixty days say about seventy days but cannot be positive as to the precise number above sixty but was a tour of sixty days - That 
sometime early in 1781 he was again called upon to serve a tour of militia duty of two months which call he obeyed & marched under Captain 
Isaac Davis as orderly Sergeant under him & joined the main Army 30 or 40 miles above Richmond, thence with the Army & proceeded through 
Louisa County to the lower end of Albemarle when they received intelligence that General Lafayette had arrived with a considerable 
reinforcement, & then the British in their turn retreated & were pursued by the Americans from which time till the 26th of June nothing very 
extraordinary had taken place when the Battle of Hot water took place in which he said Twyman narrowly escaped being taken prisoner &c had 
to throw away his knapsack & clothes - the next occurrence of note was the Battle of James-town in which Isaac Wood was killed a distant 
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connection of his - thence proceeded on towards Richmond & crossed James River at Westham marched towards Amelia County there was 
discharged no written discharge in either case - having here again served upwards of sixty days was allowed a tour of two months. 

Late in the year 1781 he was called upon to serve another tour of militia duty of two months his duty was to guard the public beeves in pasture 
& was discharged in October about the 15th & received a credit for a third tour of duty for two months &c then moved to Kentucky. Early in the 
year 1783 about the 15th of February while at Bryant's Station he & Jacob Strieker was employed as Indian spies and served faithfully in that 
capacity until first November of the same year 1783 &c was employed by Captain Robert Johnson - making a service of upwards 14 months in 
all during the Revolution - 

He hereby relinquishes every claim whatever to a pension or annuity except the present & he declares that his name is on the Pension Roll of 
no State nor of the United States, [signed:] James Twyman 

The affidavit of John Suggett aged 82 years as to the claim of Judge James Twyman said Suggett has heard read that part of said declaration of 
said Twyman as respects his services in the West. In 1782 said Twyman served one tour of one month under General G. R. Clark [George Rogers 
Clark] in the same company that said Suggett served in this Robert Johnson's Company said Suggett further states that said Twyman was at 
Bryant's Stationed during the year 1783 - Jacob Strieker was one of the most distinguished of the Indian Spies in the West & was nearly always 
employed & said Twyman was with said Strieker as an Indian Spy in said year, but he cannot say how long. Signed this 15th of October 1832. 
[signed:] John Suggitt 

The affidavit of Captain John Garth states that he has heard read the declaration of James Twyman that he served with said Twyman the second 
Tour of duty which he mentions in 1781 under Captain Davis & the tour was two months. They served together this tour further he knows not. 
Scott County Kentucky [signed:] John Garth" 

Note a . James notes in this narrative that during the Revolutionary War, he was a resident of Albemarle, Virginia, but after being discharged 
about October 15"', 1781 he "moved to Kentucky." His discharge date was a little after Lewis Craig's Traveliing Church started its move to the 
same area of Kentucky to which he moved (see 240). (It is unclear if the timing was coincidental or if James was associated with them.) He 
notes he was still in Kentucky in 1783 at Bryant's Station. 

Samuel Twyman references in an early 1900s manuscript titled "The Twyman Family of Virginia" by Samuel Rogers Twyman, in the 
Twyman-Austin Papers collection, FHL microfilm #1844391, frames 322-324, 326-329, 331-332. A copy is also in the Mary Twyman Klayder 
papers collection, correspondence portion, at the Jackson County Historical Society. A transcription of this latter copy Is published in the 1990 
book Twyman by William Twyman Lockett, pages 166-169. This record was developed over many years of research by Samuel Rogers Twyman 
and his brother John Austin Twyman. It is perhaps the earliest known American Twyman family genealogical manuscript. Samuel Rogers 
Twyman shared this genealogy with many other Twyman genealogy enthusiasts, including Mary (Twyman) Klayder. Her copy was later 
transcribed by William Twyman Lockett. That transcription has some minor errors. The following is an original transcription of only that portion 
of the manuscript that refers to Samuel Twyman, son of George Twyman III: 

Samuel Twyman, son of George Twyman the third was born in Albemarle Co. Va. May 17, 1759, an died in Orange Co. Va. in 1822, aged 63 
years. He was a Revolutionary soldier, and was sent from the fighting line to carry a sword of a dead comrade to Giles Rogers, b. about 1760 
Albemarle Co. Va. There he met Fannie Rogers, dau. of Giles Rogers. They formed a mutual attachment to each other and were married the 
latter part or soon after the Revo. War. Fannie Twyman b. about 1760, died Dec. 1837 or Jan 1838 

Issue of Samuel + Fannie (Rogers) Twyman 1 John, born 1785, married Margaret Wayt of Va. He died in Barren Co. Ky in 1854 + she in 1863?... 

2 Elijah, b. 1788, married Mary Bell of Va, he died after 1830 in ky.... 3 Judith, born 1790 married Ben. White about 1812... 4 Nancy, born 1793, 
married Anthony Thornton of Orange Co. Va. about 1816... 5 Fannie, born 1795 or 1796 married her first cousin, Jonathan Rogers... 6 Paschal, 
born 1798 m. Margaret Malone? had issue and reared a large family. They moved to Roanoke Mo. about 1845, having lived at his father's 
homestead near Stanardsville Va. He died in 1883 + his wife a few years later. 7. Mordecai b. 1801, married Ellen Duke of Va... 8 Iverson Lewis, 
born May 2,1810 in Orange Co. Va., died in Buckingham Co. Va. April 18,1864. He was a physician, graduated at the University of Pennsylvania 
in 1832, and practiced medicine very successfully until a short time before his death. He married twice, first, Nov. 8th, 1838 to Mary Lavinia 
Horsley, daughter of Robert Horsley of Nelson Co. Va, and had two children, Anna Frances + George Horsley, both died in infancy. Mary Lavinia 
Twyman died died Dec. 25, 1844. His second marriage was to Martha Elizabeth Austin, Mar. 29,1848. She was born Sept 6, 1822, was a 
daughter of Archibald Austin, a distinguished lawyer of Buckingham Co. Va. He was elected several times to the Va.Legislature, and also to the 
U. S. Congress. Martha Elizabeth Twyman died Feb. 17, 1904.... [signed] Samuel Rogers Twyman 

Note a . This is the earliest found reference to Samuel Twyman's Revolutionary War service. Though it is a family story rather than an official 
record, it is one that is told by a grandson of Samuel, which proximity increases its likelihood. Revolutionary War records for soldiers from 
Albemarle were not found. A ~1777 mention of his being a member of a local militia was found (see the 1950 book The Papers of Thomas 
Jefferson, Vol. 1, Julian P. Boyd (ed.), pages 664-668) , but this was common for young men of the time and place and does not necessarily 
imply wartime service. Samuel died before the pension act of 1832 that would have allowed him to apply for a pension and thus make a 
clear record of his service like his brother and cousins did. 

George Gilmer’s 13 Apr 1781 letter to Thomas Jefferson, in the 1952 book The Papers of Thomas Jefferson Vol. 5, Julian P. Boyd, ed., 
pages 430-432: "Dear Sir Revolutions indeed. Yesterday George Twyman, C. L. Lewis, James Marks, and Isaac Davis mounted the rostrum, the 
two latter were returned delegates for the once favored County of Albemarle, Colo. Joseph Cabell, Senator for this district... The two [Marks 
and Davis] had Confederated to blend their forces together had the In't. Twyman and C. L. L. would have been returned but they could not hang 
together... [signed:] George Gilmer" 

Note a . The reference to delegates, a district, and a Senator suggest George Gilmer is referring to an election for Virginia's House of 
Delegates—a state legislative body which was instituted soon after independence from Britain was declared, which has continued to the 
present day. The Virginia House of Delegates Clerk's Office reports that Isaac Davis served in this body from 1780 to 1796, and James Marks 
from 1781 to 1782. No record of George Twyman serving in this capacity was found. One Twyman has served as a delegate: Travis J. Twyman 
was a House of Delegates member from 1847-1848 (service terms retrieved 6 Jul 2020 from https://historv.house.virginia.gov/ ). Travis was 
George's grandnephew (see 203a - for this time period official records reflect only one adult Travis Twyman in Virginia). 
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A second-hand report of Elder Andrew Tribble's interaction with Thomas Jefferson, in an articie entitied "Anecdote of Mr. Jefferson," in 
the 14 Jui 1826 issue of the Christian Watchman newspaper: "Andrew Tribble was the Pastor of a small Baptist Church, which held its monthly 
meetings at a short distance from Mr. Jefferson's house, eight or ten years before the American Revolution. Mr. Jefferson attended the 
meetings of the church for several months in succession, and after one of them, asked Elder Tribble to go home and dine with him, with which 
he complied. Mr. Tribble asked Mr. Jefferson how he was pleased with their Church Government? Mr. Jefferson replied, that it had struck him 
with great force, and had interested him much; that he considered it the only form of pure democracy that then existed in the world, and had 
concluded that it would be the best plan of Government for the American Colonies. This was several years before the declaration of American 
Independence. To what extent this practical exhibition of Religious Liberty and Equality operated on Mr. Jefferson's mind, in forming his views 
and principles of religious and civil freedom, which were afterwards so ably exhibited, I will not say. [...] [signed] A Friend." 

Note a . Church minute books record that Andrew Tribble was a minister of George's Albemarle Baptist Church (see 303d). 

Thomas Jefferson's 1767-1792 financial transaction entries involving George Twyman, recorded in Jefferson's Memorandum Books, 
published in the 1997 series "The Papers of Thomas Jefferson, Second Series, Jefferson's Memorandum Books," James A. Bear Jr. and Lucia

Entry recorded 13 Sep 1767: "Purchase Pilgrim's progr. for G. Twyman who gave me 5/9." 

Entry recorded 25 Dec 1769: "Took of G. Twyman's money to repay for book hot. 5/9." 

Entry recorded 12 July 1770: "Pd. George Twyman 9d." 

Entry recorded September 20, 1774 (Note: this entry is crossed out): "Gave Simon Howell my note to George Twyman for 19/6 (still owe him 
10 / 6 )." 

Entry recorded July 7, 1792: "Pd. for spectacles for George Twyman 4.D." [probably $4] 

Entry recorded August 9, 1792: "Reed, from George Twyman for spectacles 4." 

George Twyman's Sep 1791 letter to Thomas Jefferson, in the 1986 book The Papers of Thomas Jefferson, Vol. 22, 6 August 1791 -31 
December 1791, Charles T. Cullen, ed., p. 179. A transcription also published in the National Archives' Founders Online collection at 
http://founders.archives.gOv/documents/Jefferson/01-22-02-0166 . The letter is addressed to "Mr. Thomas Jefferson Esqr. Albemarle per 
favour Mrs. Marks." The letter is endorsed by Thomas Jefferson as having been received 30 Sep 1791 and Jefferson's Summary Journal of 
Letters lists the same date. 

"Worthy Sir 

The very great enequality in our Circumstances, But more in knowledg, Education, and preferment, makes it indisputable that you Can hope, or 
expect, any Sattisfaction from any Conversation that might be between us. And a Bare Sight of each-other must be full as little.—And although I 
have not Before now been to see you, yet I must say it is not for want of a Due Respect.—For being so sensible of your abillities, and my own 
weakness, am Bound to Conclude that my Confined thoughts to, and ingagements in, Domestick affairs, Can add nothing to your noble and 
Exalted minde.—What has attached my affections to you, I leve you to Judge, for I count no man my Superiour but as he Excels in Virtues, and 
none inferiour but for the Contrary.—However for the present, interest as wel as sattisfaction, induces me to make you a Visit, which I intend 
Shall be on monday, next.—And be the Case as it may, I shall be Sattisfied only to be inrol'd, and rather know, That I am your friend, which will 
better appear if ever it should be wanted.—In reasonable Service, 

George Twyman" 

George Twyman's 19 Mar 1809 letter to Thomas Jefferson on behalf of the Albemarle Buckmountain Baptist Church, in the Papers of 
Thomas Jefferson collection at the Library of Congress; the church's copy is in the Chestnut Grove Baptist Church record book (1855-1881). 
The letter was also published in the 26 May 1809 issue of the Richmond Enquirer and in the 2 Jun 1809 issue of the Democratic Press 
(Philadelphia, PA), page 2. Each of these versions has slight differences. The following transcription is of the version received by Jefferson: 
"Buckmountain Church March 19. 1809. 

Albemarle Buckmountain Baptist Church, Sendeth Greeting to our much esteemed friend, Mr. Thomas Jefferson. 

Dear Sir, 

We Congratulate you in your Return home, from your labour and painful Servis of eight years, now to take some Sweet hours of retirment and 
rest.— Injoying at pleasure the Company of your loveing Friends, and neighbours, not that We were werey, or Dissattisfied with your Conduct, 
but were wel pleased; for which Be pleas'd to accept of these our kind Thanks.—May your Days be many and Comfortable, in a word (may we 
say) we wish you health, wealth, and prosperity through life. And in the world to come life everlasting 
Signed by order of the Church 
George Twyman." 

Note a . The letter date is ambiguous on the document—it could read 17 March or 19 March. Jefferson appears to have thought it read 17 
March and recorded in as such in his "Summary Journal of Letters." However, the church's copy clearly reads 19 March 1809. 

Note b . This letter was sent when Jefferson finished his 8 years as president. Jefferson's 13 Apr 1809 response is transcribed by the National 
Archives' Founders Online project (ref. https://founders.archives.gov/documents/Jefferson/03-01-02-0112 ). which points to the original 
document being in the J. L. M. Curry Autograph Collection at the Alabama Department of Archives and History: 

"To the members of the Baptist church of Buckmountain in Albemarle. 

I thank you, my friends & neighbors, for your kind congratulations on my return to my native home, & on the opportunities it will give me of 
enjoying, amidst your affections the comforts of retirement & rest, your approbation of my conduct is the more valued as you have best 
known me, & is an ample reward for any services I may have rendered, we have acted together from the origin to the end of a memorable 
revolution, and we have contributed, each in the line allotted us, our endeavors to render it's issue a permanent blessing to our country, that 
our social intercourse may, to the evening of our days, be cheered & cemented by witnessing the freedom & happiness for which we have 
laboured will be my constant prayer. Accept the offering of my affectionate esteem & respect. 

Th: Jefferson"

very good summer turnip-seed. I think from long experience the best time for sowing is about the 20th. or betwean the 20 & last of July. 
However it Depend very much on the Season. Therefore my way is to sow at Different times, in the space of 10. or 12 Days. 

Please to accept my respects To yourself and famely. 

[signed:] George Twyman 

PS. I was told by some person a year or two Ago, that you wisht to have a Cat of a tawtershel Colour, if you Do, I think I Can Come very near to 
it, and should be glad to gratify [...letter damaged...] known." 

Note a . George did not date the letter. The back of the letter is annotated with what appears to be a 3 Jul 1804 date that the letter was 
received. However, Jefferson's "Summary of Journal Letters" notes the reception of a 3 Jul 1809 letter from George, which seems a more 
likely date considering the content of the letter (i.e., it seems unlikely George would think Thomas Jefferson's attention would be on 
gardening and cat colors while in the middle of his presidency in 1804). In a 2020 communication, the Thomas Jefferson papers editors 
relayed agreement with this assessment. 

Part of a transcription of the ten thousand name petition, in the articie "Legisiative Petitions: The Ten Thousand Name Petition," by Jean

Note a . On page 239, George Twyman and Samuel Twyman are among the names listed. Noted as page 313 in original petition. 

Note b . Page 237 lists some additional names of interest, including Twyman Greenwood, William Greenwood, Wm Mullins, and Thos Dillard. 
Noted as page 305 of original petition. 

Thomas Jefferson's 16 Jan 1786 manuscript "An Act for Establishing Religious Freedom," Records of the General Assembly, Enrolled Bills, 
Record Group 78, Library of Virginia. 

Samuel Twyman and Frances Rogers's 20 Nov 1784 marriage bond, in Albemarle, Virginia's Record of Marriage Bonds Voi. 1 (1780-1806), 
page 12: "...we Samuel Twyman and James Twyman are held and firmly bound unto the Commonwealth of Virginia in the Just Sum of fifty 
pounds... whereas there is a marriage suddenly to be solemnized between the above bound Samuel Tywman and Frances Rogers Daughter of 
Giles Rogers both of Albemarle County..." 

Note a . That James Twyman signs his name as a bondsman for his brother's marriage shows he was in Virginia at this time. 

James Twyman's witness signatures on various 1785-1787 Culpeper, Virginia transactions. These indicate James was living in the Culpeper 
area during this time frame. These signatures cannot refer to the only other James Twyman for which records have been found in Virginia for 
this time period (the son of William Twyman II), because that James Twyman was only 4 to 6 years old during this time. 

Note a . Bartlett Bennett's 26 Apr 1786 sale to James Walker Junr., in Culpeper, Virginia's Deed Book N, pages 384-386. Besides listing 
James as a witness, this record also states James provided oath in court to prove this deed on 16 Oct 1786. 

Note b . John Strother's 1 May 1786 sale to Merry Walker, in Culpeper, Virginia's Deed Book N, pages 367-372. Besides listing James as a 
witness, this record also states James provided oath in court to prove this deed on 16 Oct 1786. 

Note c . John Buford's 20 Dec 1786 sale to Abraham Buford, in Culpeper, Virginia's Deed Book N, pages 496-500. 

Note d . Fielding Neale's 1 Jan 1787 sale to Merry Walker, in Culpeper, Virginia's Deed Book N, pages 500-503. Besides listing James 
Twyman as a witness, this record also states James provided oath in court to prove this deed on 19 Feb 1787. 

Note e . William Twyman Jr.'s 19 Feb 1787 purchase of 225 acres of land from William and Elizabeth Bledsoe, in Culpeper, Virginia's Deed 
Book N, pages 503-507.

Note a . James is not found in the 1784 tax iists for Cuipeper. His own narrative piaces him in Kentucky prior to 1785 (see 310a). 

Note b . Woodford was carved out of Fayette county in 1789. James is not found in Fayette tax iists for 1788-1789, but he may have been one 
of tbe additionai aduit maies taiiied in his cousin Reuben Twyman's houseboid (see 243). James is aiso not found in tbe first tax iist for 
Woodford (1790), but that tax iist appears to be incompiete. 

Note c . James was not found in the 1795 to 1796 Woodford tax iists, nor was he found in the 1794 Scott tax iists. Scott was carved out of 
Woodford in 1792, and aithough James remains in Woodford tax iists untii 1794, the 1794 Woodford tax iists note that his iand is actuaiiy in 
Scott even though he is being taxed in Woodford iists. He was aiso admitted as a Scott, Kentucky attorney in 1792 (see 333a). Thus it appears 
boundary changes piaced James in Scott as opposed to his moving from Woodford. 

Note d . James's sons (see 337b) Thomas Twyman and Leo Twyman appear separateiy in the Scott tax iists in 1822. Stephen Twyman appears 
separateiy in 1833. 

Note e . James was not found in the 1835-1838 tax iists, and Ciary was not found in any tax iists prior to 1835. That Ciary was this James 
Twyman's widow is supported by a marriage record (see 334) and what stiil exists of James's probate records (see 337). 

Note f . The 1829 tax list also tallies 1 child between the ages of 4 and 15. 

William Twyman family mentions in the 1940 book "Cyrus Edwards' Stories of early days...," by Florence Edwards Gardiner, excerpted in 
the 1990 book "Twyman" by William Twyman Lockett, page 468: 

"Cader Edwards, a pioneer of Barren County, Kentucky, was a carpenter of consummate skill. His services were retained by people of wealth. In 
1820 he built a large two-story brick house for William Twyman—referred to as William Twyman, Sr. (William Twyman, Sr., had a son who also 
was named William). Mr. Edwards was assisted by a master carpenter from Nashville. Mr. Twyman's slaves burned the bricks used in the 
construction of the house, which was situated by Blue Spring Creek near Hiseville. Excepting the floors, all of the woodwork was fashioned of 
hand-carved black walnut. 

In 1820, when Mr. Twyman's daughter, Emily Twyman—"Miss Emily" as she was affectionately known—was fourteen years of age, she became 
a permanent, bedridden invalid as the result of a deep cold she had caught and complications which ensued. Emily Twyman had a brilliant 
mind. She was a voracious reader. A governess was employed to continue Emily's education. 

On a rare occasion when Emily was left alone in the house, a spark from the fire in the fireplace in her room ignited a broom standing at the 
hearth. Miraculously, Emily was able to roll and tumble herself to the hearth to extinguish the blazing broom. 

William Twyman, Sr., a Virginian, emigrated to Kentucky when he was eighteen years of age. He and his family had lived in an old house which 
stood approximately one hundred and fifty yards from the new brick house. After almost one hundred and forty years, the mansion was torn 
down (1939). Miss Emily Twyman's niece, Mrs. Lizzie Forrest, verified the account of the William Twyman family of Barren County, Kentucky. A 
Mr. John Twyman lived in the same area of Barren County." 
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Note a . A descendant "verified" the claim that William Twyman emigrated from Virginia to Kentucky when he was about 18 years old 
(calculates to about the year 1784). 

W[illiam] R. Twyman's 1909 letter to Samuel Rogers Twyman, in the Twyman-Austin Papers collection at the University of Virginia 
Library, microfilm version, FHL SLC copy is on microfilm 1844391, items 425-432. A full transcription follows: 

My grandfather, Wm Twyman, came to Ky. from Va. and first settled near Lexington, Ky. He lived there a short time and then came to Barren 
Co. Ky. Whether his brother Abraham and sister Betty Wood came with him from Va. I don't know, but do know that both came to Barren Co. 
and settled on farms adjoining my grandfather, and all lived and died on the farms on which they settled. My grandfather married Lucy 
Crenshaw, who came from Va. about the time he came. Abraham married a Nevil. Abraham's sons all moved to Christian Co., Ky, near 
Hopkinsville. His daughters married here and their descendants are still here. One of his daughters married a man named Gatewood, who was 
related to the Gatewoods of Mt. Sterling, Ky. My grandfather had another sister who came to Ky. but I don't know her name. She married a 
man named Watts, and he lived somewhere in the blue grass section. His two sons came to Barren Co., married here and died here. This is all I 
know of the family, their names were John and Bennett. John had no children. Bennett's descendants are here. Betty Wood's descendants are 
scattered over Barren Co, Hart Co. and other counties. Gen. Tom Wood of war fame was a grandson of Betty Wood. He died at Dayton, O. some 
few years ago. He was on the retired list. He has two sisters at Munfordsville, Hart Co. Ky. My grandfather had three nephews who came here 
from Va. some years after he came. They were John, Elijah and Charles. John and Elijah were sons of Samuel Twyman of Va. and Charles was 
son of Jos. Twyman of Va. They all settled near my grandfather. John lived and died here, and most of his descendants are here. Elijah, after a 
few years moved to Hodgenville, Larue Co. Ky. and his descendants are there. John and Elijah were uncles of our cousin Samuel of Wily, Va. 

I am 54 years old, am married and have wife and 5 children. 4 sons and 1 daughter. Sons ages - 27, 20, 15, 13 and daughter 10. My oldest son is 
in N. Oaks ta, and is married and has 2 children. The others are at home. My grandfather had a bro. Jas and nephew Geo. who came to Ky. and 
settled. Jas at Lexington and Geo. at Frankfort or Harradsburg. Jas. was a lawyer and was Circuit Judge of the Lexington Circuit for 6 terms (24 
years). Can you give me any information of there families? My nearest rail road poin tis Horse Cave, Hart Co. Ky. I live 8 miles from Cave City on 
R. D, no 1. and get my mail at my box.

Note a . William R. Twyman identifies himself as a grandson of a William Twyman who moved from Virginia to Kentucky—first to the 
Lexington area (Woodford is about 30 miles from Lexington), and after a "short time" to Barren, Kentucky, where he had adjoining farms to 
his brother Abraham and sister Betty Wood. He claims all three "lived and died" on their farms.

Note a . The 1822 tax list also provides a tally of 3 children, which appears to be in response to a law requiring the tally of white children 4-14 
years old.

Note b . These listings do not refer to the several other William Twymans of this time period: William Twyman I and William Twyman II of the 
Culpeper/Madison area are listed in the Culpeper/Madison tax lists during this time (see 192 and 248a). In at least a couple of instances 
(1794 and 1795), the Woodford tax books list a second William Twyman who was being taxed for 600 acres. In these listings, no individuals 
or personal property were taxed—meaning the owner of the land did not live in the area. Land and personal property were listed on the 
same entry if the taxes were assigned to the same person, so the William Twyman living in Woodford at that time period must be different 
than the William Twyman who purchased those 600 acres (see 200c for more evidence confirming the son of George III was not the William 
Twyman who owned this 600 acres). Separate listings start appearing in the Barren tax lists in the later years for William Twyman III, for 
William F. Twyman (son of John Twyman and grandson of Samuel Twyman), and for William Twyman Jr. (son of this William Twyman and 
grandson of George III). 

Note c . William may have moved to Kentucky as early as 1784 (see 323a). He was too young to be tallied in his father's tax entries until 1787, 
and he doesn't seem to be tallied there that year (see 286a,b). William was not found in the 1787 tax book for Fayette, Kentucky (the earliest 
available tax book for Fayette), but that book has illegible portions apparently due to damage. 

Note d . Woodford was carved out of Fayette in 1789, so it appears it was the county boundaries that moved rather than William. He was not 
found in the 1790 or 1791 books for Fayette, Woodford, or Albemarle. He appears to have been back in Albemarle for at least part of this 
time (see 286b). 

Note e . William appears to have moved from the Woodford area to Green about 1796, as he is not found in Woodford tax lists after that 
time (including in Franklin which was carved out of Woodford about that time), and is not found in Green tax lists prior to 1797. A portion of 
Green county became Warren county the next year, and a portion of Warren county became Barren county the year after that. Thus it seems 
likely that after William's move, county boundary changes placed him in Barren as opposed to his moving again. Barren also took land from 
another county, but he is not found in Logan/Warren tax lists in 1796-1797. 

Note f . Barren tax lists for 1803-1804 show William's property but not William himself. In 1803 his father's household taxable adults 
increased by 1, and in 1804 William is listed without any property living in Albemarle. He also witnessed his father's 1804 Albemarle deed 
(see 371)—this suggests William temporarily lived back in Albemarle in 1803-1804. The reasons are not certain, but this was at the beginning 
of, or soon after his marriage (see 353), and it was around the time his father expected his end was near (see 384). 

David Watts and Ruth Twyman's 14 Apr 1785 marriage bond, in Aibemarie, Virginia's Marriage Bonds Book 1 (1780-1806), page 16: 

Know all men by these presents that we David Watts and George Twyman Junr. are held and firmly bound unto the Commonwealth of Virginia 
in the Just Sum of fifty pounds to which payment well and truly to be made we bind ourselves Jointly and Severally our Joint and Several heirs 
firmly by these presents Sealed with our seals and dated this 14th day of April 1785. 

The Condition of the above obligation is such that whereas there is a marriage suddenly to be solemnized between the above bound David 
Watts of Albemarle County and Ruth Twyman daughter of George Twyman of the aforesaid County now if there be no just cause to obstruct 
the same then this obligation to be void otherwise to remain in full force. David Watts {seal} George Twyman (seal) Test Thos Lewis 
Note a . The language used in this marriage bond provides evidence that the Ruth Twyman who married David Watts was the same Ruth 
Twyman who was a "daughter of George Twyman" (see 280). 

David Watts in the 1787 Aibemarie, Virginia, personai property tax book, and in the 1788,1789, and 1791-1793 tax books for Fayette, 
Kentucky. 

Note a . This David Watts was not found in Albemarle tax books prior to or after 1787. A different David Watts with a larger estate is found in 
those books, but in 1787 this additional David Watts is listed, and "(son of Jacob)" is listed after his name. David is mentioned in Jacob Watts' 
26 Jan 1821 wiii presented 27 Aug 1821, in Orange, Virginia's Wili Book 5, pages 394-395. 

Note b . No David Watts appear to be listed in the 1787 tax books for Fayette (there is some damage to those books so this is not certain). He 
is found in 1788 and in many later Fayette tax books and the national censuses for Fayette (see 328), suggesting that the David Watts who 
was a son of Jacob may have moved from Albemarle to Fayette. This notion is supported by published family tradition (see 330a), David's 
Fayette will that notes his wife is named Ruth (see 329), and a iater lawsuit over George Twyman Ill's estate settlement that claims David and 
Ruth moved out of Virginia (see 331).

David Watts's 15 Nov 1835 will presented Jan 1836, in Fayette, Kentucky, Mixed Records Vol. M, pages 209-210: "...I David Watts of the 
County of Fayette and State of Kentucky now being in bad health... bequeath to my Beloved wife Ruth Watts during her natural life... to my 
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sons Garrett and David Watts... unto my daughter Mary Moore... unto my daughter Elizabeth Haggard's husband Pleasant Haggard... unto my 
daughter Sarah Grimes... unto my daughter Mildred Watts' husband John Watts... my daughter Mildred's two sons named Willis and Winston 
Watts... Ruth Stone... my Granddaughter of my daughter Mildred Watts... to my beloved wife and Six children... appoint my son Garrett Watts 
my Executor... this fifteenth day of November in the year of our Lord One thousand Eight hundred and Thirty five [signed:] David Watts {seal} 
Sined and Sealed in presence of George B Twyman Robt. Eddleman Thos. M. Wallis" 

Note a . The children of David Watts referenced herein are Garrett, David, Mary, Elizabeth, Sarah, and Mildred. The 1922 book History of 
Kentucky, Volume 4 by William E. Connelley and Ellis Merton Coulter, page 128 records these six children and notes a seventh child named 
Nancy, who had died before reaching the age of 10. The source of this information is not explicitly mentioned in the book, but the context 
and precise dates seem to suggest that it came from family records. The book also states that Ruth "died in Kentucky June 6, 1837." 

The ancestors of William David Watts described in the 1912 book/t History of Kentucky and Kentuckians... by E. Polk Johnson, pages 
1614-1616: 

"William David Watts.-A prominent and highly esteemed resident of Lexington... was born October 2, 1851, in Fayette county, which was 
likewise the birthplace of his father, David Twyman Watts, and of his grandfather, Garrett Watts. David Watts, his great-grandfather, was born 
April 28, 1761, in Albemarle county, Virginia, where he was bred, educated and married. Not long after his marriage he started westward, 
coming in the year 1780, or 1781, to that part of Virginia that is now within the boundaries of Fayette county, Kentucky. Purchasing a tract of 
land on Athens and Winchester road, he cleared a good farm, which he managed with good success until his death, December 13,1835. His 
wife, whose maiden name was Ruth Twyman, was born in Albemarle county, Virginia, June 17,1757, and died in her Kentucky home June 6, 
1837. 

Garrett Watts was born on the homestead in Fayette county April 20, 1796... He passed away February 3, 1873, aged seventy-seven years. He 
married, first, Martha Twyman, who was born in Albemarle county, Virginia, December 29, 1801, and died in Fayette county, Kentucky, March 
30,1842. He married, second, in December, 1842, Mrs. Lucinda (Darnaby) McCann. By his first marriage two children were born and reared as 
follows: David Twyman; and Lucy R., born March 13,1819, married a Mr. Ferguson and moved to Missouri, where her death occurred July 27, 
1841. David Twyman Watts, born on a farm in Fayette county, April 11, 1831, was reared to agricultural pursuits, and on marrying located on 
the old homestead. In the fall of 1854 he was stricken with a fever, and on October 14,1854, was called to the life beyond, being then but 
twenty-three years of age..." 

Note a . This narrative presumably originates from the family traditions of William David Watts. It claims David Watts moved from Albemarle 
to Fayette soon after his marriage, providing 1780 or 1781 as the estimated year of arrival in Fayette. However, David and Ruth's Albemarle 
marriage records are dated 1785 (see 305 and 326), and David Watts is found in an Albemarle tax book in 1787, and appears in Fayette tax 
books in 1788 onward (see 327), making 1787 or 1788 the more likely migration year. 

A handwritten copy of Anthony and Nancy Thornton's ~1845 Virginia Chancery compiaint fiied against the executors of George Twyman 
Mi's estate, in the Joseph Twyman papers (1733-1892) coiiection at the University of Virginia. The complaint is undated, but a 1 Mar 1845 
court summons for the lawsuit was found in the same Joseph Twyman papers collection. The Library of Virginia's Chancery Records Index 
provides an 1851 date for its record of the lawsuit, but that may refer to a decision date rather than an initial filing date. The following is a 
partial transcription: 

To the Honorable Suius P. Thompson Judge of the Circuit Superior Court of Said & Chancery for the County of Albemarle 

The Bill of Complaint of Anthony Thornton and Nancy his wife, formerly Nancy Twyman, and of the said Anthony Thornton, as surviving 

executor of Samuel Twyman deed, respectfully represents. 

That in the year 1818, George Twyman Sr. of the County of Albermarle, departed this life, having first made and published his last Will and 
Testament, leaving a widow and ten children, to wit: Agatha who had intermarried with Robert Dearing, Ruth, who had intermarried with David 
Watts; Samuel; James; George; William; Joseph; Abraham; Sarah; who had intermarried with Richd Sandford; and Betsey, who had intermarried 
with William J Wood. 

Your Orator Anthony has intermarried with Nancy your Oratrix, who is the daughter and one of the Legatees of Sami Twyman deed. - one of the 
children as aforesaid and as such a legatee of said George Twyman Sr. - And therefore, in her right, he is entitled to her share of whatever may 
be coming to the estate of her father Sami, under the Will of her Grand father George Twyman Sr., Samuel Twyman died in the year 1823, 
having first made & published his last Will and Testament, by which your Orator and a certain Isaac Davis Jr. were appointed his Executors... 

A Copy of the Will of said George Twyman Sr. is herewith filed marked Exhibit No. 2, and is prayed to be taken as part of this Bill. By reference 
to it, it will be seen that the testator after making provision for his wife, & various specific devises and bequests to his children, directed that his 
land and other property not specifically devised should be sold by his exors, and the proceeds of sale, together with whatever might be left at 
the death of his wife, of her maintenance should be equally divided among his above-named ten children-giving however to Agatha Dearing 
and Shara Sanford a life estate only in their respective shares, remainder to their children. Of the exors named in the Will two qualified to wit 
Joseph Twyman and Nelson Barksdale. A Copy of the Certificate of letters testamentary granted them by the County Court of Albemarle is 
herewith filed, marked Exh. No. 3. On the 20 Nov 1818 the exors returned into Court an Inventory and appraisement of the Estate of their 
Testator, a Copy of which marked Exhibit No. 4 is herewith filed. The Estate was left nearly if not entirely free from debt so that there was but 
little for the exors to do except to sell the property under the directions of the Will and distribute the proceeds among those thereto entitled. 
There could be no good reason therefore why the settlement of their accounts, and distribution of the estate, should have been delayed more 
than two or three years at furthest, as that is the utmost limit of the credit, which it can be supposed was allowed upon the sale bond. Yet a 
settlement was causelessly delayed for upwards of six years to the great and manifest injury of the legatees. In 1825 they returned into Court a 
Settlement of their Aces, made by them enbonte before Commissioners in the County.... 

Your Orator avows that from the time of this amended settlement, to wit in 1825, up to the present time he has made numerous but 
unsuccessful efforts to bring the exors to a fair settlement. They have always admitted that a balance was due from them to the estate of Sami. 
Twyman, but while making fair promises of payment, have found various pretents for delay. Among many reasons alleged by them against an 
immediate settlement, the one with had most weight with your Orator was, that they were sueing in Kentucky for a large debt called the 
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"Broadus debt" due the estate, that they were in yearly expectation that it would be decided in their favor; and promised that as soon as it was 
terminated they would make a full, fair and final settlement of the whole accounts. Your Orator believing that it would be more to the interest 
of all parties to have the settlement with the exors after the termination of the suit was thus induced to postpone the apertion of his rights in a 
legal form--not doubting that the executors would voluntarily and faithfully comply with their solemn and repeated promises, and wishing too, 
to avoid, if possible, the trouble expense and probable III feeling of a law suit. Sometime in the year 1842 the Broadus Cl??? was settled, and a 
large amount recovered by the executors on behalf of the estate. Your complainants then hoped that the exors would comply with their 
promises by working at once a full settlement of all their accounts and paying over to the legatees what was really due them. But they were 
doomed to disappointment. The exors still found a pretext for delay. They alleged that the net amount recovered on the Broadus claim was for 
some cause enjoined in Kentucky, and promised that as soon as the information should be dissolved they would settle. Your Orator was thus 
put off until last fall, when on consulting Counsel in relation to the matter he learned for the first time, that a so called settlement of accounts 
had been returned into the County Court of Albemarle in March 1843, by Joseph Twyman on of the executors... 

Your complainants have thus stated the leading points of the case upon which they seek relief at your hands. They deserve a settlement... The 
parties other than your complainants interested in the estate of Geo Twyman Sr. and in the settlement now asked for, are as follows to wit: 
William Twyman, Abraham Twyman, Joseph Twyman in his own right, Wm. J. Wood and Betsey his wife formerly Betsey Twyman, Sarah 

Sanford formerly Sarah Twyman, George, Polly, Nancy, Robert W, and Henrietta Sanford children of the said Sarah Sanford,_Payne and 

Susan his wife, formerly Susan Dearing,_Younger and Polly his wife formerly Polly Dearing,_Caplinger and Elizabeth his wife 

formerly Elizth Dearing,_Warlain and Catherine his wife formerly Catherine Dearing, Simeon Dearing, George Dearing and Walker Dearing 

children and heirs of Agatha Dearing deed formerly Agatha Twyman, Garrett Watts, Wm Grimes and Sarah his wife formerly Sarah Watts, the 
children of Pleasant Haggard and Elizabeth his wife formerly Elizabeth Watts (names unknown), the children of Reuben Moore and Polly his 
wife formerly Polly Watts (names unknown) and David Watts children and heirs of Ruth Watts deed formerly Ruth Twyman, Stephen T. 

Twyman, Geo R. Twyman, and James Twyman Jr and others (names unknown) children and heirs of James Twyman deed, + Thornel Twyman 
admin, of George Twyman Jr deed. Of the foregoing parties all are nonResidents of this state except Joseph Twyman and Thornel Twyman adm. 
of George Twyman Jr. deed... 

Note a . The following children (and their descendants) of George Twyman III are specified in this document: 

1. Agatha Twyman, who married Robert Dearing, and whose children included Susan Dearing who married a Mr. Payne, Polly Dearing who 

married a Mr. Younger, Elizabeth Dearing who married a Mr. Caplinger, Catherine Dearing who married a Mr. Warlain, Simeon Dearing, 

George Dearing, and Walker Dearing. 

2. Ruth Twyman who married David Watts, and whose children included Garrett Watts, Sarah Watts who married Wm Grimes, Elizabeth 

Watts who married Pleasant Haggard, Polly Watts who married Reuben Moore, and David Watts. 

3. Samuel Twyman, whose children included Nancy Twyman who married Anthony Thornton. 

4. James Twyman, whose children included Stephen T. Twyman, Geo R. Twyman, James Twyman Jr., and "others." 

5. George Twyman Jr., whose estate administrator was Thornel Twyman. 

6. William Twyman, 

7. Joseph Twyman, 

8. Abraham Twyman, 

9. Sarah Twyman, who married Richard Sanford, and whose children included George Sanford, Polly Sanford, Nancy Sanford, Robert W. 

Sanford, and Henrietta Sanford. 

10. Betsey Twyman, who married William J. Wood. 

Note b . The document states that in an 1825 settlement, maintenance for Mrs. Twyman, widow of George Twyman Sr., was charged to his 
estate for the period of 25 May 1818 to 24 Sep 1822. The 25 May 1818 date is incorrectly reported—the 1825 settlement actually lists 15 
May 1818 as the beginning of the maintenance date (see 387a). 

James Twyman's Dec 1789 admittance as an attorney for the Woodford, Kentucky court, in Woodford, Kentucky's Order Book (1789- 
1794), page 49: "James Twyman Gent having taken the Oath of Fidelity to the Commonwealth and the Oath of an Attorney as the Law directs 
and thereupon he is admitted to plead in this Court." 

Note a . This provides evidence that James had moved back to the Woodford Kentucky area by Dec 1789. 

James Twyman's 1792 admittance as an attorney for the Scott, Kentucky court, in Scott, Kentucky's Order Book A, page 3: "James 
Twyman Esq. is admitted to the practice of the Law in this Court and thereupon took the oath of office and the several oaths to Government." 
Note a . This suggests James Twyman was living in Scott County when it was formed (1792). The boundary realignment likely necessitated this 
new admittance which he had recently obtained from the Woodford court (see 332)—the county Scott was carved out of in 1792. 

Stephen T. Badin's 3 Jun 1818 marriage return, noting the 20 Oct 1817 marriage of James Twyman and Ciara Thompson, in Washington, 
Kentucky's Marriage Records: Ministers Returns (1792-1821), FHL SLC microfiim #00S773083, frame 241: "Return of Marriages (...) James 
Twyman and Clara Thompson 20 Octo. 1817 (...) celebrated by Stephen T Badden" 

Note a . James Twyman and Ambrose Thompson's 15 Oct 1817 bond in Washington, Kentucky's Marriage Bonds, etc. (1792-1826), FHL SLC 
microfiim #007730868 frame 73 notes that "Miss Clara Thompson" is the "Daughter of Sarah Thompson." 

Note b . This was James's second wife. The 1884 book "The centenary of Catholicity in Kentucky" by Benedict Joseph Webb, pages 89-90 
assert that "Mrs. Ann James... Her daughter, Theresa James, became the wife of James Twyman..." This assertion seems to be supported by 
Mrs. Ann James In a transcription of a damaged 26 Jan 1811 will, presented May 1811, in Scott, Kentucky, Will Book D, page 471 which 
refers to one of her daughters as "Teresa Twyman," and by a transcription of a damaged copy of James and Teresa Twyman's 7 Feb 1809 
sale of land to Thomas C. Jenkins, recorded in Scott County, Kentucky's "Deed Book A," pages 59-61, in which Teresa Twyman is referenced 
as James's wife.

Stephen Twyman's 17 Mar 1834 administrator appointment for the estate of James Twyman, in Scott, Kentucky's Order Book D, page 57: 

"On motion of Stephen Twyman, admin is granted him on the estate of James Twyman deed. And the said Stephen Twyman came into Court 
and took the oath required by law. And Enterd into And acknowledged bond in the penalty of fifteen hundred dollars with Willis Dehoney, 
Buford Craig and Jas. Twyman his Secy conditioned according to law." 

James Twyman's estate's 15 Sep 1834 commissioner appointment and 16 Feb 1835 estate division in Scott, Kentucky's Order Book D, 
pages 88 and 116: 

15 Sep 1834: "On motion of Clary Twyman and the heirs of James Twyman deed. It is ordered that Robert McCalla Franklin Bell & Joseph_ & 

Jos Thomason or any three of them being first duly sworn be and they are hereby appointed Comrs to allott to said._her dower in the Land 

of her said husband & divided the_amongst the heirs of Jas Twyman deed" 

16 Feb 1835: "The commission of the land of James Twyman, deed amongst his heirs & the allottment of the dower of his widow returned to 
Court and ordered to be recorded." 

Note a . Probate records for Scott County for 1834 to 1835 were not found. A disaster is said to have destroyed records for Scott County for 
this time period, probably including many of the probate records referenced in these court orders. A final 23 May 1839 estate settlement is 
recorded in Scott, Kentucky's Will Book G, pages 14-15. 

Note b . The lack of probate records makes identifying James's children challenging. Further, the local Catholic diocese reported that no 
church records exist for that time period. However, three of James's children (Stephen T., George R., and James Twyman Jr.) are specified in 
an ~1845 lawsuit complaint (see 331a). James Twyman’s 5 Apr 1818 marriage permission letter in Franklin, Kentucky's Marriage Bonds 
(1818-1820), FHL SLC microfilm 5552487, frame 129 identifies two additional sons (Leo and Thomas). Three daughters are specified in an 

Aug 1822 Guardian bond for orphans L_isa Twyman, Ann Terresa Twyman and Elizabeth Jane Twyman in 5cott, Kentucky's Will Book C, 

page 390 which is indexed in the Scott County Will Book general index as being in reference to James Twyman's heirs. Another son 
reportedly named George Buford Twyman (born 18 Jul 1793) and another daughter named Maria Daniel Twyman (born 26 Dec 1794) are 
noted in an early 1900s letter dictated by Thornel Twyman Dillard, in the Twyman-Austin Papers collection, FHL SLC microfilm 1844391, 
frame 443. All of these children are also identified in James W. Wigginton's 22 Feb 1922 letter to Samuel Rogers Twyman, In the Twyman- 
Austin Papers collection, FHL SLC microfilm 1844391, frames 673-674, as well as two additional children named Robert Benedict Joseph 
Twyman and Felix Vitales William Twyman, for a total of 12 children. From where Mr. Wigginton obtained the detailed family information he 
listed is unclear, but he was a great-grandson of James Twyman, so perhaps had access to certain family records.

Note a . Abraham is not found in the 1791 Woodford tax list. Prior to 1792, Abraham appears to be tallied in his father's household in 
Albemarle, Virginia (see 286c). He is not found in the 1794-1796 tax lists for Woodford, and not found in the 1795 tax list for Green, 
suggesting he moved to Green somewhere between 1793 and 1796. 

Note b . Barren county was carved partially from Green county in 1799. Abraham is not found in the Green county tax lists for 1799. Though 
he married in Warren county (adjacent to Green), he is not found in Warren tax lists for 1797 or 1799. It appears the boundary changes 
placed him in the new county, as opposed to his moving at this time. 

Note c . The 1796 tax list also notes a 16-20 year-old male for which Abraham paid taxes. This would not have been a son because Abraham 
was only 26 himself and as yet unmarried. He was the youngest son of his father's family so it would not have been a brother. This person is 
not shown in the list the next year. 

Note d . The 1822 entry also shows a tally of 3 children, which appears to be in response to a law requiring the tally of white children 4-14 or 
perhaps 4-15 years old. The 1829 list also tallies this and lists 1 child in this range for Abraham. 

Robert Peering in the 1782-1785 and 1787-1795 tax books for Orange Virginia, the 1796-1797 tax books for Woodford, Kentucky, and the 
1797 and 1801 tax books for Franklin, Kentucky. 

Note a . Robert Peering was not found in the 1796 or 1797 tax books for Orange, Virginia, and was not found in the 1794-1795 tax books for 
Woodford, Kentucky, suggesting he moved from Orange to Woodford in 1795 or 1796. 

Note b . No Woodford, Kentucky tax books for 1798 were found, and Robert was not found in the Woodford, Kentucky tax books for 1799 or 
1800. No Franklin, Kentucky tax books were found for 1798-1800, but Robert was not found in the 1795-1797 tax books for Franklin. This 
suggests Robert moved from Woodford to Franklin in 1798 or 1799 but possibly a little later.

Note a . Robert died in 1822 (see 343), but his wife Agatha appears to be still alive about 1825 when she received an inheritance from her 
father's estate (see 387), and in 1829 when she signed a permission note allowing her daughter to marry (see Agatha Peering's 3 Aug 1829 
permission note for her "Paughter Cathrine with Mr. Barnaby Worland," in Woodford, Kentucky’s Marriage Bonds and Licenses (1789- 
1860), FHL SLC microfilm 5771996 frame 341). Walker Peering had agreed to care for both Robert and Agatha (see 342), so Agatha seems 
likely to have been the elderly woman tallied in the home of her son Walker Peering in the 1830 (NARA M19 page 323) and 1840 (NARA 
M704 page 228) United 5tates Censuses for Woodford, Kentucky, and if so, she moved from Franklin to nearby Woodford in her reclining 
years. A letter from her son George T. Peering shows she died by 1843 (see 344a). 
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Robert Deering's 9 Jul 1821 deed of trust to Walker Deering, recorded the same day in Franklin County, Kentucky's Deed Book I, pages 
295-302. The following is a partial transcription: 

"...George Twyman late of albemarle county and State of Virginia deceased the father in law of Robert Dearing of the County Franklin and State 
of Kentucky Did in his life -time loan to his daughter Agatha Deering the wife of the said Robert Deering at different periods of time two negro 
girls namely Hannah and Lucy... after the Death of the said Agatha go to be equally divided among and between the whole of the said Agathas 
children... of which reference is herein to the said agreement made now in the hand of James Twyman by mutual assent for safe keeping. 
Whereas also the said Robert Deering and Agatha his wife formely agatha Twyman daughter of said George Twyman deceased...Did some time 
in the year one thousand eight hundred & ninteen make sign and deliver to their said son Walker full irrevocable powers to ask demand and if 
necessary to sue for recover and recive of... every right title interest and claim that the sd Agatha then had or might hereafter acquire under the 
aforesaid last will and Testament of her said father... By receaving a negro man Peter above named & some money and now has the ballance of 
the business, as it hoped & believed in a fair train for final adjustment and settlement... 

the said Robert Deering is now far advanced in age Has become feeble and debilitated At times somewhat intemperate and subject to 
intoxication finding himself entirely disqualified and unfit to transact and manage any part of his business either correctly or profitably. And 
wishing to easy disengage and free himself from management of his business wholly and entirely he had resolved to make over and convey the 
whole of his estate... to his said Son Walker Deering... the said Robert Deering and the said Walker Deering his son on the 27th day of January 
one thousand eight hundred and ninteen... to enable the said Walker to adjust and finally settle the claims of his mother on her fathers estate... 
conveyed into the said Walker Deering his heirs executors administrators and assigns all and every kind and species of property goods and 
chatties real personal and mixed ...But more especially the one hundred and eighty acres of Land purchased from John Smith whereon the said 
Robert Deering now lives lying and being in the County of Franklin and State of Kentucky with all and every its appurtenances in any and every 
manner belonging of fourteen negro slaves namely Peter Hannah Neaton Rachall Dice Lucy Ben Preston Mary Martha Eliza Patsey Charles and 
Margaret... 

provide his father and mother the said Robert and Agatha Deering a good decent sufficient necessary & comfortable subsistence and support 
during the life of his mother the said Agatha Deering. But should the said Agatha his mother survive the said Robert his father then and in that 
case nothing herein contained shall be construed so as to prevent obstruct or hinder the said Agatha (should she do elect and choose) from 
exercising all the controul ownership priviledge and enjoyment to which she may be entitled under the Deed conveyance of John Smith in the 
aforesaid one hundred and eighty acres of Land and the aforesaid fourteen negro slaves good & chatties in which she may have a life estate 
under the loan gift or devise of her father the said George Twyman deceased... 

And finally after the death of his said father and Mother to distribute the same or so much thereof as may then exist in equal portions to the 
following persons Viz Susanna Payne wife of Wafer Payne Simmeon Deering Polly Younger wife of John Younger the said Walker Deering the 
whole of the Children of Nancy Eaton deceased late the wife of George Eaton being the grand children of the said Agatha & Robert Deering 
Twyman Deering Betsey Caplinger wife of Jacob Caplinger and Catherine Deering... 

some few years past the said Robert Deering and Agatha his wife having more negroes the said Hannah and Lucy and their increase in their 
possession than they needed and being desirous of aiding and assisting their children Did distribute and divide eight negro slaves (of the above 
Stock) among their eight children that is to say Susanna Payne one Simeon Deering one Polly Younger one Walker Deering one the children of 
Nancy Eaton one Twyman Deering one Betsey Caplinger one and Catherine Deering one... 

In Witness whereof the said Robert Deering and 

the said Walker Deering his son have hereunto interchanbly set their hands and seals This ninth day of July one thousand eight hundred and 
twenty one [signed:] Robert Deering {seal} Walker Deering {seal} 

Note a . This document notes that Robert Deering's wife Agatha was formerly "Agatha Twyman daughter of said George Twyman deceased." 
It references their adult children as being Agatha's, so she and Robert must have been married for a long time, including when they were 
living in Orange, Virginia (see 340). The noted children's names include Susanna, Simeon, Polly, Walker, Nancy, Twyman, Betsey, and 
Catherine. 

Note b . George Twyman Ill's former slaves Ben and Neaton are referenced as being here with Robert Deering rather than with William 
Twyman, who was initially credited for taking care of them (see 387c). 

Robert Dearing's Feb 1822 death reported in the 4 Mar 1822 issue of "The Reporter" newspaper (Lexington, Kentucky), archived at the 
Lexington Pubiic Library, abstracted in the 1977 book "Kentucky obituaries, 1787-1854," G. Gienn Clift (ed.), page 27: "Robert Dearing, of 
Franklin county. Died by a fall from his horse, in February, 1822."

Note a . George T. Deering notes that his mother is "now deceased," showing she had died by 13 Dec 1843. 

William Johnson Wood and Betty Twyman’s 15 Sept 1795 marriage bond recorded in Albemarle, Virginia's Record of Marriage Bonds No. 
1 (1780-1806), page 123: "Know all men by these presents that we William Johnson Wood and Samuel Twyman are held and firmly bound... this 
15th day of Sept. 1795. The Condition of the above obligation is such that whereas there is a marriage suddenly intended to be had + 
solemnized between the above bound William J. Wood and Betty Twyman now if there shall be no Lawfull Cause or impediment to obstruct the 
said marriage then this obligation to be void else to remain in full force + Virtue. William J. Wood (seal) Samuel Twyman (seal) Test, Alex 
Garrett." 

Note a . That this Betty Twyman was the same Elizabeth Twyman who was daughter to George Twyman III (see 280) is confirmed among 

other sources by an ~1845 lawsuit that makes this claim (see 331a). 

George Twyman Ill's 5 Jan 1800 letter to Betsey Woods, in the George Twyman Miscellaneous Papers collection at the Filson Historical 
Society in Louisville, Kentucky. The end portion of the letter appears to be missing. The following is a full transcription: 

Jan. 5“' 1800 - - on Sunday. My Dear, tender, loving & welbeloved Betsey. 

Although we are separated by many miles between us, yet you are still in my heart; I still retain the same tender affection for you. Many have 
been my anxious thoughts, for you all since you left me; fearing some evil might befall you in the way. Yet trusting in the Lord, that in his all 
wise providence he would preserve you, I have Consolation. The fall of the year being so far advanced before you lots of gave me the more 
uncaviness, together with the weak state of you & the childe. But we have great cause to be thankful; the weather was uncommonly good. I do 
not remember ever to have seen such a fall before. But to return, that day you went away when I came home after parting with you, none but 
you poor old Mamey about the house it looked very lonesome. And for a long time if I went into your room, but especially up stairs, it look't 
doleful. I could hardly stay to get things I went for. 

As to food I eat but little and that without much appetide. I hardly expected ever to have a desire, or relish for meat again. As for sleep, little 
Did for me. The greater part of the night was imploy'd in thoughts of my absent children. Many times I had the door opened to get fresh air. I 
seem'd as if I should be stifel'd. And some regrets would sleep with the doors or window open for refreshments. And now after all this, can you 
think that I ever wished you was back. I tell you no. Because I did believe, or hope, you was doing for the best. The same reasons that I ever 
gave continued with me. This I have to say, in the multitude of affairs, & confused thoughts, some things was omitted which I wish had been 
provided for you. And besides, I hardly could believe you would go, considering all things; until a few minutes before you started. But 
opportunity may still permit. Fielding Watts intends out to Kentuck early in the spring, perhaps by him I may send something to you. But lets 
relate more to you. The first accounts we had of you after we parted, was by the negroes who went as farr Mrs. Buster's. The next was by your 
Brother George from over the mountain, who had to walk a good deal of the way home, but the horse got perfectly well without much trouble. 
The next & last time that we have had any account from you, was by Colli. Wilson Nicholas, who you met on Holston, by hoom I receiv'd your 
letter, dated the last day of October. That was your 18th day from here. And I made a guess at about 300 miles on your way. I kept watching 
the weather, and counting the days of the Indian Smoak, which they say lasts 40 days. But there it is more then 40. 

As to health, you may remember that some time before you went away, I was much afflicted with a pain in my back, which continued for about 
two or three weeks after. But since then until now has been, and is as wel as common. My health other ways is much as usual. I am obliged to 
take medisons rather more frequent, which has the usual effects. &c. By this time I sopose you may wish to hear something about your 
mother, (Did you think that I had forgot her, no.) Why I tell you that she bares all with great Fortitude; and often speaks about her little 
Granson George, in pleasant low Accents denoteing sorrow, but in Chearfull Rignation. As for little polley, we think and speak of her as a 
noogay, because we had her only To look at and Dandle on the knee. Billey We look at as being one half of your-self. The Black children we 
often think, and speak of with tender regard; with hearty wishes for the Good and welfare of you all. When we have Anything better than 
common, we often utter a wish that you had a part, or all of it. George [his?] Way of asking for somthing to eat is often repeated Which was - 
Granney, I want some Bread And milk. Poor George says his granney. Several times in my dreams I had had him in my arms, when I would ask 
him, do you Think I love you, his answer (as it alway was) would be yes. I have been more sensible of natural affection in that childe then in any 
of my own children. But yet I am convinsed It is best for him to be with you, for your sattisfaction and ease some other Day. 
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As for my part, I have abundance more time And still hours to meditate. Read, and write. Nobody to make a noise or take my thoughts off any 
subject I chose to persue. But are you not impatient to hear something about Betsey Phillips. Wei I wilt el you, she is gone home to her mother 
again. Her conduct continued much as when you was here, in respect to her way of living, in working, eating, smokeing the pipe, &c &c &c. I 
think I paid her wages for smokeing about two hours every day. After some time she got to visiting up to Wood's new buildings which I 
Discommended. And after the second time we discover'd she was fully broke out with the itch. I told her in plain terms I did not want her any 
longer. I paid her for the time she had liv'd on our good things, & smokeing her pipe, which was not juste two [months?]. And now she is at her 
mother's, where she may stay. Your mother and I are all the whites on the plantation; we are like a new married Coupple, live very happy, 
seting Gig by Gole. Not much talk, and I [torn] the most of that. 

I think we can do very wel without overseer or housekeeper. Good things enough to put on the table, & people of our own to to fetch and carry 
them. Dinah, a good hand to wate on us if sick, or health if company. I make Frank sleep in the hous to go and call any one I wants, or make a 
light if wanted. Your brother George has lent us Phil one of his boys until the spring. He is very good, and serves to fetch water, make fire in the 
Day, and wate on the table. Go on errands, &c. I have some thoughts of buying a small girl if I can, to be about the house. 

Your grandfather Walker's estate is Divided Which Comes to about 200. pounds to a share. Jesse Wood Bought 6. negroes, but as none of them 
*nted me, and sold very high I did not buy but took my part in money, and now before I conclude for the Day, let me inform you that I have 
omited [torn—"something"?] [on the way?]. That is, Twyman Wayt, informed us that he saw you go through Lexenton but we have not bear'd 
any thing since the letter sent by Col. Wilson Nicholas, nor any other letter before that, only what your brother George Brought when he left 
you. — And now after so many days as brings about the 20*'. of Feb. I now take up my pen again to give you a farther information. First I thank 
God (in hoom is all my hope for Com[torfi—"Comfort"?] both here & hereafter) that we injoy tolerable health. Your mother is some afflicted 
with the headake. But I am [as?] hearty as I have been for a good-while. The Black people all well. And though we had so good a fall, & very fine 
weather all through December and January, until a Day or two of the last of the Month, when there came a Snow about 5 metres Deep, and the 
monday following being our Court Day was a most Dreadful storm of wind & snow all Day Which made the snow in all near knee-deep, and so 
within 4 or 5 Days for several times we had it repoted with [torn] * * * that it was sojforn] last Sunday where the snow had not thawed any it 
was about two foot Deep. It goes of but slowly but this is a milde day and the snow is going pretty fast. 

My children and their fameleys all injoy common health, only George's negro Peter has a very bad risling on his ancle ever since near Chrismas, 
and is now a bad sore. George say's if it was not for that he thinks he would go 

Note a . George notes he received a letter from Elizabeth dated "the last day of October. That was your 18th day from here," suggesting she 
left for Barren about 13 October. The year of George's letter is difficult to make out, but is perhaps 1799 or 1800. 

Note b . George's narrative at times seems to suggest Elizabeth was living with him up until she left (e.g., "that day you went away when I 
came home after parting with you, none but you poor old Mamey about the house it looked very lonesome. And for a long time if I went into 
your room, but especially up stairs, it look't doleful.") 

Note c . George's language regarding slaves appears to reflect a benevolent master mentality at this time—kind and caring, but not inclined 
to acknowledge any innate right to freedom from slavery (e.g., "The Black children we often think, and speak of with tender regard," "Your 
brother George has lent us Phil one of his boys until the spring," and "I have some thoughts of buying a small girl if I can, to be about the 
house"). The names Frank, Dinah, and Peter are among the slaves listed in George's estate appraisal (see 379). 

Note d . The phrases "grandson George" and "little polley" appear to reference Elizabeth's children George T. Wood and Mary W. Wood (see 
350b). The phrase "Billey We look at as being one half of your-self" appears to refer to her husband William J. Wood (see 345a). He refers to 
his wife as "Mamey" and references his daughter's "grandfather Walker," providing further evidence that George married a Mary Walker. 

A selection of land transactions Involving William J. Wood, in Barren, Kentucky Deed Books. The land referenced in these deeds helps 
distinguish William J. Wood from other William Woods living in Barren at the same time, who are also listed in the Barren property tax books. 
Note a . William J. Wood's 20 Nov 1799 purchase of 250 acres from Joseph and Elizabeth Crockett, In Barren, Kentucky's Deed Book 
"Before A" (1798-1807), pages 21-23: "...between Joseph Crockett & Elizabeth his wife of the County of Jessamine & State of Kentucky of the 
one part & William J Wood of the County of Barren & state aforesaid of the other part... two hundred & fifty acres lying and being in the 
County of Barren, & bounded as followeth... below Richard Clark, corner Survey on Green River... up the Mayanders of Green River..." 

Note b . William J. .Wood's 7 Oct 1805 purchase of 200 acres from George and Mary Harlln, in Barren, Kentucky's Deed Book B, page 77: 

"...land lying being and situate in Barren County on Green River... containing by estimation two hundred Acres..." 

Note c . John Defevers's 18 Dec 1809 transfer of land to William J. Wood, in Barren, Kentucky's Deed Book B, pages 271-272: "...between 
John Defevers of the County of Barren & State of Kentucky of the one part & William J Wood of the same County & State... in consideration 
of the sum of one Dollar... a certain tract or parcel of Land containing 100 Acres patented in the name of John Defevers assee. of Edmd. Davis 
by patent bearing date the 28th day of Jany 1802 & is bounded as follows... upon Joseph Crocketts military line... upon the Clife of Green 
river..." 

Note d . William J. .and Elizabeth Wood's 24 Oct 1817 sale of 200 acres to Gideon 8t Sally Pulliam, in Barren, Kentucky's Deed Book F, pages 
371-372: "...two hundred Acres of Land be the same more or less situated Lying & being in Barren County on Green River being Known as 
James Harlands claim assignee of George Paul... Elizabeth Wood the wife of the within named William J. Wood this day personally appeared 
before us... this 25th day of January 1818..." 

Note e . Wiliam J. .Wood's 1 Sep 1821 purchase of 1460 acres from John 8i Elizabeth Garnett, in Barren, Kentucky's Deed Book I, pages 304- 
306: "...corner to a two hundred acre survey made in the name of John Garnett assee of Thomas Reynolds Running thence... to a post oak on 
William Twymans line thence... to the survey on which William Twymans now living... Beverly Bradlys line... Garnetts Grove Survey... to 
Robert blacks 150 acre survey and corner to William Rennicks 400 acre survey... on Samuel Rennicks line... with a line of Richard Garnetts 
survey... on James Eatons line..." 
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William J. .Wood (often "J. William Wood") in the 1800-1817 property tax lists for Barren Kentucky, the 1819-1821 property tax lists for 
Hart, Kentucky, and 1822-1825 property tax lists for Barren, Kentucky. 

Note a . Other William Woods are found in Barren property tax lists, but the lists note land what land the taxpayer owns, and a comparison to 
the land transactions in Barren deed books (see 347) as well as the "J" initial helps verify which entries refer to William Johnson Wood. 

Note b . William is not found in the 1799 property tax list for Barren, suggesting he moved from Albemarle to Barren in 1799 or 1800. 

Note c . No tax lists for Barren or Hart were found for 1818. William is not found in the Barren tax lists for 1819 or 1820 (other William Woods 
are present, but see note a for why these others do not reference William Johnson Wood). Thus, William appears to have been living in the 
northern part of Barren that became Hart county in 1819. 

Note d . William is not found in the 1822 or 1823 tax lists for Hart, Kentucky, though the land he owns in Hart county is still listed in the 
Barren, Kentucky tax lists for those years. Also listed in the Barren tax lists for those years is the newly acquired land bordering William 
Twyman's property (see 347e). Thus, William Johnson Wood appears to have moved his family from Hart to Barren in 1821 or 1822.

Note a . The 1820 United States census for Barren county does list a William Wood (without a "J" initial). That listing is not a reference to 
William J. Wood: Barren tax lists reveal multiple individuals by the name of William Wood up to the time Hart County was formed (taking 
land from Barren). The 1820 tax list for Barren likewise lists a William Wood, but the lots he owns do not match those owned by J. William 
Wood in prior tax lists. 

William J. .Wood Sr.'s 25 Dec 1848 will with 18 Dec 1852 and 14 Nov 1853 codicils, all fully proven Jan 1857, in Barren, Kentucky's Will 
Book 4, pages 7-11. A partial transcription follows: 

In the name of God amen I William J. Wood Sr. of Barren County Kentucky being in my usual frame of mind and calling to recollections the 
uncertainty of life do make this my last will. In the first place it is my will that my Executor herein after named do pay my just debts out of any 
money or property I may have at my death. Having already advanced to my children + grand children considerable amounts in land and other 
property which have been set down against them in a book kept by me for that purpose I do hereby order + direct that the same be taken in 
the division of my Estate among my children + grandchildren as correct and exhibiting the true amount for which they are and shall be 
respectively accountable to my Estate. 

Item I give to to my wife Elizabeth Wood a negro man Joe + Melvina a bed of furniture my clock... Item I give to my son George T. Wood the 
thirty hundred and thirty five dollars and 84 cents which stand charged against him on my books before mentioned to him and his heirs forever. 
Item I give and bequeath to my daughter Mary W. Barret the twenty five hundred and twenty seven dollars + 20 cents which stand charged 
against her on my book before mentioned to her and her heirs forever. Item I give and bequeath to my son Twyman Wood the twenty four 
hundred and twelve dollars + 50 cents which stand charged against him on my book to him and his heirs forever. 

Item I give and bequeath unto my son Buford Wood the amt set down against him in my book aforesaid... Item I give and bequeath to my son 
William J. Wood the amount charged against him in my book before refered to... Item I give and bequeath to my two grandchildren Thomas L 
and John W Barrett children of Virginia Barrett deed two hundred and seventy four acres of land described in a survey recorded in my said 
book... the said Thomas to have the girl Margaret set down to him and John the negro girl Nancy set down to him on my said book of 
advancements... 

Item it is further my will that the negroes belonging to me at my death which are not otherwise disposed of in this will shall be valued by three 
disinterested persons and allotted by them among my children (except Alexander) and two grandsons Thomas and John-they receiving one 
share all to be made equal out of money or other property. 

Item It is my will that my son Alexander be made equal to all the rest of my said children in advancement out of money and other of my 
property (except negroes) charging said Alexander twelve + half percent to make him equal on the amount to make him equal believing that 
said advancement in money is worth that much more than in negroes and that said commissioners be careful to fix nothing more than a fair 
cash valuation on the negroes. 
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Item It Is my will that my negro man Parker at my death be set free from servitude and that my son William Is hereby enjoined to take special 
care of him and that he be permitted to remain on the farm of said Wiiliam where I now reside and I also will to said Parker one hundred + fifty 
dollars to be paid to him as his necessities may require... 

Lastly I revoke all wills heretofore made by me and appoint George T Wood, Buford Wood, and Wiliiam J. Wood my Executors all or any one or 
more who may qualify under this will shall possess all the power given the three and I direct that no security be required of either of them who 
may qualify. In testimony of all which I have hereunto set my hand and seal this 25th day of December 1848. [signed:] William J. Wood 
Test. W. M. Wislock W. W. Black Stephen Ratliff John M. Ralston 
This Codicil is my will... 

William J. Woods Sr. Dec 18th 1852 W. M.. Winlock 

It is further my will that if either of my children now alive should die... 

William J. Wood Sr. Novr. 14th 1853 John Barret 
Barren County Set January Term 1857 

The foregoing writing purporting to be the last will + Testament of Wm. J. .Wood Snr. deed with the codicils thereto attached... being satisfied 
that Elizabeth Wood widow of said Testator has departed this life... 

Note a . Although the full will and codicils were not fully proven until 1857, the original presentation of the will was noted in a 17 Dec 1855 
entry in Barren, Kentucky's county court Order Book 8, page 420. This provides evidence that William J. Wood Sr. died after his 14 Nov 1853 
codicil, but before 17 Dec 1855. This corresponds to a 7 December death of a William J Wood recorded in Barren, Kentucky's 1855 death 
register, page 2, which notes he was a widower at time of death--though William's will references his wife as though she is alive, by the time 
the will was proved, the court record notes she had passed away. These observations correspond to an 1854 death register entry for and 
Elizabeth Wood (see 351). 

Note b . William J.. Wood names seven children in his will, including George T. Wood, Mary W. Barret, Twyman Wood, Buford Wood, 
William J. Wood, Virginia Barret, and Alexander. That another child named America Wood was also his daughter is implicated by a 6 Dec 
1824 bond for a marriage between Jno. Garnett Jr. and America Wood witnessed by Twyman Wood and Virginia Barret, and William J. 
Wood's 6 Dec 1824 permission for America Wood to marry, in Barren, Kentucky's Marriage File 4, year 1824, FHL 5LC microfilm 
#005552448 image 127. This daughter appears to have died soon after her marriage (see 352). George Twyman III also wrote in his 1811 
autobiography that his daughter Elizabeth had seven children (see llg), which also supports the idea that America was William's, daughter 
because in 1811, the William J. Wood Jr. referenced in this will had not yet been born (see 352).

Note a . The 78-years-old age in 1854 calculates to about a 1776 birth year, which matches the 15 Apr 1776 birth date 
Twyman's prayer book family record (see 280), and Elizabeth's grave marker (see 352).

"Sir This is to certify that you may grant marriage License for Abraham Twyman and our daughter Salley Nevill given under our hands this [10?] 
dayof September 1798 [signed:] James Nevill Sarah Nevill To the Clark of warren County..." 

"...we Abraham Twyman and Thomas Pasons are held and firmly bound... this 10th of Sept 1798... there is a marriage shortly intended to be 
solemnized between the above bound Abraham Twyman and Salley Nevell for which a licence has issued... [signed:] Abraham Twyman [seal] 
Thomas Passons {seal}..." 

"1st. Certified that I married Abraham Twyman & Sallie Nevel according to law, as witness my hand this 28th day of August [1799]. As They 
were married Oct. 11. [17]98." 

Note a . Warren county was adjacent to Green county, where Abraham is found in the 1796 and 1797 tax lists. Barren county was carved 
from Warren county in 1799, and Abraham is thereafter found in Barren county records.

Note a . The 1860 census population schedule which lists Abram Twyman as a household member is dated 25 Jun 1860, suggesting he passed 
away after that date. However, his will was presented for probate in April of 1860 (see 355b), at which time he is noted as deceased. It is 
unclear why he would be listed among the living in the census two months after his death—the 1860 census has a section specifically for 
reporting those who had died, but Abraham was not found therein. It is possible the census taker or the person giving him information 
simply miscommunicated. 

Note b . Abraham's will references only three sons (see 355a). The 1820 census suggests he had at least five. One additional son is likely a 
George W. Twyman who died in 1837 and is buried next to Abraham (see 356d). Candidates for additional sons include an Alvin Twyman and 
a William Twyman, which are sons listed in a 1917 genealogy "Descendants of Abraham Twyman," by Mrs. Lizzie W. Harry, published in the 
1990 book Twyman by William Twyman Lockett, pages 240-246. Mrs. Harry's genealogy unfortunately provides no evidence or justification 
for its claims, and no other evidence of an Alvin Twyman has yet been found in Barren records. The same is true of the claimed William 
Twyman—although Barren records reveal many William Twymans in Barren, all such records found thus far point to William Twymans of 
other families. 

Note c . Abraham's will references only two daughters (see 355a), but the 1820 census suggests he had at least three. The third appears to 
have been a Cynthia (Twyman) Jones born in 1812, according to the inscription on her 1844 grave marker recorded in the 1981 book Barren 
County, Kentucky, Cemetery Records, Vol. II, by Eva Coe Peden, pages 40-41. 

Abraham Twyman's 2 Mar 1860 will presented Apr 1860, in Barren, Kentucky's Mixed Probate Records Vol. 4, pages 112-113. A full 
transcription follows: 

I Abraham Twyman of Barren County Kentucky do make and publish my last will and testament in manner and form following, to wit, 

1st It is my will that my Executor herein after named sell on a credit of six months my slaves Ellen, Fanny, Emily and John and it is my request 
that my children buy them as they have been tenderly raised and I do not wish them to go out of the family and I would direct them to be 
divided in kind if it were practicable to do so 

2d After the payment of my Just debts burial expenses and all reasonable charges + fees which may be incured in settling up my estate it is my 
wiil that the balance of the proceeds of the sale of said slaves + my debts which may be owing to me at my death be divided among my four 
living children, to wit, Mary Gatewood, Simeon Twyman, Kirtley Twyman, and Mildred Griggs as follows, to wit, the advancements I have 
charged in a book against my said children and my deceased son James Twyman are to be taken into the account in said division which is to be 
made in five equal parts two of which I give to my said daughter Mildred Griggs so as to include her own share + the share I should give to my 
said son James were he living + which I give to said Mildred because agrees to take charge of the two youngest children of my said son James 
named Caroline + George and educate + keep them as long as she may live and they may choose to live with her my said son James has another 
child living named John Wm. who is about twenty five years of age + able to support himself which is my reason for leaving no part of my estate 
for his benefit. The remaining three fifths of my estate I give to my other three living children to wit Mary, Simeon + Kirtley to be equally 
divided among them taking into the account the advancements charged by me in said book against them as aforesaid. I made a deed of gift of a 
slave named Cary Ann to my said daughter Mildred about seventeen years ago which is now recorded in the clerks office of the county court of 
said county of Barren which is not to be taken into account in my said division. 3rd I hereby constitute and appoint my son-in-law Squire A. 
Griggs Executor of this my last will and testament + revoke all others heretofore made by me. In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand 
seal this 2nd day of March eighteen hundred sixty 

[signed:] Abraham (his X mark) Twyman (seal) witnesses Elias Belcher J. W. Evans 
Barren County Set April Term 1860 

The foregoing writing purporting to be the last will + testament of Abraham Twyman deed was this day produced to me + proven in due form 
of law by the oath of J. W. Evans one of the subscribing witnesses thereto + that Elias Belcher attested the same in his presence + at the request 
of said Testator. Whereupon the same is ordered to be recorded as the true last will + testament of said Testator Att Travis Cockrill B C C 
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Note a . Abraham references five of his chiidren in this wiii: Mary Gatewood, Simeon Twyman, Kirtiey Twyman, Miidred Griggs, and a 
deceased son named James Twyman. Tax iists suggest he had had more children than these (see 339c-d). 

Note b . Barren, Kentucky court's order to record Abram Twyman's will, in Barren, Kentucky's Order Book 9, page 311 is dated 16 Apr 1860, 
showing that Abraham died on or prior to that date. 

Abraham Twyman, S. T., and George W. Twyman's grave markers reported in the 1981 book Barren County, Kentucky, Cemetery Records, 
Vol. II, by Eva Coe Peden, page 219: 

"OLD TWYMAN CEMETERY Located off the Lewis Shiriey road in the Big Meadow section of Barren County on the Lewis Pedigo farm. 
Cemetery is across fieids on back side of this farm. Fenced and evidence of many other graves. Grown up in myrtie and bushes. [...] 

[grave marker inscriptions:] 

George W. Twyman [born] Aprii 21, 1815 Murdered Feb 7th 1831* by Charies M. Twyman. ‘Date couid have been 1837? 

'Lamenting friends wipe off the tears that may bedew the eyes; Prepare for death and foiiow me; Four you must sureiy die.' 

Foot marker beside this grave with S. T. on it. 

Abraham Twyman [born] Nov 4,1770 [died] Aprii 31, 1860, aged 82 yrs 4 mo 2 ds" 

Note a . Abraham's reported birth date inscribed on his marker (4 Nov 1770) doesn't quite match the reported 24 Nov 1770 birth date iisted 
in his father's prayer book (see 280), but perhaps the digit "2" was worn off, or perhaps the prayer book transcription was in error. 

Note b . Abraham's reported death date is not possibie, as the month of April does not have 31 days. The reported inscribed age also does 
not match up with the birth date (1770 + 82 years = an 1853 death year, not 1860). it seems iikely the inscription was worn or otherwise not 
easy to transcribe, if the reported 82 actuaily read 89, the 1860 death year matches the age. if additionaiiy the reported Aprii 31, 1860 
actualiy read April 3, 1860, then Abraham's age would be 89 years, 4 months, 29 days (presuming a 4 Nov 1770 birth date). Regardless of 
these hypotheticals, Abraham probably died in April given the grave marker inscription, and must have died on or before 16 Apr 1860--the 
date his will was presented in court (see 355b). 

Note c . "S. T." seems likely to refer to Abraham's wife Sarah Twyman, who is found in the 1850 but not the 1860 United States Censuses for 
Barren (see 354). 

Note d . "George W. Twyman" seems likely to be Abraham's son, given that he was buried in the same small farm graveyard, near Abraham. 
Additionally, while there were other Twyman families in Barren at the time living close by, an 1815 birth date is too early to be a child of any 
of those Twyman families except for Abraham's, his brother William's, or his nephew John's. William's son that seems to have died young 
was born prior to 1810 (see 359b). Abraham was reportedly livid at George W. Twyman's murder, and tried to pay someone to come after 
Charles, according to Garrett Watts's 28 June 1837 letter to Joseph and Lucy Twyman, in the Papers of the Twyman family of Albemarle 
County, Virginia, Accession #11549, University of Virginia Library. 

William Twyman's 1799 fight with David Allen, reported in the 1872 book A History of Kentucky... by William B. Allen, page 393: "David 
Allen, at twenty-one or two years of age... was regarded as one of the strongest and most active men in the country at that day... I do not 
remember to have heard of his having but one fight in the course of his life, and that was with a man who, up to the time of the occurrence, he 
had never known, and with whom no animosity had ever existed. The circumstances, as related to me by a gentleman who was present, are 
about these: William Twyman, a very stout man, living in the new county of Barren, came to Greensburg one county court day, and stated that 
he had come for the express purpose of having a fight with David Allen, whom he had heard was the stoutest man in Green County, and he 
desired the honor of whipping that man. David Allen was immediately hunted up, and introduced to Mr. Twyman. A fight was agreed upon, 
seconds chosen to see that all was done fairly, coats thrown aside, a ring formed, over which no man was to intrude; the combatants with their 
seconds entered the ring, and the fight commenced. In a short space of time the cry was heard from Twyman, 'Take him off! take him off!' Allen 
desisted. They then repaired to Graves' tavern, where they washed the blood from their faces, took a social glass, shook hands, and parted. 
Twyman, mounting his horse, started for home, apparently in as good humor as when he came. By an examination of the order-book of the 
Quarter Session Court, I find that at the August Court, 1799, Allen was sued by Twyman for an assault and battery, but at the August Court, 
1800, said suit was dismissed upon payment of costs by Allen." 

Note a . This second-hand account notes that William was living in the Barren county area in or before 1799. That William was looking for the 
stoutest man in Green county suggests he himself was living in Green county at the time (Barren was carved partially from Green in 1799). 

William Twyman and John Crenshaw's 1 Nov 1802 marriage bond for William's marriage to Lucy Crenshaw, in Albemarle, Virginia's 
Record of Marriage Bonds Vol. 1 (1780-1806), page 218: "Know all men by these presents that we William Twyman + John Crenshaw are held 
and firmly bound unto James Monroe, Esquire, Governor of Virginia, and his successors, for the use of the commonwealth, in the sum of one 
hundred + fifty dollars, to which payment well and truly to be made, we bind ourselves our heirs, executors and administrators, ]ointly + 
severally, firmly by these presents. Sealed and dated this 1st day of November 1802. The condition of the above obligation is such that whereas 
a marriage is shortly intended to be solemnized between the above bound William Twyman and Lucy Crenshaw daughter of the said John of 
Albemarle County, if therefore, there shall be no lawful cause to obstruct the said marriage, then the above obligation to be void, otherwise to 
remain in full force + Virtue, [signed:] William Twyman [seal] John Crenshaw {seal}" 

Note a . This marriage bond is dated at the time William appears to have been temporarily living back in Albemarle (see 325f). 

Note b . Lucy is referenced as "Lucy Twyman" in John Crenshaw's 26 April 1818 will presented July 1818, in Barren, Kentucky's Will Book 1, 


page 511.

Note a . William's age listed in the 1850 census matches his birth year noted in the family prayer book record (see 280). The only other 
documented William Twyman in America with a birth year even somewhat close to this is his cousin William Twyman II, who claimed he was 
born a dozen years earlier than this and that he always lived in the Madison, Virginia area (see 207a), and is listed there in the tax lists 
throughout this time period (see 248a), and was dead well before 1850 (see 249). 

Note b . The 1810 and 1820 censuses indicate that William had a son born prior to 1810, and lived past 1820. Three more sons can be seen in 
the 1830 to 1850 censuses, and these three are the only ones mentioned in William's will (see 360a). 

Wiiiiam Twyman's 27 Jan 1851 will presented July 1852, in Barren, Kentucky's Will Book 3, pages 352-356. The following is a full 
transcription: 

In the name of God - I William Twyman of Barren County, Ky - now being: and desiring to dispose of my estate in an Equitable manner amonst 
my six children, according to their condition, do make and ordain the following to be my last will and Testament in manner and form following. 
That is to say - 1st. My will is that my daughter Elizabeth Craig have the land, negroes and other property that I have heretofore given to her. 
Viz, three hundred and three acres of land, as per my Deed of Conveyance to Clemont Craig her husband - one horse bridle and bridle and 
saddle, one cow and calf one beef Steer, six Ewes, one sow - one negro girl (Prudence) one bed sted and furniture, one Bureau, cooking vessels, 
table furniture, six chairs, and two pewter basins - All of which I estimate as being worth $1998.50 - 2nd my will is that my daughter Lucy T. 
Yancey have land, Negro and other property that I have heretofore given to her Viz: Three hundred and five acres of land as per my Deed of 
conveyance to her husband Joel Yancey one horse bridle and saddle, one cow and calf, one beef steer, six yewes, three sows, one negro girl 
(Mary) one bedsted bed and furniture - one Bureau Coocking vessels. Table furniture, six chairs, and two pewter basins - All of which I estimate 
as being worth $2002.00. - 3rd. My will is that my son William Twyman have the land negro and other property that I have heretofore given to 
him. Viz. three hundred and sixty acres of land as per my deed of conveyance to Lewis Slinker for William one horse bridle and saddle and 
George a negro boy which boy is subject to a reserve that is hereinafter made, all of which I estimate as being worth $1625.00. - 4th. My will is 
that my son Garland Twyman have my negro boy Warren, my Negro girl Loisa, and my Negro boy Tom, Subject to a reserve hereinafter made, 
in addition to a horse bridle and saddle that I have heretofore given - all of which I estimate as being worth $1925.00. 

5th. My will is that my son John Twyman have my negro boy Alexander - my negro woman Temperance + child my negro Frank, and my negro 
boy Eli - Subject to a reserve hereinafter made, and one horse bridle and saddle that I have heretofore given to him - all of which I estimate as 
being worth [$1125.00.?] 

6th I give to my daughter Emily Twyman the Ell room of my house, during her life; she is to have, and enjoy, and use it in such manner as she 
may choose. She shall have the free use of, and way to the Spring to have water brought her - She shall have privilege to have wood cut from 
the tract of land I live on - She shall be free in her privileges to receive the company of her friends, and entertain them in her room free from 
any restraint, by any owner of the main part of the house. I also give to Emily my two negro men Joshua and Flenry during her life - also my 
negro girl Mary Ann, to wait upon her during her life and in case that either, or all of said negroes shali die before Emily dies, the place or places 
of such as die shall be supplied from my family of negroes, not herein specificaily devised. The bed clothes that Emily has made are hers. I give 
her the bed sted, bed, and furniture she lies on. I also give her another common bedsted bed and furniture; the Bureau in my room; the walnut 
fall leaf table that is in her room; six common chairs; one common set cups and Saucers on set plates; two dishes; one set knives + forks, half a 
dozen common Glass tumblers; one sugar bowl one oven, one pot and one skillet of Suitable Size for her cooking, one set of silver tea spoons; 
one set common table spoons. I will and direct that Emily have one hundred and fifty dollars in money out of the proceeds of my estate. I give 
Emily one cow and calf, and she shall have the privilege of keeping them at and on the plantation. If Emily shall at any time become dissatisfied 
to live and remain in the room I here provide for her, and shall choose to do so, she may sell her life time right to the room and attendent 
privileges to wood + water, and go any other of her friends, with whoom she can be best contented. I give Emily two half gallon pewter basins - 
7th I give to each of six children as a token of my love to them one of my silver table Spoons, that is engraved with the letters W. L. T. - 8th - It 
is my will that my sons have equal portions of my estate with my daughters Elizabeth and Lucy: Therefore I direct that my sons William, 
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Garland, and John, shall such property of my estate as can be agreed upon and allotted, until their portions shall be equal to the portions of 
Elizabeth and Lucy. If it can be so done, I direct that said allotment shall be in such articles of property as Elizabeth and Lucy received. 

9th I will and direct that my old servant Bob shall have the right to choose which of my children he will live with; and shall go to and live with 
that one. when Bob shall have elected which of my children he shall live with it shall be the duty of my Executors, to give to the one of my 
children that may take care of Bob, one hundred dollars as compensation for the care that is due to a faithful old servant. 

10th I direct that my other negroes not speciffically devised, shall be divided amongst my five children Elizabeth, Lucy, William, Garland and 
John, so as to make all equal according to valuation. 

11th I is my will that if either of my sons William, Garland + John or my daughter Emily shall die without a child in lawful wedlock, that in that 
case, the property herein given to either of them, shall revert to their brothers and sisters, to be equally divided amongst them or their heirs - 
12th I give my family bible to William. 

13th I wish all my just debts to be paid out of the proceeds of my other personal estate - and my funeral expenses to be paid. After that, and 
one hundred and fifty dollars herein given to Emily and one hundred dollars provided for taking care of Bob, and the speciffic devises herein 
made, and expenses attending the Executing this will -1 direct that my remaing sum shall be equally divided amongst my five children Elizabeth, 
Lucy, William, Garland and John. 14th. My will is that my children shall agree upon the price of my land, and that one of them shall by 
agreement with the rest take it: and pay to the others their equal portions in one, two and three years. But if they cannot agree, then it is my 
will that my land shall be sold on credit of one, two and three years to the highest bidder, reserving to Emily her rights under this instrument 
and the proceeds equally divided amongst my children Elizabeth, Lucy, William, Garland and John. 

15th. And lastly I do hereby appoint my son William and my soninlaw Joel Yancey, and my friend James G. Hardy Exectors of this my last will 
and Testament, who I direct to sell and convey my land according to the Tenor of the foregoing - and if by any accident any one or two of them 
shall fail to qualify as executor, the one or more that does qualify, shall execute this instrument as fully as if all were to qualify. In testimony 
whereof -1 have hereunto set my hand and affixed my seal, this 13th. day of May 1847 [signed:] William Twyman {seal} acknowledged by 
William Twyman as his will before us [signed:] Jas. G. Hardy Presley N. Thomas Joel Bradley Stephen Ratliff 

I William Twyman Sr. of Barren County KY. do hereby make and publish this Codicil to be added to my last will and Testament in manner 
following Towit, whereas in my said Will I give and bequeathed unto my daughter Emily who is afflicted the Ell room of my house together with 
access to timber and water to have during her life time I wish that part of my said will changed and for the said Ell room &c. to be soald 
possession given at the same time my lands is directed to be soald in my said Will and lieu thereof I give to my said daughter Emily one hundred 
and fifty dollars to be paid to her by my Executors over and above the balance I bequeathed to her in said Will out of the proceeds of the lands 
when soald and lastly it is my Will and desire that this present Codicil be annexed to and made a part of my last will and Testament aforesaid. In 
witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and affixed my seal this 27th day of January in the year of our lord 1851. [signed:] William 
Twyman (seal) acknowledged in presents of [signed:] Presley N. Thomas Joel Bradley Stephen Ratliff 
Barren County Set July Term 1852. 

The foregoing writing purporting to be the last will + Testament of William Twyman + the Codicil thereto attached were produced in court + the 
said will proven in due form of Law by the oaths of J. G. Hardy Presley N. Thomas Joel Bradley + Stephen Ratliff witnesses thereto + the Codicil 
was proven in due form of Law by the oaths of said Thomas Bradley + Ratliff subscribing witnesses thereto, whereupon the same was ordered 
to be recorded as the true last will + testament of said William Twyman, deed. att. [signed:] Travis Cockrill cBcc 

Note a . William specifies he has "six" children, named Emily, Elizabeth, Lucy, William, Garland, and John. He does not mention a seventh 
child that tax lists suggest he had (see 359b), suggesting his first son died and had no living descendants. 

Richard Sanford and Sarah Twyman's 16 Dec 1790 marriage bond, in Aibemarie county, Virginia Record of Marriage Bonds No. 1 (1780- 
1806), page 128: "Know all men by these presents that we Richd. Sanford + George Twyman, junr. are held and firmly bound unto the Governor 
of Virginia, in the sum of Fifty pounds to the which payment well and truly to be made unto the said Governor, -this successors to the payment 
whereof we do hereby bind ourselves our heirs Exors admrs and assigns jointly + Severally firmly by these presents Sealed with our seals + 
dated this 16th day of December 1790. 

Whereas there is a marriage Suddenly intended to be solemnized between the above bound Richard Sanford + Sarah Twyman. The Condition of 
the above obligation is such that if there be no lawful Cause to obstruct the said Marriage then the above obligation to be void or Else to 
remain in full force + Virtue. Richard Sanford, [seal] George Twyman. {seal}" 

Richard Sanford in the 1787-1790,1796-1800, and 1809-1811/12 Orange, Virginia tax iists.

Note b . Richard is not found in the 1813 or 1814 tax lists for Orange. 

Richard Sanford's IS Dec 1812 trade for 203 acres of Tennessee iand, in Sumner, Tennessee's Deed Book 6, pages 243-244. 

Richard and Sarah Sanford's 26 Jui 1813 saie of iand to Henry Cook, in Orange, Virginia's Deed Book 26, pages 185-186: "Know all men by

Samuel Twyman et al.'s 29 Nov 1817 sale of Richard Sanford's land to William Burton, in Orange, Virginia's Deed Book 27, pages 240-241: 

"...Samuel Twyman, George Stephens, George Shearman and John Head being appointed by an order of Orange court commissioners to divided 
the land of Richard Sanford deceased or sell the same & they the said commissioners think it is not worth one hundred dollars each legatee

John Head {seal}..."

I am still further from the home of birth I have been with my son Robert who lives in this place ever since last spring; on my arrival here I 
became acquainted with Dr. Rodes from your neighborhood, & being a relation of your wifes... I some time since gave Mr. John Barnett a Power 
of Attorney to draw what was comeing to me from my fathers Estate he has drawn some + paid it over to me + says that there is still a small 
balance due, but the amount I have forgotten.... your sister, [signed:] Sarah Sanford [addressed to:] Mr. Joseph Twyman 

Note a . Sarah references Joseph Twyman as her brother, and notes she started living with her son in Covington, Tipton, Tennessee, providing 
evidence that the Sarah Sanford buried in Covington (see 369) is the daughter George Twyman III.

"Covington January 6- 1843 Uncle Joseph: My aged Mother is living with me she has given Mr Allen a power of attorney to draw the balance 
that may be [comeing?] to her from her Fathers' estate, which I am in hopes you will pay over + let him have as little trouble as possible, my 
Mothers is dclining very fast. She is able to keep up nit &c. She has but two children living Sister Nancy + myself. She visits Sister once every 
year.

"The condition of the above obligation is such that whereas there is a marriage suddenly intended to be had + solemnized between the above 
bound Joseph Twyman and Lucy Rodes now if there should be no lawful cause or impediment to obstruct the said marriage then the above 
obligation to be void or else to remain in full force + Virtue, [signed:] Joseph Twyman [seal] Horsley Goodman {seal} Teste, Alex Garrett" 

George and Mary Twyman's 10 Mar 1804 gift of land to son Joseph Twyman, recorded in Albemarle, Virginia, Deed Book 14, pages 454- 
455: "This Indenture made this tenth Day of march in the year of our Lord one Thousand Eight hundred and four. Between George Twyman & 
Mary Twyman his wife, of the county of Albemarle, and state of Virginia of the one part, and Joseph Twyman of the said County, and State of 
the other part Witnesseth that the said George Twyman & Mary his wife, out of Due respect and pure love, to the said Joseph Twyman, son of 
the said George Twyman, and Mary his wife. But more especially in consideration of six shillings to them in hand paid... give unto the said 
Joseph Twyman, His Heirs and assigns - a certain Tract or parcel of Land lying and being in the said County of Albemarle on some of the head 
branches of henry's creek and adjoining the Buck mountain road. Containing by estimation three Hundred and thirty six acres, be the same 
more or less - And adjoining the lands of John Clarkson, Richard Durrett, Zachariah Mills, and William S. Lane Deed., it being Taken of the track 
of land I now live on... [signed:] George Twyman [seal] Mary Twyman {seal} [witnesses:] P. Carr D. Carr Thomas C. Fletcher Jas Brookes Wm. 
Twyman Horsley Goodman JohnAMiche Thos. Garth Senr." 

Note a . This deed specifies that the land Joseph was gifted (the six shillings is a token payment), was carved out of the tract of land on which 
George and Mary resided.

Note a . The 1840 census shows a household with young children, but the oldest male member is Joseph's expected age (see 280). This 
record does not refer to the only other Joseph Twyman for which records have been found for this time and place, because the immediately 
adjacent record in the census is for him (Joseph W. Twyman), which likewise matches Joseph W. Twyman's expected age. The identity of 
these young children in Joseph Sr.'s household is uncertain, but perhaps were children of his recently deceased daughter Elizabeth Daniel 
(Twyman) Johnston (see 280). 
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Note b . The second female over 45 years old in 1820 is likely his widowed mother Mary (Walker) Twyman, who he was caring for (see 387a). 

Joseph Twyman's 25 Nov 1843 will presented 6 Sep 1847, in Albemarle, Virginia, Will Book 18, pages 181-182. The following transcription 
includes a few corrections to what the clerk transcribed in the will book. The corrections are justified by an original copy of the will in the 
Papers of George Twyman collection (Accession #38-153) at the University of Virginia Library: 

"The will of Joseph Twyman of Albemarle 

I desire my executors hereinafter named to sell the whole of my Estate real + personal, on such credit and on such terms, as to the acting 
executor or executors may at the time seem most conducive to the interest of the distributees: and the proceeds of such sale or sales after the 
payment of my debts I bequeath as follows.- To Joseph T Johnston, Mary E Johnston, Horace B Johnston and Martha G Johnston, children of my 
deceased daughter Elizabeth D Johnston, I give one ninth of the nett proceeds of said sale or sales.- To my son in law Garrett Watts and to my 
sons David R Twyman, Charles M Twyman, George B Twyman Joseph W Twyman and to my daughters Mary W Crenshaw and Sarah A R 
[Scribner], I give to each one ninth of the nett proceeds of said sale or sales. But before my said acting executor or executors shall pay to the 
said Charles M Twyman the one ninth herein bequeathed him, such acting executor or executors shall first deduct therefrom and pay thereout 
the amount of a debt or bond held against him the said Charles by my son in Law William Crenshaw, and to which I am surety should said bond 
be not sooner discharged by the said Charles-also out of said one ninth my acting executor or executors are directed to pay the amount of a 
bond executed by the said Charles to my son George B Twyman, should said bond be not sooner discharged by said Charles M Twyman. 

The remaining one ninth of my Estate, I give in special trust and confidence to John J Bowcock, Elijah Davis and Thomas Durrett Sr. for the sole 
and separate use and benefit of my daughter Lucy C Durrett wife of Richard W Durrett. The said Trustees any one or more of whom being 
hereby authorized to act to receive said fund which is to be in no way liable to the control of the said Richd. W Durrette, or to any contract of 
his past or future.-The said acting Trustee or Trustees being hereby authorized in their discretion to appropriate from time to time the interest 
and profits, or any part of the capital of said fund to the support and comfort of the said Lucy C Durrett as to the said acting Trustee or Trustees 
may at such time seem best, providing always that the same be free from the control of contracts of the said Richard W Durrett. Should the said 
Lucy survive her said husband then and in such event, the said Trust shall cease and the existing fund shall be paid over and transferred to her 
as her absolute property. Should the said Lucy die having her said husband surviving her, then, and in such event the existing Trust fund shall be 
paid and transferred to the children of the said Lucy, then alive, and to the descendants of such as may be dead, such descendants taking the 
share which the parent if alive would have received. So soon however as said trust fund shall be received by said acting Trustee or Trustees he 
or they are hereby directed to pay thereout to Joseph W Twyman, William Crenshaw, and to the administrator or executor of Richard H 
Johnston deed, the several amounts which the said Richard W Durrett is now indebted to them respectively, including interest thereon up to 
the time of payment.- 

I hereby revoke and wholly annul all wills heretofore made by me. 

I constitute and appoint my son Joseph W Twyman and my son in law William Crenshaw executors of this my last will and Testament. 

And In testimony that this is my last will + Testament and so hereby declared to be I have hereto set my hand and affixed my seal this the 
twenty fifth day of November Eighteen hundred and forty three [signed:] Joseph Twyman [J. T] 

[witnesses:] Henry Marshall William W Lucas Tarvill Marshall N. C. Goodman 
[witness names crossed out:] John T. Early Jeremiah A. Early John Fray Jn. 

At a court held for Albemarle County 6th sepr. 1847

Note a . Samuel was not found in the Orange, Virginia tax books for 1790-1792, and was not found in the Albemarle tax books for 1793-1795, 
suggesting he moved from Albemarle to Orange about 1792. No purchase of land was found for Samuel in Orange county deed records, but 
perhaps he moved onto the land his father purchased in 1771 (see 290). 

Note b . That George Twyman had a son named Samuel is evident by his family prayer book (see 280). There are no records of any other 
Samuel Twymans in Virginia for this time period. 

Note c . The 1811/1812 entry reflects a single entry found in a book labeled 1811-1812. 

Note d . Frances disappears from the tax lists after 1824, most likely due to the sale of the estate as required by Samuel's will (see 377).

Samuel Twyman's 21 Mar 1823 will presented 27 Oct 1823, and 17 Nov 1825 estate settlement, in Orange, Virginia's Will Book 6, pages 
104-106 and 455-456. The following is a partial transcription: 

"In the name of God amen. I Samuel Twyman of the county of Orange and state of Virginia... after my death as soon as convenient my 
executors hearafter to be named shall proceed to sell the whole of my estate both real and personal on twelve months credit the purchaser 
giving bond and good security, and the money... thousand dollars out to interest... from the sale of my estate for the use of my beloved wife 
Frances Twyman, and she is to have the interest annually for her support.... I give to my son Iverson Twyman whenever he arrives at the age of 
twenty one one hundred and forty eight pounds and it is further my will that my executors hereafter to be named shall bind my son Iverson to 
the carpenters trade until he arrives at the age of twenty-one.... all the rest of my estate not lent to my beloved wife and given to my son 
Iverson be equally divided amongst my eight children, and I give one eights part to my son John Twyman and one eighth part to my son Elijah 
Twyman and one eighth part to my son Paschal Twyman and one eighth part to my son Mordecai Twyman and one eighth part to my son 
Iverson Twyman and one eighth part to my daughter Judah White and one eighth part to my daughter Nancy Thornton and one eighth part I 
give in trust to my executors hereafter named for the benefit of my daughter Frances Rogers and fifty dollars cash and my will and desire is that 
my executors hereafter to be named as soon as convenient shall either in person or by empowering an attorney authorise some person with 
the fifty dollars and the one eighth part of the money arising from the sale of my estate directed to be sold, proceed to buy a piece of land 
somewhere in the western country for the benefit of my daughter Frances Rogers and my desire is that my daughter Frances Rogers shall have 
the use of land so purchased and after her death my will and desire is that the land purchased for the use of my daughter Frances Rogers be 
equally divided amongst her children to them and their heirs forever. And it is further my will that after the death of my beloved wife Frances 
Twyman the money to interest for her support and all the rest and residue of my estate of whatever kind and nature be equally divided 
amongst my eight children above named agreeable to the above '* and I hereby constitute and appoint my son in law Anthony Thornton and 
Isaac Davis junr. executors of this my last will and testament in witness whereof I have set my hand and seal this twenty first day of March in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and twenty three... [signed:] Samuel Twyman {seal} [witnesses:] Isaac Davis Jonathan 
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Twyman William Rucker Robt. Mitchell William Shearman Douglass Dickinson [Alin?] Beasley James [Dennison?] William White Henry Marr 
John Becker" 

Note a . The estate settlement is reported by Anthony Thornton, is dated 17 Nov 1825, recorded 25 June 1827, and lists the estate as worth 
5,724.15 after expenses. 

Note b . Samuel refers to his wife as Frances Twyman and lists his "eight children" as John Twyman, Eli]ah Twyman, Paschal Twyman, 
Mordecai Twyman, Iverson Twyman, Judah White, Nancy Thornton, and Frances Rogers. He refers to Anthony Thornton as his son-in-law. 
That Frances Rogers received more specific care in the will may indicate she was a widow by this time. 

George Twyman Ill's 22 Nov 1811 will, probated 2 Jun 1818, recorded in Albemarle, Virginia's Will book 6, pages 294-296. A handwritten 
copy is also in the Papers of George Twyman (1750-1911) collection at the Library of Virginia, and a partial copy is in the Joseph Twyman 
papers (1733-1892) collection, (microfilm copy is on Reel 37, frames 662-665 of the "Records of ante-bellum southern plantations from the 
Revolution through the Civil War, 5eries E., Part 6, Virginia plantations" at the Library of Virginia: 

In the name of God Amen. 

I George Twyman of Albemarle County and State of Virginia being in common health and sound mind and memory do make this my last will and 
testament utterly revoking and disanuling all former will or wills by me heretofore made. 

Imprimis I resign my soul to God who gave it in hopes of everlasting happiness through Jesus Christ. 

Item. I lend unto my well beloved wife Mary during her natural lifetime one choice feather bed and furniture, bedstead and chares. I also lend 
to her to be lodged in the homes of my executors. Five hundred pounds cash Virginia currency the interest of which is to be for her 
maintenance or so much thereof as may be needful, and if that should not be sufficient then to make use of principal. 

Item. I lend unto my dearly beloved daughter Agatha Dearing during her natural life one negro woman by the name of Hannah, also one other 
by name of Lucy which said Lucy I have charged in my book of accounts to my said daughter Agatha at the sum of fifty three pounds together 
with all the increase that the said two negroes have which said negroes and their increase being now in her possession. I also lend to her one 
negro man by name of Peter who is now with me. I also lend her a discount in my book to the amount of seventy two pounds all which after her 
death to be equally divided amongst the said Agatha's children with above lent estate to them and their heirs forever, 
item, i give and bequeath to my deariy beloved daughter Ruth Watts one negro woman named Rachel and her increase that she how has or 
may have during her life, i have also given her a negro boy named Jerry which she has had in her possession, i also give her a discount in my 
book to the amount of sixty pounds, also a negro man by the name of Randall who is yet with me to her her heirs forever. 

item, i give and bequeath to my well beloved Samuel Twyman one negro man by name of Gilbert also a woman by name of Milly which are now 
in his possession, i also give him my big Bible. I also give him a negro man by name of Tom which is now dead. I also give him a discount in my 
book for sixty five pounds and whereas I have sold to Samuel the one half of my Orange land for seventy five pounds which he is charged with 
in my book, that with the other half being now recorded in all three hundred and forty nine acres be the same more or less, all which negroes 
with their increase, Bible, discount, and land to him his heirs and assigns forever. 

Item. I give and bequeath unto my well beloved son James Twyman one negro man by name of Frank, one woman by the name of Molly and 
her two children one by the name of Martin and the other by the name of Champ Carter and all the increase she may have during my life. I also 
have given to James a negro man by the name of Lowrey. I say the above to him his heirs and assigns forever. 

Item. I give and bequeath to my well beloved son George Twyman one negro man by name of Miner and a girl by name of Cate both now with 
me and as I have already given to George all my land laying over the Buckmountain road together with all the remainder of the tract I had of 
Doctor Thomas Walker by estimation in all two hundred and sixty eight acres more or less when given to him now deeded to Richard Durrett by 
myself and my son George. I also give him Buckans family Physician all to him his heirs and assigns forever. 

Item. I give and bequeath unto my well beloved son William Twyman one negro man name of Robin now in his possession, and one other by 
name of Henry, and one girl by the name of Nancy which two last are now with me. I also give to William a discount in my book to the amount 
of sixty five pounds to him his heir and assigns forever. 

Item. I give and bequeath unto my well beloved son Joseph Twyman one negro man by the name of Forrester, and a woman by the name of 
Clary and all the children she has or may have during my life which negroes are now in his possession. I also give Joseph three hundred and 
thirty acres of land being part of tract I now live on and bounded as follows, viz., beginning at two white poles and ??? ad]oining to John 
Clarkson running there north Buckmountain Road thence up said road by three different courses two hundred and twenty seven poles to my 
upper line ad]oining Mills's former tract thence along the said line south twenty seven degrees west two hundred and seventy seven poles to a 
Spanish white oak and pine ]oining to Mary Lain and from there running a straight course to the beginning, the whole being by estimation three 
hundred and thirty six acres be the same more or less. Remembering that the said Joseph is to pay to my estate the sum of fifty four pounds 
and is charged with the same in my book. I say the above named negroes with their increase and what they may increase before my death to 
him his heirs and assigns forever. 

Item. I give and bequeath unto my well beloved son Abraham Twyman one negro woman by name of Hannah and her three children Mariah, 
Aggas, and John who are yet with me and all the increase that either of the women may have during my life. I also give to him as much discount 
in my book as will amount to seventy pounds all to him his heirs and assigns forever 

Item. I lend unto my well beloved daughter Sarah Sanford one negro man named Charles (son of Tanner), which said Tanner she has already 
taken but now is dead. I also lend to her one other man by the name of Martin now in her possession. I also lend to her a discount in my book 
or as much money as will amount to the sum of one hundred thirty pounds with this promise that whereas Richard Sanford her husband shown 
great dissatisfaction in the past, so lent to his wife with declaration to sue for more of my estate than I have herein lent to her. Now if the said 
Richard Sanford, his wife, or any other person in their behalf should bring or cause to be brought such suit claiming any more of my estate than 
that which I have herein lent to her that for such conduct and unlawful claim I hereby disannull all the above the loan to her and declare that 
the same shall be equally divided amongst the rest of my children, but if no such claim or suit brought then the above to be hers her heirs and 
assigns forever. 
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Item. I give and bequeath to my dearly beloved daughter Betty Wood one negro woman by name of Cate, one other by the name of Nancy, one 
man by the name of Ned. One other by the name of Parker with any child or children that they may have during my life also one more by the 
name of Robin who is yet with me, also one bed and furniture, one saddle and bridle now in her possession and a discount in my book for five 
pounds to her her heirs and assigns forever. 

Item. Whereas I am disposed to give ease to my negro man man Ben and his wife Neatan, I hereby commit them to the care and keeping of 
either of my children to whom they may be disposed to go and for their better support, and I give with each of them fifty dollars. I desire that 
the other part of the land being that I now live on my be sold to the highest advantage, reserving one half acre called the graveyard including in 
a square the arch of weeping willows with an equal portion of land around them which I allot to be for a burying place for my generation and 
friends forever. I say the rest of the land to be sold as before mentioned to the best advantage either for ready money or p??? as my executors 
shall think best and all my other estate as not yet mentioned to be sold for the best advantage observing that if the above estate will not sell for 
three fourths of the present value that then my executors shall have a right to ??? one of themselves or some other person to bid out and buy 
such property for the benefit of all the legatees ??? I further give and bequeath to all the before mentioned children an equal part of all the 
remainder of my estate as not before given or loaned as also all that may be left to the maintenance of my wife after her death to equally 
divided among the above named children observing that this last division respecting Robert Dearing wife Agatha and Sarah Sanford's children 
shall be as the above loaned to them; and after their death, be their children their heirs and assigns forever. Finally, I do hereby appoint my two 
sons George and Joseph as also my good and trusty friend Nelson Barksdale executors of this my last will and testament. In writing whereof I 
have hereunto set my hand and affixed my seal this twenty second day of November one thousand eight hundred and eleven.

Note a . George gives 50 dollars each to Ben and Neaton, and ensures they can go to any "of my children to whom they may be disposed to 
go and for their better support" —this money appears to have gone to his son William Twyman for their support (see 387c). 

Note b . Joseph Twyman and Nelson Barksdale ran an advertisement to sell George Twyman's estate, in the 11 Aug 1818 issue of the 
Richmond Enquirer (page 3), running through the 23 Oct 1818 issue. 

Note c. The slaves noted in George's will include Hannah, Lucy, Peter, Rachel, Randall, Gilbert, Milly, Tom, Frank, Molly, Martin, Champ 
Carter, Lowrey, Miner, Cate, Robin, Henry, Nancy, Forrester, Clary, Hannah, Mariah, Aggas, John, Charles, Tanner, Martin, Cate, Nancy, Ned, 
Parker, Ben, and Neaton.

W. Harrison Daniel’s Jan 1972 article entitled "Virginia Baptists and the Negro in the Early Republic," in The Virginia Magazine of History 
and Biography, Vol. 80, No. 1, pp. 60-69. Published online at https://www.istor.org/stable/4247696 : 

Note a . On the subject of integrated worship-. "In the late eighteenth century and the opening years of the nineteenth century black and 
white Baptists worshipped together, and apparently there were no segregated seating arrangements within the sanctuaries. The earliest 
documentary evidence of assigned seating dates from 1811... Negroes were accepted for church membership in the same manner as 
whites... Black and white members were subject to the same disciplinary rules and procedures of the church... Black church members were 
sometimes designated by the church as messengers to represent the congregation... Negro Baptist preachers were not uncommon... In the 
1780's one predominantly white congregation in Gloucester County chose William Lemon, a Negro, as its pastor..." 

Note b . On the Virginia Baptists' initial post-war disapproval of slavery. Mr. Daniel notes that Virginia Baptists at a general level initially 
expressed disapproval of slavery. He notes that the 1785 meeting of the Virginia Baptist General Committee, which consisted of 
representatives of Baptist churches across Virginia, produced an approved resolution that proclaimed "hereditjarjy slavery to be contrary to 
the word of God." Though encouraged to do so, the various congregations failed to respond to this resolution. The General Committee 
addressed the matter again in 1790, resolving "that slavery is a violent deprivation of the rights of nature, and inconsistent with a republican 
government; and therefore recommend it to our Brethren to make use of every legal measure, to extirpate the horrid evil from the land..." 

Note c . On how Virginia Baptists ultimately sidestepped the problem: "Throughout 1791 not a single association formally discussed the 
[1790] resolution... In 1793 the subject of hereditary slavery was officially mentioned for the last time by the General Committee. After 
considerable discussion the Committee voted that 'the subject [hereditary slavery] be dismissed from the committee, as believing it belongs 
to the legislative body.' In 1785 Virginia Baptist leaders could agree that slavery was an evil and contrary to the word of God, [but] eight 
years later they dismissed slavery from their concern, alleging that it was a political issue and belonged solely to the legislature. This was to 
remain the attitude of most Virginia Baptists for the next seventy-five years... some Baptist slave owners did set their slaves at liberty, and a 
few white Baptists left the slave-holding Old Dominion... Despite the anti-slavery pronouncements of various statesmen and ecclesiastical 
leaders in the 1780's and 1790's no satisfactory plan was devised for emancipation, and within a few years both statesmen and clergymen 
modified their opinions to adjust to the institutions of human slavery. This adjustment, for Baptist leadership, was virtually complete by 
1793..." 

The 1993 book Gabriel's Rebellion: The Virginia Slave Conspiracies of 1800 and 1802 by Douglas R. Egerton, pages 50-51: "[The plan was 
that] As [the 1800 conspiracy's leader] Gabriel's army neared town, it would split into three groups... move on Capitol Square and seize the 
guns stored in the building... set fire to the warehouse district... Enough townspeople would die, or be taken hostage to force the town leaders 
to grant concessions... Gabriel warned that 'Quakers, Methodists, and French people' were not to be harmed. The 'poor white people,' those 
who had no more political power than did the slaves... 'would also join him.' As he marched into the city he planned to carry a flag inscribed 
with the words 'death or Liberty.'" 

The 1991 journal article "'Fly across the River': The Easter 5lave Conspiracy of 1802," by Douglas R. Egerton, in The North Carolina 
Historical Review, Vol. 68, No. 2, pages 87-110: "Once [the 1802 conspiracy's leader] Sancho's immediate followers had each recruited a 
handful of men... Killing of 'the White people' would then begin... Evidently the leaders assumed that the authorities would quickly offer 
concessions... they did count upon 'the poor [white] sort that has no blacks' at least to remain neutral. The 'great Conflagration of Houses 
fodder Stacks &c,' insisted one rebel, 'will Strike such a damp on there Spirets that they will be... willing to Acknowledge, liberty & Equality.'" 

George Twyman's article in the 31 Jul 1802 issue of the Virginia Argus newspaper, pages 3-4. A full transcription follows: 

AN ADDRESS TO ALL TRUE AND REAL FRIENDS TO THE CHRISTIAN RELIGION. 

WHEREAS a great clamour or outcry is of late made by some persons who are not friendly to the Baptist profession, saying that through the 
familiarity and kindness shown by the Baptists to the black people, it is said is the cause of the insurrections, or disturbance that has taken 
place of late in this state.-Be it remembered (by the old men) that about sixty years ago, there was a suspicion of the negroes rising, on which 
all the white men in (Middlesex county) were ordered to carry their guns to church. Accordingly the guns were carried to church, and some 
men posted themselves at the doors and kept the negroes out until some person ordered that they should be permitted to come in, which was 
the first, and last time that I ever saw, or heard of any persons in this country being prohibited, or forbid to go into any house, or place, 
appointed for divine worship. 

I ask, are the Baptists the only people that take the negroes into society?-Do not the Episcopalians, Presbyterians, and Methodists, all take 
them in?-Do not Ministers take them in their arms and baptize them in the name of the holy trinity?-Do they not also baptize men and 
women when required, and take them into the church?-Do they not take them to the Communion with the whites?-Why then are the Baptists 
so much blamed for doing the like thing?-But it is said that such a negro preacher was at the head of the plot, and at such a meeting the plot 
was made.-Well, we will admit it might be so. Are then the Baptists any more to blame than any other professors of Christianity? seeing that all 
take them into society and own them as Christians.-And if there was no professed Christians but the Baptists, even then there might be 
hypocrites that creep in, as was of old. Not to go so far back as to the Israelites, where there was an Achan in the camp.-But in the time of 
Christ there was a Judas, and in the Apostles time there was a Simon, and down to this day (to the sorrow and grief of the churches) men of 
various ranks, and different colours have crept into the churches.-Christians in all ages have suffered the like impositions, the Baptists not 
excepted.-But why complaints only against the Baptists? Do not the gentlemen give their negroes liberty first to go to the meetings, and then 
permit them to join the Baptists and be baptized? and some times give a recommendation?-have they not liberty (if they please) to stand by 
and see, and hear, on what terms they are received?-and also to hear any accusations brought against them, if they transgress against the law 
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of God, or their masters?-We shut no doors against any body, aii are weicome to see, and hear, how things are conducted, and carried on in th 
Baptists churches.-Then cease, good neighbors & friends, for our interest is nearly connected with your own.--We are not insensible that if an 
insurrection should take place, that we shall be in equal danger of suffering with all other of our countrymen.-- 

Our servants are in as good subjection as other peoples; and although we differ in sentiment about religion, yet our interest and yours, is but 
one and the same in respect to temporal things.

A full 
transcription follows: 

My Dear tender, loveing, and wel-beloved, ten children. The time of my Disolution Draws nigh. - often haveing dividid my small substance a 
mongst you as Equal as I can; considering the diferent periods, or time that i gave it. -1 now sit down to give you such directions as I think will 
be best — 

First, take all diligent care to comfort your Mother, who brought you forth with pain, and raised you with hardship. I say comfort her by making 
her life as easy as you can. 

2d.ly, take care to keep from wrangling, or disputing among your selves. - But especially, from law-suits which is wont of all. - If you can do it, I 
think it will be best to send for your distant Brethren to be at the sale of my property, feed them and their horses out of my provision while 
they stay If I died before the 10th of March, yet it may be well to keep all the people together to make {or finish | the crop. - Ben & Neaten, will 
be at liberty, but it will be best for them to stay and have reasonable wages for their services. - and if they are disposed to go to Kentucky, give 
them any reasonable help, and if the Ten pounds which I have given to them should seem not enough, my wish is that each of you give them 
twenty shillings or Four Dollars, to help them - and as they have a young child one of you should buy it, and pay, or give them wages for keeping 
it for one or two years; by which time it may be nursed some other way. - and as the sale of my Estate, is intended to be ready money, it will be 
best, not only to Advertise in the publick papers, but also to set notes or advertisements, up at a great many publick places, and that 
repeatedly. - a good deal of property might be sold by the consent of the parties, in a private way before the day of sale, and perhapse on 
better terms; if the whole is sold in a public way it will take a great deal of time & expense and people will be * and not stay. 

You see my will says the things is to be sold for ready money - but it does not say they muzt be sold at publick sale, if people Knew they might 
buy in a private way, several perhapse would apply and give a reasonable price. - which would save the Expence of the Cryer, Cleark, & receiver 
of the money. - 

As for the Land, that is to be sold as the Executors may think most advantageous either publick or private. - And my advice is, that if that Can 
sell it to a man that wishes some Credit, the best way would be to let the Five hundred pounds that is intended for maintenance of your mother 
ly in his hand, on interest during your Mothers life. - and have a deed of trust on the said land for surety of the 500£. - which will be more safe 
than any other surity. -— 

Or if the money is taken for the land, or other property and put to interest for the maintenance of your Mother, which is according to my will, 
then a Deed of trust on a good peace of land, is rather the best security. - For their is so many Broken Gentlemen, and merchants, that we know 
not who to depend on. - It would be fair better to live on the principle as long as it would last then put it out to a man who perhapse would 
neither pay principle nor interest. -— If any of you should be of a diferent way of thinking from the rest, do not let that be a means of discord 
animosity a mongst you. Remember that all men are liable to err. - interest is a dreadfull bias and who is he, or she, that is free from it. — Aan 
now my dear children, remember your maker and great preserver, who in a comeing day is to be the Judge of all your words and actions 
through the Course of all your life. -— Learn to fear, love and serve him the fear of the lord is the begining of true wisdom, you will never know 
how to love God aright untill you know how to fear him and that true love to God is for his great mercy in giving his son Jesus Christ to save us 
from our sins. - For God so lived the world that he gave his only son (with a promise) that whosoever believeth on him should not perish but 
have everlasting life. - -1 shall soon go the way of all flesh. - if I have done any Good deeds, I ascribe it all to the help of God. - and wish you to 
look to the same all-helping hand for assistance to follow the example I have set before you. -— 

May the God that I searve with my spirit Bless your all. - guide you through life. - and make you heirs of glory in the world to come, is the 
earnest wish, and humble prayer, of your effectionate Father, Fare-well George Twyman. 1803." 

Note a . Whatever ailment in 1803 made George feel his time was near must have passed, as George continued on for another 15 years (see 
378). This letter shows that George had a will previous to the one ultimately presented in 1818, as that one did not free his slaves Ben and 
Neaton, whereas George in this letter claims their freedom would be granted upon his death. That a second will reneged on their freedom is 
confirmed by a letter from George's son James (see 385b). 

James Twyman's 25 Dec 1818 letter to unspecified brother, in the Papers of George Twyman (1750-1911) collection at the University of 
Virginia Library (Accession #38-153). A full transcription follows: 

At home near Frankfort Kentucky 25th December 1818 
My Dear Brother 

I started from brother Joseph on the 7th of November & arived home safe on the 29th with very little rain on the road to impede my progress; 
all in moderate good health & cheerful spirits. Brotehr Wm & his company kept with us as far as Bean station without any thing extraordinary 
on road; where his company took what is called there the Tenessec & I the crab orchard road & I have since rec'd certain information that they 
reached home on the same day I did-old Ben & Neaton were both very pushing & cheerful & he particularly walked at least two thirds of the 
way, till we parted. But the limestone water at first had some influence on their bowels, tho not so much as to be very painful-Mr. Watts 
started 3 days after & reached home 8 days before us & was so kind as to send his son David to inform my family I had started & that without 
some accident they might expect me shortly therefore. Mr. Watts & his company all reached home in good health without accident & thank 
God I found my own family well; who were anxiously weighting, but did not expect me as, as soon as I came by several days. The negro woman 
[Tempy?] who I purchased from brother Joseph was somewhat indisposed on the road, but not so much so since. 
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Before I started for Kentucky I requested the executors to write by Mr. Watts & let me know how the affairs of the estate stood & from their 
promise expected it. But from the great press about that time, I suppose they had not time, or (perhaps) forgot it. I have lately wrote brother 
Joseph making the same request; & this I do under the full belief my request is not only reasonable; but that I have a right to expect it--& 
therefore if you agree with me in my sentiments on the subject, I would be glad you would suggest to him the propriety of complying with my 
request as soon as possible; and also when he writes to give distinct & full instructions how powers of attorney must be authenticated or 
alleged; & will be so acknowledged by the executors-Perhaps I may be mistaken but I have strong hopes I shall be able to pay the balance I owe 
you you before I may be intitled to a dividend in any money from father's estate & if luck should so far favour me you may rest assured I will 
forward it. You no doubt recollect that a few days before you started home I suggested to you, that by the agreement which some of the 
legatees of fathers had entered into brothe William would be more gainer than what the opinion given by Mr. Barbour said he should: But you 
said you could not see so--l shall write from memory because I have no coppy of that opinion; altho I had intended taking one. If my memory 
serves me correctly then the opinion of Mr. Barbour was that all & each of the accounts in fathers book against his children must be take as just 
& true; that specific named legacies must be paid in full; that next all the lower accounts as they stand charged against each & every one of his 
children must be made up equal in amount to the highest account against any one of us & then after all the accounts were thus made equal in 
amount; the whole balance of the money be the sum what ? may be equally divided betwen all the children... Hence the executors at the last 
meeting at the old place requested me to draw an agreement for the legatees to sign, which I thought was in conformity to that opinion of Mr. 
Barbours making the highest account the standard or criterion without naming to whom the highest account had charged. But brother William 
refused to sign it; till again at the request of the executors, I amended it; & made the account against myself the criterion where as if I mistake 
not the account in fathers book against brother William £537 some few shillings & in the same book I stand charged with £515 some few 
shillings which if I am not deceived, (by the rule of subtraction that I was taught when at school) makes the amount of the accounts charged to 
him by father in his book £22 more than the amount of the account in the same book charged against me- Now let me examine this matter & 
see the result. Mr. Barbour says that after the payment of specific monied legacies; all the lower accounts in fathers book against his children 
must be made up equal in amount to the highest & then the balance of money must be equally divided. And inded so I have thought & still 
think I drew the first part of the agrement. But brother William refused to sign in, till it was amended by naming the account against me as the 
standard or criterion, & in that shape you all signed it; when if the accounts of fathers against William & myself be correct & just, he has rec'd 
£22 more than I have!!- When ! named this affair to you before we parted & remarked that you all had permited William to outwit you in the 
agreement; you appeared not to see it; I observed I thought ironically that you were very clumsy & "slow"- Now altho' I do not think I am very 
clumsy; still, I have not with all my vanity; vanity enough to think myself very uprightly and clear sighted, yet too much so, not see, that 
according to the agreement as signed with its explanatory memorandum; that if it had been signed by myself I should have been loser at least 
£22! And I beg you to make an experiment; Because these things called figures when rightly put into use; by addition, subtraction, 
multiplication & division; never fail in producing a correct result!!! I am no stranger that interest too often produces (as father expresses it in his 
address to his children) a deadly bias! nor do I every pretend that I am not under its influence in some degree! But when I see atempts whether 
with or without design to wrong me; i should esteem myself culpably careless of my interest, was I to remain silent; & therefore hope to be 
excused at least for my endeavours to place the matter in its right point of view. More especially when by so doing I may cast a gleam on 
others, who are equally as tenacious of these interests as myself & which may perhaps tend & lead to a correction of the error hinted at.!!! As I 
have not the amount of any of the other childrens accounts besides Williams & my own, I have no criterion by which to make comparison nor 
do I suppose I should have noted those two, but for the agreement made & signed on the last days meeting which more particularly drew my 
attention to those two accounts & by which I found out, that those two were the highest. But I would suppose that all those whose accounts 
are lower than brother Williams, are interested on the same principle that I am; having reference to the respective accounts, of each legatee. 
When brother William proposed the amendment to the agreement i plainly saw its bearing; i would have named it then, but unfortunately the 
misunderstanding between him & myseif was such that i feared an insult, which might perhaps lead to an open rupture because I was no little 
sorrowful to know, that his [ilnatures?] towards me was so racourous, that had i proposed the oratory of Cicero; all that came from me when 
opposed his interest, altho' founded on the most clear principals of equal justice; would have have been like so much medicine, to a nausiated 
stomackll! 

Perhaps i may be under a mistak; But i was & still am impressed; that the executors received me with the eyes of suspicion; and have only to 
guess on what that suspicion was bottomed; which caused me to be more reserved & guarded than i would have been; had they acted more 
open & communicative than they did with me; and which by the by i must acknowledge made me more watchful on every part their conduct in 
their capacity as executors; & it is highly probable aslo, made me see or think I saw things not even suspected by others; receiving their acts 
through magnifying glasse; & it may be perhaps darkened with the mist of groundless suspicion! I say it is highly probable; But I beg permission 
to observe that this admission is only from a knowledge of human nature & its general proneness to deception and error; & that i in common 
with the rest of mankind am subject to its influence!! But I was on the spot in my proper person & these were not a few conclutions of the 
other iegatees who were there; to which i was not invited; and in one or two of which i appeared as though i having a right to do so; But it was 
intimated to me that they were Private, & therefore i Retired! as any disinterested intruder, (or perhaps obtruder) would, or at least should 
have done! And altho' I do not consider that course to be conclusive evidence that the executors viewed me with suspicous eyes; yet i beg 
permission to remark, that it is what lawyers call strong presumption evidence; & what i would suppose at least should exculpate me from the 
censure of not removing from the optical glasses (through which i have viewed the conduct of the executors) all that mist which some person 
less [censoureous?] & more prudent than I myself might have done; should my suspicions prove intirely without foundation 11 i beg you to make 
a trial of the case respecting Mr. Barbours opinion & the agreement entered into in consequence thereof & let me know the result of your 
experiments; & as i have, so i wish you to speak freely; because altho' I do not think i am in an error, still I may be mistaken & nothing gives me 
greater pleasure than to be made to see; then I freely acknowledge my errors & erronious opinions; more especialiy when other persons are 
concerned, & improperly blamed or censured. 

Before I close my letter I cannot consistent with my feelings forbear drawing your attention to one other subject which in my opinion merits our 
most serious consideration: a subject altho' not of a pecuniary nature still which gratitude to old Ben & Neaton should never permit us to forget 
or lose sight of, vis this. When i was in Virginia 5 years past i heard father say repeatedly in as much as the law of the state forbade the formal 
emancipation & liberation of slaves; still his giving them the privilege of going with anyone of his children yet they were not to be holden as 
slaves nor be compelled to labour for any one but themselves! And I must say I was greatly astonished when i heard you tell Ben that having 
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made a choice of residence he was forever barred & foreciosed a change!! i admit that every fret & chiidish whims into which Ben & Neaton 
might get in not to be induiged & afford a pretext for removai: stiii i cannot suppose that you or any one eise wouid contend that reason couid 
not be given to justify a change of residence, i cannot but remark that you are not ignorant when father made the wili previous to the last one 
made Ben & Neaton was liberated & that nothing but a change of the Law & not change in fathers mind made a change of their liberty which 
was in appearance & word only on account of the change of the Law-when in fact it was fathers intention as to their actions & movements in 
every respect they were to be intirely without control. 

I have still many things say to your but I am at the end of my paper & must stop for the present. I will however with permission in some other 
letter suggest a few more hints. Should I ome to Virginia next year I most certainly shall (God willing) visit you-on the 23rd instant we had a son 
born & my wife is in a fair way of recovery; Be pleased to make a tender of my love & I to your Lady my well beloved sister & the children; I 
except the same for yourself & believe that I remain yr most affection Brother 

(signed) James Twyman 

Note a. The addressee isn't specified in the document. "Geo Twyman" is written in different ink in a different handwriting at the top of the 
page—it is unclear if this is a reference to the recipient or a tag noting the collection it is in at the University of Virginia Library. In the letter, 
James references his brothers William and Joseph in the third person, so they could not be the recipient. James seems to refer to the 
recipient's wife as "my well beloved sister," suggesting the possibility that the recipient was one of his brothers-in law—but none of his 
sisters lived in Virginia at this time, so perhaps this is simply an endearing phrase referencing a sister-in-law. James states he will visit the 
recipient if he comes to Virginia the next year, and asks the recipient to speak to his brother Joseph on his behalf, showing the recipient lived 
in Virginia. In 1818, James had two brothers living in Virginia besides Joseph: George IV and Samuel. Based on these observations, either 
George or Samuel appears to be the likely recipient of the letter. 

Note b . James asserts that George Twyman III desired emancipation for his slaves, but a change in Virginia law changed his mind: "...5 years 
past I heard father say repeatedly in as much as the law of the state forbade the formal emancipation & liberation of slaves; still his giving 
them the privilege of going with anyone of his children yet they were not to be holden as slaves nor be compelled to labour for any one but 
themselves! ...when father made the will previous to the last one madej,] Ben & Neaton was liberated & that nothing but a change of the 
Law & not change in fathers mind made a change of their liberty which was in appearance & word only on account of the change of the Law- 
-when in fact it was fathers intention as to their actions & movements in every respect they were to be intirely without control." 

Note c . Regarding his journey home to Kentucky, James notes that his brother William traveled with him for a long way before separating, 
and notes that "old Ben & Neaton were both very pushing & cheerful & he particularly walked at least two thirds of the way, till we parted." 
This suggests Ben and Neaton chose to live with his brother William Twyman. 

"An ACT to amend the several laws concerning slaves," passed by the Virginia General Assembly on 25 Jan 1806, transcribed in the 1836 
book The Statutes at Large of Virginia, from October Session 1792, to December Session 1806, Samuel Shepherd (ed.), Vol. 3, pages 251-253: 

"...if any slave hereafter emancipated shall remain within this commonwealth more than twelve months after his or her right to freedom shall 
have accrued, he or she shall forfeit all such right, and may be apprehended and sold..."

Note a . This settlement notes that Joseph Twyman took care of his mother "from the 15“' May 1818 untill the 24 day of September 1822," 
suggesting George Twyman III passed away on or Just before 15 May 1818, and that Mary (Walker) Twyman passed away about 24 Sep 1822. 


Note b . Though the revisions to the estate settlement required that additional money be given to legatees, an ~1845 lawsuit by a 
granddaughter and her husband claims this disbursement had still not taken place. The lawsuit also alleged no deposition fee should have 
been charged since there were no claims against the estate, and it took issue with Joseph being reimbursed for caring for his mother, when 
the will had already set aside funds for that purpose (see 331). 

Note c . This settlement shows that the two slaves particularly provided for in George's will (see 378a) appear to have initially chosen to live 
with his son William, as he is credited in this settlement for caring for them.

Note a . It appears William J. Wood filed some kind of lawsuit that "injoined" or prevented Garrett Watts from sending some the money 
obtained from the lawsuit with the Broaddus family back to Virginia. 
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William and Abraham Twyman's ~1842 lawsuit complaint against Joseph Twyman and Garrett Watts, in the Joseph Twyman papers, 
1733-1892 collection at the Library of Virginia (Reel 38, frames 138-139 of the "Records of ante-bellum southern plantations..." microfilm 
series). A full transcription follows: 

To the Honourable Judge of the Fayette Circuit Court in Chancery sitting your Orators William Twyman and Abraham Twyman humbly 
Complaining would represent 

That they are two of the ten children and heirs of George Twyman deed whose estate was administered upon by Joseph Twyman and N. 
Barksdale Executors of the last Will and Testament of said George Twyman deed. That N. Barksdale was removed from his office of Executor 
leaving Joseph Twyman sole representative of said decedent. 

Your orator would further state that said Joseph Twyman as Executor of said George Twyman deceased recovered a Judgment against Richard 
Broaddus and others, residents of Kentucky and the money amounting to $2333.33/100 has been collected and is now in the hands of Garrett 
Watts a resident of Kentucky. Said Joseph Twyman resides in the State of Virginia and is not now in this Commonwealth. 

They would also state that a portion of said Judgment belonged to said Joseph Twyman in his individual right, towit, more than three hundred 
Dollars thereof. Of that part of said Judgment really belonging to the estate of George Twyman deed which after deducting all costs and charges 
amounts to about $1123.20. You orators are each entitled to one tenth part as heirs distributees and legatees of said George Twyman 
amounting to $112.32/100 each. They would also state that said Joseph Twyman is indebted to them over and above their share of said 
Judgment in the sum of $26. each being a ballance due upon settlement made by said Executor which remains unpaid, and which ballance was 
assented to by said Executor. Now &c. To the end that said Joseph Twyman & Garrett Watts be made defendants and compelled to answer this 
bill, and that the sum of $320.00 be attached in the hands of Garrett Watts and he enjoined and restrained from paying over the sums to 
Joseph Twyman or any one else until the further order of Court, and that the sums due and belonging to your orators aforesaid be decreed to 
be paid out of the funds in the hands of said Watts, with such other relief as shall be equitable, they pray the Court Writ of Spro. &c [signed:] 
Robinson J Johnson

Note a . Though the complaint is undated, it references money obtained from the lawsuit involving Richard Broaddus, which happened in 
1842 (see 388). William and Abraham by this suit were seeking to keep that money from leaving the state, which suggests it had not been 
long since that money was obtained. Joseph Twyman's 1843 settlement records that some of the money was indeed kept from leaving the 
state, though it isn't clear if it was because of this suit, or one by William J. Wood, or both. In any case, it appears that the likely date of this 
complaint is 1842 or 1843.

Note a . The 8 Sep 1780 discharge date is confirmed by an Aug/Sep 1780 muster roll found on frame 664 of the same source, and marks 
exactly three years from John Twyman's enlistment date (see 391). John is listed in many other muster rolls and payrolls between 1777 and 
1780, but he was not found in any rolls before or after that time frame. 

Note b . Other payrolls reference Captain Fox's company as being part of a regiment commanded by Colonel Henry Jackson.

(Portsmouth, NH), page 3; and the 15 Sep 1804 issue of The Farmer's Museum newspaper (Walpole, NH), page 3. The Farmer's Museum 
notice specifies she died "at Portsmouth." 

Elizabeth Twyman's 16 Jun 1802 will presented 6 Sep 1804, in Rockingham, New Hampshire's Probate Records Vol. 35 (1803-1804), pages 
381-382: "I Elizabeth Twyman of Portsmouth... First, whereas it having pleased the Almighty in his wise Providence to take from me all my 
children, & having no relation to whom I would wish to convey my Estate, & having great esteem for & placing special confidence in my minister 
the Rev'd Joseph Willard of Portsmouth aforesaid, I give & bequeath unto him the said Joseph Willard aforesaid. Clerk & Rector of St. John's 
Church, his heirs & assigns forever, all my Real and Personal Estate at the time of my decease... of the Income of my Estate aforesaid, not 
exceeding fifty dollars a year, to the support of the widow Margaret Arixon, my sister's daughter, during her natural life. And it is my express 
direction, that my Executor place the aforesaid Margaret in some pious & Christian family in the Country, at a distance from this town, where 
she may be removed from temptation. After the decease of the said Margaret, should either of her children be in necessitous circumstances, or 
should my relation Theodore Adams ever return home and be in a destitute situation, I desire that the aforesaid Willard would afford all or 
either of them Such relief as his discretion & knowledge of my intentions may direct. And I do hereby constitute & appoint the aforesaid Joseph 
Willard my sole Executor. In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand & seal, this sixteenth day of June, in the year of our Lord, One 
thousand.

Note a . Elizabeth notes that none of her children survived: "it having pleased the Almighty... to take from me all my children..." Elizabeth 
does reference "the widow Margaret Arixon" as "my sister's daughter," and references "my relation Theodore Adams" as someone likely still 
living.

Hampshire. A portion of this case asserts that "...on the 1st day of September 1806, one Elizabeth Twyman died testate..." 

Note a . Both Margaret Erickson and Joseph Willard are mentioned in Elizabeth's will (see 396a). This case is Margaret's challenge to how 
Joseph executed his responsibilities as denoted in the will. 

Christopher Twiman in the 1796 Jefferson, Kentucky, property tax list. This source records that Christopher had one male in his household 
21 years old or older (himself), 2 horses, 6 cattle, and 80 acres of 3'‘'-rate land. 

Note a . No Twimans/Twymans were found in the 1789-1793 or 1795-1796 tax lists for Jefferson. 

Note b . The next found mention of a Twyman in Jefferson is an Isaac Twyman in the 1829 Jefferson, Kentucky tax list. Though Christopher, 
Isaac, and William Twyman are all found in the same county, their relations to one another are unclear. 

Mary Jane Lentz in the 1880 United States Census for Enumeration District 23 in Charlestown, Clark, Indiana (NARA publication T9, sheet 
31C). This census record lists England as Mary Jane's father's birthplace. 

Note a . Mary Jane is listed here as the wife of John Lentz. Mary and John's marriage license specifies she was the daughter of William and 
Margaret Twyman (see 409). 

William W. Twyman's household In the 1880 United States Census for Enumeration District 147 in Louisville, Kentucky (NARA publication 
T9 sheet 362D), the 1900 United States Census for Enumeration District 142 in Louisville, Kentucky (NARA publication T623 sheet 3A), and 
the 1910 United States Census for Enumeration District 220 in Louisville, Kentucky (NARA publication T624 sheet lOA). Each of these census 
records lists England as William W. Twyman's father's birthplace. 

Note a . William W. Twyman's listed ages in these census record match his expected age per his obituary (see 404) and the 1850 census (see 
405a). His obituary also notes that he married a Rebecca, and a Rebecca Twyman is listed as his wife in the 1880 and 1900 census. 

Note b . Among the children listed in his household in 1880 is an 18-year-old son named George E. Twyman. 
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John G. Twyman's household in the 1880 United States Census for Enumeration District 147 in Louisville, Kentucky (NARA publication T9 
sheet 339A). This census record lists John's father's birthplace as England. 

Note a . John's age in this census record matches the expected age of the John Twyman listed in the 1850 census in Margery Twyman's 
household (see 405), suggesting the possibility that they may be the same person.

Note a . Caroline's death certificate records that her father was a John Twyman who married Marjorie O'Neil, but Marjorie married a William 
Twyman (see 407 and 408) prior to Caroline's birth. No record of a John Twyman of that age has been found in Jefferson records. Caroline's 
brother's obituary lists one of his sisters as "Mrs. Caroline Jones" (see 404), and another sister as "Mrs. L. A. Shafer." Mrs. Shafer's death 
certificate correctly lists her father's name as William Twyman (see 403a), and Mrs. Shafer was born after Caroline (see 405 and 403). 
William Twyman is therefore very likely to be Caroline's father, and her death certificate in error. Whoever was recording the information 
may simply have accidentally written her husband's first name, which was John (see 410). 

Note b . This death certificate records that Caroline's father was born in England. Caroline's father's birthplace is also listed as England in the 

1880 United States Census for Electoral District 108 In Louisville, Jefferson, Kentucky (NARA publication T9 frame 22); and in the 1900 
United States Census for Hickman Magisterial District 3, Electorai District 3, in Fulton, Jefferson, Kentucky (NARA publication T623 frame 
39). Her father's birthplace is listed as Kentucky in the 1910 United States Census for Electoral District 61 in Short Creek, Fulton, Jefferson, 
Kentucky (NARA publication T624 frame 17) when Caroline was elderly and less likely to have given the information directly.

Note a . Roxana's death certificate records that Roxana's father was the William Twyman who married Margorie O'Neil (see 407 and 408). 
This agrees with her brother's obituary, which lists one of his sisters as "Mrs. L. A. Shafer" (see 404). 

Note b . This death certificate records that Roxana's father William was born in England. Roxana's father's birthplace is also listed as England 

in the 1880 United States Census for Electoral District 152 in Louisville, Jefferson, Kentucky (NARA publication T9 frame 62); the 1900 
United States Census for Electoral District 126 in Louisville, Jefferson, Kentucky (NARA publication T623 frame 2); and the 1910 United 
States Census for Electoral District 203 in Louisville, Jefferson, Kentucky (NARA publication T624 frame 2). His birthplace is listed as 
Kentucky in the 1920 United States Census for Electoral District 208 in Louisville, Jefferson, Kentucky (NARA publication T625 frame 27) 
when Roxana was no longer the head of household, and is also listed as Kentucky on L. A. Shafer and Anna Twyman's 17 Jan 1863 marriage 
bond in Jefferson, Kentucky's Marriage Licenses 8t Bonds (1862-1863) pages 594-595, imaged on FHL SLC microfilm #5557803 image 755, 
which Roxana did not sign and on which her name is recorded incorrectly (it was corrected on the marriage certificate - see 411a). 
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William W. Twyman's obituary in the 21 Nov 1910 Issue of the Courier Journal newspaper (published in Louisville Kentucky), as 
transcribed in the 1990 book Twyman by William Twyman Lockett, page 35. This obituary is for William W. Twyman Jr., the son of William 
Twyman the immigrant (called "W. W. Twyman" in this document, though no other evidence of a middle initial has yet been found). The 
obituary was sent by William W. Twyman Jr.'s son Charles T. Twyman to Mary Twyman Klayder in 1919, who was researching the Twyman 
family at the time (see Twyman, pages 33-34). A full transcription follows: 

The funeral of William W. Twyman, aged eighty-three years, who died Saturday afternoon (November 19, 1910), at 5:20 o'clock after a 
lingering illness, of the infirmities of old age, was conducted this morning at 10 o'clock from the residence of his daughter, Mrs. Anna B. Dunlap, 
at 1447 Amber Street. The services were conducted by the Rev. Dr. Moore, of the Parkland Christian Church, and the interment took place at 
Cave Hill Cemetery. 

Mr. Twyman was one of the pioneer residents of this city, having been born in Shippingport, and lived here all his life. He had been In excellent 
health until the death of his wife last January, but after her demise his health began to fall. He was able to be up and about until ten days ago, 
when he was forced to take to his bed, and from that time on he sank rapidly. 

At the time of Mr. Twyman's birth the city was nothing but a village, and his father, W. W. Twyman, was at that time proprietor of one of the 
largest stores in the city, located at Ninth and Main Streets. Mr. Twyman . .. secured an education at an early age and made good use of it 
afterward. After ieaving school he secured a position teaching school, and later entered politics. 

Mr. Twyman served as a deputy constable for several years, and afterward was elected to the General Council. He also served as a school 
trustee, and from 1870 to 1886 served as Magistrate in the Western district, comprising the Eleventh and Twelfth Wards. The last position that 
Mr. Twyman held was that of Storekeeper-gauger, and he retired about twenty years ago. 

When the Volunteer Fire Department was in existence Mr. Twyman was one of the most active members, and during the past few years he was 
president of the Volunteer Firemen's Association. 

In 1853 Mr. Twyman married Miss Rebecca Fisher, and the couple celebrated their goiden wedding anniversary several years ago. When Mrs. 
Twyman died last January, a noticeable change came over her husband, and it is thought that grief over her death hastened his end. 

He is survived by five children. They are William C. Twyman, of Piqua, Ohio; Charles T. Twyman, of this city; Thomas G. Twyman, of Louisville 
Railway Company; Mrs. Mary T. Simpson, of Shelbyville, Kentucky; and Mrs. Anna B. Dunlap, of this city . He is also survived by two sisters, Mrs. 
L. A. Shafer and Mrs. Caroline Jones, the latter of Hickman, Kentucky. 

Note a . "W. W. Twyman" is given as the name of William W. Twyman's father. The article claims W. W. Twyman was in about 1827 (1910- 
83 years old = ~1927) the "proprietor of one of the largest stores in the city [Louisville], located at Ninth and Main Streets." 

William Twyman in the 1830 (NARA publication M19 page 108) and 1840 (NARA publication M704 page 119) United States Censuses for 
Louisville, Kentucky, and Margaret Twyman in the 1850 (NARA publication M432 page 68, family 494 and slave schedule page 872), and the 
1860 (NARA publication M653 page 4 and slave schedule page 1) United States Censuses for the 7"' ward in Louisville, Kentucky, and 
Margaretha Twyman in the 1870 United States Census for part of the 12"' ward in Louisville, Kentucky, (NARA publication M593, page 94):

Note a . William Twyman passed away between the 1840 and 1850 United States Censuses (see 406). The William Twyman in Margery's 


household in 1850 must be her husband's son by the same name (see 406). Margery's son William Twyman's age of 23 in 1850 matches the 
~1827 birth date implied by his 1910 obituary (see 404). 

Note b . The 1850 Census lists 5 household members with the same surname as Margery. That the listed "William Twyman" is her son is 
supported by his obituary (see 404) together with his father's will (see 406). That "Roxana Twyman" is her daughter is supported by her 
marriage record (see 411) and her death certificate (see 403a). That "Caroline Twyman" is her daughter is supported by her marriage record 
(see 410a). No additional evidence has yet been found confirming that "John" and "Edward" Twyman were her biologicai children, but since 
they are listed in the same household and have ages that fit the expected spacing of chiidren, and because the oniy other Twyman family in 
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Jefferson at this time was not closely related, it seems highly likely that these two were her children. An 1845 marriage record shows that a 
sixth child named Mary Jane Twyman was also her daughter (see 409). 

Note c . Margaret was not found in the 1880 census, suggesting she passed away before 1880. 

Note d . Though Mr. Shafer's name is spelled "Lewis" here, the 1880 census and his children's death records spell his name "Louis." 

William Twyman's 8 May 1842 will with 14 Jul 1842 codicil, presented 6 Dec 1842, in Jefferson, Kentucky's Will Book 3, pages 314-315: 

"Know all men by these presents that I William Tywman... desire and direct that all my debts be paid... I appoint my beloved wife Margarett 
Twyman my sole executrix... without giving security... bequeath unto her the use and control of all my estate real and personal during her 
natural life if she remain unmarried after my death and to my children at her death I bequeath my estate share and share alike except my son 
William who is a cripple I bequeath unto him an amt equal to two of the other children's shares.... if my wife should die before my youngest 
child become of age... and for the regard and love I have for my mother in law Jane Gordon and for my friend John Gray I desire that they shall 
remain in my family and be suitably provided for during their life time and be interred in my family burying ground... this 8th day of May 1842 
at my residence in Louisville Kentucky, [signed:] William Twyman I William Twyman of Jefferson County... make this my codicil... Margery 
Twyman to sell and dispose of my negro woman Jenny... this 14 day of July 1842.... William Twyman" 

Note a . Jefferson County's 6 Dec 1842 court order to record the will, appoint the executrix, and appraise the estate, is found in Jefferson, 
Kentucky, Order Book 18, pages 536-537. 

William Twyman and Margery Lucky's 14 Jul 1824 marriage bond and 15 Jul 1824 permission letter, in The Filson Club Archives & Records 
for Jefferson, Kentucky, 1824 Marriage Licenses 8t Bonds, imaged in FHL SLC microfilm #5557873, images 258-260. This bond specifies that 
"Margery Lucky" was the "widow of John Lucky deed." 

Note a . A "Mrs. Gordon" provided permission for her daughter Margery. William Twyman's will shows her name was Jane Gordon (see 406).

John Lentz and Miss Mary Jane Twyman's 8 5ep 1845 marriage license and minister's return reporting a 9 5ep 1845 marriage, in Jefferson, 
Kentucky's "Marriage Licenses 8c Bonds (1845)'' collection, imaged in FHL SLC microfilm #5558613, images 300-301: "...You are hereby 
permitted and authorized to join together...

Note a . The Margaret and Caroline Ann Twymans noted herein correspond to Margaret's family found in the 1850 census for Jefferson, 
Kentucky (see 405b). William Twyman [Jr.] is also listed in that household, and his obituary references "Mrs. Caroline Jones" as his sister (see 
404). 

L. A. 5hafer and Roxana Twyman's 17 Jan 1863 marriage license and 19 Jan 1863 marriage certificate, in Jefferson, Kentucky's Marriage 
Licenses (1863), Imaged in FHL SLC microfilm #5558623, images 80-81: "...on the 19 day of January 1863, the Rites of Marriage were legally 
solemnized by me between L. A. Shafer and Anna Twyman (her name is Roxanna) at Margery Twyman's in the County of Jefferson in the 
presence of S. S. Ronald JohnTwyman and Sarah Hughes Signed: Ths. Bottomley" 

Note a . The insertion "(her name is Roxanna)" appears to be a note correcting the bond and license which list her name as "Anna."

Note a . George's May 1862 birth date in 1900 matches his estimated birth year from the 1880 census (see 400b) and his death certificate 
(see 412). The death certificate also specified he was married and living in Covington for 14 years prior to his death (which includes the year 
1900). 

Note b . In 1900, George's wife is listed as a Mary L. Twyman, a 32-year-old from Indiana, and that they had been married for five years. For 
George, the number 5 was written over the top of the number 13. Thirteen years prior is 1887, which is the date of a marriage license for 
George and Laura Stewart (see 414). 

Note c . The Mary L. Twyman in the 1900 census and the Laura Twyman in the 1910 census appear to be the same person, given the 
matching ages, birthplaces, parents' birthplaces, and children's names. Thus the Kenneth Twyman in the 1910 census appears to be the son 
of George E. and Mary Laura Twyman.

United States Census for Enumeration District 71 in New Albany, Indiana (NARA publication T9 sheet 258B), and her parents are listed as 
born in Michigan and Ireland. Other records for these parents appear to mostly use the "Steward" spelling. 

Kenneth 5. Twyman's death notice in the 15 Jan 1977 issue of the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette, page 9: "TWYMAN Kenneth S. Sky, on Thurs., 
Jan 13, 1977; husband of the late Teresa Kennedy Twyman; father of Jack, of Cincinnati, Ohio, Ned of Pen., and Mary Judith Brice, of 
Moonsocket, R. I.; also survived by 11 grandchildren; brother of Hortense Twyman, Mattie Unger, and the late Edna Cuthbert. Friends received 
2-4 and 7-9 p.m. Fri. and from 12 noon until time of service Sat. at the ANTFIONY G. STAAB FUNERAL HOME, 900 Chartters Ave. W. E. Pgh. 
Funeral Services on Sat. Jan. 15, at 1 p.m." 

Note a . The sisters listed in this death notice match the sisters' names of the Kenneth Twyman in the 1900 and 1910 censuses (see 413). 

Edward "Ned" Twyman's obituary published in the 9 Apr 2012 issue of the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette: "...Duquesne University basketball 
Hall of Famer Edward "Ned" Twyman... who was 73, died Thursday at Allegheny General Hospital of complications from a stroke. He had 
suffered from circulatory problems in recent years and had his leg amputated in 2007... 

Mr. Twyman's older brother, John Kennedy 'Jack' Twyman, had the more illustrious career, as a 6-foot-6-inch forward at the University of 
Cincinnati who went on to play in the NBA with the Rochester/Cincinnati Royals franchise from 1955 to 1966 and who, along with Wilt 
Chamberlain, became one of the first NBA players to average more than 30 points per game in a single season. 

'Ned and his brother. Jack, could both shoot lights out. You'd wake them up and they'd make a shot, they were that good,' said the Rev. Jack 
O'Malley, a retired Catholic priest who attended Central Catholic with both brothers.

He 
helped him get workers' compensation; raised hundreds of thousands of dollars to pay for medical care, partly through organizing an annual 
charity game of basketball superstars; and helped him learn to communicate by blinking his eyes to denote individual letters... 

John Kennedy Twyman, the son of a steel company foreman, was born in Pittsburgh on May 21, 1934, and grew up playing against Stokes in 
summer leagues... Twyman sometimes worried that his wife and family might become upset over the amount of time he devoted to Stokes 
over 12 years, but his daughter said in an interview that they had come to look forward to Stokes's Sunday visits from the hospital. Twyman's 
wife of 57 years, the former Carole Frey, became, with her husband, a co-trustee of the Maurice Stokes Foundation, which was set up to defray 
Stokes's hospital costs... Years after his accident, when Stokes had recovered enough finger flexibility to type, his first message was: 'Dear Jack, 
How can I ever thank you?"' 

Larry Lehmer's 24 Aug 2012 article "Maurice Stokes: One of the best players in NBA history," retrieved 20 Sep 2012 from 
whenwordsmatter.typepad.com: '"We played our last game. Everybody had their suitcases packed,' Twyman said. 'I was the only player who 
made his home in Cincinnati. So here was a guy without a team, without teammates, his family in Pittsburgh. He was a man in limbo. I was the 
only one there.' So Twyman, a 23-year-old who had an off-season job with an insurance company, kept tabs on his stricken teammate. For 10 
weeks, as Stokes remained on the critical list, Twyman visited his old friend. Then Stokes' family ran out of money and couldn't access Stokes' 
bank account. When Twyman discovered that Ohio law allowed him to become Stokes' legal guardian and manage his care, that's what he did." 

ESPN's 9 Jun 2013 article "The story behind the Twyman-Stokes Award," retrieved 20 Sep 2020 from espn.com/blog: "Earlier today the 
NBA announced the creation of the Twyman-Stokes Teammate of the Year Award in honor Jack Twyman and Maurice Stokes. The league 
couldn't have picked a better duo to illustrate the extent and power of being a good teammate... The ordeal left Stokes permanently paralyzed. 
The Royals were obscenely quick to remove Maurice and his $20,000 salary from their payroll. There was no pension or medical plan for NBA 
players back then, which left Stokes and his family unable to endure medical bills that would approach $100,000 a year. Facing financial peril, 
Stokes was saved by his Royals teammate Jack Twyman. The hot-shot small forward filled a void few would, and he did so for the duration of 
Maurice's life. The never-ending assists from Twyman helped keep Stokes alive until 1970. In 2004, Stokes was inducted to the Naismith Hall of 
Fame. Twyman had the honor of inducting his old friend but, as always, the humble Twyman insisted the honor was all his to have cared for 
such a class individual as Stokes."

The distinctiveness of the "Thoyman" spelling suggests the possibility that an altogether different (perhaps French) surname 
morphed into "Twyman" later on.

Notes on James Walker Twyman and Miriam Brown, in the 2010 book "Historical Sketches of Pocahontas County, West Virginia" by 
Wiliiam T. Price, pages 283 and 366: 

From page 283: "Aaron Moore.... One of his memorable adventures occurred while on his way to search for the body of his neighbor, James 
Twyman who was drowned in Thorny Creek, January 17, 1834, and was not found until January 19.... The body of the drowned neighbor was 
found stranded on a large rock, that is still pointed out not very far below the mouth of the creek." 

From page 366: "Miriam Brown was born August 6, 1810, was first married to James Walker Twyman, a native of Augusta County. Mr. Twyman 
was a school teacher. They first settled on Elk, where they lived two or three years. The land he worked on Elk had been a part of David 
Hannah's. Mr. Twyman put out a field of corn that grew finely and was very promising, but early in August there was a heavy frost; he became 
discouraged, gave up his land, and moved to Greenbrier River to land given them by Joseph Brown. Here he taught school; having the Friels, 
Moores, and Sharps for pupils. Mr. Twyman had business in Huntersville the 17th of January, 1834, and on his return was drowned in Thorny 
Creek. The Greenbrier home was just above the 'Bridget Place.' Their daughter Mary Frances is now Mrs. Otho W. Ruckman, on Indian Draft. 
Mrs. Twyman's second marriage was to the late Thomas Nicholas, on the Indian Draft, near Edray. Mr. Nicholas was a skillful mechanic-a much 
respected and prosperous citizen." 

Joe Twyman's 1896 death reported in the 1 Dec 1896 issue of "The Seattle Post-Intelligencer" newspaper, page 1: "TWO PIONEERS DEAD. 
A.S. Van Horn and Joe Twyman Expire at Walla Wall. Walla Walla, Nov. 30.-... Joe Twyman. another old-timer, 75 years of age, was found dead 
in his house, five miles west of this city, this morning. He lived alone on what is known as the old Coe farm. As he had not been seen for several 
days, his neighbors went to his home this morning And found him lying dead on the floor. He lay near the stove, with an arm load of wood 
besided him, his white locks covered with snow, which had drifted on him. He had gloves on his hands and sacks wrapped around his feet, 
indicating that he had entered the house just before he died. The supposed cause is heart disease. Twyman lived in this county for forty years. 
At one time he was well-to-do, but it is said he gave away most of his property to a woman with whom he was infatuated, but who abandoned 
him shortly after she had secured possession of the estate."
